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INTRODUCTION. 



Wb beUeve there was much truth in the remark we once noticed in an article of tlit 
Athenenm, ** that every copy sold of a Continental Hand-Book becomes a missioaaiy 
in the work of civilization, and in the promotion of good fellowship among natlona. 
With an annual issue of many thousands of these Souvenirs, suggesting and recalling 
the wonderful, the magnificent, and the beautiful, existing throughout Europe, — ^who shall 
say that the cause of peace is not materially promoted? Each hand-book is a standiDg 
memento of its blessings and advantages. 

The compilation, however, of a good guide-book is not the easiest of tasks, if any- 
thing more is attempted than a mere monotonous parrot-like repetition of what \» 
kno .vn, and has been said iu a hundred ways. • 

How to hit a fortunate medium between not being over garrulous, and yet sufficiently 
suggestive, — how, in fact, to lead every one to explore for himself, indicating sufficiently 
what is worthy to be explored, — ^liow to discriminate between the valuable and the 
valueless, — are aims of a good guide-book. 

But after all the help which hand-books can afford, the pleasure of foreign travel are 
in a great measure dependent on the intelligence and information which the traveller 
carries with him. Every thing, both in nature and in art, as well at home as abroad, 
is pretty much a prize or a blank as we draw it ourselves. 

The briefest directory is an ample guide for eyes and ears that can see and hear, 
whilst the most diffuse instructions may be too brief for the blind and the deaf. 

There are two points whence countries may be viewed — ^their high-ways and their 
bye-ways. Along the former flow the great concourse of travellers, and the main 
volume of observation. It would be difficult to find a continental high road, or line'of 
ordinary route not thoroughly developed, and of which each object is not amply disoaned 
in guide-book, tour, or joumaL Not so with the bye-ways, which are as it were tha 
veins of a country, wherein Iffe moves, and the character of its real constitution can ba 
best tested. There is much, very much, to be seen, especially of scenery and sights on 
the high road, but though the scenery may, the society, manners, morals, habitSi and 
character of a country do not, lie on the highways. Unfortunately we are prone to bnfld 
general opinions on our railway train views and table d*hdte experiences. 

The tourist, who excursionizes for a few weeks in a toreign country, feels it almost esseO!- 
tial to the character and dignity of a traveller, to import a settUAL^^;^^ ^^. ^ss^^Snsm 
the manners, morals, minds, politics, and. arta, %c\exv<C!Q:& wA Xcuswtoa^ \sc«sc5jS»«*2«*

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And yet of all travellers the Englishman, who comes abroad for the first time, Is the 
least likely to give anything more than superficial opinions on what he sees, hears, or 
learns, in a flying visit from one end of Europe to tlie other. 

Too often the grand business of a majority of the English out of England is eating; 
there is no doubt theytyirry a mighty stomach with them everj-where. If the climate 
is hot, it exhausts them and they must recruit ; if cold, they get hungry with astonishing 
celerity, the air is so keen and bracing — change of air, change of scene, change of diet, 
the excitement of moving from place to place, the clatter of a new language — every 
thing contributes to this one end ; as if the sole aim and business of travelling was to 
get an appetite. 

Another remarkable trait in then: character, is their dissatisfaction with almost every 
thing abroad, and their freezing hauteur and unsociable bearing even towards their 
fellow countr^inen. 

The Englishman on his first visit to the Continent is quite out of his clement He 
misses the unmistakable cookery, the rugs and carpets, the order, decorum, the wealth 
and its material sturdiness. He comes out of his fugs and sulphurous atmosphere of his 
sea-coal fires, into a laughing dimate. 

His ears are stunned with songs and music from morning till night; every face he 
meets is lighted up with enjoyment This lightness of the heart, joined to the lightness 
of the atmosphere, produces that open-air festivity and community of enjoyment which 
makes the taciturn heavy hypocondriacal man stare. He is used to think of taxes — but 
the people of the Continent are not bowed down by an old man at their backs in the 
shape of a glorious National Debt 

The fundamental error of the travelling English consists in bringing their English 
feelings, and grievances, and modes^with them abroad, instead of leaving them behind, to 
be taken care of with their pictures and furniture. 

Ton can detect an Englishman abroad by that repulsion of manner which covers him 
over like a frost-work, and within the range of which nobody can enter without being 
bitten with cold. His sense of superiority freezes the very air about him ; you would 
think he was a statue of ice, or a block dropped from a glacier of the loftiest Alps. It 
would be as easy for the son to thaw the eternal peak of the snowy Jung-frauy as for 
any ordinary warmth of society to melt that wintry man into any of the cordial 
courtesies of intercourse. 

The same thing that happens upon a great scale in political affairs is illustrated in a 
minor way in the interoourse of travellers. Our social tariff amounts almost to a prohibi' 
tion. We are as reluctant to open our mouths or our ears, as we were to open our ports, 
and have as profound a horror of foreign vivacity and conmiunicativeness, as we had of 
foreign com before the potatoe famine. 

We have a similar difficulty in relaxing our manners. The bulk of our continental 
travellers enter an hotel with as much severity and suspicion in their looks, as if they 
itished to produce the very thing mentioned by the author of Zig-Zag travels. 

*• Inn keepers, he saj'B, are in some degree what travellers make them. You arrive, 
lianghty, exacting, surly, placing between you and your host the immense distance which 
B^MU-ates the rich gentleman from the miserable official. The nature of the contract 
^<w If ihua establiahed by yourself} service, aVaciity, aavdi TSiss^fcfcV» 
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appear in due course in the bOl, which you think extravagant, and which yon 
t^aywith anger. 

"You arrive, good-natured, considerate^ without noise or bustle; you treat your host 
like a man whose attention and whose good graces are personally agreeable to yon; 
Whose respected manner is to be acknowledged but not paid for ; he gives all these but 
does not sell them ; your bill stripped of all false charges is found reasonable, and yon 
pay it with pleasure. People are occasionally met with who speak ill of all inns ; 
these are individuals, whom with more justice, all inns could speak ill of.** 

'Wlien a Frenchman, or an Italian, comes to England, he brings his sunshine with 
him, when an Englishman goes to France or Italy, it is said he cannot leave his fogs 
behind him. He is apt to think everything wrong which does not happen to harmonize 
with his usages, without making allowances for the difference of habits and modes of 
life. But it ought to be remembered that some national traits may jar with our customs, 
and yet harmonise perfectly with the general characteristics and necessities of others— 
and that many of the very traits we desiderate in them would be totally irreconcilable 
with the whole plan of their society — ^perhaps even with their climate, which frequently 
exercises an influence that cannot be averted over society itself. 

It is surprising, however, how a little knocking about in steam-boats, and railways 
shakes a man out of his sluggish thoughts and opaque humors. It is the best of all 
constitutional remedies for mind and body, although it acts but slowly on the whip-cord 
nerves of the English ; it is good for the brains and the stomach ; it invigorates the 
imagination, loosens the blood, and makes it leap through the veins with redoubled and 
healthy action. 

There is nothing in this leveling world of ours, which so effectually annihilates con- 
ventional respectability, as the modem mode of travelling — ^in which speed and safety 
are rightly judged to be valuable compensations for state and seclusion. The French- 
man avails himself of this advantage, to observe the habits and manners of the nations 
he visits — ^but our countrj'men are generally too shy and too exclusive — too fearful of 
unwittingly compromising themselves, by contact with persons not quite up to their 
standard of gentility, to encourage conversation, or court the society of foreigners. 

If they can only overcome this restraint no man abandons himself so utterly to the 
ebarms of this mode of travelling as an Englishman, once he allows himself to give 
way to it. Observe with what curiosity he peers into shop windows and bazaars ; with 
what vivacity he hunts through royal parks and palaces, to collect gossip for the table 
d*hdte ; how he climbs lofty steeples and boasts of his lungs ; what a dinner he makes 
amidst a bewildering chaos of provocatives ; showing very plainly that the previous 
restraint was contrary to his real character, and he is much more happy when he throwi 
it off— proving that there is nothing like a plunge into new worlds of human faces fat 
the recovery of youth, with all its giddy joys and airy fallacies. The only difficulty is 
to get him to make this plunge. Instead of running wild and joyous amongst tiie 
people of the Continent, and giving free vent to his pleasure^seeking feelings, h% 
generally takes umbrage at everything. 

He goes to an Hotel and orders a private dinnwt Vn. Si xwsta. v^'wXf— ^tsA^KBak^^^*^'^*^'^ 
ness being offended at the indiscriminate cruaYi o£ Wl^ ^sJ^a'^ TS!k«s^^t, ^ ^^^ 

But when be has overcome this repugnance^ and. x^GOiicCL^^s^ssia!^ Nft^^sa^ 
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cnstom on the Continent, no man enjoys it better than he does ; and it is amusing to 
hear hmi direct your attention to ** its magnificence,*' " the regal splendour with which 
it is set out and appointed ; " " how brilliantly it is lighted up, gilt, and draperied with 
oriental pomp ; *' ** the dinner served and laid out with exquisite taste ; ** ** the manner 
in which the company glide in, noiselessly, and gracefully take their places ; *' " persons 
of every class — ^firom the Marquis to the negociant ; nobleman and commoner, with 
their families ; military and civilians of all professions. All observing the strictest 
propriety and manners of the best tone of the highest society." 

This is quite correct. Moreover, from this usage, which we deprecate so much 
because it infringes upon our dignity and sullenness, a manifest advantage is gained, 
in the practical education of men for any intercourse with general society to which they 
may be called. Nor is it of less value in conferring upon them that ease and self- 
possession and versatile command of topics, for which the people of the Continent are so 
much more distinguished than our own countrymen. 

Few English (Lady Blessington observes) shine in conversation with the French. 
There is a lightness and brilliancy, a sort of touch and go, if I may say so, in the latter, 
seldom, if ever, to be acquired by Englishmen. Never dwelling long on any subject, 
and rarely entering profoundly into it, they sparkle on the surface with great dexterity, 
bringing wit, gaiety, and tact into play. 

Conversation is, with the French, the aim and olitject of society. All enter it prepared 
to take a part 

Nevertheless (the same writer adds) there is a repose in the society of clever and 
refined Englishmen to be met with in no other — the absence of all attempts to shine ; 
the mildness of manners, the low voices, the freedom from any flattery, &c., are peculiar- 
ities which Lady Blessington naively observes, *^ have a great charm for me." 

The tone of society at Paris is very agreeable. A strict observance of deferential 
respect firom the men towards the women, and the entire freedom from those marked 
attentions engrossing conversations, and from that familiarity of manner often permitted 
in England, gives to Parisian society in the high circles an air of greater dignity and 
decorum. 

A French woman talks well on every subject. Her talent in this art is daily exercised, 
and consequently becomes perfected ; while an English woman, with more various and 
•olid attainments, rarely, if ever, arrives at the ease and sdf-possession — or confidence— 
which would enable her to bring the treasures with which her mind is stored into play. 
An English woman, more concentrated in her feelings as well as in her pursuits, seldom 
devotes the time given by French women, to the superficial acquirements of a versatili^ 
of knowledge, which, though it enables them to converse fluently on various subjects, 
they would dread entering on unless well versed. This does not, however, detract from 
a talent, or art (for art it may be called), that renders society in France not only so 
brilliant but agreeable, and which is attended with the salutary effect of banishing the 
ill-natured observations and personal remarks, which too often supply the place of more 
harmless topics with us. 

From this descriptive contrast observable in the higher circles of society in England 
and in France, a comparison between the characteristic peculiarities of the two capitali 
.wSX} heJOBtoraH and interesting. 
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The Improvements which are being carried out in the French capital are on a scale so 
▼ast, and of a character so remarkable, both in an architectural and political point of 
^w, that the following brief sketch will form an appropriate preface to our descriptioa 
of Paris. 

lliese improvements and works were undertaken to find employment for the workmen 
of the metropolis and its environs. 

At the present rapid rate of construction three or four years only will be required tat 
their completion ; and by that time the present government hopes to have so fkr conso- 
lidated its power, as to be able to dispense with these means of preserving peace m tha 
capital 

It IS not in Paris alone that this course is being pursued. In most of the great 
municipal towns of France, cathedrals, churches, or public buildings are being restored, 
or new churches or municipal buildings erected. 

Not a small proportion of all this immense outlay is being devoted to the church. 
Large sums are being expended throughout France in restoring the ecclesiastical edifioes. 

By this means, what the municipalities are obliged to pay is made to serve the douUo 
purpose — ^first, of buying the favour of the clergy ; and secondly, of buying the support 
of tiie Ouvriera, Most of these works are as admirable as they are splendid and costly : 
for instance, a railway is being carried, at an inmiense expense entirely round Paxis, 
and so constructed that it will unite all the metropolitan lines of railway together, so 
that in a few months a passenger will be able to take his seat in the train at Boulogne, 
or Calais, and proceed to Bordeaux or Strasburg without changing the carriage at all. 

Two magnificent streets are being made through some of the most populous parts of 
Paris. One, which is already open for traffic, extends from the gardens of the Tuileries 
for a mile in a strait line along the Tuilleries and the Louvre, to the front of the Hotel 
deinile. 

The houses on each side, are palaces of six and seven stories in height, and built of 
a beautiful white stone. The ground floors will form magnificent shops, the upper 
stories some of the noblest houses in Paris. When this street is completed it will form 
one line of palaces, of about a mile and a half in length, from the Place de la Concorde 
to the front of the Hotel de Yille. 

The other street will also be very handsome— beginning at the Hotel de Vflle it crofliei 
the Boulevards to the Strasburg railway station ; this street will be planted with treea. 

All the houses which formerly incumbered the Place de Carousel and shut out the 
view of the Louvre from the Tuilleries have been pulled down, and the original plan of 
the two palaces is being at length carried out in all its splendour. The wing of tha 
Tuilleries facing the river has been entirely restored, while the outer wing, which finms 
one side of a great part of the Rue de Rivoli, is being built in the most magnificent and 
•olid manner, with massive stone walls, and in many parts with stone arehed roofr^ 
In two years, or before the Great Exhibition of 1855 is opened, if nothing happen -to 
interrupt the works, the Louvre and the Tuilleries will form one splendid palaee, and 
will enclose the grandee square in Europe. 

The interior of the Louvre has been restored exiA. tctf^X. ^x^stA'os^ ^^ms«^»&- ^^[2 
treasures hare been jre-arranged, and alU\oue\i <lh^ <SUaMStf5aXto«i>*'«»*.^^.vi ««sBipi 
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as in the Berlin Gallery— a great step has been made in the last four jeart, to present 
a history of arts, by arranging the school in a somewhat more chronological sequence. 

The quays are being completely finished and put in order, so as to make them worthy 
of the palaces which stand upon them ; and several of the oldest of the stone bridges 
are being completely rebuilt. 

The Cathedral of Notre Dame, the exquisite chapelle called La Sainte Chapelle, 
and other churches have been, or are being carefully restored within and without ; 
the Pantheon has been newly decorated, and converted into a splendid church ; the 
Dome of the Invalides is to be re-gilt : and the interior of the church (which corres- 
ponds to our Chelsea Hospital) has been lavishly decorated, to make it worthy to be 
the shrine of Napoleon's tomb ; and beneath the dome the tomb itself is nearly com- 
pleted ; what that will be under the finishing touch of his nephew, Napoleon IIL, may 
be imagined ! 

In addition to these national works there is one whish really is not less mag- 
nificient or costly, and which to Englishmen ought to be the most pleasing, as 
it is certainly the most flattering of all, namely, the vast palace used fur the Exhibition 
of 1855. 

This remarkable building now remains one of the grandest palaces of Paris, being 
built entirely of stone in the most solid and substantial manner, and, considering the 
materials, of extraordinary dimensions. It is between 800 and 900 feet long, by about 
400 feet broad. The walls are a long series of massive arches rising above one another, 
each arch forming one great window ot glass. 

This noble building is admirably situated on the left side of the great avenue 
leading to the Arc de Triomphe, about half way between the Triumphal Arch and the 
Tuilleries. 

These extensive improvements and embellishments will render Paris the most splendid 
city in the world ; science and art, and apparently inexhaustible resources of money, 
accomplishing artificially what nature has done for some of the beautiful cities in Italy 
and along the shores of the Mediterranean. 

And thus the Anglo-Saxon of the other hemisphere may still be expected to 
expatiate in the highest eulogistic terms of the capital of France, to the disparagement 
of London. 

Even our own provincial countrymen re-echo the reproach against their own metro- 
polis — ^alleging, however, that it cann)t be otherwise, while our Minister of Public 
Works knows nothing about architecture, and that nearly all our national works are 
merciless jobs* 

The Author of the Classical tour through Italy accounts for this in a more generous 
spirit. 

I feel some regret, he observes, in being obliged to acknowledge that the metropolis 
of the British Empire, though the first city of Europe for neatness, convenience, and 
eleanliness, is yet inferior to most capitals in architectural embellishments. This defect 
is owing in a great degree to the nature of the. materials of which it is formed, as brick 
is ill calculated to receive the graceful forms of an Tonie Volute^ or a Corinthian Acanthus; 
while the dampness of the climate seems to preclude the possibility of applying stucco 
to iiba aziemal j>art9 with permanent advantage. Besides, some blame may justly be 
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attributed to architects, who either know not, or neglect the roles of proportion and th* 
tnodels of antiquity ; and in edifices, where no expense has been spared, often display 
splendid instances of wasteless contrivance and of grotesque ingenuity. But it is to be 
hoped that the industry and the taste of the British nation will ere long triumph over 
this double obstacle, — ^inspire artists with genius, teach even bricks to emulate marble^ 
and give a becoming beauty and magnificence to the seat of government and the capital 
of so mighty an empire. Augustus found Rome of brick and in his last momenti 
boasted that he left it of marble. May not London hope at length to see its Augustuii 

But if our " Minister of Public Works" cannot accomplish this by decrees— we oaa 
refer with satisfaction to the modem works of national importance constructed in all 
parts of the United Kingdom, by private capital and skill, and what this as already 
done in " Public Works" on the Continent. We are reconciled to these drawbacks fay 
other considerations. Much as we admire the genius of Stevenson, of a Barry, a Paxton, 
Watt, and justly proud as we may be of the people's palace at Sydenham, we are prondilr 
of the "g^eat facts" enumerated by the Author of Paris re-visited. 

If England, he remarks, was not among the earliest to distinguish herself in the Fin»- 
Arts, we must derive some consolation under the reproach of this, from the circumstance 
that religion was reformed of its most absurd superstitions, and political tyranny waa 
chequed and controlled among us for some hundreds of years before any of our neigh- 
bour stirred in these public undertakings which are surely not insignificant Literature, 
being essential to the deliverance of the human mind and the elevation of human feelings, 
was always sedulously attended to in England; and in regard to it she has no reason to 
blush cither for her want of taste or want of power. 

Painting and Sculpture certainly lagged behind, and it would be easy enough to 
account for their lateness, in a way that would rather prove it to refiect credit than 
dishonour on the minds of the people; but it is not necessarv to say anything invidious of 
two elegant arts. When the accomplishment of great public duties, involving gallant 
enterprises, had afforded a fair opportunity for relaxation, — ^when the process of thoughtftil 
enquiry, and the fiery trials of conflict and disputation, had issued in the settlement of a 
substantial fabric of public strength, freedom, and opulence, — when the useful having 
been pretty generally attained, the merely-agreeable might be safely cultivutedi England 
evinced neither a want of taste or talent for elegant imitation. Reynolds, Hogarth, 
and Wilson, are names which suggest high degrees (some of them the highest) of 
almost all the variety of excellence belonging to painting. 

London is certainly deficient in elegancies of architecture, though less so than common 
report declares, in consequence of the little parade that is made there of anything we 
have. Our palaces are very mean and clumsy ; and as they are the first objects to 
which a foreigner looks, he seldom looks beyond them, being satisfied that they would 
be elegant if any of our buildings were so. But he ill-understands England, he mnit 
turn to what has been done by private wealth or popular spirit, by commercial prospeii^ 
or public charity, for her most magnificent displays ; — ^her sovereigns have seldom had 
it in theur power to build even a cottage but subject to the severest quesUowNX^^-^ ^Ttt^ 
pohit to ba settled is, which is most honourable to a covmcAs^"*^ XaaJu^ \ft *k5 "t^si^K^ssi^ ^ 
it- gcnaral character, the eujoyment of public liVMSCt^^ cxsKsaavaJS^^ ^jsotasSt <sh^». 
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soihoiities of tiie ttate, or the enction of mdi beantifiil palAces, u fhom nbkSli Cho 
Bourbons gave to their fiivoarites. 

In oondnsion, we would express the hope, that while England emulates France in all 
tiiat appertains to the line Arts, and the sciences, and her Educational Institutions, fbr 
an classes of her people, France maj be able to emulate Old England in her glorious 
institutions of civil and religious government, so that in course of time, moving onwards 
side bj side in the march of civilization, rival competitors in the Arts of Peace, tha 
sunilari^ in their institutions shall exercise such an influence over the minds of both 
people, tiiat it shall be impossible to disturb their friendly and commercial relationship, 
to ** exhume" old animosities, and much less to revive a warlike disposition between 
two nationSi who now, for almost the first time in their histories, appreciate the advanta- 
ges of a sincere ** Entente Gordiale," of an alliance bringing England and France " slds 
by side in Peace or War;** and that under the reign of a Napoleon, whose conduct in 
this respect is alike honourable to his feelings and to his character. 



PRACTICAL mSTBUCnONS TO THE TRAVELLER. 

In drawing up the following instructions, it has been presumed that the traveller 
will have provided himself with Bradshaw^a Continental Railway Guide, as indispensable 
to railway travelling on the Continent ; and reference is, therefore, made frequently to 
that book, in order to avoid unnecessary repetition here. As extenuous of the railway 
qrstem cause alterations in the number of the pages of that book, from time to time, 
where a reference is made to a particular page, if the information required is not foxmd 
there, it will probably be on one of the a(^oiniDg pages. 

1. What shouu) bb done in London — ^Passports— Monet — Lugoaoe. — ^The 
flist thing the traveller must see about is his passport, for which ample instructious are 
found at pp. 19-22 of Bradshaw^a Continentai Guide, Mr. W. J. Adams, our London 
agent, will answer any inquiries on this head, or take the necessary steps to procure a 
passport for those who desire it. 

2. Monet. — See pp. 23-5 of BradsJMw'a Continental Guide, and the table below. 
Bank-notes are negociable in some of the principal towns, and sovereigns are received ; 
but the best plan is to change your English money into French napoleons at a re- 
spectable money-changer*8 at London or in France (cftangeur), English gold, however, 
will pass anywhere (silver is useless), so will the louis d*or or napoleon, and the five- 
franc piece. As to expenses, 10s. to 20s. per head per day may be allowed. The latter 
torn will cover all charges of living in the best hotels, and travelling by first class rail- 
way and the best places in the coach. In the country inns board and lodging may bo 
had fer 6 francs to 10 francs a-day. Living is so cheap in Brittany, that 'Kimrod* says 
ft mac may live there like a prince on £&) to £100 a-year; but, of course, at a sacnfioa 
if/joMrjrJSngiuih coeiforis. 
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. $, LUQOAOX iLHD DRBflB.— The less luggage jou take the better. A oarpet-bag is 
^noagh, with half-a-dozen shirts, two pairs of socks, and as few other things as possible. 
The seeks shonld be woollen or worsted, which may be bought as yon go, throwing ths 
wom-out ones away. Brown, giey. or dark dresses are fitted for men or ladies ; and sfe 
to the style, let it be simple. A light orercoat, and an umbrella for a stick are essential. 
Soap lb not common, and being charged in the bills abroad, you should provide your- 
self with a stock before tamng up your quarters. The pedestrian should, of course, put 
on a stout pair of double-soled shoes, and wear gaiters, especially as the roads are mors 
dusty tb<^^ ours. Where shoes chafe in walking, take a sheet of writing paper, grease 
it orer, and wrap it roimd the foot^next the skin. Good knapsacks may be got abroad. 

4. Letiebs.— The traveller will find it convenient to have his letters addressed to 
lihn to the ** Posts Restante/' in the various towns at which he expects to be. Th^ 
yiWi be delivered on the passport being shewn, or, in some cases — as Paris, for instanos 
—the name-card only is required. There are now two posts daily (one in the morning 
and the other in the evening) leaving London for France. All letters for France go 
through the London post-office, and for the morning mail must be in the London 
office before 7 45 a.m., and the evening mail before six p.m. The time required for con- 
veying them to any part of France can be ascertained by reference to Bradshato'a Con^ 
tkiental JRailiffcaf Guide, and in very little more than this time the traveller may expect 
them at their appointed place. 

5. Wat to get to France, and Landing there. — See pp. 140-1 of Bradshau^i 
Continental GiUde^ from which the following is extracted: — 

a. Calais Route.— Jjondon to Paris direct, via Dover and Calais, 346 miles, in VH 
hours, viz. : — Departure from London for Dover (1st class only) at 8 SO p.m. ; arrival at 
Dover 11 p.m. ; departure from Dover 11 30 p.m. ; arrival at Calais 2 a.m. arrival 
at Paris 9 10 a.m. (Seepage 30, Route 10, of Hand Book; and read the deacriptionB tn 
an inverted order lack to page 2\). Through tickets, 6l8. 6d. There are 26 miles only 
of sea by this route, which in the old coach days took 58 to 60 hours between London 
and Paris. By the direct train the luggage is examined only on arrival at Paris. 
Another direct train (1st and 2nd class) starts at 8 15 a.m., reaching Dover at 11 a.m,f 
Calais at 2 p.m., and Paris at 10 2Qp.m. ; through tickets, 61s. 6d. and 44s. 3d. Travel- 
lers for Marseilles, on landing at Boulogne or Calais, should have their passports viai 
for that place direct, to save delay at Paris ; they will receive a provisional passport for 
2 francs. The station, refreshment room, and douane, at Calais are close to the quay. 
Two departures from Calais for Dover daily. Calais may be also reached by the General 
Steam Navigation Company's steamers, direct fromLondon Bridge Wharf, twice a-week, 
in 9 to 10 hours. Fares, 12s. and 8s. 

h. Boulogne Route.— -London to Paris direct in about 12 hours, by South Eastern 
Riulway and Packets from Folkestone according to tide. (See pp. 35-6, Route 12; and 
readlach). Through tickets, 54s. dd. and 39s. 3d. ; or by General Steam Navigation 
Company's boats four times a-week, direct from London Bridge Wharf, in 10 hours. 
Fares, 14s. and 10s. : or through, 28s. and 24s. 

c Dieppe Route.— Direct, in 12 to 15 hours, Yjy'Bt\^\xsii"^jiSw«^'^>^'w*«^^ 
Kewhaven to Dieppe, aocording to Ude, and "R'8iVv«3\ft'fij«SQ«tt.«A.'^^^^^ 1««*1 
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12-13, Route 2 ; andread hack). About 72 miles of sea passage. ThToagh fares, 28fl. & 20iL 

d. Havre Route. — B7 South Western Railway to Southampton, steam to Havre, 
and railway to Rouen and Paris (seepp, 10-12, Route 1 ; and read back); or by steamer 
direct fh>m London Bridge Wharf^ every Sunday and Thursday. Through farea, 28ik 
and 20s. N.B. — Steamer only three times a-week ; sea passage, 102 miles. 

e. Dunkirk Route.— By steamer direct firom Irongate Whar^ two or three tim«i 
a week, in about twelve hours. Fares 10s. and 7s. (See pp. 38-9, Rovte 14). 

In addition to what is here stated, you may take the route to Jersey from South- 
ampton or Newhaven ; thence to Avranches, Granville, St. Malo ; and through Brit- 
tany to Nantes, &c. Before you land at a French port, make up your mind as to tha 
hotel you choose, as, by so doing, you secure to yourself the services of the porter 
of that hotel directly you laud, and are saved annoyance from the touters who crowd 
at the landing. No baggage, except it may be a small parcel, or a carpet bag, (if at 
night) is allowed to be taken ashore by the passengers, but is detained at the Douana 
(custom-house), where you may dear it yourself or pay a porter (commissionnairea, as 
ihey are called) to clear it. 

Your passport is taken from you at the Douane, and a provisional passport given you 
instead, which will take you on to Paris. Or if you make a stay of a day or two at the 
port, you apply for the provisional pass on leaving it This you may do through the 
oommissionnaire, who will also clear your baggage. It is much better in either case to 
make use of such an agent, who will for a franc or two take all the trouble o£f your 
hands, and save much bother and loss of time. The regular charge when you clear it 
is, per package, 7 sous (3]^.) if under lOtb., 14 sous from 10 to 66tb., 1 franc above that 
weight ; every package being charged, so that the fewer you have the better. For car- 
riage to the hotel you pay a porter 50 cents (5d.) for the first package, and 25 cents for 
each of the others. When leaving a French port for England, a pervm d^embarquemenJi 
may be had at the Douane one hour before the steamer starts, or between one and threo 
p,m, when she leaves at night Once on board you cannot go ashore again without 
•pedad permission. You may bring back, free of duty, a pint of spirits, and half-pint of 
Ma-de-Cologne. By a new arrangement, luggage direct to London, by some of the 
trains on the South Eastern Railway, is not examined at Dover or Folkestone, but at 
the London Bridge station. Luggage, also, in Steamers from abroad, is examined by 
the officer on board, between Gravesend and London. 

d. Livrao IN France. — ^When you go to an inn choose your bed at once, on pr^ 
wdeTf au second^ au troineme^ &c, on the 1st, 2nd, or Srd story ; the higher stories being 
the cheapest In your bed room, if you desire it, there is no objection to your taking 
tea and seeing your friends, if you have not a private sitting room. It is not indispensa- 
ble that you take your meals in the hotel, though it may be advisable to do so as often 
as convenience will permit At other times you may find a cafe or restxxurant desirable 
for eating or drinking, and there is often one of these attached to good hotels in Paris 
and other large cities in France. To make the most of your time for sight-seeing, two 
meals a-day may suffice, a good breakfast to start with, and a dinner at the end of it 
Frenchmen seldom make more than two regular meals. If you come back to the tabh 
^hSte (ordinary), kept at everj hotel at a fixed hour, and at a charge of from 8 to 5 
trmcii), yiu may safely trust yourself to the landlord who presides. The coursei 
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an something in this order, soup (potage) ; boteUlif or the meat from which the soup is 
made; veal or some made dish; fish (poisaon); poultiy (volaille); cutlets; vegetahles, 
feparatelyb roast meat; pastry (pdUsserie); then fruit, biscuits and cheese. Coffba 
fod liqueurs are a separate charge. The drinlc is vm ordinaire (common wine}, 
a bottle of wliich is tuutUly included in the charge for dinner. Few dishes in France 
require a knife. Servants are paid in the bill, 1 to 1^ franc a da j for each person t 

If you order a dinner at an hdtel or restaurant, order a * diner 2i la firan^ais,' or at M 
much a-head ; as a * diner h deux francs et demi 2} francs),* * diner ik trois or quatre francs 
(8 or 4 francs),* &c.; or call for the bill of fare (carte) and choose for yourself, out of ft 
list of 100 or 200 dishes, filling a respectable volume. Coffee houses &c., where you may 
smoke in the large towns are called estaminets ; common wine and eau de vie (brandy) 
are sold at the cabarets. Where you make a stay at any place, the cheapest plan of 
living, is to take a furnished room at a private house or hotel (hdtel gamiy or tnaiton 
wteMSe You may get them at all prices ; the furniture is much more simple than ill 
England Have a written agreement, signed by both parties, with an inventory of 
every article, however trifling, and if advisable, a stipulation that the landlord pays ths 
ftamitore tax Qevied in November). 

Servants are engaged by the month ; but it is most economical to hire one to come 
a Uttle while every day to your lodgings, and to bring meals from the nearest traitmiir 
(cook-shop), who will regularly send you his bill of £&re to choose from, and supply hot 
dishes at any hour you please. This convenient arrangement is very common in 
France. If you want to examine any town &c. in a hurry, the best thing is to hire a 
hquais deplace^ at 5 or 6 firancs a day (finding himself), to act as a guide and servant. 

When travelling, *^ a pair of leather sheets may be placed beneath the seat cusliions, 
as a precaution against damp beds, which however, are seldom met with in France or 
Italy. Essence of ginger is an useful stimulant ; and a tea-spoonfiil in a cup of tea, on 
aniving after a day's journey, is very refreshing. Those who are in weak health, and 
travellers in general, should eat very sparingly of animal food on a journey, as it tends 
to produce heat and flushing. Black tea is one of the most useful articles travellers can 
be provided with, as it is seldom good in small towns or at inns on the road.** (Edwin 
Lee, Compamon to the ConHnent ; a most useful Hand Book for the invaUd). 

As to personal demeanour, it is scarcely necessary to add, that civility and kindness 
will procure a welcome anywhere. * One touch of nature makes the whole world kin,* 
says the poet Always carry your passport about with you; ^ Je suis Anglais* (I am 
an Englishman), and the production of this document, wiU gain you admission to almost 
•very public exhibition. Where the authorities (gendarmes, &c.) ask for explana- 
tion, be ready to give it with temper and openness. The smallest official abroad parti- 
cipates in the cares of government, and assumes in consequence a very dignified air whoa 
dealing with a stranger ; but do not mind this, touch your hat (this goes a great way 
indeed with every native you speak to) and answer him as pohtely as if he were tbft 
Pr6fet de Police. Above all things do not trouble your head about French politics.

7. Railways, DujoiEirGBs, &G. A foil list of Railways is given in BradskmoU 
ConlmeiUal Guide, and they are so clearly marked by the black line down the page in tfilg 
Hand Book that it is useless to say much about them here. The map shews that daily 
all the important localities in France are brought into communication with Paris and 
with each other. A system is projected for uniting Bordeaux, Toulouse, Perigueox, 
Clermont, Marseilles, and Lyons, in the south and most hilly part of the kingdom. 

About 2,320 miles are laid down, while England and Wales have about 6,000 miles. The 
earliest railways were those from Paris to St Germains, and from Lyons to St Etienne ; 
botn constructed in 1837. The longest direct line from the capital is that to Bordeaux 
(opened throughout June, 1853), a distance of 360 miles ; but from Calais down to Bor- 
deaux, there is now a direct line of 596 miles ; that from Nantes to Strasbourg is a 
little less, 582 miles. (Plymouth to Aberdeen is 664 miles ; Bordeaux to Vienna, 
1,900 miles). 

The traffic is carefully parcelled out to each line, so that vehicles to places off it run 
from certain stations, and from those only. One line, the Paris and Lyons, is under 
the management of government officials. Li France, before a line is opened, not only 
the rail, but the carriages, engines, stations, and all other details are looked into by 
the authorities, with a paternal eye to the safety of the public, who on this side 
of the water are considered able to take care of themselves. Nevertheless, 
French railways are cheaper and more comfortable than English; both 1st and 
2nd class seats are stuffed ; they are heated in winter with metal cases of hot water, 
covered with sheep skins, and first class fare is l^d. per mile, on the average ; while in 
England it is 3d. Children, however, pay full fare above six or eight years ; in England 
not till ten or eleven years. Trains do not run so often or so fast, but still tliey run 
much faster than in Belgium or Germany. 

Full lists of coaches (omnibuses and diligences) running from the stations on the 
rsulways and the towns along the roads are given in this work ; as well as of the steam 
boats (bateausg'iii'Vc^eur) from the ports. Nearly all the the maUes-postes (mail coaches) 
have been superseded by railwajrs ; diligences (stage coaches) ran six to ten miles an 
hour, at an average rate of l^d. per mile.

We have hitherlo avoided encumbering modem traveUers irith diffuse histories of the 
Continental Cities they visit under our guidance ; and we think it advisable to adhere 
to this rule, even -with respect to the French Capital 

It would be a waste of time to give the early history of the old city, from the period 
it became the Metropolis of France down to the Revolution, 1789, and we spare our 
readers the details of the tragical events of which it has been the theatre since then, 
and wish we could 

** Erase than from the Book of Time." 

If any of our readers have a peculiar interest in the reminiscences connected with 
the names and incidents of civil wars, there are inumerable works replete with these 
details, by means of which he may people almost every house in Paris with some 
odebrity of other times. Leaving, therefore, every traveller, inquisitive, or sentimental, 
to indulge his own predilections, we revert to our external description of Paris. 

Continental towns are generally of great antiquity, having a remote origin in forts 
and castles, and becoming gradually enlarged. They are consequently built without 
method, piled up of aU orders and ages, paved aU over with sharp stones, fantastic 
and irregular facades — ^all sorts of roo& and angles. The old town of Paris, built on 
La Cit^) one of the islands in the Seine, has all these characteristics to the present day 
and bears no resemblance whatever to the other parts of the great capital. 

The extreme beauty of which, as seen in fine weather — ^its projections of massy 
buildings and single towers, standing in the clear blue atmosphere, is very striking. 

This Paris of to-day is the Paris of yesterday, and the Paris of to-morrow is one 
unchanging attribute. It has always been, is still, and will no doubt continue to be, 
the cynosure which all travellers desire to behold — in illustration of the French 
adage *^See Paris and die" as if the sight of that city were the supremest eitjoyment 
in which man could participate. 

"Other towns, compared with her, appear 

Like shrubs, when lof|y CTpressee are near." 
\ 

And now that a net work of raQway conmiunication is gradually connecting it with 
all the principal cities of the Continent, making it as it were the heart of Europe, from 
which the iron arteries extend and connect it with the sea ports on the Mediterranean, 
with the capitals of Belgium and Holland, with the cities of Prussia, the shores of the 
Baltic, and the banks of the Rhine ; with the cities of Austria and the shores of the 
Adriatic, with the cities of Poland, and ere long with the banks of the Neva ; with 
Switzerland, Italy, and Spain, Paris will become the Babylon of modem Europe. 

The English visitor, on leaving London to visit the French capital, no longer considers 

I he is going among foreigners ; he goes to Paris as a provincial comes up from the 

south or jiortfa to pais a few days in London, without thinking of the difFerecec between 
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fhe people of the two countries, and would scarcely be reminded of It in his sojonm 
among the Parisians, except by his visits to the marveUous attractions of the beantiftal 
ci<7 they are so justly proud of. 

The journey between the two capitals is now performed with so little fatigue, with 
such remarkable facilities, and smoothened with all those small courtesies of life, 
by which the English and French now so happily reciprocate an ** Entente cordiale," 
that there is a constant stream of travellers passing to or from the two capitals of 
France and England throughout the year. 

Formerly the English visited Paris principally during the summer months, whereas 
they now appear all the year ; but the mode of their visiting the numerous objects of 
attraction in Paris and its environs must necessarily depend in a great measure on the 
season. If it be in the spring and the weather will admit of walking, this is the most 
agreeable mode, as there is something worthy of being seen and admired at almost 
every step. Leaving the hotel, after partaking of a substantial breakfast, the traveller 
should proceed to the Rue de Rivoli ; thence to the Place du Carousel, and passing 
through the Court of the Tuilleries, obtain admission to the Palace. 

The Tuilleries dates fh>m the time of Catherine de Medicis, and consists of five parts, 
{.«., a lofty pavilion in the centre, two long low buildings at each side, and again a 
lofty pavilion at each end — ^the whole forming a magnificent pile of buildings. On its 
southern side it is united to the Louvre by the long picture gallery bordering the 
Seine ; and it is mtended to complete the union with the palace of the Louvre, by 
continuing the northern side to form an immense quadrangle, which is nearly complete 

The interior is no less grand and regal. It was much injured in 1848 by the mob, 
which had possession of it for several weeks, during which they committed every act of 
vandalism they could think of, destroying most of the beautiful works of art belonging 
to Louis Phillipe and his family. 

It is now restored to its former sumptuous splendour, but the numerous priceless 
gems alluded to cannot be replaced, they are irrevocably gone. 

The first splendid Saloon is the hall of the Marshalls of France, on the first floor, 
which contains full-length portraits of the Marshalls of the French Army. 

' The Saloon of Peace is a magnificent room, the ceiling of which is exquisitely 
painted; representing the course of time: Spring succeeded by Plenty, and Fame 
announcing the happy intelligence to the world. 

' The suite of apartments succeeding these are embellished with most beautiful paint- 
ings, tapestry, vases, sculpture, &c., which must elicit many a lingering look of longing 
admiration from the amateur or connoiseur. 

On leaving the palace, the traveller should proceed to the garden in front, callea the 
TuiUeries Gardens, and if the morning be fine and genial, a walk in these delightful 
grounds, will be most agreeable. The walks and avenues — ^the magnificent and fine 
old elm or chestnut trees, in their deep green and rich luxuriant foliage ; the beautiful 
variety of flowers, orange and laurel trees, the elegant and admirable statuary, the 
front view of the Tuilleries ; and above all a clear and cloudless sxy, produce a chflxa&a%. 
scene that will make a delightful impression on the t£Q.^^<!iL« fe^ ^^s^&«a.\tfs«. ^ "^^ 
day it is the resort of the fashionable beau-mou(\ft Qt^a^nsu 
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Walking down the central avenue, and then aflcending the steps leading to ths 
terraces fronting the Place de la Concorde, the yiew thus obtained is one of the finest it 
is possible to conceive. 

Proceeding thence to the side of the Egyptian Obelisk, between the fountains in the 
centre of the square, there will appear trees of mi^estic size, gardens, and architectural 
magnificence, mingling in one view of surpassing beauty. Including the palace and 
garden of the Tuilleries, the Madeleine church, the bridge de la Concorde, the chamber 
of the Legislative Body, the splendid avenue of trees called the Champs Elys^ or 
Eiysian Fields, with the Palace of Industry in the centre, at the end of which, towering 
in grand Architectural magnificence, appears the Triumphal Arch, crowning as it were 
the coup d*ceil, of certainly and unquestionably the finest sight in Europe. 

The traveller should linger long enough to retain a vivid recollection of this beautiful 
view, and should not omit to notice the eight pavilions around the square, surmounted 
by allegorical figures representing the great towns of France. 

Time and inclination must determine whether the traveller will proceed at once up 
the Champs Elys^ to examine the Triumphal Arch, or direct his steps in a differer.t 
direction. It is considered preferable to ride up this delightfid promenade in the 
afternoon or evening, when it is thronged with splendid equipages, equestrians and 
pedestrians in their exquisite ** Parisian toiletts " of the latest fashion. At this time of 
day, when the rays of the setting sun are thrown up from the horizon upon the Triumphal 
Arch, bringing out each feature and form of the basso-relievo groups, representing the 
most remarkable scenes and incidents of the French armies, this splendid piece of 
architecture is seen to great advantage, and looks uideed a triumphant work of art. 

If the traveller will ascend to the top of the Arch and take a panoramic \'iew..of 
Paris, bathed in the glowing efflulgence of a deep orange sun-set, we are persuaded it 
will elicit feelings of glowing admiration. 

Betuming at this hour, and on foot, down the Champs Elys^ will be found a most 
charming promenade. 

Assuming, however, that this \dsit be deferred agreeably to the above suggestion, 
the traveller should then cross over the bridge de la Concorde, and pay a visit to the 
Hotel des Invalides, containing the Tomb of Napoleon, immediately under the dome 
•f the church, and which, firom what can be seen of it, will be every thing the genius 
of a great architect, the late Mr. Yisconti, the co-operation of the greatest celebrities 
in the arts and sciences of France, the wealth of a great nation, and the afiection of 
the Nephew can accomplish, in deference to the wish so often expressed by Napoleon 
himself: 

**That his ashes mi^t repose on the banks of the Seine^ 
Amidst the peoide he had loved with a iktherly affeodon.** 

r 

And the traveller will not fail to observe how wonderfiilly Providenoe has permitted 
the fiilfilment of this wish — to the very letter. 

Beyond this, on the same side of the river, is the celebrated Champ de Man, which 
Is unworthy a visit, except to witnasi a grand military review. 
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On learing the Hdpital des Inyalides, and retaming towards the Tnilleries, the 
trayeller will pasa in front of the Chamber of the Legislative Body, or Palais Bourbon, 
the beautiful front of which is much admired — the twelve Corinthian pillars support- 
ing the pediment — ^thebas-reliefiSf representing Law, Strength and Justice, Peace and 
Commerce, are considered very fine. The figures at the foot of the staircase are those 
of Sully and Hdpital on the left ; Aquessean and Colbert on the right — ^Minerva and 
Themis. 

Further on is the Palace of the Legion of Honor, and beyond this the Palace 
d'Orsay, one of the finest buildings in Paris, and the noble proportions of which aare 
seen to so much advantage on the quay which borders this part of the Seine. The 
Tuilleries on t)ie opposite side of the river has also a truly regal appearance from thia 
view. 

Proceeding on to the third bridge, the Pont Neuf, the traveller will enjoy one of the 
most striking sights to be seen in all Paris. The Palace of the Louvre and the great 
gallery which joins it with the Tuilleries expand before the view along the right-hand 
bank of the Seine, and ^ve the two palaces the appearance of one magnificent range 
of buildings. Crossing this bridge, and approaching the Louvre, the traveller will 
perceive a small church on the right, St. Germain TAuxerrois, the portal of which is 
considered remarkably fine. The great object of attraction, however, is the celebrated 
Fafade or Colonade of the Louvre, admired and esteemed as the most precious specimen 
of architecture in the French capital, and which the French deem their chef d'oeuvre. 
It consists of a central compartment and two wings, imited by a beautiful double 
colonade of fluted Corinthian columns, and bas-reliefs on the pediment— of the Muset 
bearing the attributes of the arts and sciences. 

Each side of the Louvre has a splendid entrance, and the traveller, passing through 
the one under the colonade, will find himself in the grand court of the palace, and on 
reaching this celebrated spot, he will no doubt be impatient to see the wonders in the 
interior. To connoisseurs and persons of taste it offers a very great treat; and to 
Tisitors in general this Museum will afford imfeigned pleasure, so true it is that art is not 
destined for artists alone, but for the world, to refine and elevate the human mind, and 
many of our fair readers evince as much discernment of the beautiful paintings in this 
collection as they do in the merits of Lace and Cachemeres. The Museum is divided 
into several branches or collections — the Museum of Antiquities on the ground floor— 
the Egyptian Museum, the Naval Museum, and the Picture Gallery at the top of tha 
grand staircase, which gallery is divided into three schools, the French, the Flemish 
and Dutch, the Italian and the Spanish. 

Our space will not admit of a description of the first museums, but we cannot omit 
a short notice of the " Gallery of Paintings." The coup d*oeil on entering this is very 
striking, and the array of works of art most imposing, extending the whole length of 
the superb gallery — " the length of which lends enchantment to the view," and on 
beholding which we are always reminded of the memorable and honorable homage paid 
by Frederick the Great to a similar collection at Dresden. After taking this city, instead 
of abusing his right of conquest to obtain possession of its wotka <j{l w\^ X^'Sk -wnss*^

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tzprened himself ^'Prood of Uie honor of being allowed to admire so beantiftil 
collection.** And oar readers will probably give expression to the same sentiment oi 
Tisiting the Gallery of the Louvre. 

It is usual on a first visit to run throogfa the rooms, to take a rapid view of the 
collection, and then to examine them again and again at leisure. This is indispensably 
as the daz zling splendour of the saloons, the carved, painted, and gilt ceilings, tha 
marble pillars, mirrors, statnazy, polished oak floors, &c., so divert the attention from 
an examination of the pictures, that the first visit only leaves a confdsed impression of 
this wonderful display of art and opulence in unrivalled magnificence. 

Though the Gallery of the Louvre ** has been shorn of many of its brightest beams,** 
has lost a large number of those matchless works taken in the conquests of the first 
Kapoleon, from the finest collections in Europe, which were restored to them in 1816, 
it still possesses so many master pieces of all the great schools, as to afford one of the 
most comprehensive views of the works of art to be seen. 

Commencing with the productions of Raphael, the prince of painters — ^there are 
several of his very best paintings, all distinguished by that exquisite, calm, and ethereal 
expression which give that inexpressible loveliness, beatitude, and dignity to his 
liadonnas. That whicn has always excited the greatest admiration is where the 
Madonna is lifting the veil to show the infant Jesus. The deep beauty of expression 
in the £Eu:e of the mother is most exquisite. The Cartoons of Hampton Court are 
esteemed the most valuable of his works, containing in perfection those displays of 
character, action, and expression in which Raphael's excelleace peculiarly consists. 
There are four copies of the great Frescoes in the Vatican, in another department, 

Several other specimens of the Italian school are objects of general attraction : ** The 
Bacchus and Ariadne" \ ^^ The Feast at Cana"; "The two Magdalens"; "The 
Salutation " ; " Paris and Helen *' ; the glowing and magnificent Sun-set of Claude ; 
ihe Landscapes of Poussin; " Truth in an Allegory " the " Shepherds in Arcadia**; 
"Summer and Paradise'*; "Winter and the Flood/* 

The great works of the Flemish school, the paintings of Rubens, next claim attention; 

and though they have not the purity of design or the delicacy of tints of the Italian 

school, yet they are masterly productions. His females are plump rosy burgomasters* 

wives, and daughters, and produced in admirable variety; but no one can behold his 

teries of paintings in this Gallery allegorically representing the history of Marie do 

ledids, in 21 pictures, each of which is a work of imposing merit, without being struck 

ith the genius of the great Antwerp painter, his matehless art in the grouping of 

pires, his variety of models, and warmth of colouring, and the display of highly 

etical powers of imagery in these series, which are known as Ruben's Poem. 

The portraits and madonnas of Van Dyck combine the Flemish with the Italian 

ool; having studied in Italy he retains the Flemish forms, but gives them the 

tudes and expression of the best Italian masters. 

here are several valuable and rare gems of the Duteh painters — ^by Rembrandti 

lard Dow, Cuyps, Holbein, and Wovermans, &c whose beautiful productions are 

uch admired in England. 

e Spanisli gallery is one of the most interesting in the whole collection, althou^ 

the number of monks who figure in most of the Spanish paintings, it wonld seeiA 
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fts if the painters lived in a world of monks. The ** Nativity," and two of the " Saviour 
crowned," by Murillo, are superb ; and two others on the same subject by Morales toe, 
in point of expression, still more exquisite. 

In this very cursory reference to the works of the great masters whose works adorn 
tha Louvre, we have purposely avoided lengthened details, our intention being merely 
to awaken the curiosity and attention of the traveller to the compositions of transcendent 
beauty, and to the splendour and riches of this celebrated gallery. There are innumerable 
other pictures of great merit, and these will display their beauties gradually in propor- 
tion to the frequency of the visits paid to them, and the minuteness of inspection. 

On leaving the Louvre the traveller can return to his hotel in time for the Table 
d*Hdte dinner, and then spend the evening in the manner most agreeable to himself 
at whichever place of amusement offers the greatest attraction. 

On the following morning, the traveller should >isit the object he most desires to 
see, or if time and opportunity permit, we would recommend him to visit the Palace 
of the Luxembourg, which is considered the next in importance for a stranger to visit, 
and because, in proceeding to this place, he can see several other remarkable objects 
in going and returning. For instance, in starting from the Rue de Rivoli and turning 
to the left, the traveller can visit the Palais Royal and Hotel de Yille, thence across 
the Arcole Bridge or Pont d' Arcole, and the Rue d' Arcole, he will see the celebrated 
Cathedral of Notre Dame lifting its majestic form far above the Churches and Palaces 
of Paris. This is reputed to be one of the finest monuments in Europe, and excites 
general interest from its antiquity — the historical events with which its name is con- 
nected — as well as by the grandeur of its architecture. This noble relic of the Middle 
Ages will remind the traveller of the piety and munificence of 

" Chrifltian Zeai and Papal piety " 

of our ancestors when 

** Those tow'rs a Monarch built to Ood— and grac 'd 
" With golden pomp the vast oircumferenoe." 

Continuing in a straight line from the fafade of the Cathedral to the third Bridge, the 
traveller crosses the river and ascends the Rue de la Harpe, at the top of which is the 
Luxembourg Palace, with its beautiful garden, its walks and flowers, its historical 
associations, the death of Marshal Ney, the bravest of the brave, and to whom a statue 
has recently been erected on the spot where he was shot I 

This palace, though much smaller than the Louvre or Tuilleries, is very handsome. 
The grand staircase on the right wing, ornamented with bas-reliefs and statuary, is 
much admired. The saloon, appropriated to the Senators for their legislative labours, 
is a splendid hall in the form of a Greek Amphitheatre. This was formerly the 
chamber of Peers, and where they also judged political prisoners. 

The gallery of paintings contains the most remarkable of French pictures by modem 
painters, among the number, E. Delacroix' " Dante and Virgil in the boat with thft 
souls, the damned around them trying to enter "; tha "§>^\vw\ <i1 '^ja^^ek^'* N "^s^ 
»* Slaughter of the Mamelukes" and "Judetii,*' Xi^ "aw^jt^ ^ «ftrasx.> Ockotv "^iBA \s^^^^• 
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attention. The Fint Secret Qb Premier Secret, by Joaffit>j), is considered vefy beanti 
— a girl in the bloom of youth b raising herself on tip-toe to a level with the hi 
of a Venus and whidpering her secret into the ear of the goddess ; this picture 
exqmsitely pointed, and is a general favorite. 

If the traveller can spare the time, there are many other pictures of considerab 
merit, which he can criticise or praise as he thinks dae. On leaving the Luxembouz) 
the traveller should proceed down the Rue des Grecs, and in a few moments wlQ fin 
himself in front of the celebrated Pantheon, originally built for a church, ba 
subsequently appropriated to the reception of the remains of the great men of thi 
French nation. It is now restored to its original purpose, and is known aa fhi 
church St. Greuevieve. The beautiful fresco painting of the Cupola, imder the dome, ii 
well worth seeing. 

Returning by the Rue des Grecs, the Rue des Princes, Mazarin, &c, the traveller will 
toon reach the Pont des Arts, Facing the Louvre, from whence he can easily reach 
his hotel. 

On the third day his visits may be more discursive, but he should not omit going 
to see the Palais des Beaux Arts, and the celebrated fresco painting by Delaroch. 
The subject is a congress of the greatest men of genius who have contributed to the glocy 
of the fine arts. The painter has drawn an assemblage of the dead " who graced their 
age with new invented arts" from every age and clime, and dad in every fashion. The 
painting may be described in a few words: a long portico of graceful proportion, 
coming off from a clear blue sky, occupies a large portion of the back ground. On a 
raised seat of marble, in the front of this portico, sit the three principal judges of the 
supposed assembly for the reward of the successful competitors in the annual distri- 
bution of prizes. The one is Appelles, the second Phidias, and the third Ictinis. 
At their feet are the two muses of antique art. Nearer the spectator are two other 
female figures ; the one with fair long hair is the ancient genius and spirit of painting, 
whose classic and stem attributes were purity of design, creative genius, chaste yet 
brilliant colouring, the secret of light and shade, and all the wondrous powers iu the 
art, by means of which she produced her matchless votaries of the middle ages. 

The other figure is the genius of modem art, with a caress and a coquetry for every 
sehool and every mode. These two figures are the means by which the eye is carried 
firom the central group to the extremities. On the right side are the Architects, and 
OB the left are Sculptors; on this side the great masters of outline, on that, the great 
apostles of colour. In the centre, and in front of the principal groop, is a lovely girl 
lifting a wreath from the ground to cast out of the painting. This splendid composition 
is considered very beautiful ; the easy and diginified attitudes, and the expressive but 
serene countenances of the different men of genius here represented, fills the spectator 
with admiration ; they seem to look down on a crowd of votaries, and once more to 
challenge the homt^ of mankind. After having seen these emporiums of the worka 
of art, the traveller oan revisit each as he thinks proper; and if time will admit he 
should see **Pere la Chaise" cemetery, the ^ Grobelin*s Manufactory of Tapestry,*' and 
a few other remarkable places enumerated in the list at pt^ Iv., &c 

All these places can be seen at leisure, and if the weather be fkvorable, the 
ittvirons .of Paris are very beautiful, particularly the Bois de Boulogne, Neoillj 
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Bt Cloud, Yemulles, St Germain, all of which can be reached in a very short time. 

Daring the winter months, instead of excursions to the above places, there are 
diversions sufficiently attractive in Paris, rendering it the most charming and exciting 
city in the world. 

The Theatres, Operas, Ck)ncerts, Bals Masques, &c., &c., ad-infinitum, so that Paris 
life may be said to resemble a railway panoramic view — at one moment we may eiyoy 
a delightful scene, and the next it has disappeared, with this difference, that the train 
pursues its steady course through all the fascinating scenes, and conveys the traveller 
to his destination; whereas the youthful traveller may sometimes linger in spots whence 
prudence would warn him to depart. The pastimes of a luxurious capital like Paris 
should be indulged in with circumspection, as the object of travelling of the peripatetia 
philosopher is to ^^ see a good deal of men and manners — ^to admit the good and rejeoi 
the bad of all nations — ^to learn mutual toleration — as mutual toleration teaches ns 
mutual love." 



GUIDE TO PARIS.

Pabis, the capital of, and perhaps the finest city in Europe, is on the Seine, 143 
miles £rom Havre, 236 from Calais, and about 360 from London, from which it 
may be reached in eleven or twelve hours. It lies in an oval, 15 miles round, 
on both sides of the river; that on the north side bemg the largest; whilst the oldest 
part is on the two lies de la Cite and St. Louis between, or in their neighbourhood. 
Within the barri^res it contains 1,200,000 souls, 50,000 houses, 1,350 streets, 200 
covered avenues, 80 boulevards, 12 parishes or arrondisements, 40 churches, 27 theatres, 
60 casemers or barracks, and 90 public establishments. Thirty-seven communes beyond 
the barri^res compose the Banlieue, or environs, including Neuilly, Belleville, Batig- 
nolles, and other well-known spots. Both banks of the Seine (a mere canal in com- 
parison with the Thames) are lined with 33 broad Quays, and large buildings, and 
joined by 28 bridges. The houses are so numbered, that you can tell how near you are 
to tho river (which runs nearly east and west), and whether you are going from or 
towards it ; the streets parallel to the river being painted in black letters, with the 
numbers doton the stream (or west,) and those perpendicular to it in white letters, 
with the numbers Jrom the stream : the odd numbers are on one side of the street, 
and the even on the other. 

The principal places are the Champs Elysees, Tuilleries, Palais Royal, H6tel de Viile, 
Portes St. Denis and St. Martin, July Column, and P^re la Chaise, on the north side; 
the Hdtel des Invalides, Luxembourg, Pantheon, and Jardin des Plantes, on the south 
ride ; the Pont-Neuf and Notre Dame, in the centre. Among the most lively streets 
are. Rues St. Honor^, Vivicnne, Richelieu, Neuve-des-Petits-Chamija., t\\A ^vs«Qls!s<<vss5i^ 
(which thread the outskirts or faubourgs), the Quayft, Set. TVv'^x^xrfCT^J^'fe.^^vkMea^^^ 
Arcades, ve also rer/gay, as Passages des PanoiamsA, ^I'Jik'VO^^^^s^ 
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Viyienne, Colbert, Choueol, Yero-Dodat, Delorme, &c; here all the knick-knacks, er 
artidea de Pcais, are sold. A circle of fortresses, 26 miles rocmd, oommands every 
point near the city. 

On passing the barrifere, the passport is asked for (to be immediately retnme^, and 
the baggage examined. Porters, called commissionaires, ply at every railway statioii 
or coach office, who will convey the traveller to any of the Hotels for 6d., or 1 fraoe, 
with luggage.

* Arc de Trion^he de VEtoUe, at the end of Arenue de Neuilly, and so called becauM 
seven or eight roads spread from it like a star^ is an enormous triumphal arch, begun 1806| 
and finished 1836. It is 152 feet high, 187 broad, and 68 thick ; the centre arch, 90 feet 
high, by 45 wide ; and is covered with groups and bas-reliefs of the events of the revo- 
lution and the empire, from 1792 to the peace of 1815. By this arch, the Granda 
Arm6e entered Paris after the peace of Tilsit ; and Louis Napoleon on his return from 
the provinces, 1852. A fine view from the top. Outside of it, on the Neuilly road, 
is the beautiM chapel of St. Ferdinand, built 18^2-3, on the spot where the Dno 
d*Orleans was killed by his horses taking fright One fine marble group is by his 
sister, Marie of Wtlrtemburg, who sculptured the well-known Joan of Arc Open by 
passpozt, fit>m one to four, except Wednesday. The Ch&teau de Neuilly, rmned by 
the mob 1848, was sold 1853. 

Bac (Rue de), contains the Mus^e d^ArtiUerie, and (No. 120) St. Franfois Xavier 
church. Near it is St. Thomas d'Aqnin. 

Banque de France, Rue de la Vrill^ a large but plain building, built, 1720, by Man- 
sard, for a private hdteL 

Bemardi'BxiQ St) contains Ste. Marguerite's church. 

BibUothique de V Arsenal, Rue Sully, where cannons were cast till the time of Louis 
XrV., is now a library of 200,000 vols. ; open daily, 10 to 8. 

BibUoth^que St. Geneoihe, near that church, in the old abbey buildings (fourteenth 
to sixteenth centuries), contains 200,000 vols, and 3,000 MSS., with portraits of sovereigns 
from Philippe le Hardi to Louis XV. 

*BibUoihkqueImpiriale, or Imperial Library, Rue Richelieu, No. 58, was once Cardinal 
Mazarines hdtel, and is now a large pile, 540 feet by 180. It contains 1,400,000 printed 
vols.; 125,000 MS. genealo^es (30,000 being French); 150,000 medals ; gems ; 9,600 
vols, of engravings, from the fifteenth century; 90,000 portraits; 300,000 maps; 
150 vols, of French history ; 500 vols, of plans, views, &c ; besides several marbles. 
In the ground floor are Voltaire's bust, a silver missal, the first psalter printed with a ' 
date (1459), models, &c. Readerrt bring their own pens as well as paper. Among the 
MSS. are those of Galileo, St Louis' prayer-book, Fenelon'sTelemachus, and autograjlh 
letters from Heniy lY. downwards. Some of the missals are as old as the fifth an^' 
sixth centuries. Cardinal Mazarin's painted gallery is 140 feet long. Visitors, Tnesda/ 
and Friday, 10 to 3. 

Boulevard du TempU, Opposite Jardin Tnrc, is No. 50, whence Fieschi dischaiged 
bis infernal machine, 1835, against Louis Philippe, which killed Marshal Mortier, &o»

• Bourse, or Exchange, Rue Vivienne, was built b? BtQT^gE&a3\. wAYa^tanQS^J^i^^

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doric hall is 116 fset hy 76, and has a pamted ceiling and a maible pavement, at the 
east end of which is the parquet^ a space railed off for stock brokers. Galignani*s libraiy 
and news-room is at No. 18, near this. 

Bridoes. — See PonU, 

Catacombs^ in the gypsnm under the south side of Paris, long ago excavated for 
houses, and, after 1786, used as a receptacle for bones from the crowded graveyards, but 
BOW stopped up. They extend over about 200 acres, and are reckoned to contain 
8,000,000 skeletons, piled in order along the galleries. One entrance is in a garden, 
near Barri^re d'Enfer, but it is not opened without a special order. Some made logaA 
■tones are seen below, with a collection of remarkable skulls, and the well-chosai 
inscription * Memento^ qtdapulvit es * (Remember, for thou too art dust !) The smell la 
dose and disagreeable. A part of the quarries under Rue du Marche aux Chevaox la 
tamed into cellars for Dumesnil's brewery. 

* Cemetery ofPere la Chaise, a pleasant spot, outside the Barri^re d*Aunay, so called 
from the confessor of Louis XIY., Father Lachaise, the superior of the Jesuits, who had 
a seat here. It was turned into a burial ground, 1804 ; covers 100 acres, and is prettily 
laid out, with groups of trees, cypresses, &c. The most remarkable monuments are in 
this cemetery which is the largest and most celebrated. A guide will point out the best 
There are about 15,000 tombs, among which are those of Ab^lard and Heloisc (gothic) ; 
G. Perier, the minister ; Labedov^re, who led the revolt from the Bourbons, in the Hun- 
dred Days - Yolncy ; Abbe Sicard ; Beaumarchais ; Marshals Davoust, Lef^bre, Xey 
^Sta viator, heroem eakat^), i\mot, MassSna, Suchet; General Foy, with sculptures 
by David; B. Constant ; Moli^re ; Lafontaine; Madame de Genlis ; Laplace ; Aguado, 
the banker ; Talma ; Prince Demidoff, &c. The doric chapel is 56 feet by 28, and 
commands a fine view over Paris and the neighbouring country. Here the Russians 
bivouacked, 1814. 

Chaite (Rue de la) has the Hospice des Menages. 

Champ de Mars (Field of Mars), a vast space between Ecole Militaire, and Pont de 
J4na, 2,700 feet by 1,820, planted with trees, and bordered by sloping banks and ditches, 
now used for reviews, races, &c. The slopes were made in eight days by the voluntary 
labour of all ranks of the people in 1790, when Louis XYI. swore at the Autel de la 
Patrie (erected here 14th July) to maintain the new constitution. Other signal events 
have marked it since that disastrous period. A splendid stone building for a permar 
lent Industrial Exhibition, wiU be opened in 1855 ; it is on arches 800 feet long by 
'tOO feet wide. 

Champs Efysdes are rows of stunted trees, planted 1616 by Marie de Medicis, and 

planted 1764. The Allies encamped here 1814-15, and here the fgtes are held. 

includes the French Crystal Palace; the Chapel Marboeuf (Protestant); and a 

reus or Cirque (1 to 2 francs). In its neighbourhood are the Panorama, G6oranui 

globe like Wyld's, 35 feet diameter).

Tkur^ ofSL Etienne du Mont^ is chiefly in the renaissance style of the ; 
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oentnry, with a tower aa old as 1222, and is one of the most striking churches in Paris, 
containing many parts worth notice and good pictures. It has lately been restored. 
Pascal, Racine, Rollin, &c were interred here. 

*Ckterch of St. Ettatache, Rue Coquilli^re, the largest after Notre Dame, is cross-shaptd, 
818 feet by 132, and 90 high, the style being a mixture of gothic and grecian. It was 
built 1532-1617. The north door and high altar are good. Colbert the minister was 
buried in it It has been lately restored. 

Church of St. Francois cPAssise^ Rue d' Orleans. 

*Chwch o/SL Germain VAuxerroUy near Rue St. Denis is on the site of Childebert's 
church, which the Normans destroyed 886. It was the court church, (being near the 
Louyre) and highly decorated, and is now restored. Its bells gave the signal for the 
St Bartholomew massacre. It is cross-shaped, and includes a door (1649), a west 
front of the thirteenth century with five portals in it, and a porch built 1431-7, with 
frescoes by Mottez. 

* Church of St. Germain desPres, near Rue Ste. Marguerite, one of the oldest in Paris, 
is on the site of one built by Childebert 550-7 called the Golden Basilica, and destroyed 
by the Normans. It was part of a benedictine abbey, fortified like a castle, and 
belonging to the learned Congregation of St Maur. In front was the promenade called 
the Pr^ aux Clercs (Clerks' field). The church, as restored, is 200 feet by 65, and 60 
high, and includes parts of two east towers as old as 990, an ancient west front (spoilt 
oy a doric^porch) and tower, norman arches in the nave, effigies of a Duke of Douglas 
(1645) and of Casimir of Poland (who died about 1672), and a fine marble front 
Some pieces of Notre Dame chapel (thirteenth century), and the abbot's brick housCi 
remain. The Abbaye prison is near. 

Church of St. Gervais^ of the sixteenth century (though dated 1420), has a tower 
130 feet high, and a west grecian front; but the remainder is gothic, especially the 
beautiful lady chapel with its stained glass and paintings. 

Church of St. Jacques du Haut Pas, Rue St Jacques, No. 252, was built 1630-84 in 
the grecian style. 

Church of St. Laurent, Rue du Faubourg St Martin, begun 1429, is chiefly gothio 
with a done porch (1622) in which you see the saints* gridiron. The north aisle of the 
choir is the most ancient Some good tracery is observed over the north door and 
tower; and pendants hang in the nave. 

Church of St. Leu and St. GiUes, Rue St Martin, was mostly rebuilt 1611 ; and has a 
tower dated 1236, (but really much later), with a gable front Many genuine relics are 
•hown here to the faithful. 

Church of St. Louis en rile (in the Island), built 1664, has a tall open-work sjnrs 
erected 1765, with stained windows and frescoes. 

Church of Ste. Marguerite, Rue St. Bernard, built 1625-1712 in the shape of a crosa, 
the nave being the oldest part Besides many good pictures, it contains, they say, the 
grave of the Dauphin, Louis XVII. The poor boy died through the ill-treatment he 
received from his master, one Simon a cobbler, to whom he was apprenticed by the 
bloodhounds of the Revolution, after the execution of his unfortunate father. 

Church of St. Medard, Rue Mouffetard, is gothk <ii l\v^ %i\sssciSia. ^^stosc^^-^^Sia. 
Donnan porch, square tower, stuined wludoYfs, &.<i.,\wL^.«^^^'Vs \stfARS^"*J^^^^'»ss*=*" 
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old painting on woou in one of the chapels. Nicole and Abb6 Paris were buried 
At the latter's tomb the Convoltionists began their antics 1730. 

Churcli of St, Merri, Rue St. Martm, No. 2, as rebuilt 1560-1612, mdudes a beautifdl 
florid gothic west front, niched figures, porches, rose windows, stained glass, &c., and 
an old wood painting of the fourteenth centur>' near the altar. 

"Church of Notre Dame de Lorette, Rue St Lazare, begun 1823 by Le Bas ; 224 £eet 
by 96, with a square campanile tower and coriuthian portico. Its interior is highl/ 
decorated, with eight frescoes of the Virgin, &c. 

* Church of St, Rochy Rue St Honore, so celebrated in all the revolutions, was built 
1653-1740 ; and is cross-shaped, 159 feet long, with a wide flight of steps leading to a 
grecian portal, 84 feet by 91 high. Paintings and bas-relie& are seen. P. Comeille 
and Abb^ de TEpee were buried here. 

* Church of St. Sulpke, near the Luxembourg, begun 1655, and not finished till 1797, 
is cross-shaped, 432 feet by 174, and 99 high. The fine double portico consists of done 
pillars 40 feet high, supporting another range of ionic columns 38 feet high, by Servan- 
doni 1745. The north tower 210 feet high, is made up of four stories of columns ; both 
it and the south tower carry telegraphs. The holy water basins (beneti^res) are two 
large shells given to Francis I. by the Venetian states. A good pulpit rests on two 
flights of steps. The organ is highly carved, with seventeen various figures plapng 
music. On the pavement a meridian line is traced. There is an image of the Virgin 
and Child on a globe, with the light falling on it from an opening, producing a very 
striking efieot Pictures and frescoes in the twenty-one chapels around. It was call^ 
the Temple de la Victoire in the Revolution. A herb market and seminary in front 

* College de la Sorbonne, near Rue St. Jacques, on the site of the famous theological 
school or university founded 1253 by Robert Sorbon. It is a quadrangle, begun 1629 
by Richelieu ; including a grecian church, built 1635-59 by Lemercier, in which there 
18 a g('od dome, painted by Philippe de Champagne, and Girardon's famous statue of the 
Cardinal, supported by religion, &c. The library of 50,000 volumes, open daily, 10 to 2. 

* Conservatoire des Arts et Metiers (Museum of Practical Arts and Trades), Rue St. 
Martin, No. 208, on the site of St Martin's abbey (of which a round tower is left at the 
fontaine), was formed 1798, as a repository of models, patents, machines, &c., of all 
classes and countries. Some are placed in the old gothic chapel of the thirteenth cen- 
toiy, and the beautiful eight-sided refectory. Strangers on Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Saturday, from 11 to 3, by passport Lectures on Science and Art, gratis. 

CoNVETANCES. — Ommbuscs c&lled B^amaises, Citadines, Constantines, Dames-R^uniea^ 
Diligeates, Excellentes, Favorites, GazeUes, Parisiennes, Tricycles, &c., run through 
all the principal lines, at one fare of 6 sous (3d.) They correspond with each other, so 
that you may go from any part of Paris to any other part, by showing your ticket or 
cachet when you change at certain points. But their slow travelling will be snre to try 
the patience of an Englishman.- cabs and hackney coaches run by time or by the course, 
whichever you choose, the course being a single run, long or short (within Paris), 
without stopping, for which the fare is 1 fr. 10 c. for a cab, 1^ fr. for a hackney. — Gkua 
CawAes or voitures de remise, of a better sort, may be lured for 20 to 80 fr. a day, or 
400 to 500 fr. (£16 to £20) a month.

CoquiUikre (Rue) contains the church of St. Eustache. '. 

Cvibure Ste. CaHherine (Rue), No. 28, is the Hdtel de Camaralet, a fina hotne of . thd 
rixteenth century, once the seat of Madame de Sevigne and her daughter, to whom her 
letters were written. It was built 1644 by Bullant ; carvings by J. Goujon. 

Iknis (Rue St) has the Entrepot des Glaces, and (near the bottom) the church of 
St. Germain TAuxerrois. 

Dep6t des Fourragea (Forage Stores), for th« gaxnaoiu^ \& Tt'SKt'^^resfet^^Osa^.^^asi^^ 
and Pont d'lri^; and is 300 feet long 
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IkpSt de la Guerre, Rue St Dominique, Nos. 82 and 86, is a large building, and 
contains the state papers of the time of Louis XIII., the letters of Louis XIY. to hia 
grandson, Philip of Spain, Napoleon*s letters, the survey of France, plans of battles, &c 
The War Minister's head quarters are nxed here. 

^Elysie Bourbon Palace, opposite the Champs Elys^es, 59, Bue St Honor^, was built 
1718 ; belonged to Madame de Pompadour, the Duchess de Bourbon, &c, and was the 
residence of Murat, Napoleon, Alexander of Russia, Duke of Wellington, Due de Berri 
(when assassinated, 1820), &c. In one room is Napoleou^s bed, with other memorials. 

*8te. Genevieve or Panth6on, not far from the Luxembourg, is the St. Paul's of Paris, 
and takes name from its patron saint, to whom Clovis built a church, in which she was 
buried 612, and which Louis XV. began to rebuild 1764, in the grecian style, from 
Soufflot's designs. It makes a cross 602 feet by 255 (the nare being 105 long), with a 
dome 268 feet high and 66 diameter, painted by Baron Gros. In the front, which is 
129 feet broad in the whole, is a range of eleven steps, leading up to a fine portico of six 
Corinthian pillars, sixty feet high, besides sixteen others behind them. The pediment is 
filled up by David's fine bas-relief of France (a figure fifteen feet high) distributing ho- 
nours to her great men, represented by Fenelon, Malesherbes, Mirabeau, Voltaire^ 
Rousseau, Lafayette, Camot, Monge, Manuel, David the painter, Napoleon, &c.; below 
them is this inscription in gilt letters, — * Aux Grande Hommes la Patrie reconnaissante,* 
a concise idiom difficult to translate, but meaning — Thus the country rewards her 
famous children. Altogether the portico is so good, that the architect has been said to 
* mis h la porte toute son architecture,' turned his building out of doors. There ar« 
268 pillars about this church, of which 130 are inside. The carved vault is eighty feet 
from the marble pavement, under which are the crypts on done pillars, wherein are the 
remfdns of Voltaire (* poete, historien, philosophe,') and Rousseau, Lagrange, Bougain- 
"ville, Admiral de Winter, Marshals Lannes and Bugeaud. A fine prospect from the 
top, one of the highest points in Paris. 

*EaUe au BU, or Corn Exchange, Rue des Deux Ecus, avast circular pile on the site 
of a royal seat, built 1763-7 by Le Camus, 126 feet diameter; the shape and size of 
tiie Pantheon at Rome. It is entirely of stone and iron, with an iron domed roof 
and skylight (built 1811). It has an arcade round it, and large granaries. Outside the 
south part is Catherine de Medicis' doric pillar (1572) and sun-dial 100 feet high, built 
by her astrologer. 

^EaOe aux Vine (Wine Stores), Quai St Bernard, was rebuilt after 1813, on the 
rite of St Victor's abbey, and makes seven great piles, divided by streets, called Rue 
de Champagne, Rue de Bordeaux, &c., after the wines bonded here. The river front is 
800 |feet; the whole covers 6| acres, and will hold 450,000 casks. The spirit (eau- 
de-vie) stores behind are built of hollow bricks, without wood or iron. Open, 6 to 6. 

^ffStd Cluni, Rue des Mathurins, No. 16, a fine old building, begun 1480, by an abbot 
of Cluny, and finished 1505. After many changes it came to M. de Sommerard, who 
formed a large medissval collection, which the government, having bought, turned into 
a mnsenm of antiquities, such as carvings, furniture, stained glass, tapestry, arms, MSS. 
irietores. The old chapel rests on a single pillar in the middle. Across the court is the 
Paiak dea Thermee, a solid pile, about 90 feet long, supposed to be the old seat of the 
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Toman goremoTS, whence a roman way struck along Rue St. Jacques, and an aqueduct 
went to ArcueiL Its thick walls are made of stones and bricks with stucco ; and roman 
remains are kept in it Open Wednesday and Friday, by passport, 10 to 4. 

*Edtel Dieu close to Notre Dame, the oldest hospital in Paris, was founded in the 
seventh century, rebuUt by Philippe Auguste, and enlarged by St. Louis, and forms a 
vast solid pile, with eight hundred and fifty beds ; but all that is left of the old building 
is a chapel of the thirteenth century. There are several statues, portraits, &c., of bene^ 
factors and eminent medical men. 

^H6tel des InwiUdes^ the French 'Chelsea Hospital,* opposite the Champs £lys6es, ia 
known by its conspicuous gilt dome, and stands on an esplanade, 1,440 feet by 780 feet, 
which reaches to the Seine, and is ornamented with trees, Marochetti's statue of Napoleon, 
and cannons, some of them from Alters. The buUdings, begun by Louis XIY., include 
fifteen courts, and cover sixteen acres ; and about three thousand soldiers and one hun- 
dred and seventy officers, under a governor (the senior Marshal, now Jerome Bonaparte), 
lieutenant governor, &c., are sheltered here. The river front is 612 fleet long, and has 
ionic pilasters, with Ivccame windows (formed of military trophies, cut in stone) and 
a bas-relief of Louis XIY. on horseback. The cour royale is 315 feet by 192. Portraits 
of great soldiers in the council chamber. There is a gallery of plans and fortresses. 
Dining rooms 150 feet long. One dormitory is called after the famous republican soldier, 
Latour d'Auvergne, who refused promotion on principle, preferring to be called the pre- 
mier grenadier of France. The large kitchens are worth seeing. In the old diurch, 
210 feet long, are many tablets to governors ; 1,400 flags here, taken from the enemy, were 
burnt by Marshal Serrurier, 1815, to save them from the Allies At its south end is the 
great dome, 323 feet high, under which the ashes of Napoleon (brought from St Helena 
1840), are placed, with his sword, hat, crown and star, covered by a most splendid tomb. 
Twelve medallions of kings here were transformed into greek and roman philosophers, at 
the revolution, two being Voltaire and Rousseau ! There are paintings of apostles. On 
the ceiling of the cupola, 51 feet diameter, ia Delafosse's St Louis entering Heaven. 
Strangers, by passport, Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday, 10 to 4. 

^Edtd de la Legion d'Hormeur^ Rue de Lille, was built 1786, for the Prince de Salms, 
(who was beheaded, 1793), and was sold by lottery to a hair-dresser; in 1803 it came to 
the government, and is the seat of the Grand Chancellor of the Legion, whose head 
quarters are here. 

*E6tel des Motmaiea (Mint), on Quai Conti, built 1768-75, is 360 feet long, with eight 
courts, ornamented by pillars and busts. Many of the scales used here and at the branch 
mints were made from cannon taken at Austerlitz. It has a museum of medals and coins 
from Childebert's time (611), mcluding English from 1621 (Henry VI.), Spanish from 
560, and other countries, of which there is a catalogue. Strangers, by passport, Monday 
and Thursday, 1 to 3. 

*Hdtd-d€-V%Ue (Guildhall), opposite the Place-de-Grfeve (the scene of many a bloody 
deed), near the Pont d'Arcole, was begun 1533-1628, on the site of the Maison de la 
Gr^ve, in the renaissance style ; to this other large piles were added, 1838-41, so as to 
make a large quadrangle, with pillars between the windows, and about ^.vsAt^ '^^stoasa^ 
of which twenty-eight are in the west, or pT\tvd^a\^TOTvX«j\i^\^'K&^>i^var-x'^'^ ^*^^^ 
IV. In one of the three courts is a statvieoiliOXJAaXY^. 'l^^-,<srsTv>2Q.^\s^^»a«6. 
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to the great room, called Salle de Danse ; another leads to the Grande Salle, the largeat 
and most ancient of all, ornamented with great marble fire-places, paintings, basts, 
escatdieons, &c. They shew the room were Robespierre held his councils. From the 
middle window, looking into the square, Louis XY I. spoke to the people, with the 
' bonnet rouge* on his head ; and Lafayette presented Louis Phflippe to them. 1830. 
There are above one hundred and sixty public rooms here ; among which are the pub- 
lic library of sixty thousand volumes, open daily, 10 to 3; the Salle du Conseil; 
the Prefect's apartments; the Salle d'Introduction, in which is Bozio's statue 
of Henry lY.; Salle de Jen, containing a model of the artesian well of Grendle ; 
the Salle de Bal, 70 feet by 40, with portraits, &c. 

Imprimerie Impiriale, Rue Yieille du Temple, belonged to Cardinal de Rohan, of the 
time of Louis XYL, but is used as a government printing office, since 1809, about sevec 
hundred and fifty hands being employed. When Pope Pius YIL visited it, the Lord's 
Prayer was printed for him in one hundred and fifty languages. Seen on Thursday, by 
application, in writing, beforehand, to the director. 

IfuHtution Impiriah des Jetmes Aveugles (Youthful Blind) Rue de Sevres, was founded 
1784, by Yalentine Hatly, a blind man. It is a fine lai^ building, with gardens, on a 
space four thousand feet square, built 1843, by Philippon for three hundred, and in- 
cludes a grecian chapel, &c. The teachers are blind; weaving, brush and basket 
making, printing, music, mathematics, &c, are taught Strangers, on Wednesdays, 
1 to 5, by passport A public examination on the last Saturday in every month, which 
foreigners may attend. 

* ^Institution Imperiak des Sourds-Muets (Deaf and Dumb), Rue St Jacques, in St 
MagUorc's seminary, was founded by Abb6 de TEp^e, 1776(?), and has about one hun- 
dred and sixty cases. The good Abba's portrait, by Camus is here ; one of his pupils, 
A. Dubois, died in it lately, upwards of ninety years old. A work by a deaf and 
dumb artist adorns the chapeL 

^Jardin des Pkmtes (Botanic Garden), opposite Pont d'Austerlitz, near the Halle aux 
Yins, was founded by Louis XIIL, in 1635, and increased by the care of Toumefort, 
Yaillant, Jussieu, BuiFon, Fourcroy, Cuvier, Brongniart, and other learned men. In 
this vast collection there are, a botanic garden of twelve thousand plants and trees ; 
a botanic gallery, with fifty thousand specimens ; a mineral gallery, 640 feet long, with 
nxty thousand specimens ; zoological gallery of 390 feet, in six rooms, with two hundred 
thousand specimens, of which two thousand are mammalia, ten thousand are birds, five 
thousand are fishes, two thousand are reptiles ; comparative anatomy gallery in twelve 
roomSfWith fifteen thousand si>ecimens, chiefly arranged by Cuvier, whose bust, by David, 
is here ; menagerie ; lecture-rooms for one thousand two hundred, which the public at- 
tend gratis ; and a library of forty-five thousand volumes, besides ninety splendid vol- 
imies of plants, &c. (coloured, on vellum), open every day, except Thursday, 11 to 8. 
There is in the grounds a cedar, given by Collinson, the engUsh naturalist, near the 
pavilion and dial, on a height commanding a good view, and not far from the grave of 
Daubenton. Strangers to the galleries, by passport, Monday and Thursday, 11 to 3 
(comparative anatomy); Monday, Thursday, and Saturday (zoologj'). 

*Loiwre (Rue de Rivoli), begun 1628, by Francis I., on the site of Dagobert's castle, 
ma» enJarffed bjr Louia XYV, (who finished the long gallery to the Tuilleries) after 
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Perranlt's designs, and improved by Napoleon. The west side or Old Louvre, was built 
by Henry II., and has sculptures by Goujon. Charles IX. was here on the infamous 
Bartholomew day : they pretend even to shew the window he fired from. Henrietta 
Maria, widow of Charles I-, also resided here. The best part (and best seen from Pont 
Keuf ) is the east front, which has C. Perrault's colonnade of 28 pillars, 88 feet high : it is 
525 feet long and 85 high, and includes Napoleon^s bronze gates. In the south front (to- 
wards the nver) are 40 pilasters. The decorated court inside is 408 feet square, and held 
Marochetti*B bronze statue of the Duke of Orleans (1842). The Louvre is now used as 
a vast Mwtum of paintings and works of art ; including about 2,000 specimens of every 
school of painting (1,400 being French, Flemish, German, Italian, — and 450 Spanish)^ 
with drawings, models, busts, marbles, Egyptian antiquities, bijous, &c. Admission by 
passport, 10 to 4, every day (except Monday). Catalogues are sold at the door. The 
whole has been rearranged and decorated anew. 

Iaum (Rue de la), contains the church of Notre Dame de Bonne Nouvelle. 

iMxembourg. — See PcUais du iMxembourg, 

^Madeleine Churchy Rue Royale, at the upper end near the Boulevards, was begun 
1764 (being the fifth church on that site), and lately finished. Yignon was the principal 
architect. It stands on a platform 328 feet by 138, and — high, with flights of 28 
steps at each end ; is in the style of a grecian temple, and has 52 pillars round three 
sides, each 64 feet high, with 32 statues of saints between. In the south pediment is a 
fine alto-relief, by Lemaire, 126 feet long, of Christ and the Magdalene ; the bronze door 
beneath is 32 feet by 16 J, covered with bas-reliefs from Scripture. Inside are six chapels, 
adorned with paintings of the Magdalene ; over the altar (by Marochetti) is Ziegler's 
picture of the Progress of Christianity. 

^Manufacture Imperiale des Gobdins^ Rue Mouffetard, No. 280, on the Bifevre (where 
taxuinrs, dyers, &c. have settled for ages) takes its name from Jean Gobelin, a tapestry 
worker about 1450, and was turned, 1662, into a government factory by Louis XIV., 
who employed Lebrun to paint the designs. Large, elaborate pictures are here copied, 
with all the effect and smoothness of an oil painting — not for sale, but as presents. A 
carpet factory is attached to it, called La Savonnerie, from a soap work in which Marie 
de Medicis placed it, 1615. Some carpets take ten years to make, and cost 180,000 
francs. Strangers, on Wednesday and Saturday, 2 to 4. A catalogue may be had. 

*March4 des Innocens^ Rue St Denis, so called from a church of that name, pulled 
down 1788, is used for fruit and vegetables, and has in the midst, an old fountain in 
tho renaissance style, 42 feet high, built 1551, by Lescot and Goigon. 

Morgue^ a plain doric building, near Notre Dame, where persons, found drowned or 
accidentally dead, are brought, to be recognised by their friends. If not claimed, the 
bodies are given up for dissection. 

*Mwee d'ArtiUerie out of Rue du Bac, in an old Jacobin convent, is a collectioB 
(something like the Woolwich Repository) of guns of all kinds, models, suits of armour, 
portraits of Generals, &c. Strangers on Thursdays, 12 to 4, by passport 

Muaie Dupw/tren, Rue de TEcole de Medicine, No. 15, in the Old Cordeliera ca\^?i«C!A^ 
was founded by the great surgeon whose name it bean. I>\B»^>ix&%-'t^^T&&«s& «^^»SdS^ 
to it.— At No. 18, Murat was stabbed in hy& bat;ki\>y CVi«xVAXA^j«t^« 
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•Aorre Lame Cathedral, on He de la Cit^ on the site of a roman temple, and of an 
early Christian church. Bishop Maurice began the present building about 1180; 
another bishop Maurice built the west front 1223, and the south or Stephen's porch 
1251; Philippe le Bel the north transept and the Virgins' porch 1312 ; and Jean San3- 
Peur the beautiful porte rouge (in the choir) 1407. The west doors were made by Bis- 
comette 1570-80. It is cruciform on the plan, with an eight-sided apse at the east end, 
390 feet by 144, and 102 high to the chesnut roof; and the style, early gothic, of the 
thirteenth and fourteenth centuries. One stained circular window is 36 feet diameter; 
west front is 128 feet -wide, with a triple portal deeply recessed, and set off with figores 
of saints, &&, and carved Scripture subjects. The towers, square and massive, are 204 
feet high ; in one is an old clock, and the Bourdon bell in the other (south). Flying 
buttresses and pinnacles are seen all around. The pillars in the aisle are plain and 
clustered alternately ; double-pointed windows light the clerestory. The organ contains 
S884 pipes. In the choir are the carved stalls and pictures, with 24 alto-reliefs cobured. 
In one (St Charles) of its 30 chapels is Dessine's statue of Cardinal Belloy. At the 
sacristy the coronation robes are kept. The space in front of the cathedral is called the 
Parvis, and was formerly many feet higher than the inside. To the south stood the 
archbishop's palace, destroyed 1830. A gothic fountain, 60 feet high, built 1845, is 
behind. 

Orleans (Rue d'), has the church of St. Fran9ois d'Assise. 

* Palais and Ecole des Beaux Arts, Kue des Petits Augustins, is a school of painting, 
sculpture, and architecture, in the remains of an old convent, to which a modem pile 
was added 240 feet by 60. In one of the courts stands the beautiful renaissance front 
of Cardinal d'Amboisc's chfl.tcau, brought from Gaillon, in Normandy; also the portal 
of the ChS,teau d'Amet (where Diane de Poitiers lived), forming the entrance to a 
chapel now used as a magazine. Among casts in it is a model of the great elephant, 
which was to adorn Place de la BastiUe. Several specimens of old buildings from 
different quarters of France are here. There are also galleries of ancient and medisBral 
sculpture, and Delaroche's great picture of celebrated artists, with 75 figures in it, pre- 
sided over by Zeuxis, Phidias and Apelles ; besides portraits, models, &c. Strangers, 
,10 to 4, by passports. 

•Po/aw Bourbon, opposite the Pont de la Concorde, was built 1722 by the Prince de 
Conde, of the Bourbon family ; used by the Council of Five Hundred at the first Revo- 
lution, latterly by the Chambre des Deputes, now by the Legislative Corps. The north 
front (towards the river) was built 1802, and is 100 feet broad, with twelve grecian 
pillars, flights of steps, with figures and busts. Inside are marble statues and frescoes^ 
leading to the semicircular chamber, w>ith its raised seats, president's chair, tribune for 
the speakers, bas-reliefs, public gallery, ana memorials of a constitutional order of things, 
since swept away by anarchy and despotism. Here the Duke of Orleans took the oath 
as King of the French, 9 th August, 1830. A temporary building, erected near this 
for the late national assembly, was pulled down by Louis Napoleon. 

Palais de VInstUut, on Quai Conti, near the Hotel des Monnaies, was the College 
Mazarin, or CoDege of the Four Nations, built 1662, now granted to the Institute of 
France. The dark front, known by its Lion foimtains at each end, is crescent-shaped, 
with a chapd in the middle, at present used as a hall of sittings and adorned with bustS| 
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ftc llie Mazarm Uhrary^ tit 1,500,000 tqIs., with 8,700 MSS., is open to fhe public 
daily, 10 to 8 ; but the Institute library, of 100,000 vols., rich in works of science, &c., 
can be seen only by a member's ticket. It has Pigalle's famous «toto0 of Voltaire. The 
French Institute is divided into five sections, yiz., the Academic Fran9ai8e, Academic des 
Inscriptions et Belles Lettres, Academic des Sciences, Academie des Beaux Arts, 
Academic des Sciences Morales et Politiques. 

*Palais de Justice or Law Courts, on Be de la CitS, was the seat of the French kings 
till the fourteenth century. A dome stands over the front In one comer of the square 
(ia which the pillory stands) the guillotine carts received their victims to carry them 
to the scaffold. The Salle des Pas Perdus, as rebuilt 1622, by Desbrosses (another part 
in 1766,) is 216 feet by 84, and contains a monument by Dumont (1822) to Malesherbes, 
the courageous counsel of Louis XYI. The Cour de Cassation (the highest court of 
appeal), formerly called * Grande Chambre de Louis,* has statues of d'Aguesseau and 
THdpital, two great lawyers. Other courts, &c., are, the Chambre des Requites ; Court 
«Kf Premiere Instance ; Gallery of portraits of Lawyers ; the Conciergerie or prison, with 
towers, &c. in the feudal style ; Chapel and dungeon where Marie Antoinette and th« 
Princess Elizabeth were confined ; the Parloir, whence I^avalette escaped by his wife's 
help ; and the Sourci^re or St Louis' kitchen, now a prison, with a labyrinth of winding 
corridors, staircases, &c About 240 prisoners were massacred in cold blood here, 2nd and 
8rd September, 1792., Close to it is the Hotel de la Prefecture de Police, where passports 
are got Also the Sainte ChapeUe, a beautiful spedmen of florid gothic (1245>8), 110 feet 
by 84, in two stories, now restored ; it has a fine rose window, a spire of 180 feet, and 
stained windows. Boileau satirizes the chapter of this foundation in his * Lutrin.* 

^Pakna du Luxembourg, Rue de Yaugirard, on the site of the Due d'Epemay- 
Luxembourg's house, was built after 1612 by Desbrosses, for Marie de Medicis, on the 
plan of the Pitti Palace (Florence), and came to the Orleans and other families. The 
Directory sat here, 1795; also the Consuls, 1799; and the Peers, after 1814, till the 
Revolution of 1848. It is now occupied by the new imperial senate. It is a solid, well- 
proportioned square pile, with pilasters in front, and a court 860 feet by 800. Paintings 
in the Salle des Messagers, and a large one on wax in the Salle des Conferences. The 
Salle des Stances (or sittings) is a splendid semi-cirde, 92 feet diameter, with a painted 
vault, and statues of French stAesmen. The Salle du Trone is ornamented with tapestry, 
and the First Consul's state chair. Other rooms are, the painted library,with 15,000 vols.; 
Marie de Medicis' Chapel and bed-chamber ; also another chapel, with Pujol's great fresco. 
A gallery of modem artists is shewn here, with vases, &c.; open daily (except Monday), 
10 to 4, by passport llie large gardens behind are in the style of the Tuilleries, ¥dth 
parterres and statuary, and a pepini^re, or nursery, through which a broad avenue 
(near the spot where Ney was shot, December, 1815) rons up to the observatory. At 
the Petit Luxembourg, close to the principal building, the ministers of Charles X. were 
confined, till tried, after the events of 1880. 

^PoUm Eoycd, Rue St Honors, was first built as Palais Cardinal, by Richelieu, and 
^ven, 1642, to Louis XIIL Louis XIY. granted it to his nephew, Philip of Orleans. 
The Regent Orleans here collected his gems and medals, as well as his 'Orleans Gallery* 
ef pictures, which was dispersed at the Revolution. Philippe Egalit^ re-built t\^& tc^soa^ 
1768, after d fire, and let most of it out «a shoi^ al\«c \1^. Ttifc ^^r^vsw «»S^ ^"^sass^^ 
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dabs met herd at the fint Bevolution ; in that of 1848, the royal ajkartments were com* 
pletely gutted, but are now occapied by Jerome Bonaparte and his son. Here are many 
restaurants, caI4a (ykry% &c) in the noble4ooking court, which is 700 feet by 800^ 
planted with trees, and adorned with a fine jet d'eau. People come here to read tfaa 
papers (lent out at six sous each), aod it presents a very gay scene of a summer's 
evening. Close to the statue of Euiydice a cannon is fired dafly, at noon, by means of tfaa 
sun, when he comes to the meridiiuL Blind musicians regularly play at the Caf($ dea 
Aveugles.

Petite AugwtiM (Rue des) contains the Palais des Beaux Arts. 

* Place de la Bastille, Rue St Antoine, where the Bastille stood, till captured by tha 
mob, 14th July, 1789, and pulled down 1790. It was a castle-shaped pile, where state 
prisoners were kept at the mere command of the king or his ministers, called Utbrts 
<U cachet. An elephant, 72 feet high, was to be placed on the spot, with water pouring 
ftom his trunk ; but this is superseded by the Column of July ^ to the memory of 504 
^Citoyens Fran9ais,* who fell in the Revolution of 1830 (27th, 28ih, and 29th July> 
It was designed by Alavoine, is 163 feet high, 12 diameter, and contaius C7 tons of 
bronze metaL Being unsupported by masonry inside, it shakes sensibly with the wind. 
There is a good view from the top. 

* Place du Carrousel, Rue de Rivoli, between theTuilleries and Louvre, so called from 
a tournament, 1662. On one side is Napoleon's fine Triumphal Arch, 47 feet high, 64 
wide, pierced by three arches, built 1806. It is covered with bas-reliefis of the events of 
1805 (Austerlitz, Ulm, &c)} and the horses of St Mark were placed on it, till carried 
back to Yenice, 1814 ; but this loss is made up by a bronze copy by Bosio. The band 
plays here at the daily guard^mounting. Henri lY. and Louis XIY. built the long 
gallery towards the river, joining the Tuilleries and Louvre; that to the north (near Rue 
de Rivoli), about half done, is being completed by Louis Napoleon, after yisconti*a 
deigns. * 

Place du ChAtdet, on the site of an old ch&tean-prison, has Bralle's palm-tree fountaiiii 
with a column 58 feet high. 

^ Place de la Concords, or Place Lows Quinee, Rue de Rivoli, opposite the Tuilleries, 
was laid out in the time of Louis XT., whose statue was pulled down at the Revolution. 
The horses on the west side were set up by Coustou, 1768^72 ; those on the east, by 
Ooysevox. It is surrounded by a dry moat (now planted), and allegorical pavilions to 
eight large cities. In the midst between two fountains, 50 feet diameter, is the famous 
Luxor obelisk, erected at Thebes, 1550 b.c., brought by ship from Egypt, 1831-3, to 
Cherbourg, and set up here, 1836. It is a single block of reddish granite, 72^ feet, 1\ foet 
broad at the base, and covered with 1,600 hieroglyphical characters. The pedestal is of 
Brittany granite, 27 feet high. Louis XYI. and Marie Antoinette were executed here, 
1793, as well as Charlotte Corday and Philippe £galit§; Danton, Robespierre, St Just, 
&c, in 1794. la two years 2,800 victims suffered on this spot by the guillotine,—^ i^ettte 
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finHre naHonale, or little national window, as the republicans called it (from the hole 
which received the neck),— the very instrument which, in 1815, belonged to a carpenter 
in Rue Pont-aux-Choux, near the Marais, and perhaps may be there now. The centre 
of the Place is one of the finest points of yiew in Paris. 

Place BoyaXe, Bue St Louis, on the site of the Palais des Toumdles (so called from Hs 
little towers), in which Henry II. was killed 1559, when tilting with Montgommerie ; on 
which account his widow, Catherine de Medids, pulled it down a few years after. A statue 
of Louis XIIL here. 

^ Place Vendfime, Bue St Honord, was built by Mansard on the site of the Due de 
Yendome^s HdteL The centre is marked by Ncg^oteotCs Cokmn^ built 180&-10 ; a copy 
of Tr^an's (but one-twelfth larger), 185 feet high, 12 diameter, with the statue of 
Napoleon at top, 11 feet high. On the pedestal and shaft are a series of bronze basr 
reliefs of the yictories of 1805 — ^from the departure of the troops to the battle of AusterHtz, 
where the cannon which furnished the metal were taken. They run in a spiral, 840 feet 
k>ng, and include as many as 8,000 fii^ures, 8 feet high* A staircase inside leads to the 
lop, which is open from 10 to 6 for a small fee to the old soldier who keeps it 

Place dea Victoirea is circular, and has a bronze statue of Louis XIV., by Bosio.

Pont d'Arcole, a suspension bridge, near the Hdtel de Ville, was not named after 
Napoleon's feat at Arcole, as might be supposed, but was su^ested by a similar act of 
daring by a young man who led the Parisians against the troops, 1880, and whose name 
curiously enough was Arcole. 

Pont des Arts, between the Louvre and Palais des Beaux Arts, was the first built 
of iron (1804), and is 546 feet long. 

Pont d'AnsterUtz (424 feet long), on five iron arches, was built 1801-6, by Beauprfe. 

Pont au Change, where the money changers lived, at the end of Bue St Denis, 869 
feet long.

Poni des InvaSdeSf oppoate the Hotel dee Invalidee, is a sospension bridge 850 ft. long. 

Poni ctJincL, opposite the Champ de Blars, a simple but elegant fiye-arch bridge on 
a le^-el, 460 fleet long, and so called after the great battle of 1806. filucher would have 
blown it np, 1814, bat fbr the interfiBrence of the Duke of Wdlington. 

PoiU Lom$ Philippe^ a double Buspensioii bridge from lie de la Cit^ across the end 
of He St Louis. 

*Pont Nmf (New Bridge), joining Bnes Bauphine and de la Honnaie, across lie de 
la Cit^, was begun 1578 by Henzy IHi and finished 1604 by Henry lY. It is the 
' London Bridge ' of Paris, and is on twdve arches, and 1,020 feet long by 78 broad. A 
little a-onoHside of the middle, at the end of the Island, is Limot*s bronze equestrian 
statue of Henri QMStre^ the &Tourite hero of France. It was set up, 1818, by Louie 
XYUL, in place of one erected by Henri's widow; and is fourteen feet high, weighing 
80,0001bs. In one of the ba8-relie& on the marble pedestal, the generous king (qm 
fid de 868 eujeU le vaiaqueuir et le pdre) feeds the poor people of his rebellious capital which 
he was then besieging ; and in the other he sends a message of peace to them. The 
shops on this bridge have recently been removed. 

PoiU Notre Barney near the Hdtel de Tille, is the oldest bridge in Paris, rebuilt 
1499-1507, and is 862 feet long. 

PetUPorU, near Hotel Dieu, is 104 feet long. 

Pont Soffol, leads from the Tdlleries to the Qnai d'Onay, and to the PoAm of that 
name in Rue de lillet occupied by the Cronsail d'Etat. 

Popinoourt (Rue), contains St Ambroise church and the Abattdr of M^nllmontat. 

* Porte t, DemSf Bue du Fanbourg St Denis, is a triumphal arch to Louis XI Y., 
built 1G72 by Blondel, 72 foot high, the mid arch being 48 high and 26 wide. The 
carvings refer to the passage of the Rhine, taking of MaestreohtCTn^tom ad Mosam), 
&c. Much fighting took plaoe hera 1880. 

Porte St, Martin, in Boulevard St Martin, built 1674 by Blondel's pupil. Bullet, is 
another arch, raised in honour of Louis XIY., after the taking of Besan^on ( Yesontio) and 
Limbourg. It is 54 feet by 54, the centre arch being 15 wide and 30 high. Louis 
appears as Hercules with a wig; his emblem is the Grand SoleQ or Sun. Near it is 
Girard's ch&teau d'eau or reservoir, 1811. 

Po8t Office, General Office (Hdtel des Foetes) in Rues Jean-Jacques-Rousseau and Goq- 
H^ron ; there are 16 branch offices called Bureaux d'Arrondiesement, and 268 smaller, called 
Boites aux Lettret, For Paris, a ^ oz. letter is charged three sous (l^d.) ; for the rest of 
France, an uniform chaige of 25 centimes (2|d.) whether unpaid or prepaid, by postage 
stamps. Letttts for the departments, and foreign countries, are in time at the boites 
till half-past three; at the bureaux till four; at the general office till five, or till three 
on Sundays and holidays when the Szdiaage is shut Letteis may be directed to a 
traveller, ' Poste Restante ' i & to be called for, at FniSj or any other town, and will 
be delivered upon shewing the passport, between eight and seven (or eight and five on 
Sunday). — Daily Express Office, for despatch of small parcels, samples, law papers 
tbc> in Rue Montmatre, No. 12L 
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Poudrette de Montfaucon^ outside the Bairi^ da Combati is a reeeptade for sevrers, 
fte., from which sal-ammoniac and manure are extracted. Horses are slaughtered 
(16,000 yearly) at Les Yertus hard by ; and their skins, blood, flesh, bones, &c all turned 
to useful accoimt

About 66ibs. of baggage is allowed on the main lines. A Cemture (ghxlle) Rmkpogff 
to enclose Paris, is already completed between the Strasbourg, Northern, and Rouen lines. 
A horse railway, 2^ miles long, for large omnibuses, carrying 60 persons each, was 
opened November 1853, from Place de la Concorde to the Barri^re de Passy, and is to 
be carried to Sevres and Bercy . It goes 18 miles an hour with two horses. 

JiecoUets (Rue des) has the hospital of St Louis. 

2iichdieu (Rue) has, at No. 58, the Biblioth^ue Imp6riale. 

HivoU (Rue do) contains the Tuilleries, Place du Carrousel, lioavre, Hdtel des 
Finances. 

Morale (Rue) has the Madeleine in it 

*Salpitriire, in Boulevard de Y Hdpital, near the river, was once a Saltpetre factory, 
was enlarged, 1656, for a pauper asylum on a great scale ; and now contains beds for 
5,000 womKi, including 1,500 lunatics or idiots. It covers a space about 1,680 by 1,160, 
and has a front of 600 feet, and a great domed chapel, having four equal arms of 60 feet 
Strangers by passport. 

Sivres (Rue de) contains the Institution Imp^iale des Jeunes Avengles, and the 
Hospice des Femmes Incurables. 

Severin (Rue St) has, at No. 8, St Seveiin^s church. 

Temple, now a convent in Rue du Temple, belonged to the Knights Templars whom 
Philippe de Bel suppressed, 1812, (when Molay the grand-master, and the grand prior 
Guy were burnt before Notre Dame) and was a refiige for debtors, &c What remains 
of it is the prior's house, built 1566 by Jacques de Souvr^, grand prior of the Knights of 
St John, but is much altered. The tower where Louis XVI. was imprisoned before his 
execution, (21st January 1798), and in which Sir S. Smith, Captain Wright, Pichegm, 
and Toussaint rOurertnre were conflhed, was taken down 1805 ; but a model is kept 
The rooms also in which the king was first confined, after 10th August, 1792, remain in 
their old state, covered with gilded leather and carvings. 

Tmnpk (Rue du) has the Temple, and St E;iiu^M'^'% ^'K(^^fs^;V«Si&ii^'^'^ "^^ 
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Theatres, etc French Opera Eouse^ Rae Lepeletier, near the Boulevard des Italient. 
has a front 64 feet high, with a double arcade, and an interior 66 feet wide ; the stage 42 
fset bj 82 ; a fine saloon, 186 feet long. Phioes for 2,000 Prices, 2^ to 9 fr. In French 
Theatres, loges are the boxes, baignoirea boxes near the pit, parterre is the pit (used only 
by men.) Most of them open at elx. 

ItaUan C^pero, Rue Marsollier, is 154 feet by llO, with a double arcaded front. Prices, 
4 to 10 fr. 

Opira Comique, Place des Italiens, has a six column portico. Prices, 1 to 7^^ fr. 

^nUdtre Franqai»^ Bue Richelieu, comer of Palais Royal, was built, 1787, by Philii^ 
Egalit^, and has a doric front 110 feet high. Places for 1500. In the hall and saloon 
are Houdon's statue of Voltaire, busts, and memorials of Molifere, &c Mesdemoiselles Mars 
and Rachel have acted here. Prices 1 fr. 10 c. to 6 fr. 60 c^At the north-west comer is 
the small Th€&tre du Palais Royal, built 1831. 

I%i6tre du Gymntue Dramaiiquej Boulevard Bonne Nouvelle, has a six-column front, 
Scribe's plays were brought out here. 

Thddire Synque, Boulevard du Temple, was built by Alexander Dumas (1847), and 
is decoratea with sculptures and frescoes. The body is 66 feet wide, 52 deep, and very 
favourable for seeing. Prices, f to 6 fr. 

Thidtre de la Parte /SSf. Martin, Boulevard St. Martin, a large wood and plaster pQo^ 
re-built in seven weeks after a fire. 

Thidtre des Varietes, Boulevard Montmatre, built 1807 by Collerier and has a 
double row of columns in front, with places for 1,240. Prices, ^ to 6 fr. 

TlUdtre du Vaudenlk, Place de la Bourse, built 1827. 

Ambiffu Comique, Boulevard de Bondy, was re-built 1828, with shops on the ground 
floor, and has places for 1,900. 

GaUd, Boulevard du Temple, has 1,800 places, at prices frx)m 40 c. to 5 fr. 

Ten or eleven other Theatres are in the Boulevards, &c., besides about six outsidt 
the Barri^res. The Guinguettes are places of amusement like the Eagle, Cremome 
Gardens, &c The Conserpotoire de Musique is at 2, Rue Bergdre ; the IHorama in Boule- 
vard Bonne-Nouvelle. 

•OdSon, rebuilt 1820 after a fire, has a portico of eight pillars, and stands 161 fset by 
X12, and 64 high, with places for 1,600. 

Cirque National is in Champs Elyse^s. The Hippodrome, outside the Barri^re de 
TEtoile, is of wood, in the moorish style, 880 feet diameter, with room for 10,000. 

Theoenot (Rue) is a wretched spot, in which is the famous Cour des Miracles described 
by y, Hugo, a place for thieves and their cant tongue called * Argot,* 

*TmUerie8 Palace, Rue de Rivoli, so called ftx>m the tile works here till 1518. Begun 
1564 by Catherine de Medicis, enlaiged by Henry IV. and Louis XIV., and joined by 
a gallery behind to the Louvre. It is 886 yards long, in the renaissance style, with a 
dome and high-pitched roo^ and looks grand from its size. The centre part is called 
the Pavilion de THorloge ; and at the extremities are the pavilions Marsan and de Flore. 
It contains many beautiful rooms, adomed with paintings and works of art The mob 
broke into it, 20th June, 1792, young Napoleon Bonaparte being a witness to it;. the 
SwiaB^^uarda were massacred, 10th August, in the same year; and it suffered in the 
digaativifM rerolntiQn at 1^ irhep it wai %h!^ residence of Lo\iis Philippe. Kap^leoB 
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__ . Bred in it The famous gardens in front, laid out by Len6tre, are 2,256 feet by 900, 
and, in summer, crowded wim people enjoying the sunshine, and wandering among the 
■taltaes, parterres, basins, chesnutsand elms. Behind the Yenus Pudica, one Heniy hid 
away when he fired at Louis Philippe 1846. The view stretches through Place de la 
Concorde, down tiie Champs Elysees to the Arc de V Etoile. Behind &e palace is the 
court made by I^apoleon (who used to hold his reviews here), with tbe triumphal arch in 
Place du CarrouseL Here the troops mount guard dailj at 10, and the band plays. 
The assassin Alibaud stood near the gate towards the nver when he attempted Xouis 
PhiUppe's life, 1836. 

Vauffirard (Rue de) contains the Luxembourg, and (at No. 70), the Carmelite con- 
Tent, where the massacre of the priests began, 1792. 

Victotre (Rue de la). No. 52, is the house where Bonaparte and Josephine lived when 
he started for Italy, 1796, and for Egypt. It received its name on account of his Italian 
▼ictorias; here he planned the revolution of 18 Bnimaire which made him Consul, 1799. 

Victor (Rue St) No. 68, now a municipal barrack, was once the Seminary of St. 
Urmin. where Calvin lived, and 91 unfortunate priests were massa(»:ed in 1793. 

Vieille du Temple (Rue) has the Imprimerie Imp^riale. 

Vivierme QRue) contains the Bourse. 

Vriilk^ (Rue de la) has the Banque de France.

Each department is nnder a prefect (appointed by the state), and Is diyidad kito IhrM 
to six arrondisements or sous-prefectures; these are parted (se>en on the avfrage) into 
cantons (2,834 in all) nnder juges de paix, and these again (six to fifteen each) into 
communes, each having a maire, a parish priest or cur^, and his subordinate or vicairc 
There are 40,430 priests m the 37,013 communes, besides 565 monasteries (for monks) 
and 8,400 nunneries. Before the revolution of 1848, each arrondisement had an electonl 
college comprising all persons paying 200 francs direct taxes, which returned da^o^ifla^ 
to the Chambre; under the present system, the Le^[|u^\x<7^<»kT^«s!^€t^»:^ft^^ ^Ssn*^ 
universal suffirage. Each arrondiaement Wa «l tnb\msl ^<b \ycsaa&c^>^iSusisa^ ^^^ ^-~>~*^ 
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msioiiB court); and the departments are joined so as to make twentj-seven conn 
imp^riales (or assize courts), twenty-one military governments and eighty-one dioceses 
(fourteen being under archbishops). 

About 47|000 primary schools are established in the communes, superior schools or 
colleges in the towns, normal schools and university faculties in the chief cities. 
Chambers of commerce exist at the ports and manufacturing towns ; public libraries in 
most large places. There are 183 fortified places of war, in four classes. 

Some of the best cathedrals are, Chartres, Bonrges, Strasbourg, Rheims, Troyes, 
Amiens, Abbeville, Beauvais, Metz, Rouen, Bayeaux, Coutances. The romanesque 
style corresponds to the round-arched norman in England ; flamboyant to the florid 
goihic (with wavy, fame-like tracery) ; and renaissance to the tudor and later styles. 
" With respect to climate, the ohlef advantage which Paris has over London, con- 
sists in the greater purity and dryness of the atmosphere, its freedom from smoke and fog, 
and in the weather being less variable from day to day. The summers are hotter and the 
winters equally cold, if not colder The average quantity of rain which falls throughout 
the year is about as great in the one as in the other capital. It would not, therefore, be 
advisable to select Paris as a winter residence for delicate invalids, or those whose cases 
require attention to climate. It agrees, however, with many dyspeptics, to whom the 
light cookery of the French cuisine is better suited than the more substantial fare usually 
met with in Britain, which requires greater powers of digestion, — provided always that 
this class of invalids abstain from ragouts, rich sauces, indigestible vegetables, as truffles, 
and from partaking of a variety of wines." (Lee, Compcmwn to the ConHnent.') 

The soil is very fruitful, and best cultivated on the borders of Belgium, thence to the 
gonth it gets worse. Fields are unenclosed; farmers live near the villages away from 
their farms. Most of these are mortgaged, and grow smaller and smaller by the law 
of equal shares. Com is not drilled in, so that a fine crop of weeds spring up. Women 
reap, and the produce is threshed in the open air. Manures used, but no more cattle 
kept than actually wanted. The best pasture is in Normandy and the west, where 
good breeds of cattle and sheep are seen. 

About three acres in seven are arable, and half as much waste; there may be 
tM'enty-million acres of forest, and five of vineyards. Wheat., rye, oats, potatoes, are 
the chief Orops, the return being one- third less than in England; beet root is grown for 
sugar, the aimual production of which is 46,000 tons ; french beans and other vegetables 
in profusion ; maize for food ; flax, hemp, tobacco, and a few hops ; rape and cole seed. 
Cider, perry, and a little poor wine are made in the north down to a line running 
east-north-east and west-south-west through Paris. Vineyards are common, south of 
this ; and at another line through Eochelle and D^on the maize or Indian com begins. 
J*rom a third line, east and west through Lyons, the olive and mulberry flourish ; and 
the orange, lemon, &c., are pretty common on parts of the south coast 

The Vine (grown in seventy-six departments,) yields nine-hundred and twenty- 
four million gallons of wine, of which one-sixth is for brandy (eau-de-vie) from the 
Charente, &c, and one-tenth is exported. Champagne, Burgundy, Bordeaux (claret), 
Roussillon, Dauphind, Lyonnais, &c , are the best sorts ; stoney soils are the most suitable. 
Bercy is the central market for wine, and B^ziers for brandy. 

The forests are not too great for the vast consumption of charcoal for fuel Elm is 
4ft9 jpast commm timber;, o^^v are the oak lime maole and various ornamental 
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woods, pine Qn the Landes, Yosges, &c.), cork tree (Pyrenees) ; the chesnat for food, 
walnut for oil, mulberry for the silk worm (in the Drdme, Ard^he, &c.)< 

Coal is found more or less in thirty-three departments, but worked only round 
Valenciennes, St Etienne, Angers, &c., so that of the small annual consumptioii 
(4,150,000 tons?), part is imported. Iron is plentiful, and forged at 4,400 furnaces. Copper 
worked near Lyons ; brick and porcelain clay, chalk, gypsum, limestone Qn most of the 
mountains), marble, granite Qn. Brittany, &u), manganese, antimony, lead and silTer, 
rock salt, and slate, are abundant , 

Of eight hundred mineral springs counted, there are eighty principal (under 
medical inspectors), such as Bagnferes, Bagn^res de Luchon, Cauterets, Bourbonne, 
Bonrbon-Lancy, Mont Dore, Vichy, Rennes, &c, annually used by 50,000 persons, 
one-half being strangers. 

Linen, lace, cotton (at Rouen, Mnlhouse, &c), broad doths, woollens, carpets, &c, are 
made in the north ; silk in the south. Beavers and flamingoes still breed in the Bhone; 
the bear, wolf, wild boar, chamois, &c, otter, with the ortolan, becafico, gecko, salft- 
mander, are also seen in the south of France, where the musquito bites. Sardines or 
pilchards caught in Brittany ; tunny and anchovy, in the Mediterranean. 

Perhf|,p8 the most striking parts of France, are Normandy, the Seine, the Lower 
Loire, Brittany, the Upper Garonne and Pyrenees, Auvergne and its volcanoes in the 
Upper Loire, the Cevennes Mountains, the Rhdne below Lyons, Dauphiny, the Vosgef 
mountains. 

We may add a &w notices of its past history. Li Caesar's time it was Gallia or 
Gaul, including the Belgae to the north and north-east; Celts in the west, middle, and 
south; the Aquitani in the south-west; with some Greek colonies round Marseilles, 
(Fine roman remains still exist at Nismes, Orange, &c, in the south, and even as fiur 
north as Idllebonne). It was afterwards divided into four, and then seventeen, provinces 
bv the emperors. Later still, it was occupied by the roving nations fh>m central Europe, as 
the Visigoths and Ostrogotiis, in the south ; the Burgundians, on the Bhine ; and the 
Franks (fourth century), on the Lower Rhine, who were descended from Meroveus, and 
under Clovis (481-511) the Marovingian obtained so much ascendancy as to give it 
tlieirname. 

Upon his death his four sons shared his power and dominions, which were again united 
wider the survivor, Clotaire, After several kings, and many divisions, during which 
parts of it took the names of Austrasia (east and north-east) ; Neustria (north-west, 
where many Armorican Britons, &c., driven out of England, had settled) ; Aquitan 
(south and west); Bourgogne (east and south-east) ; it was re-united and extended under 
ike vigorous sway of Charlemagne (768-814), son of Pepin, and head of the Carhuingiim 
race, which expired with Louis V. (prior to which the Northmen under Rollo, settled 
in Normandy). 

His successor was Hugues C(q)et, 987, from whom the descent is tolerably 
regular, though the kingly power was but weak for several reigns. A succession of 
fourteen kings of this house (including Philippe Auguste and Louis IX., or St LouisX 
ended in the direct line with Charles IV., who was succeeded, 1828, by Philippe VL oi 
Valois, Six kings of this branch (among whom, ax« CV^klV^*^ «^ ^a^sti^V.^^^g^'^'K^

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all they had gained in Franee; and the crafty Louis XL) ended with Charles YIIL 
Louis XIL of VahiS'Orleans comes next, 1498. After him, Francis I. (1615) of Valtfu^ 
Angouleme and four princes of the same stock, including Charles IX., the authcw of the 
Bartholomew massacre. Henry IV., or Henri Quatre of Valois-Bourboiif ascended the 
throne, 1589, and was succeeded by Louis XIII. and other Bourbons, down to the 
Bevolution, and execution of Louis XYI. (1793 ) 

Napoleon became emperor 1806. Louis XVIII. was restored 1814 (the child of 
his murdered brother had the nominal titie of Louis XVII.) and, except the * Hundred 
Days,' reigned till 1825. His brother, Charles X., was driven from the throne, 1830, 
when Louis Philippe of Orleans succeeded, and reigned till 1848, when the Third Revo- 
lution and Second Republic was effected, which terminated, 1851, when the restoration 
of the Empire, under Napoleon III. (son of Napoleon's second brother Louis). The direct 
survivor of Louis Philippe is his grandson the Count de Paris ; and of the Bourbona, 
Charles X.th's grandflon, the Count de Chambord, or Henry V., as his partisans style 
him. 

Population of France (1851), 35,781,628; regular army, 454,000; fleet, 330 vessels 
(90 being steamers), with 8,000 guns ; revenue, about 1,375,000,000 francs (jC55,000,000); 
public debt, ^£230,000,000.

The tourist, on leaving London Bridge, finds 
himself whirled over a beautiftil country; and 
at about six and a quarter miles he finds himself 
at Sydenham. To the right of the line the Crys. 
tal Palace of 1851 has found a permanent home, 
and stands forth as a grand and splendid monu- 
ment rej^esenting the combined elements of 
uniTersal industry, and ornamenting the pio- 
toresque locality in which it is situated. Very 
little of interest surrounds the remaining part 
of the journey to Doyer, where the traveller 
takes the steam-boat, and leaving the old diffo 
of England, finds himself after a delightful sea 
trip of two hours at Calais, in France.

At the sound 
of the bell he should leave the waiting-room and 
proceed to the carriage. Tbe distance from 
Boulogne to Paris is 170 Englisb miles. 

DcfMurting from Boulogne terminus, the rail- 
road turns a little to ttie west of the pout road, 
and makes a lengthened detour, going close to 
the river Liane^ the high grounds overhanging 
which have a ver} preity aspect, until its' arrival 
at Pont-de-Brique, dose to a village of the same 
name which we do not see. To the riyht we see 
the De Clocherille chftteau, in which Napoleon 
once lodged. The next stadon met is Neuchiiel, 
8| miles from Boulogne. Before our arrival 
here^ the road passes through the forest of Har. 
delot. Close to tiere is Condette, famous for 
the excellent game it affords to sportMOien. and 
for ita large rabbit burrow. Our route tran 
here ia uninterrupted fur 8i miles, when we 
stop at 

Etaplxs— 17 English miles— An old towoi 
now almost in ruins, with a population ef 2700^ 
situated on tlie left of the mouth of the Canche. 
Almost adjoining tbe station we see the oeroe* 
tery. The road proceeds on from here by n 
viaduct 900 feet long, and takes in a good view

Bakbhtik— A emeU town with 2800 faihebitents, 
and the seet of lome cotton milli. Condng to 
this etetlon, the road ie carried over a cnnred 
tiadact of twenty seTen arcbei^ each tAxtj feet 
span. From here the railroad crosses the Tslley 
of Barentin, is carried oter the high grounds, 
and passee through the heights of Piccy PoviUe 
by a tunnel one mfle and three ftirlongs long, 
sweeps over an embankment and Tiaduet of eight 
arches, arr'.Ting at Malannay (here Is the Junc- 
tion to Dieppe); from in^ence it passes on to 
Bfaromme* and proceeds through a country ftill 
of miils and fkotorles to Rouen, before reaching 
which station, hi the Roe Verte, it has to pass 
through three tunnels and orer a Tiaduet. It 
enters the first one dose to the Tillage of DeTiUe, 
and penetrates beneath the suburbs of Causine, 
BeauToislne, and 8t. Hilaire, near wbidi it passes 
a second tunnel 1630 yards long, takes a sweep 
round the BoulcTards, and enters the third 
tunnel which is 1188 yards long, and carried 
under the hill of St. Catherine, describing a 
radius of nearly half a mile. 

RovBR Station lle« In a hole, and !s shut in by 
escarpments of stone, exduding all Ticw of the 
town •described at page 6. There is also a sta- 
tion on the left bank for Paris; for times of 
departure see CanHnental ChUde, 

Leaving the Rouen Station, the ndlroad passes 
along the right bank of the Seine, through St. 
Btienne ^e LoTra and SotterHle, to

[Elbouf — An exduslTe y manufacturing 
town— ths Leeds of France— having a popula- 
tion of IfijOOO, and about 20,000 wesTers in the 
a^H^i^goommnnee.J Departing from Tourville 
the road passes by a short tunnel through the 
bill of Tourville, anlTlng at 

Pom BS l'Arohx— A small town with a gothic 
church, containing some curiously painted glass. 
A bridge of twenty -two arches crosses the Seine 
h«re. A good Tiew can be obtained from it. 
The raOway leaves the last station by the left 
bank of the Seine, and again crosses the river 
before arriving at 

St. PicaBB DS Vauvbat— .fFive miles west of 
•thii station is Louviers — a manufacturiog town, 
with thtarty doth manufactoirles and a number of 



spinning mHIs.] The road Is oarried through 
two tunneb, near Le Grand VUlien^ before 
reaching 

Oaillov— from whence omnibuses go to An- 
teuil and Andelays. Here Is a large peniten- 
tiary; and in the cUstance, five m^les north of 
the road, rises before ut the Chateau OaUlordF— 
a magnificent ruin, seated on a lofty rock, at 
whose base the Sdne flows This was the fa- 
vourite castie of Richard Coaur de Lion. 

Vxnifos.— Inn :— Grand Cerf. 

An old town giving a name to an English 
ikmily, beautlAiUy situated, and having a popula- 
tion of fi,400. Its houses are generally timber- 
fkamed, and its streets narrow, which renders its 
tout ensemble rather picturesque. Its church 
and tower are oli|)ects of interest. Leaving Ver- 
non, the railroad runs dose by the river at the 
base of the htgh ground, to Bonnleree, at a 
short distance flrom which it goes through a tun- 
nd 2)480 yards long, driven through a chalky 
and flinty bed, hard to penetrate; and, ddriing 
off Rosny Forest— fdled at one time by Sul'y of 
its timber, to the value of 100,000 francs, in order 
to pay his royal master's debts — arrives at 

liAKTU*— Inns: — Cheval- Blanc and Grand 
Cerf. 

A very handsome town, prettily rituated on the 
margin of the Seine on the left btnk. Its chief 
ot^Jects of interest are the Cathedral of Notre 
Dame, an degant gothic building, built for 
Blandie of Castile and her son St. Louis; and 
the Tower ef St. Biadon. It ^'as here that 
Ifilliam the Conqueror recdved the injury 
which terminated in his death a few days after- 
wards, at Rouen. The railway now enters a 
cutting, and proceeds through a beautifrdconsr 
try to Epone, where we see a fine church of the 
twdfth century. Meulan and Trid are neat 
passed— the former, a town on the right bank of 
the Seine, eontafaiing several manufluitoriee and 
com mills; and the latter, a place fiunousfbr its 
plaster quarries. 

PoissT is a small town, dtuated at one <tf the 
extreme points of the forest of St. Germain, oai 
the left bank of the Sdne. A cattle market is 
held here every Thursday, for the supply of 
meat to Paris. It was the birthplace of St. Loniib 
who was baptised in the parish church, in a font 
yet preserved there, and shown to visiten^ 
Pois^ is remarkabVata^^VMCA^'QiA^r!^?'*^ 
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CBce held there to 1561, for the pvpoee of ad- 
Jueltog the differenoes between the Calvanistic 
and Romish churches. Its first meeting wa9 
sMended by Catherine de Medids, and her son 
CSharles IX. Ben, with sererai doctors, repre- 
■anted the one church : and Caroinal Ippoloto 
d'Sste, as Pi^pal legate, the other. 

From here the railroad follows the left bank 
of the Seine, cutting through the forest of 8i . 
Germain, and srriving a\ 

MAtaoM.— .Inm. — Hotel Talma, and Le Petit 
Havre. 

It is situated in a beantifhl neighbourhood of ^ 
picturesque Tillas, &c ; and it was here that 
Voltaire wrote ** Z*lre.'» 

The rai'road crosses the Seine at Bezons by a 
timber bridge of nine arches, each 100 feet 
resting on stone piers. Immediately after, on 
our 1< ft, we ceme to the Junction of the St. 
Oermains line ; and at Asnieres the Vervailles 
line branches ofT to the right. The Seine is 
agam crossed by a bridge of five arches, and the 
Tillage of Clichy passed on the left ; after which 
the railroad enters Paris by Les Batignolles, 
passing through two tunnels under the Place de 
TEurope, and crossing on a bridge over the Rue 
de Stockholm, we arrive at the Paris terminusi 
R«e d* Amsterdam.

Dieppe is a favourite and fashionable 
ing place, much frequented m summer hj the 
Parisians for its excellent sea bathing. Froaa 
the heights adjoining the entrance to tha har- 
bour the prospect is very extensive. The town, 
seated on the sea shore between two steep diflk 
seems to form a barrier against the ocean. On 
the slope of the opposite hills we discern a caatla 
commanding the whole town, in the midst of 
which the churches of Bt^ Jacques and St. 
Eemy attract attention, especially that ef St. 
Jacques whose lofty tower is of handaoma 
gothic architecture. 

The sea bathing of Diq[>pe attracts numeroua 
visitors durhig the season. The Bath Establiah. 
ment is one of the best conducted in Enropet 
and affords a variety of amusements. 

The environs of Dieppe are exceedinglj 
ia«tty. 

The Ridlway to Rouen passes through one of 
the most picturesqne parts of Normandy, tho 
scenery being a continuous panorama of hill and 
dale, vallies, viaducts, and bridges, villas and 
chateaus, from the old castle of LongueofUe, 
wh«« the beautiftil sister of the Great Condd 
live 1 and died of whom Rochefaucould wrote ^— 

PMur meriter Km ocBor, poor plalre a Ml iMttDX yeuz, 
J'al ttli la georze an Boii, J« rauraii ttiU auz dimx. 

To the magDlfloent valley of Monville teemug 
wl*h its manufactories, miUs, steam engine^ 
cottages and villas, for a distance of nine or ten 
miles up to the very walls of Rouen, and pre- 
senting one of the moat charming views of pie- 
turesque scenery, enlivened by the pleasant hum 
of factories affording constant occupation for 
thousands of the active and todustrious Norman 
popula ion of the surrounding country.

Lbs Batioroixes (dept. of the Seine), near the 
Railway Engine Shops, is the first place ouUtide 
the barri^e^ and gives name to one of the short 
tunnels, by which you pass (the longest is 1322 
feet) uBder the plain of Monceaux. Cliohy-Ia- 
Garenne. a little further, near the Seine, with ita - 
square tower was a country seat of le bon roi Dago- 
bert, WHO was married here. Neuilly lies above i^ 
on the Seine, and St. Denis below, with the hills of 
Montmorency behind. A five-arch bridge leads 
over to 

AsxiERES (2^ miles), where the Rive droita 
(right, or north bank of the Seine) line to Ver* 
sailles (see Route 3) turns off, up the river, among 
several country houses. Coach to GenneviViers. 

At CoLOMBES, the branch line to St. Germain 
turns off to the left {see Route 3a) . RoUin wrota 
his Ancient Hi&tory in this pleasant neighbour* 
hood. (Coach to Ilouilles.) A short branoli« 
leads 3 kil. north-west to Argenteuil, (population 
4,600) on the Seine, having parts of itsoIdwaU8,-a 
lu)'«piiul, fjuii'3»«lVy Vincent de Paul, and Marali- 
chiteau. It was to the Bcmardine convent hera 
(founded 656), tliat Ueloise retreated after ^laaVU 
ing Abelard. Coaches to Sannois, Franconvilli^' 
St. Leu-Tavemy, and Eaubonne. 

At Bezors (in department 8i^SkSL.^<>via«fiK

tiM ran crones the Seine (which winds three or 
floor times hereabouts), on a wooden viaduct of 
Bine arches, each 98^ feet span. The early 
liranch Icings had a mint here. Another 
wooden bridge over the river brings you to 
Maiso2is(10 mis.), or Maiaons Lafltte, so called 
after the banker, whose widow lives hi a di&teau, 
bn^t 1658, by Mansard, and which came to 
ComtB d* Artois (Charles X.) and Marshal Lan- 
nee, Duke of Montcbello. Voltaire was here 
when he caught the small-pox. Herblay chi- 
teaa lies 5 miles north-north-east, across the 

liver. 

L*BTOiLK-DB-CoKrLAH8 (3{ miles), in the mid- 
dle of the forest of St. Germain, (that town is to 
the south) leaves Cor^^ons 4 kil. north, across the 
Stfne, near the Oise*« mouth, and having a 
•horch of the eleventh and twelfth centuries, 
where St. Honorius was buried, besides a pic 
turesque ch&teau. 

FonsT (} mUe), at the old bridge, on the river, 
was a country seat of the early kings, from 

Charles the Bold (860), and has a high-roofed 
gothic church, with buttresses and two slender 
spires^ containhig the font which Louis IX., 
or Louis de Foissy, (a native) was baptized in, 
•nd the tomb of Philippe his brother. Another 
^urch, founded by his son, Philippe le Hardi, 
1814. (and destroyed 1793) belonged to the 
Visuline abbey, where the famous conference 
was held, 1661, between the Catholics and Pro- 
testants, Beza and Peter Bfartyr attending, on 
the part of the latter; but it led to no result 
•xcept the massacre of St. Bartholomew There 
are also an old hospital, and a central house of 
detention. A great cattle market for Paris, on 
Thursday. Hotels— De Bouen, de la Marine. 
^puUtion 4300. 

The rail follows the south side of the river, 
Innoe, almost aU the way to Rouen; the 
Bmestone banks begin to rise, and the scenery im- 
inroves. Opposite Vemouillet (north side) where 
Talleyrand's brother lived, is 

Tbibl (7^ miles), and its old-fashioned church, 
with a centriB tower, bnflt by Francis I. ; it has 
■ome stained windows, and Poussln's Adoration 
•f the Magi, which the Pope gave to Christiana 
of Sweden. The Princess of Cond6 had a seat 
here before the revolution. Population 2000. 
At Mureaux, is a skew bridge ovw the Ruplat 
•nd a road turns off to 



MatTLAR (3| miles), north of the ran, begpond 
the Seine, which an old bridge, resting on Ho 
Bell<>, here crosses, it was a fortified town, 
which the Due de Mi^enne unsuccessftilly be* 
sieged in the eivil wars. One of its two churdioi^ 
(it had also a priory and convent) is now a corn- 
market. Chateaubriand had a seat here. Popu- 
lation 2000. Hotel— Hojid. 
[At 7 miles north is Vigny chiteau, whidi 
belonged to Cardinal d'Amboise, minister of 
Louis XII., and a munificent patron of tho 
arts. Ingcn, ftirther on, was a country hooso 
of the bishops of Cbartres ; and near Epdnc^ 
is a Dolmen or druid pile.] 
Mantes (10^ miles), opposite Lbnay, at tho 
bridge of 3 arches (each 127 feet span, resting 
on He Champion), is called la joUej or pretty, 
because of its situation, and is a ^ous-prefecture 
with 4600 souls. William the Conqueror burnt 
it, in 1096, to revenge himself on Louis, and re- 
ceived the hurt of which he died a little after; 
it was taken from the Eu^li.^h by Du Guesclin. 

and agahi by Charies V II. Notre Dame chiurch, 
with its triple portal, tall square towers of 
different ages, lofty nave, 105 feet high (sup. 
ported by buttresses), dedicate choir, pillars, etc^ 
was founded by Jeanne of France. Of another 
church, St. Madou, only a beautiful slender 
tower (1340-4) is left. The old chateau in 
iihich Philippe Auguste died, was pulled down, 
1721. The public library contains 40C0 vols, 
and there are several fountains with some parte 
of the old walls. Hotels—he Grand Cerf (Stag), 
la Chasse Boyale. 

LiXAY has a hermitage, to which pilgrimsges 

are made. Trade, in wine, com, leather, and 

timber. (Coach to i^a Roche Guyon, 20 klL) 

A new bridge leads out of the town. 

[At 26 kil. south-west is Anet, near the 

Euro, with a wing, chapel, and other remains 

of the beautifiil chateau, built by Delorme, 

for Henry the Second's mistress, Diana do 

Poictiers (buried here), and pulled to pieces 

at the revolution. Dreuz is 16 kil. fhrther. 

(see Route 91.) 

At 27 ka. south south-west, is Houdan, on 

the Vesgres (where the Opton meets it) 

and the Brest road, once a fortified placo^ 

and havit g an old tower, with an excellent 

gothic church, as ancient as Robert M>9 

Pious. Population 2000. 
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At 21 kil. north, is Magny, a little village, 

on the Aubette, in a fertile com country, 

with a good church, and manufactures of 

woollen, paper, &c.] 

RosRY (3} miles), close to that forest, has the 

old high-roofed bricic chateau, in which Rosny, 

Due dc Sully, the faithful fHend and uiinbter of 

Henry IV. was bom, 1539. It belonged to the 

late Duchess do Berry. 

CAt 22 kil. south-west, is Iwy^la-^ataiUe, 

under a hill, on the Eure, celebrated for the 

victory of Henry IV., and his Protestant 

•ut^ects, 1590, over the Leaguers, under their 

Captain General, the Duke of M^yenne, 

assisted by the "hireling chivalry of Gueldres 

and Almayne." The field contains a 

pyramid 56 feet high. Macaulay's noble 

lines on this victory are marked by one of 

those generous traits which have endeared 

Henry IV. to his countrymen. 

** And then we thought on vengeaiioe, and all along 
ourvan* 
'Jtomeinber Saint Bartholomew/ wm paned 
from man to man. 
Bat out «pake gentle Henry, ' No Frenchman is 
my fiDo.

The pretty village of Rolleboise (which has 
put of the castle taken Arom the English, hy 
Du Gnesdin), on the slope of the river, a little 
ftitther, is dose to a ttMmel 8,G82 feet long 
through the chalk, which cost twenty months, 
and nearly half a million pounds of powder to 
make. 

BomnsRES (3( miles), where conveyances 
to Evrtmz, Caen, &c., are taken ; and the road 
to Caen and Cherbourg turns off. (see Route 4.) 
fAt 7 kil. north, on the bend made by the 
Seine, here crossed by a suspension bridge, 
Is La Boche Guy on, with the Norman tower 
and chapel of an old castle, taken by the 
English, 1418; below which is the more 
modem seat of the Rochefoucaulds, where 
they shew the bed, portrait, and flimiture 
of Henry IV. Here Francis de Bourbon 
was killed, by a box being thrown on his 
head, 1545 ] 
Soon after Port-Villes (opposite the Epte's 
mputn, and near the Camp-de-Ctesar) you enter 
department Eure, and the protince of Nor- 
mandy 



VxRNOx (7 miles), belonged to theNorman i 
ccstor of the Vemons, of Kinderton, in England. 
It stands in a fine hollow, at the 22 archtd bridge 
to Vemonnet ; as a fh>ntier town it was fortified 
by Henry II , and firequently suffered in the 
wars with France. An old tower, built by Henry 
II., remains ; also a Kood gothic church (Ndtro 
Dame; having a carved black marble tomb; and 
St. Just's hospital, or Hotel Dieu, founded by 
St. Louis, and rebuilt 1776, by the Due de Feiu 
thievre. It has bf sides an artillery depdt, and a 
small salle-de-spectade. To the west is tho 
charming Park, and Chateau de Bisy, whldi 
belonged to the Orleans family. A tower at 
Vemonnet, is Galled Julius Csesar's ; the Chfttevi 
de la Madeleine was the seat of Casimir Dela- 
vigne, the poet. Population 6,300. hotels— Da 
Lion d'Or, (Golden Lion) ; Grand Cerf, (Stag). 
[At 36 kil. north-east, is Gisors, a pleasant old 
town, on the Epte, having the keep and other 
remains of a feudal castle, begun by William 
the Conqueror and Henry I. (who received 
Pope Callxtus here, 1120,) and finished b|r 
Henry II. (who met Philippe Auguste hert^ 
1188, about a new crusade). Philippo 
Auguste fled hither some time after, on his 
defeat by Richard I., at Courcelles, and waa 
nearly drowned by the falling of the bridge. 
The town walls and moats are now turned 
into promenades; a gothic church of tho 
13th century, has a well carved renaissanoo 
portal, a Jube and marble figure by Got^on, 
and stained windows. St. Paer*s tower, of 
the 13th century, is outside. Population 
8,700. HoUU^Dn Bras d'Or (Golden Arm); 
de I'Ecu, (Crown-piece). 
Farther down, across the river, in the forest 
of Vernon, are Pressagny, called TOrgueil- 
leuz, (the Proud), though it has little to 
be proud of, — and Port-Mort, where Louis 
VIII. married Blanche de Castile. Tho 
Seine is crowded with pretty islands here. J 
Gaillon (8 miles\ 2 kil. west of ^ 
railway, in a fine spot, has a House of Cor* 
rection on the site of the ch&teau of tho 
Rouen archbishops, built about 1262, burnt by 
the English, and restored in the renaissanoo 
style of the 16th century, by Cardinal d'Amboiss^ 
but ruined at the revolution. Its gate is at tho 
Palais des Beaux Arts, in Paris^ wcvl%.'sNKfiaBS!^ 

of it at lh« V^VlAA.\«S%^«^'MiA *X '^^^iSSB.. "^^i^ '^ 
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tt«e beautitui paik remains. It was a favourite 
retreat of Francis I. This is tlie most north* rly 
place in France for wine, — a poor 8ort,?)f a small 
black grape. Near this is the Chateau de 
Navarre, built hy Jeanne of Navarre, 1532, and 
rebuilt 1 686, by Mansard for the Dues de Bouillon, 
and for a time the seat of the Empress Josephine. 
GrisoUe and Rotoirs are also near, and Abloville, 
where Marmontel died. 

[Courcelles is across the river. At 10 liil. 
north of it, at the suspension bridge, on a 
bend of the Sctne is Les AndelpSt a sous- 
prefecture of S^OOO souls, near Chateau 
Gaillard, a fine picturesque ruin, on a peak, 
built 1 197, by Richard Coeur de Lion, at Petit 
Andely, to command the rlvor, and disman- 
tied by Henry IV. The vicious Margaret 
de Bourgogne was strangled here, 1315, by 
order of Louis X.; and Cardinal Balue shut up 
his victim Charles de Mellieu in it. At the 
hospital founded by the Due de Penthievre, 
' is a plaster figure of St. Main, which mothers 
rub their children against to cure them of 
colic. Grand Andely, on the Gambon, fur> 
ther inland, and older, grew out of a 
monastery founded by Clothilde, and burnt 
1170, by the English. Near the curious 
old chapel, called after her, (now a vinegar 
work), is her fountain, into which sick 
persons and new bom infanta ve plunged. 
Tue half gothic church has a good po taj, 
stained windows, and Lesueur's '* Jesus In 
the Temple." At the HStel de Ville is Poits- 
sin's " Coriolanus." Blanchard the »ronaut 
was a native; Henry IV.'s father, Antoine 
died here, 1652, of a wound at the siege of 
Rouen; T. Coniei'le had a house here in 
which he died. Cloth is made, and peche 
d'able'tes, for false pearls, are caught.

^Lotmiers (4 kil. south west), a sous-pr^ecture 

of 10,300 persons, chiefly weayovs of fine 



cloth, is a flourishing and ancient town In 
the rich plain of the Euro, where Richar«l I. 
and Philipi^e Auguste made a treaty, I19f», 
It was taken by Edward III., and again by 
Henry V. who dismantled it, except a mnall 
part of the walls. An old church of the 
twelfth century, partly norman in its style; 
a Knight Templar's house of the twelfth 
century, and timber houses (in the old town) 
are seen ; besides several factories, dye-works^ 
a bibliotheque, salle-de-spectacle, three 
bridges, &c. Hotels— Du Rouen, du Grand 
Cerf (Stag), du Mouton d' Argent, (Silver 
Sheep or *' Golden Fleece").] 
At Manoir, on the north side of the Sehie 
opposite the Eure's mouth, the railway crosses 
by a viaduct of 6 arches, each 9^ feet span. At 
8 kil. north-east, is Romllly, and its large wpper 
founderies, on the Andelle, which employ 1 100 or 
1200 hands. Here Cardinal d'Amboise's "-reat 
cathedral clock was brought from Rouen aiid 
melted down for cannon, at the revolution. 
Fleury, 6 kil. further up, has good views of the 
valley of the river. About 10 kU. beyond this is 
Lyons-la-Foret, on the Lieur, near the remains 
of the abbey church of Mortemer, founded by 
Henry II. of England; and on a hiU roraan re- 
mains have been found. 
Pont-db-l'Archr, (7^ miles) to the south, 

across the Seine, here spanned by a long 2a-arch 

bridge, to which it owes its name, is a pretty 

place, in Ouche dist ict, in Upper Normandy, 

an<. was built and fortified 854. by Ohatles the 

Bo!d. who held two councils there. Its high 

roofed ch'ir :h, has a fpire and buttresses, with 

stained glas-* of the fourteenth century. A house 

stands in the middle of tiie bridge, near an 

isl aid on wiiich it rests, once covered by a fort. 

Behind stretches a loroO forest. (Coach to 

Louviers, 12 kil.) 

[At 1 kil. west, at the suspension bridge across 

a bend of the river, is Elbauf, a thriving 

cloth town, of 16,5' '0 people, among factories, 

in a valley bordered by a chain of hills, which 

crop out at the chalk cliffs of Orival in the 

river. It haa two churches, St. Elienne being 

the older and smaller, and both ornamented 

with stuned glass, and it is watered by 

artesian wells Steamers to Rouen daily. 

Hotels— Le Boeuf d'Or (Golden Bull) ; Lion 

d'Or.] 
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The tunnel tt Tonrvillo, 1,440 feet long, leads 
.over the Seine again, by a narrow viaduct of 
•6 arcties, of the same span as the previous ones, 
to 

OissEL (4} miles,) which has a church with a 
tall tower and spire. The railway passes by St. 
Etiemie de Rouvray, and the forest where 
'William the Conqueror was hunting when he 
heard of the death of the Confessor, to Rouen 
6 mll£s further, the debarcadere or terminus 
being in the Cours de Rcine, on the south side 
of the river and the town. The train through 
to Havre and Dieppe, turns off before this at 
Sotteville, (after waiting 15 minutes), through 
8t. Catherine's hill to the north bide of the town, 
where there is an embarcadere (de la rive droite). 
The total fall of the railway from Paris is 91 feet.

Green islands, such as Petit Gay, Lacrols;

with its noble cathedral, its steeples, tower^ 
faciories, crooked streets, planted boulevards, 
andspieariing suburbs. Darnetal Hill, ftirther 
off, where Carville church stands, is another, 
good point of view. It is the R(*Ju>maffu» of 
Ptolemy, which under Clovis became the capital 
of Neuatria. Wrolf, or Rollo, the Northmen; 
leader (912) made it the head of his province of! 
Normandie, which Charles the Simple gave him 
with his daughter, and which King John, upon . 
the murder of his nephew Arthur, in Basse 
Vieille tower, forfeited to h's suzerain Philippe 
4uguste, 1204. Henry V took it 1418, before . 
the battle of Agincourt, which la d France at . 
his feet. ** Joan of Arc here expiated the crime 
of having saved her country,"* being burnt for a 
witch by the English, 1431. The French re> 
took it, 1449, and it was given up to Henry IV, 
1543, after a siege, in which his father, a ntoine, 
de Navarre was mortally wounded. The works 
he threw up are stUl seen on St. Catherine's 
Hill, but the old towers and walls (extended for 
the fifth time from Rollo, by Louis IX.), are 
replaced by open boulevards, planted 1770-S3. 
This line includes the oli town and the buildingi 
worth notice ; outside are the faubourgs ef Mar- 
t inville arid Hilaire (east), Beauvoisine and 
Hourrcuil (north), Cauchoise (west), and the 
large suburb of St. Sever, on the south bank, 
where most of the factories lie ; but many small 
works — b* twepn 200 and 300, for tanning, dyeing, 
&c., — are placed on tie little rivers Aubettei 
Robsc, and Rouelle, which creep through to the 
Seine. Three rtreet?, running north and south, 
namely, Rues Grand Font, des Cannes, and

Grand Cours, or Cours la 
Betaie, on the St. Sever side, near the rail is a 
piwnenade 4,300 feet long, planted in the seven- 
teen th oentury, on the site of Grammont priory, 
Itranded by Henry XL of England; other walks 
•n at Cours Dauphin, Avenue du Mont Ribou- 
dtt on the Dieppe road, and the hills of St. 
BQatre^ Bont Guillanme, and St. Aignan, where 
yon look down on the town.

The Portal de la Calendre, In tht 
north transept, is fill! of seolptnres of the LifiB of 
Christ,* that hi the south transept or Portal dal 
Librai^es near the chapter-house, IsdeoorateA 
with snl^ecU of the Last Judgment Inthelnaldo 
are three rose wfaidows, and 130 others, moeti|f 
stained, and of the thhleenth century; and 25 cha. 
pali the sidt s, bicluding the Vfargin chapel, In 
which are Philippe de Champagne's ** Adoration 
or the Shepherds " effigies of Richard I., and the 
beautiful renaissance marble tombs of Louis do 
Brex« (husband to Diana of Poictlers) by J. 
Goi\)on, and CanUnal d'Amboise. The Utter li 
a mo»t ehOwrate prolhsion of carved pilasten^ 
figures, and arabesque ornaments, and has tho 
two kneeling statues of the Cardinal and hie 
nephew, both archbishops. Several of the ear|y 
dukes, three kings, and fifteen prelates art 
buried here. The palace behfaid was begun 1 46I« 
and flnifehed by Cardinal d'Amboise, thoui^ 
altered place ; in the gallery of the States ifti 
four large views by Robert. 

St. Oum'i Abbey CiMrehf near the Hdtel d« 
Ville, is a chef-d'oeuvre of gothic art, and one of 
the most beautiftd structures existing. It was 
begun in 1318 by Abb^ Marcdargent, and makM 
a cross, 44a feet by 83, and 107 feet high to tht 
vault, with flying buttress, pinnacles, 125 win* 
dows, In three rows (stained with the miracles 
of St. Romain, &c.,) and an extremely elegant 
tower of the 15th century, 260 feet high to thO 
crown, which rests on a square pinnacled bas% 
and Is ftaU of traceried windows and open worib 
The unfinished west flront and rose windowiy 
stand between small towers 43 and 54 feet high. 
Rose windows are a'so seen in the transept ; that 
over the south door (which has a host of figures 
•nd carvings) behig the work of Bemsvslk 
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(burled in 8t Agnes' chapel) the matter sculptor, 
who they say, stabbed his apprentice because he 
was outdone in the opposite window. Eleven 
cljtpels surround the oval diohr, (finished 1340) 
and its clustered pillars. What remains of the 
abbey, (one of the oldest in Normandy, where 
Henry IV. and other Idngs used to stay,) is en. 
closed hi the Hdtel de Ville, which has a simple 
Corinthian facade, built 1818, and grand stair- 
ease, with bustsof Louis XV., and the Cor. 
neilles. It contains the Mus^e, founded 1809, 
with a gallery of French and other pictures, 
(open firom 10 till 2,) and Caifleri's sUtne of 
F. Comeille; and the Bibliotheque, (open on 
Thursdays,) of 36,000 volumes, besides 1,200 
MBS. from the 11th century, including D. 
d'Aubonne's graduel or missal, with 200 paint, 
ings, &o. in it, (which took thirty years to fill, Is 
2| feet long, and weighs 79 pounds I) and Bishop 
Jacques de Lieur's Livre des Fontaines (given 
1526) fUll of arabesques, &o. 

Of other churches, (U left out of 37,) there are 
•^St. Maclou, in Rue Malpalu, ranking next to 
St. Ouen*s, and built 1472 ; it has a finely-carvcd 
triple portal, a dome 164 feet high, much stained 
glass, a good staircase to the organ, &c. St. 
Patrice, near Boulevard Bouvreuil, built in 1635, 
In the renaissance style, cross* shaped, with good 
stained windows. . St. Vincent, in Rue de la 
Vicomte, in the same style, with a good porch, 
&c. St. Amand, another renaissance church, ui 
Rue St. Nicholas, belonged to an abbey founded 
1030, of which a small part is lefc, covered with 
wood carvirgs of abbesses, &c., among whom is 
Anne de Souvr^ (died 1654), whose body was 
found in 1800, underayed. St. Romain, near the 
railway sUtion (rive droite,) built 1679, has the 
granite tomb of its patron sidnt, whot>e life is pic. 
tured in the dome, ftc, besides stained windows 
saved at the revolution, Arom the ohurches of St. 
Maur, St. Etienne, and St. Martin, all now 
turned into magazines, &c. St. Godard, in 
Rue de I'Ecole, of the 16th century, has the 
genealogy of Christ hi one of its stained win. 
dows, and a painting by Letellier, Foussin's 
nephew. At St. Eloi's, near the poultry market 
and Theatre Frangais, and used by the pro- 
testants since 1803, there was a well in the 
ehoir, with an iron chain to it, which gave rise 
to a proverb, ** It is as old as the well.rope of 
M.SloL*' In Rue Chasselid^re, in the north-west 



outskhrts, is St. Gervali^ Church, with a ^-ery imp* 
cient crypt, and once attached to the abbejr 
which William the Conqueror died in. Near 
St. Lo's, behind the Palais de Justice, traoM 
of the Roman wall were found in the eighteenth 
century. St. Nicaise, built 1388, and St. VivieOb 
are not far behind St. Ouen's. St. Hilaire,near tlM 
Rue de Darmetal. St. PauTs stands on the Gout 
do Pais, near the river side, including a firagment 
of the old one in the sacristy. St. Saver's^ ia 
the midst of that faubourg, is hi Rue d'Elboeiil* 
In this part also are St. Yon's Asile des Ali&:i£% 
(Lunatic Asylum) on a large scale. The nmr 
Jardin des Plantes, open daily. The Gas Workif 
A large well regulated abattoir or slaughteiP 
house, hi the Rue de Sotteville, built hi 1880. 
The Chrcus. A Caserne or Barrack for caTalry* 
on the sito of Bonnenouvelle priory, founded by 
the Conqueror's queen, and burnt and rebuilt fctt 
1666; and a foot barrack in Fhice St. Sorer, 
near the bridge, in what was an inmienae tall 
store. A third barrack is that of MartinviUiii 
built hi 1776, in front of the Champ de Man. 

The Pr^ece»H6telfi» in Rue de FonteneOab 
so called after the philosopher, whose birthplacdw 
(marked " Fontenelle est n6 dans cette maIsol^ 
lo 11 Fevrier, 1657,") is a little distance off, hi 
the Rue des Bons Enfans, while that of biB 
uncle, the dramatist, is close by the Prefeetori^ 
in the Rue de la Pie, (marked ** Id est n6, 1« • 
Juin, 1606, Pierre ComeiUe.") On the Qua! dn 
Havre are, the Douanps or Custom House; th* 
Bourse (Exchange,) and Tribunal de Conunereja, 
in a building called the Consuls, (oppodteBoM- 
dieu's statue,) in which is a hall with a Christ, by 
Vandyke, and two pictures by Lemonnier, • 
native; and the Thd&tre des Arts, near the 
bridge, having an ionic front, with a medallioa 
of the " Grand Comeille." The TMfttre Fraiw 
$ais, built in 1793, is in the Vieux March6 (or 
Old Market pkice), the oldest in the d^, whers 
the scaffold is erected. 

A short turn leads into the Place de 1^ 
Pucelle, so called after the unfortunate Maid 
of Orleans, who was burnt at the stake <m • 
spot marked by a fountain and a ridiouloitf 
bronze of her, by Bonet. Oppodte it is |ui

In Rue (lu (iraud .Nlaulevrier is Uie ColU'ije, flrst 
liuilt for the Jesuits, by Cardinal de Joyeuse, 
whose tomb i^ in tlie chapol whi<!h Catherine de 
lA edicts added, 1614. Heliind is the seminary for 
priests. Ketween Rues Caquerel and Cavilles is 
the BicStro or Hi>u8e of Corret tion ; and nearer 
the KouUvard Martinvilie, the (ieneral Hospice, 
or asylum, an extensive pile, where 2 OOu orphans 
•lid poor people are kept. At the opposite? side 
of the town, in Rue de Lecat, is the great hos- 
pital for the sick, the Hotel J)ieu or Madeleine, 
Imilt 174U-56, and having R00bed^ and a chapel, 
built 1781, with a lome and corinthi&n portico, 
and two pii'turos by Vincent. 

At or close to the ^ite of Basse Vieille Tour

on Wednesdays, between six and twelve. To the 
west is the old FonUine de Lfsieux, built 1518;

Rue St. HilHire; altOKCther there are 38 foun- 
tains, fed by four different sources. Of eight 
open places for marketa, that for butter is at 
Rougemar (in Rue Bourglabbe), whfce Dnka 
Richard, in 949, beat the French and Gennana; 
the Boulingrin (bowling-green), in Beauvoislna 
Boulevard, is used for the sal<«of horses The road 
here leads up to the churches of Longpaon and 
Carvllle, and Leveill^'s spinning works, at Dar- 
netal. Near the Champs de Foire (Fabr field), 
the site of the o*A palace built by Henry V., la 
the tower of Mal-s'y-flrotte (which means ** Ha 
meddled for the worst,") lying on this side of the 
field where Will. Long-sword, son of Rollo, 
routed the peopla of Cotentin. 

Two toweis, called Donjon and Gascon, in Rue 
<ie la <;iaciOre, are left of Philippe Augustes 
chateau, buil* 1205, and made an Ur^uline con- 
vent. Many lociil, middle-age and other an- 
tiquities, including Coeur de Lion's heart in a 
box are prefcrvod in the departmental museum 
at the old convent of St. Marie. Rue de Poussin, 
not far from this besides a collection of natural 
history ; open Tuesday and Thursaay, from twelve 
to three. Old car\'ed housc-t may be nutiut-d in 
Grand Rue (Nos. 115, 120, &c.), Rue du Ch.mjre, 
Rue Kloupee(No. 4). the bougie of Jouvonet, the 
pain'er, and many more. On Supins hill is the 
Cimet.ere Monumental; there are six oibors, one 
bfiiv.r for Protestants.

From Sotteville, where the railway engine 
works of MM. Alcard and Budr.icom are estab- 
lished, you croft} the ten-arched wooden railway 
■ bridge overlie Brouilly, each 131 feet span — Bon 
Seooursnew church being to the right, and Rouen 
on the left— to St Catherine's tunnel, 3 445 fcot 
long; thence past LeveiUe'sandottierlartje^pin- 
aing and dyeing mills at Oarn.'tal, on tlic Robee, 
which command a fine prospect of the city — 
(firom the detached gothic tower of Longpaon 
church, the latter being Joined to another of 
modem date) — through two more tunneb (the 
second 4828 feet), under boulevards St. Ililaire 
and Beauvoisine, to the rive droite station, in 
RuoVerte. A fourth and fif>h tunnel (3118 
feet, and 11C7 feet), in the chalk under Cauchoisc 
fiiubourg, &c., brit-^ you, at length, with the 
Seine in view, to Bupeaumo, Dovillc, and Ma- 
romme — the last having a population of 3300, and 
manufactures of cotton, paper, powder, &c., on 
the Cailly. 

[About 6 kil. south is Cantelou, In the forest 
of Koumar, on a hei»bt, near the river, 
with a chateau uf the time of Louis XIV.; 



and 2 kil. west of this, is tho chnrdi 
of the nb!)cy of St. George dcs Bosoheri 
vllle, founded 1144, by William do Tan- 
carvillo; it is a good nornian tpecimeOt 
cross-shaped, with lound towers and win- 
dows (i'xcept in tho pointed ones of the 
west spiros), an east apso, pilustcrs, &c., and 
a transition chapter-house.] 
Malai'.nay (Jtif mi en from Koucn), has paper 
and cotton mills, on the Cailly, crossed by a via- 
duct ofe'Khturche.H, 8'J feuthi^h. Tho railway to 
Dieppe («€e Rou^e 2) turns oflT to the north-east 
a little beyond, up the valley of the stream, near 
which you come to Notre Uamc-de.s-Champ« 
tunnel (7218 t'«ut long), under Poville hill. , 

Bakknti.n (J) miles) o!i ilic Austieberie (which 
falls uito the Seine at i>ucl«.r clifl'^i, 11 lal. south- 
south-west in the forest of Trait) has cotton 
works, and a great viaduct on twenty-seven 
arches, 108 feet high, 1G40 feet long, as rebuilt 
by tho contractors, after a fall in 1816. 

Pavilly, further up the stream, in a prettj 
spot, has an old chateau of the thirteenth cen- 
tury (now a cotton work), and a church, in 
which the first wife of Diana de Poiclier's hus- 
band is buried, 
f At 15 kil. south-south-east are the fine Nor- 
man ruins of the abbey church of Jumiiyes^ 
founded 661, by St. Philbert, and rebuilt in 
the eleventh century. It has two conspicu- 
ous towers over the west front, and parts 
of the central towers, &c. To this abbey 
the Confcifsor sent Harold to renew his 
promi-e of the kingdom to Williiun. 
Charles VII. was here when his mistress, 
Agnes Sorel, died at Mesnil cliateau (3 miles 
south-east) now a farm house, near tho rix er, 
opposite Mauny forest.] 
MoTTKviLi.K (^1 miles) in the wide and fertile 
plain of the Pays de Caux, near the lastttmnel 
on tho lino (Fl..manville) 541 feet long. Coaches 
go to Yerville, St. Laurent, Luneray (35 kil.), 
on one road ; and to Dondevillo and St. Valery 
(38 kil.) on another. 

YvhTOT (5 miles) to tho left, in a fertile spot, 
a sous-prefecture of 86C0 ^ou^s, with a briok 
church, old wooden houses, and manufactures 
of ribbons cotton vdvets, &c., Ls celebrated for 

I its roi d' Yvetot, a burlesque title, first conferred 
in an e'lct of 1302, on ili s«>igneur (like the 
king of Kippcn^ in PQ,t\Jl\sJbktv^^.k %sa>S^ ' 
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In B«rangcr*8 weQ-known song. At AUonTiUe, 
• Ul. south-west, is an oak 36 feet round, and 
dgbt centuries old. Coaches to Cany, Ourrllle, 
Valmont, and Caudebec (11 kO. south.) 
[Caadebec is apretty fishing villsgeof 2500 sonlsi 
in a gap of the cliffs on the Seine, where the 
•ands begin to be troublesome. It belonged 
to St WandriUe's abbey. Henry V., of Eng- 
land, Charles VII., and Henry IV., took it. 
The last event was In 1592. The old walls are 
gone, but it recahis many wooden hou'ies, 
and a beautiful gothic church, built 1416-48, 
hdving a richly canred triple-portal (the old 
arms, *three pear1s,on a blue field," are seen), 
a side tower, with a tiara-shaped spire, and 
a Virgin chapel, with its great pendant hang- 
ing ft^m the roof. Biscuits, beer, &o., are 
made; at one time it was noted for gloves 
and hats, called caudebecs. The ruined 
churches of St Gertrude and Ndtre Dame- 
de-Barre-y-va, are near— the latier being of 
the thirteenth century, and a votive chapel for 
the bargemen, &c. Opposite it was an island, 
which sunk in 1641, with a monastery on it. 
At 4 miles east are the gothic remains of a 
church, on the site of the abbey founded 
684, by St. Wandrille, kinsman of Clovis, 
and called Fontenelle, but burnt in 1230. 
Theodoric, son of the last Merovingian king 
died here. The bufldings round it are used 
for a cotton factory. St. Satumin's little 
norman chapel is near; and there was 
another, CaillouviUe, so Aill of statues that 
It was called the ** gathering of Paradise.'* 
Across the river (4 kil. south), in Bro- 
tonne forest, is the old ch&teau of Meilleraye, 
or Meslerde, seat of Madame de Mortemarte. 
At 4 kil. south-west of Caudebec, is the 
pretty villago of Villequler, and its spire 
church in a gap of the river.] 
NonrroT (11| miles), to the south of which 
(8 kil.) is Bolbec, a thriving town of 9800 people., 
where four valleys meet, on a stream which 
runs down to the Seine. Cotton and linen 
goods, leather, &c., are made. HotcU — De 
Rouen; del'Europe. 
[At 8 kil. south of this, is LUUbcnne, tn a 
hollow on the Bolbec, once the Roman 
Julia Bona, so called after Csssar's daughter. 
ft remained a place of tome note under tha 
Motman dnkes, and baa been rovivad by the 



doth manufketures.

St. Roiui9-de-Colbosb, in a pleasant country, 
with 2000 population, and manufactures of stodi^ 
ings and prints. 
[At 8 kil. east-south-east, on the high diflk 
opposite Quilleboeuf, are the fineremalni 
of TancaroiUe castle, including the gate and 
its massy roi||^ towers, chapel &c. It ba« 
longed to the Conqueror's chamberlain 
(ancestor of the English Tankervilles), Uw. 
Haroonrts, Dunois the soldier. Law th» 
flnander, and now to the MontmorendMi, 
but is not inhabited.] 
The railway winds round the hills at the back 
of 

Harflbur (12 miles) a decayed village on tha 
Lezarde, now Z\ kil. ft'om tbe Seine's month 
(here seen to advantage), but once the chief 
port of Normandy. Henry V. took it afief 
seven weeks' seige, 1415, and sent the population 
(8000) to Calais and elsewhere— which was the 
ruin of It. The church has a slender tower, and 
good portal, but the beantifUl crocketed spire 
is gone. Coach to Montvilliers (5 kiL north) up 
the river (see Route 2a). 

A little east is Orcher ch&t'>aii. seat of Madame 
Mortemarte, once belonging to Law. 

At 4| miles beyond this (leaving Graville and 
ts old abbe church to the north) Is Havre ter- 
oiinus, in Cours Napoleon* 

Havre, or lb Havrb db Gbaob. HaUU^ 
Wbe^er'i, a comfortable and highly respeet* 
able house strongly recommended to travellers; 
da i'Enrope, Rue de Paris, cannot be too 
highly reoom mended; good rooms, excellent 
ouislna, and attentive servant! ; Frasoati. 



English oonsnl: O.FMthtntonefaaagh; Eng- 
lldi chapel, in Rue d'Orleens; American chapelt 
In Bue de la Paix; Rev. BiM. Poulain and Amp- 
houn are French Protestant pastors here. Post- 
offiee» in Place Louis Seise. Large sea baths, 
besides those at the Frascati Hdtel. On landing 
here yon give up your English psssport for a 
provincJai one ; and when you mnbark, you must 
ask for a permit. Travelers through to Biar- 
seilles should declare to that effect, to save delay 
about the passport at Paris. Omnibuses run to 
Ingouville. 

Population about 82.000, including English, &c. 
Havre is a thriving fortified port, sous-prefecture, 
packet station, &c., in department of Selne- 
Inferieure, in the old province of Normandy. 
It ranks as the second port in France, by which 
ithe Paris foreign trade is carried on; and its 
harbour Is perhaps the best in the Channel, on 
the French side. It stands in a flat damp spot, 
on the north side of the Seine's mouth (where it 
li 5 miles wide), 143 miles from Paris, 100 from 
Southampton, and 80 from Newhaven. Francis 
L walled it round, Richelieu added a citadel, &c., 
and others have improved it; but before the 
fifteenth century it was an insignificant fishing 
place^ near which Henry V. of England landed 
en his way to Agincourt, and whence Henry 
VU. embarked as Earl of Richmond. Warwick 
hdd it for Elizabeth, 1562, but gave it up after a 
long siege; and Rodney bombarded it, 1759. 

The Rue de Paris is the most bustling street, as 
tt leads to the docks and quais; but the newest 
honses are up Ingouville Hill, where most of the 
English liv^ and which has the best views. Four 
bashis or docks, les Bassins du Roi, du Commerce, 
and de la Barre, opening into the Port Neuf 
(opened 1843) and Avant Port, will hold about 709 
shipping; there is also a new steam dock : they 
are cleared by sluices. The tide rises 20 to 27 feet, 
so that large ships may come in three hours before 
and after high water. In the Roads— one of 
whldi is 8 kil. off— there is anchorage, with plenty 
of water, but the current often runs with danger- 
ous swiftness. Few of the buildings are of any 
note. The Hdtel de VUle, built in 1753, stands hi 
Place Francis I., whose crest (the Salamander) is 
over the door, whence there is a fine view. The 
Oostom-house, or Douane, Is on Quai Notre 
DaoM^ so called after that church, buUt hi the 
ihrteenth contofy,erois.shaped, in the renaissance 
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style ; the front was restored 1829. St. FranQoie 
Church was built between 1553 and 1681. Ex- 
change, or Bourse, was built 1785; Salle de 
Speetade ^theatre), began 1817, and rebuUt, 1845» 
by Charpentier; at the Circle de Commerce tho 
merchants meet. The old pr€toire, in the Idarket 
Place, is the Palais de Justice ; a public library, 
of 16,000 volumes, is at the new Museum, on tho 
site of the ancient Hdtel de Ville, with sUtues of 
Saint Pierre and Delavigne in front. A telegraph, 
on Francis I.'s old tower (69 feet high, 85 round), 
communicates with La Hdve Lights. There aro 
military barracks, an arsenal. Sec, and the 
government tobacco factory. A museum at 
natural history at Ingouville. A marble slab 
marks the house in Rue de la Corderie (No. 47), 
where Saint Pierre, the author of Paul and Yir* 
ginia, was born. Mad. de Scuderi, Mad. de U 
Fayette, C. Delavigne, &c.,werealso natives. ThO 
low space to the north-west is lined with wind* 
mills, and leads to Cape la Hdve, where the ohaitt 
cliflb beghi, on which stand the fixed lights, 446 
feet above sea. The Sefaie runs with such power 
past the pier-heads of the harbour, as to prevent 
the water inside from falling sensibly for even 
three hours after high water; so that 120 sail 
have been known to leave in one tide, with tho 
wind against them. Bo«h sides of the river 
above Havre are well lighted, to guide small 
craft past the shifting sands. It was off this port 
that Sir S. Smith was captured, 1796, and sent to 
the Temple. 

Ship.building and kindred trades are carried 
on. Many ships are engaged in the New. 
foundland cod, the herring, and other fl^h. 
eries. Among the articles manufactured aro 
tobacco, soap, pottery, iron, cordage, starch* 
vitriol, paper, beer, refined sugar, lace, &c. Tho 
imports are euvrar, cofl'ee, spices, cotton, &c., to 
the value of £I0,000,00:\ of which cotton is one- 
fourth; and the exports include silks, cloths^ 
gloves, perfumes, trinkets, wine, brandy, &c.

&c ; by coach to Fecamp, Dieppe, MonbrilUers, 
&c. By steam to Honfleur, dally, I hour; Caen, 
dally, 4 hours; Cherbourg, twice a week, 10 
hours; Dunkirk, weekly, 20 hours; TrouviUe^ 
daily, 2 hours; St. Male, three times a month, 
V'J hours; Morlaix, three times a month, 20 
hours.

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Imrg, twice a month, 4 and 8 day^; Southampton, 
daily, 12 hours ; Brighton, 10 hours; Lomion, 
weekly, 20 hours; LI«erpo..l, mom hi v, 6u hours: 
Ban 8ehastian,Corunna,Cadiz, and Malaga, every 
2Dth day, in 8 days ; New York, twice a mi>nth, 
16 days. There are also lines of sailing packets,

From Havre, across the Seine (6J miles), you 
eome to Honfleur {see Route 5).

Coaches to Tdtes, 
ft kil.; St Jaens, 14 kil.; and to Neufchatcl. 
{_Neufch(Uel, (28 kil. east-north-east), is a sous- 
prefecture of 3,430 persons, on a wooded 
hill-side, by the Bethime, and noted for its 
•zoellent cheese, of three sorts, — viz., that 
from pure cream, the second sort called 
Hearts of Bray (the district around), and 
the large round cheese. It was called 
Driencourt, when Henry I. of England built 
his new castle (Neufchatel) hero, which 
suffered in the wars of the League. At 
Nesniere chateau they shew his room. There 
is a church, with painted glass ; also manu- 
factures of wool, pottery, cotton, glass, and 
a trade in cheese, beer, cider, &c. Hotels — 
Du Grand Cerf (Stag).; du Lion d'Or (GoMen 
Lion). Coaches to Rouen, Paris, and Abbe- 
ville. 
A.t 23 kil. south-south-east is Forgea-les-Eaux 
so called because of its mineral waters, hi a 
valley near the Forest of Bray, which are 
drunk from July to September; are clear 
and sparkling, with a temperatture of 43% 
and have a tonic quality. Anne of Austria 
took them before the birth of Louis XIV.; 
and after her, Louis XIII., and HicheUcu, 
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they are namedja Refbette, la Royale^ and 
la Cardhiale. fTotet— Du Moukoa d'Or 

(Golden Sheep, or Fleece).] 
Ai'VPAV (3 mUes), to the mdustrtous valley of 
the Scie, which the railway crosses above twenlj 
times Coach to Bacqueville, 16 kil. 

LoNOLEviLLE (6 milcs), on a stream vrfaiob 
runs to the sea, near Dieppe. Not far from the 
latter, on the east, is the ruined castle of Arques, 
on a hill top, below which Henry IV. gamed a 
great victory over the Leaguers and the Duke of 
Mayenne, 1589. It was built in the eleventh 
century, with comer towers, &c and is noted 
to the history of Cond^'o sistor, the Duchesse de 
Longuevillo. The church is worth notice. 

At 9| miles ftirther is Dieppe, which you reach 
by a long ttmnel of 5,389 feet. 

Dieppe. HoUHt — Des Armes de France, 
Grande Rue 44 and 46, comfortable hotel, highly 
recommended; Victoria and North, on the 
quay, clean and well conducted; de la Plage, 
facing the sea and close to the Baths, a good 
house; Gossel's de I'Europe, an old established 
house, comfortable and reasonable; Royal, 
facing the sea, first-rate hotel ; des Bains, front- 
tog the sea and Baths, good to every respect. 
Passports are visid on landto^, and a permit 
must be obtained to embark. The Dou<.ne is 
at the railway station, close to the pier . baggage 
of travellers, direct to Paris, not examined till 
they get there. 

Protestant worship at the Old Carmelite Cha- 
pel; Rev. M. Reville is French Protestant pastor 
here. English physicians, Drt. Moriarty, Da- 
vison, Burnett, Sleigh. Bankers, Dufaur and 
Co., D. Destandcs, V. Sanchou. 

Population. 16,600. A fishing port, sous-pr^- 
fecture (dept. of the Seme - Iiiferieure), and 
bathing pi ice, the nearest to Paris, and 
within eight hours of Brighton. It stands 
under the cliffs of the channel, where 
the Arques, Bethune, and A nine fall into the 
sea. June to September is the bathing season; 
there are bathing machines, bot and cold baths 
assembly rooms, with a theatre, &c. The har- 
bour at the north end is made hy two piers, one 
of which carries alight; it will hold aliout 200 
craft, up to 50) tons burden ; but the mouth is 
narrow and sandy. A large street, Grand" Kue, 
leads from the quay tow^.nis the Cattle at the 
other end, which has a good prospect. Houses 
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of briok chiefly, with high-pitched roofs and bal- 
conies, and mostly built since the Euglidh bom- 
barded it in 1694. The old walls are left there 
are six places or squares, the principal having a 
■tatue of Duquesne (a native) ; and as many as 
68 fountains, supplied by an aqueduct Smiles 
long. The fishermen live in Faubourg PoUet; 
they catch herrings, mackarel, cod, and oysters ; 
and remain a distinct race. Among the buildings 
are, St. Remi's gothic Church, near the Castle, 
rebuilt 1500-43 ; St. Jacques, on the site of an 
abbey, a gothic church, with buttresses, some 
good carvings, and a tower, whence you get a 
fine prospect; Hdtel de Ville, library of 3,000 
vols., with a Naval Museimi, College, Navigation 
School, Theatre, &c. 

This plase was of more conseqvience formerly, 
when its seamen discovered Canada, and it sent 
the first settlers to Senegal. Henry IV. was 
here before the battle of Arqucs Castle (6 miles 
off)) ^ ^^^^' when he defeated the Leaguers 
under the Duke of Mayenne. Francis I. visited 
it In 1532, and was entertained by the merchant 
Ango, whose seat or manoir still remains at 
Varengeville (8 kil.), not far from which is Cape 
I'Allly light, 804 feet high.. Lace, pipes, and 
ivory trinkets (at St. Nicholas) are made. High 
water at the moon's full and change, lOh. 30m. 

Conveyances, by rail, to Rouen, Havre, Paris, 
&c.; by steamer, to Newhaven, daily. See Brad- 
Mkoiuft Continental Railway Ouide. 

Ch&tean d'Eu {see Route 12) is about SO kil. on 
the road to Abbeville and St. Valery-sur-Somme. 
About 4 kil. on this road you pass a large ancient 
oamp called CitS de Limes. 

ROUTE 2a. 
Dieppe to Havre. 

From Dieppe, on the road to Havre, you pass 
(not far from the coast), 

BovBO Duif (18 kil.)f with a church of the 
15th century. 

St. Valert-kh-Caux (13 kil.), a fishing port, 
in a pretty spot. Population, 5,400. 

Cany-Ba&viluc (12 kil.) lias some good seats 
about it, on the Durdent. 

Fbcamp (19 kil.), a fishing port, in a healthy 
spot in a gap of ihe hills, having the church (all 
that is left) of the abhey of Ndtre Dame, built 
between the 11th and 16th centuries, partly 
norman, bat mostly early gothic, with some 
good earring, efiigies of abbots, and a tower, 231 



feet high. The lighthouse on Hontagne-de-U- 
Vibrgo cliff (near a chapel) is 427 feet high, and. 
can be seen 21 miles. 

It has a Chamber of Commerce, Navigation 
School, Theatre, Library, &c.; cotton and saw- 
mills. Herrings, maokarel, &c., are caught. 

Population, 1U,I00. Hotels De la Porte, du 

Commerce, du Grand Cerf (Stag). 

About 9 miles south-west is Cape de Caux, or 
d' Antifcr, past chalk clifi's all the way, from 160 
to 700 feet high. 

GouERviLLB (12 kil.) and Epoutillb (14 UL) 
in a fertile country. 

About 16 kil. further is Havbb. (see Route 1.) 

ROUTE S. 

Paris to St. Cioad and Versailles* 

By rail to Versailles (rive droite, or north bonki 
opened 1839) and St. Germain (opened 1839); 
trains hourly, from the Rouen terminus. Gnu 
nibuses meet all the trains. Distance to Ver. 
sailles, 23 kil. or 14 miles; to St. Germabu, 18| 
kil. or 11 miles. 

The stations to Versailles are—

AsHZBKKS, as in Route 1. 

CouBBEvoiB (at the bridge to ViUiers), has 
a large barrack and a church, rebuilt 1789. A 
little further on, over the river (here crossed hf 
Peronnet's beautifiil stone brijge, built 1772, 760 
feet long, of five arches, each 120 feet span), if 
NeuiUy, the favourite seat of Louis Philippe^ 
but much injured by the mob in 1848. It wag 
built 175.5, by Comte d'Argenson, in the Italian 
style ; and for a while inhabited by Talleyrand 
and Prince Murat. The house and grounds 
were beautifully laid out by the king, to whom 
the crown was here offered 1 830. A pillar mark» 
where he was shot at, just before. Nearer Paria» 
outside the great triumphal arch over the 
Avenue de Ncuilly, is a chapel on the spot 
where his sun, the Duke of Orleans, was killed, 
when going to the chdteau, 13lh July, 1842. 

PuTKAUX is the next station ; then 

SuHBRTtEH, near the citadel and church, on 
Mont Calvairo or Valerian, 590 feet above the- 
sea. A suspension bridge crosses the Seine to* 
Longchamps. 

St. Oloud, onabSlL-ffcli^Vs^'eMk^iito^''^*^ 
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vhkb itMnen oome up), In a chmMning ipot, Is 
M eaUed after CIotIs'b grandson, St. Clodoftld, 
#lio was murdered here. It was burnt by the 
SngUsh, 1SS8 ; Henry in. was assassinated, 1889 i 
and HenrtetU Maria (wife of Charles I.) died 
hK% 1870. The palace, buQt, 1572, by Gondy, 
M banker, having been bought by Louis XIV., 
«M given to his brother, the Duke of Orleans, 
and rebuilt by Biansard, &c. It niakes three 
Met of a square, with a principal fV^nt of 170 
fiBet kmg, and has many painted and gilt saloons 
AiU of pictures, statuary, Sevres china, Upestry, 
ho, Louis XVI. gave it to his queen ; Bona- 
parte, wbea consul, carried out the revolution of 
18 Bmmaire (10th November, 1799,) here; the 
aapltnlation of Paris was here signed, 1815; and 
taioa Charles X. inued the ordonnances against 
Mia press, 1830. The private grounds and grand 
park were laid out by Le Ndtre, and are open to 
tbapabUc. In the latter are the water -works 
and ouoadts, with a Jet d'ean, rishig 140 feet, 
and Napoleon's Lantern of Diogenes, whence 
ttMre is a fine prospect. A three* weeks' fite is 
bald in September. The un6ni8hed church has 
two paintings. A fourteen-arch bridge leads 
aver to Boulogne, in the Bois or wood in which 
the English encamped, 1815; it is noted for its 
duels, races, and the Longdiamps promenade. 
A tunnel under the park opens out with 

SsYKXs on the left, near the bridge, towards 
Pawy. It was fotmded 560, and has a popu- 
lation of 4,600, with a church ftaU of new 
stained windows, and the government fkctory 
of porcelain, or Sevres china, established 1755. 
The show rooms are open daily; there is also 
a fine museum of china, pottery, &c., of all ages 
and countries, to be seen by order. 
■ The line here runs close to the rive gauche, 
or south bank, past VUle d'Avray, Chaville, 
Grand Montreull (where Gen. Hoche was bom)i 
to the terminus in Rue Duplessis, at 

Ybbsailles. (see Route 90.)

NAirrEBBB was the birthplace of St. Genevidve 
the patron sa'nt of Paris, and is noted for its 
sausages and cakes. The rest of the line to St. 
Germain Is on the atmoepheric plan, worked by 
two fixed engines here^ and at Chatou, and St. 
Germain. 

Ruxn., to the left, has a large barradr 
and a church partly as old as the thirteenth 
century, in which are monuments of Josephine 
and her daughter Hortense, the latter plaoed 
here by her ton, the present Empero*. 
Malmaitonf the fkvourite seat of Ni^wieon and 
Josephine (who died in it, 1814), belongs now to 
Queen Christina ; it is a plain building, and in- 
cludes N^>oleon's library and cabinet (near tha 
lodgeX in which hewasneariy c^;>tured, ISlfi, 
by Blucher's cavalry, but escaped by his guards 
breaking down the wooden bridge of Chatou, 
and flod to Rodiefort. Coach to Bougival 
(5 kil. souUi) near La Jouch^ chiteau, onoa 
the seat of Louis Bonaparte and Count Bertrand. 
At La Celle-St. Cloud is the chiteau given by 
Louis XV. to Madame de Pompadour, and that 
of Beauregard, to a fino spot, on a hill. 

Chatod, hi Vesinet wood, where the railway 
crosses the Sehie^ restirg on lie Chiard, Is to tha 
right. To the left are Croissy and Les Gabillons. 
Coaches to Le Pecq and Neauphile-le-chateau 
[Beyond (across the river) are seen Port 
Bfarly waterworks and aqueduct of 36 arches^ 
2165 feet long, 70 teet high, for supplying 
Versailles; it strikes towar<b Louve. 
dennes on, the hill-side, and Maisons pivi. 
lion, which belonged to Madnme du Barri 
Louis XIV 's seat at Marly was pulled down 
at the revolution.] 
A short branch turns off to 
Lx Pecq bridge^ opposite St. Germain, but 
the mahi line goes round by another bridge to 
the old palace. 

St. Garmaln-en-Laye, or St. Germains 

ISkil. westof Paris, in a healthy spot on a hilUslde, 

is known fo* its royal ch&teau, begun by Louis- 

le-Jeune, 1143, but rebuflt and enlarged by 

Francis I. and Louis XIV., who was bom here^ 

{ as vere Henry II. and Charles IX. It was the 

I residence of Mary Stuart (in her youth), 

Henry IV., and James II. of England, who died 

I here, 1701, and was buried in the Italian churciv 
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idiich has a monument to him by George IV. 
it Is a large heavy pile, and after being 
used as a barrack and military school, is now a 
military penitentiary. A noble shaded terrace, 
begun by Henry IV, is abore 100 feet broad, and 
7870 feet longr, and commands a fine prospect. 
The forest to the north was called Laia when the 
monastery of St. Oermain was founded in the 
eleventh century; it covers 8,000 acres, and two 
fkirs are held in it — one near the Chftteau des 
Loges. La Muette pavilion is used for a racing 
stud, under Prince of Newmarket. Population, 
18,600. Many English live here. Rev. N. Pey- 
rat is the French Protestant pastor. HoteU-^ 
A'Angleterre ; de Toulouse. 

Coaches to Marly, Maule, Meulan, Poissy. At 
Cambourcy (2 kll), near Marly forest, are some 
line ohesnuts, and the domain of Ketz, called the 
Desert. 

ROUTE 4 

Paris to Evreux, Caen, and €her« 
bonrg. 

By Paris and Rouen rail to 

BoHifiEREs (69 kil.) as in Route 1 ; thence by 
road to Cherbourg, 186 kil. or 116 miles. 

Paot-sur-Eukb (16 kil. from Bonnidres), a 
decayed town on the Eure, once fortified, and 
given up by Richard I. with other places to 
Philippe Auguste, 1196. About 20 kil. south, 
higher up the river, is the battle field of Ivry 
(<ee page 3). 

At 18 kil. further is 

Evreux. Hotels— ^m. Grand Cerf (Stag); du 
Dauphin ; de France ; de Rouen ; de la Belle 
Epine (Thorn). 

Population, 11,860. Capital of department 
Euro, seat of a diocess, &c., and once the head 
of a county, which in normu times gave name 
to the D'Evreuz, or Devereuz family (now Lord 
Hereford in England). It stands in a hoUow, 
among orchards and gardens, on an island made 
by the Iton. The old roman town of AuUrei 
Eburoviees (of which name the present Is a 
oorruption) was Vieil Evreux (9 miles off), where 
pieces of an aqueduct, baths, &c., have been 
found. The prt; sent to wn>was burnt or h irassed 
many times between 1119 and 1441, when it was 
finally taken by the French. It has good walks, 
broad streets, and several old-fashioned houses 
of wood and plaster. 



The Cathedral is cross.4hapod, and in variona 
styles from normaa downward^ to the sizteentk 
centitfy, the oldest part being that built bf 
Henry I. of England. It has a tower of about 
260 feet, a good north portal, and Lady ch^^ 
rose and other windows beautifidly stained^ 
besides some good carving in the choir. 

St. Taurines Church (which was part of aa 
abbey founded in the seventh century, and notr 
a priests' seminary,) has a very ancient spedmea 
of the bysantine style (like the norman) in the 
south transept, and the saint's curious ohasse, or 
ornamented shrine, as old as the thirteenth oon^ 
tury. St. GiUes old church is now used as ft 
stable. The Tour de THorloge, or belflry, wai 
built 1472-97. Other buildhigs are the pr^eoture 
(over the hospital), the bishop's palaoe of the 
fiftoenth century, the new hospital, the college 
or high school, library of 10,000 volumes, with ft 
museum of antiquities, geology, &c. There is 
also a good botanic garden; and, not fiur ofl« 
there stood till lately, the ch&teau de TSvnm, 
rebuilt, 1686, by the Due de Bouillon on tlia 
site of one founded by Jeanne de Navarre, tad 
given by Napoleon to Josephine, who lived iD it 
for a time. 

Manufactures of coarse cottons (coutll or 
ticking, &c.)t stockings, linen, leather, and 
paper. Formerly it made flutes, and ivory and 
box-wood combs. 

Conveyances to Paris, Rouen, Lisieuiz, Bre* 
teuii, Chartres, Dreux, &c. 
From Evreux, on the road to Caen, you pasi 
La Commandierb (18 kil.), where the Knlghte 
Templar had a seat. 
[A little to the right is Neubourg, with a great 
hall and other parts of a castle, where Hemrj 
of England, son of Henry II. married 
Louis Vll.'s daughter. Dupont de I'Eun^ 
member of the late chamber of deputies^ 
was bom here. J 
La Rivibrb-Thibsrville (17 kil.), on the BOli^ 
which falls into the Seine opposite Havre. 
[A little fiirther on te the left (13 kil.), is Ser* 
nay, a sous-prefecture in department Eure^ 
on the CUarentonne, with 7,000 people, who 
manufacture linens, flannel?, cotton, &e. 
Besides some old houses and two churohe% 
it has at the eorn-hall part of a benedlottn* 
abbey, founded 10.18, In tho norman 
A cattle fair hi March i& •.<U^x^^^\s\ 
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niunbera. Hotels— l^ rheya] B^anc (White 
Hone); le Lion d'Or (Golden Lion). 

About 10 kil. to the soath-west of Bernay, 
ii Broglie with its old church and seat of 
the Due de Broglie. 

About 6 kil. on the right of La Rivi^ is 
Brionne, hi a pretty spot on the RlUe, with 
good 6shing. A council was held here, 
1050 — A little below it is BeCy with the 
church tower (150 feet high), arches, and 
other remains of an abbey, foimded 1034, by 
Hellouin (or Harlowyn), and used by the 
Benedictines of St. Maur, before the revolu- 
tion. It produced Archbibhops Lanfrano, 
Ansehn, Theobald, and Hubert, besides 
many bishops, appointed by the norman 
kings in England.] 
L'HoTBLLBRiE (24 kil.), in the fertile Fays 
de Lieuvin, and department Calvados. 

LiszEux (13 kil.), a sous-prdfecture in depart- 
ment Calvados, on the Touques where the 
Orbec Joins it in a rich valley. It was the roman 
Ztexovii. Henry II. of England married 
Eleanor here, 1152, and here his rebellious sub- 
ject, Becket, came when exiled, 1169. Grand Rue 
is Ae best built street; the others are narrow 
and winding, with many curiouus timbered 
houaes. There are eight Places, four halls, eleven 
fountains, three churches, an old bishop's palace 
(with good gardens), public library and museum, 
communal college, salle de spectacle, hospital, a 
public garden, &c.; and manufactures of coarse 
woollens, flannels, cotton, and other goods. 
8t*. Peter's cathedral church is mostly early 
gothic (with some norman portions as old as 
1022), and has a good west front with two towers, 
and a lady rhapcl built in fifteenth century, by 
Bishop Cauchon to atone for the share he took in 
eondemning Joan of Arc. > opulaMon, 12,000. 
Betels— Ae France, del'Espagno. de la Rose, &c. 
[About U kil. to the right is Pont I'Evgque 
{see Route 5). At 18 kil. to the left is Livarot, 
noted for its cheese ; and 10 kil. beyond it, 
Vimoutiers, where large manufactures of 
coarse linens, employ 20,000 people in and 
around it.]

Service in English at the 
French Prot^tant Church, in Rue de la Oedle :

Population, 44,000. A fine old town, where 
many English settle, capital of department Cal- 
vados, head of a military division, &c., in a 
fertile com country on the Ome, whore the 
Odon Joins it, three leagues fh>m the channd.. 
It was called Cathein about the time (1066) that, 
the Conqueror founded St Etienne's Abbey, in 
which he was buried, his wife Matilda having 
founded a nunnery at the same time. The 
English, under Edward HI., plundered it 1346 
and again 1417, from which year they held it till 
1 450. Only the remains of its walls and 2 1 towers 
are left. It looks to great advantage as you ap- 
proach it. The streets are wide, and the houses 
of stone— the Caen stone— which was used for- 
merly in England; several old wooden gable 
fronted ones, with carvings, are seen. The best 
promenades are at Grand Cours, Place St. 
Sauveur, Place Royale (which has a statue of 
Louis XIV.), and the Quais. to which vessels of 
150 tons come up. Of its 10 or 12 churches the 
most remarkable are — 

St. Etienne's (Stephen's), or the Abbaye Aux 
Hommes, in the norman style, built 1066-77, and 
370 ft. long, with three towers and two turrets, a 
fine west front, and a marble slab before the 
altar, marking where the bones of tie Conqueror 
once rested. The building in the early pointed 
style near it belong to the High School or college. 

Holjf Trinity t or Abbaye Aux Dames, is also a- 
largo and excellent norman specimen, cross- 
shaped, with low towers, a monument of Queen 
Matilda the foundress, and having close to it 
the Hotel Dleu or general Hospital (built 1726). 

St: Pierre (Peter) has a beautiful light spire 
(built 1308), 240 ft. high, and a good vaulted roof. 

St. Etienne-le-Vieil, a pointed church in decay, 
and serving as a com market, h^s a sol-disant 
figure of the Conqueror. That of St. Nicholas^ 
which he built 1066, in the norman style, is a 
cavalry stable. At the old castle, now used as 
a barrack, is another norman ehapel. St. Jean*e 
has two unequal towers, and St. Michel is a 
mixture of norman and other styles. Tho 
Chiteau de Calix, or aux Gens d'armes, has 
some curiotis carving about it. Hotel de Valois, 
now the Bourse or exchange, is also ornamented 
with statues, &c. 
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Other bnndfaigs «• fhe Hdtol de U FNflMtDM; 
tlw FaIaIs d« Jnitioe, withaoolomutda round it; 
large PnbUo Ubnry of 48,000 Tolumei, bttldai 
M A8^ Muieum, having eereral good pioturee and 
oRUnet of iMtural history, wUdh inohidei ComUs 
oC the oolite rocki, ae the ioiith3roiaiira% &04 
Botanic OarteiSy Deef and Dmnb School, Le 
Bon Sauvenr Lonatio Aqrhiin, &c. There are 
also an Aeadunie or Unlrefsity, foandedas ikr 
back as 1431, bj the Begent Bedftord, Bohoolaof 
Medicine, Ardhiteeture, Msertgatlon, &o., with 
Antlqnarlanaad other Seeletiee. They shew the 
house where Malharbe the poet was hem; 
Bishop Haot was also a natiTe^ and wrote an ao- 
oonnt of the town. The nnfortonate Beau 
Brunmiel died here in a madhouse. 

Ifannihctnresef miIlinery,hoBek7am,oiI, paper, 
sngar, hnen, &c., but especially lace, which the 
people hi and around the town mahe all day hmg.

Several good village dmrohes are seen in tbe 
nsJ^^beorhood; and witUn a distance of 6 or 8 
miles are Ardenne old abbey, Mdtre Dame dela 
Dettvtanee (near Douvres^ a norman chapel, 
vWted by Louis XI. in 1671), en the road to the 
hathiog phMe of Oowaeiilles on the ooast, and 
the castlM of CreuiUy and Fontafaie HenrL 
Fahdae is 89 kU. to the B.E. (tee Boute 92.) 

From Oaen, on the road to Ohetbovrgf 7<n> 
pass Blahbdnrle (H hH.) or Beanliea, a house of 
detention, on the site of a lepen' hospital founded 
by Henry n. of England. 

Biunnvzus (10 UL), with a good dhurdh 
splrei is near that of Norr^, in the pure early* 
pointed style. 

Batbuz (16 ka.), an old looUng place, the 
ancient CMtaa B^(foea$tkim, sous-pr4feotnre^and 
sect of a bishopric^ with 9,800 people^ on the 
Aure, in a finrtile qiot, is noted for its TaptOq^ 
or piece of worsted work on coarse linen, about 
280 feet long and 90 inches wide, worked by 
Queen Matilda, to represent the Conquest of 
England by her husband. It is shewn at the 
public library (7,000 vols.), and a copy of it at 
the Antiquarian Society of London. 

The Cathedral, on the site of that built 1077, 
by the Conqueror's brother. Bishop Odo, is of 



the lllh century, and has three carved porches 
two towers, 2*6 ft. high, with good osk stalls 
and a crypt under the didr; it is 884ft. long. 

At the Biihop't P<dae$ is a serlM of portraits; 
the HOtet Dien was a ehapel, bunt 1206; the 
HdteldeVilleiaaaeftsnt. There are two other 
cfanrehes^ a masenm, public baths, a new com 
market, college^ &0n and a house hi Hue St. 
Malo where A. Ohartier, the poet, and hie bro- 
t h er e we re bom hi the ISth century. Trade,fai 
cattle, sheep, butter, dder, &c Hotelf — Du 
Lmcembourg, Uon dTOr (Golden Lion), Grand 
HdteL 

The road to St. Lo and Avrancbee turns off 
here, (ate Bouto 7.) The country called the 
Boeaga,. or woodUnd,, between this and Islgnyt 
isveryine. 

FouMiMiT (16 ka.X where the English wera 
beaten to 1406, and obliged, finally, to give 19 



Isimnr (16 kU.) a pretty little port fai the bay, 
at tfte montti of the Yireand Aure, on the Chaiu 
nek It is noted for its fresh and salt butter, in 
which it eanies on a large trade, and dder. 

Cammbak (18 UL), a Ibrtifled town fan a 
marshy spot, at the t^ of a ere^ which runs up 
firam the east side of the Cotentin peninsula. 
It has a good <dinrch, and a ruined ch&teau fort. 
[About 20 UL we«t is the Abbey of Blanche- 
land, Ibunded in the 12th century. On the 
ooaat, 10 kU. west -south-west, is the fine 
Abbey Chnrdi of Lessay, hi the norman 
style. Jersey is hi the distance.] 
St. Biann Eausn (18 kil.) has a good church, 
and a trade in grain, butter, and cattle. About 
10 UL north-east of it is the Grande Cheminfie 
of Quineville on the coast, a rode 27 ft high. 
[About 17 UL to the west, at St. Sanvenr, 
on the Douve, is a ruined abbey, founded by 
the Harcourts, with an old castle, which 
Edward III. gave to John Chandos.] 
VALoams (17 kil.), a sous-prefecture of 6,400 
people, on the Murderet, near the site of the 
roman JJUnrna or Lonia, It has a college of 
some pretensions, and a library of 15,000 vols. 
Traces of a roman temple, aqueduct, &c., were 
seen tm Utely, and it bad a castle of WilUamthe 
Conqueror's. 
[About 12 UL west-south-west is Briquebee 
castle, with a keep 100 ft. high. Near this

A str<nf naval station and 
fbrtress of the first dass, seat of a maritime pr6- 
ftet, &o., in the cliflh, at the mouth of the Dtrette, 
which spreads into a wide road or hay, with the 
great breakwater called the Digue In firont. It 
b about 60 miles due south of the Needles. The 
town is a collection of n ar r o w str ee ts , and houses 
of stone and slate. A quay lines the oommer- 
dal dock (Fort dn Commeroe) at tha gap of 
thezlTer. The Hdtd de ViOe has Vanban*s 
original pUn of the arsenal, a gallery of pictures^ 
&0., chiefly Frendi and Flemish, bequeathed by a 
nathre^ T. Henry, whose bust is hare; with a 
library of 2,400 Tolumea, a museum, &0.; inflramt 
bapOlartotheDucdeBerrL StTrinic^Churdi, 
near the sea, and an old tower, was built 1450, 
•zoept the spire, added 1826 ; It b 161 feet long. 
The chapel of Mdtre Dame dn Vosu (l.e. of the 
Vow) m Chanfler de Cbantereine, and only 49 
fbetloDg, repbuses one built bj Queen Maude, who 
tended here in a stonn. Another church. In the 
gothic style, was built la 1881. There are a 
oollege, theatre, navigation school, baths, foun- 
tains, &c. The naval i>oofc and Anenal to the 
west was begun by Napoleon, in 1803, and b still 
nnfinished. Two docks (out of three) are 
opened, each about 960 feet long, and hearly as 
broad; they hare been excavated out of the 
ilaty diflb by gunpowder. About 2,000 men are 
gtfli employed uponthem ; it b calculated they will 
take ten years yet to complete ; but when flnished, 
they will be 60 to 70ft. deep, and large enough to 
hold all the Frendi navy. Around are six build- 
ing slips (cales de construction) on granite piers; 
dry dock (forme de radonb), bladEsmUhs' shops 
(ateliers des forges); thnber shed (hangar >uiz 
bob), 960 feet long; madilne shops (ateliers dee 
madiines), aiagazines, parkof artiODery, museum 
(saUe des modules), large barracks for seamen 
and soldiers, telegn^ph ofllce, &c. The Digue, 
•r Dyke, off the town, b a breakwater 8,7

the Plymouth), tnd fl broad at top. It was 
begun 1782, carried on by Napoleon and Loob 
PhUippe, and completed 1861 ; the stones being 
supplied in making the dodo, and sunk in graal 
eones. It was upon one of these that Captaia 
Brenton grounded in the Minerve^ 1803, and waa 
taken after a struggle of 36 hours to eooapa. Itb 
strengthened by Fortdn Hommet, near the mid» 
die, which carries a Uglit; other Ugfats are at tha 
forton DePd6e, near the east eoraer, where the 
way in b 1^ miles broad, andon Pofait Qaerqne- 
vlUe (near that fort) on the mafailand, to tha west* 
where the fldr way b I of a mite broad. There 
are flrom 6 to 7 fkthoms at low water. Inside, and 
room for 100 saQ or more. High water at moon's 
ftan and change, 7 hours 46 mln. Forts on the 
hdgfate around command any part of the road. 
The English hdd thb town 1418-50, and again 
in 1768^ when General Bttgh burnt the old dock 
yard, &c. James II. was here at the battle of 
La Hogue; Charles X. embarked here, 1830* 
and Don Pedro landed here 1881. A little teoe 
and ooarse doth are made; fldi are cangfat, and 
eggi^ &c. sent to England.

(a) From Cherbourg, to the east, you pass 
Manpertab(10kil.); St. Pierre, (13 kil.) near 
Chateau de TooquevOle ; and then at about 28 
UL you come to 

Babflsub, a declared port, whldi Edward III. 
plundered, 1846, but which, in norman times^ 
was the starting point for England. Upon the 
rodES, near thb, Henry the Flrst^s son William 
was lost In the Blanche N^^— a loss which strudc 
sudi a blow to the king's heart that they say he 
never smiled afterwards. To the north of It b 
Cape Barfleur, or Cape de GattevUle, which has 
a granite lighthouse 236 feet high, with an falter- 
mittent flash, seen seven leagues off. About 
8 miles south of it b Waast La Hcgue, which gives 
name to the naval action of 169^ when Rooke

I (&) From Cherbourg, to the west, you come to 

'Beaumont (14 kU.), and then to 
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CiPS LA Baoub (21 kll.)t whldi fs sometimes i 
mbtaken for Waast la Hogne, has several reefli 
fonnd It. and on the Oros de Ray rode, a fixed 
Mght, 167 high, seen six let^ues roand. The 
Baca of Aldemey, where the tide rons six and 
■even milee an hour, dividee it fW»m Aldemey 
and the other Channel Islands fai the distance.

RouBR, as in Route 1. 

pKurr QiTSTxxxT (3 kil.)> on fhe south side of 
the Sdne, so called they say after the fence 
(oheviUe) made by the Norman dukes round their 
hunting-grounds, and having St. Julian's nor- 
jnan chapel (a bam), buUt by Henry II. of 
England. A little ftirther is Grand QuevUly, 
which had an immense Protestant churdi in 
Henry IV.'s time, pulled down in 1686. The 
Prinoesse de Montmorency's diateau is near. 

MouLntBAVZ (8 kU.), in a fine spot, opposite 
tihe littie spire churdi of Sahur, has on a liill the 
picturesque remains of the castle of a fierce 
aoldier called Robert le Diable (of Pepin's time), 
the hero of Meyerbeer's opera. It waa destroyed 
by King John, who some say Idlled his nephew 
here. 

Bounxv (4 Idl.), to which steamers flrom 
Rouen come^ stands under the clifli^ and is a 
favourite trip of the dtiaens. Le Londe forest, 
Caumont quarries, and JaoqueUne grotto, are

FoHT-AiTDKiaBB (23 kO.), a sous-pr£fectnre^ of 

6^860 population, hi the fertile vaUey of the 

BiUe^ called alter Odomar, who founded it in the 

fifth century. It suffered in the English and 

dvil wars. It has three or four churches. Trade 

in leather (for whidi it is noted), com, dder, 

wool, &c. fibteb— T)e I'lmage de St. Pierre, 

de Lion d'Or (Golden Lion). 

[At 12 kil. is QuiUeboBuf, a pilot station, on a 

point of the Sdn^ which the Norman dukes 

gave to Jumidges Abbey, and whose wa^ls 

were reduced by Louis XIV. Population, 

1,350. The Seine is full of shifting sands 

' here, and the tide frequently nuhes in with 

a bore six feet high, doing harm to the 

shipping.] 



HovFLBDm (23 kil.), a port of 10,000 souls (de- 
partment Calvados), with three basins, and buUd- 
ing slips, whence fHgates have been Uunched. 
It has several old streets and houses. St. 
Catherine's Chnrdi, irtiich at ihrst waa built in 
the 6tb century of wood, has two pictures by 
Rubens' pupils^ Jordaens and QuelUn. St. 
Leonard's is as old as the 12th century. Arom 
the littie fishermen's duqral of NOtre Dame de 
Grace, on the hiU outside the town, there is a 
fine sea view; and an excellent prospect may be 
got from La Roqne^ up the river. Various 
manufactures thrive here; eggs, fhiit, butter, 
&c., are sent to England, and there is a trade in 
honey, ddo^ «nd fish, &c High water at 
Moon's diange, about lOh. BoteU-Le Cheval 
Blanc (White Horse), U Poste, d'Angleterre, &c 

PoirT l'Evbqub (16 kil.), a small sous-prfifeetura 
of 2,200 souls, in the valley of the Touqaes^ 
wherp they make lace and good cheese. At tha 
mouth of the river, 11 kfl. lower, is tiie littto 
bathing place and fishing village of Trouvflle- 
sur-Mer, which is firequented flrom June to 
September, when steamers run to Havre. 

Dozuixx (18 kil.), near on the Dive, which 
is navigable to this pohit, and remarkable 
as the river where the Conqueror coHeeted part 
of his fleet for Invading England, in 1066. 

At 26 Ul. fiirther is Caen ; thence to Cher* 
bourg, as in Route 4.

Notrt Dame Cathsdral CkiMrek is on the hiU, 
near Petit Flaoe ; it is chiefly gothic, of the 12th 
century, with two good tall spirea in its west 
ftont, wliich is of later date. A stone pu^it 
stands outside. Another churdi, St. Croix, 
n the early norman style, replaces one attached 
to the abbey founded by Charlemagne^ about 
810^ when the town waa walled round and im. 
prored. There is a aalle de spectacle, also pub- 
lic baths, a museum of antiquitieB^ • library of 
4,600 Tolumes, &c. A Roman 8t<me^ called the 
Bfarbre de Torigni, is now at Caen. 

Lace, ribbons, and doth are made^ and the 
trade la in grain, cattle^ poultry, butter, dder, 
fruit, &c., and cavalry horaea, which are bred 
at the haras, near St. Croiz. CwiTayanoea to 
Caen, Cherbourg, Coutances, Granville, &o. 
ICoutanees, 27 kO. west-south-wesl» a aoua- 
prefeeture and bishopric^ on a hill 7 UL 
from the sea, to whidi the Soule river 
or canal runs, is noted for its beantifhl early 
engUsh Cathedral, with ita two west spires, 
the dustered ^llara in the nave^ (whidi is 
100 feet high), and the octagon lantern, 
which commands a view of the sea and 
Channel IsUmda. Other bnildings are tibe 
churches of St. Nichdaa and St. Fetei^ tba 
Hbrary of 4,600 volumes, the theatre, the 
H«tdDieu,&c Near the FafaJa de Justice 
is a bronae figure of Prince Lebrun, ardk- 
treasurer under N^^leon. There are re- 
mains of the fortiflcatlona, and part of an 
aqueduct called Lee PUiers, firom the eohunna 
which it rests on. Parchment, doth, &c., are 

made. HoUU—Db France, d*Angleterre. 
In the neighbourhood are the Pont-de-la

the abbeys of Blandwiande and Hamby»— 
the latter firanded bj the Faganels, who 
settled fai Engand at the GonqiMSt.] 
ViixnAUDOM (19 UL). at the head of tfaa 
Soola. 

Pbbot (6 kfl.), was tfaa aaat of WllUam da 
Percy, who went over to En^toad with tha 
Conqueror, and being sumamed Alsgemon (or 
wliiakered), Algernon haa always been a fkvmirtte 
name with that noble fluooily. 

VzLLBonv-Ln-PoBLna (9 kil.), where the 
roada to Yin (me Route 98) and GraaviUa 
part off, has been noted for Its mannfiustmrea of 
ooHier gooda from a very andent date. 
I At 28 UL west, is GraMviOe, on the cQfh, fat 
Bight of the Channd Idands, with a good 
aiaed but shallow harbour, inside a fine mole^ 
and wdl fbrtified. The Vendeans tried to 
take it in 1793. An old gothic diurdi haa 
carvings in granite^ and a spire 312 feet 
above the sea. The people (7,360) are pQota^ 
fldiermen, boat-builders, and carry on a 
trade in grain, dder, salt, &c. There is a 
light on Cape Lihou 164 feet frtmi the 
sea. J. Tumbull is the English oonauL 
High water at ftiU and dumg^ 6h. 3Qm., the 
tide setting in with dangerous swiftness. A 
steamer oiuinea from Jersay, every Monday 
morning (on the arrival of that from South- 
ampton), and retuma on Tueaday, in turn 
with that to St. Malo. It passes the Chans^ 
Minqnidres, and other dioals whidi abound 
here.] 
AvHAHOHsa, (22 kU.) near St. MiGhaeTs Bay 
on the coast, a sou8-pr§feetnre of 7,269 inhabi. 
anta^ many of wh(nn are English, who settle 
here for economy and the pleasantness of ita 
situation among tiia hiDa. The Rcmums called 
it JMnom IngencB, and it was fortified by St. 
Louia. St. Andr6 oathadral church, built about 
1120, by Henry 11. of England, waa pulled down 
at the revolution. A statue of Valhubert, a 
native^ who fdl at Ansteriite, stands In the 
bishop's garden. The public Library of 16,000 
vola., has also 200 MSS., (induding one of 
Abdard 's idiich M. Cousin published 1836,) and 
a Museum. A fine view from the Jardhi dea 
Plantea. Hctat-^d» France, de Bretagne, 
d'Angletenre. Trade tai grain, dder, hops, 
&o Conveyances— Daily, to Caen, Cherbourg, 
Banner GxaavOlfl^ Mortain, St. Malo. 
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fThe fiunons Mont St. titekd (16 kil., south- 
west), in name, appearance and history is very 
like ^t. Michael's Mount, in Cornwall. It is 
a heap of rugged granite, Tery steep on the 
north side but sloping on the east and south, 
where the people (300) with thehr little 
gardens scn^ied from the rocks live round 
the old abbey, now a convict prison The 
beadi below it is a shelly sand completely 
oorered at high water, but a causeway leads 
to it when the tide is low, from Ardevon 
iHiare guides may be got. The Druids 



had a station here, which the early ChrH- 
tlans used as a hermitage and afterwards 
turned into a monastery, of which tb« 
remains are still picturesque. The great 
door is flanked by two solid towers ; on the 
north side is a part called la Menreille, or the 
Wonder, including the large Montgomoy 
rooms, the refectory (90 feet long, a good 
specimen of gothic), the hall of the Che- 
▼alien (nearly as long), the cloister, the well 
preserved choir of the church, and the crypt 
below resting on great pillars of granite.]

The railway p«is«es by.Chapelle St DenlfeiJust 
outside the Barrldre, which divides the cHy ttom 
the o^d province of Be deFrant^now depart- 
ment Seine; then Montmartri^ 800 feet above 
the Seine, with a church, citadel, and re- 
servoir on top, whenoe there is a fine view ot 
Paris. It is noted for its quarries (plaster of 
Paris), windmills, and gulnguettes. CUgnan- 
court (on the left) and AnbervQliers (ri^t), tarn 
next passed; then St. Ouen on the Seine^ (< 
kiL from Paris) to the left, with a ehftteaa 
where Leuis XVIU. promised a ebarter to tiM 
nation, 1814. It has^ In the oaves, large gvaiuu 
ries and ioe-houset. 
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two Uttltt branchet of the Seine^ and on the 
eanal joinhig tne rirer to Canal de rOurcq, is 
noted for the bnrial place of the French kings, 
in the diurdi of the Benedictine Abbey, founded 
flS,b7Dagoi>ert. Length, S90 feet; breadth, 100; 
and 80 feet high to the Tanlt. It waa rebuflt, 
llU-1281; the oldest part being Abbe Segur's 
i^nt and towers, one of which was till lately, 
S60 feet high ; and has been restored by Napoleon 
and his successors, with great splendour. The 
new windows are stained with historical sutjects, 
and the du^tels, &o^ are Aill of paintings and 
frescoes. Among the monnmenta»&c., are those 
of Dagobert, (not older than St. Louis's time;) 
Louis XII. and Queen; Henry II. and Queen; 
Francis I. and Queen ; Dngnssdin the soldier ; 
HeniyllLand IV.; Francis I. (Mary StnartTs 
husband), and the twelve apostles in the Choeur 
^Hirre; the oriflamme, or banner of France 
used to be kept here; there is a line organ. 
In the crypt below are statues and cenotaphs of 
all the sovereigns, some as old as the eleventh 
century. The abbey house as rebuilt by Gotte 
is used as an asylum for orphans of the Legion 
of Honour, founded 1809. Omnibuses run to 
Fcrto. Many oom-mills, breweries, and tan- 
neries; a large sheep fsir in June. A bridge 
acroos He St. Denis in the Seine, leads to Genne- 
vflUers. Hotels— Dn Grand Oer^ (Stag), de 
France; excellent iish and cheese cakes. Coaches 
to the following pbuses :— 
[Epfaiay (4 kil. east) on the Seine, has many 
country houses, with that of Brddie, which 
Qabrielle d'Estrfies, Henry IV.'s mistress, 
lived in. Fourcroy, Lacepdde^ Marquis 
Somariva, &c., redded here; Mad. Honde- 
tot at Ormesson. Amonville to the north- 
east, on the Crould, has an old unfinished 
idiiteau, of the last century, built by garde- 
des-sceanx (lord keeper) Machault. A little 
fcrther on is Oonesse, the birth-place of 
TUSXtfpe Auguste, 1108, and for a long time 
bmous for its bread. At 9 Idl. north is Econen 
flhfUti^^ on a hill, built in the renaissanee 
style, with high rooi; pilasters, &c. Latteriy 
it belonged to the prince of Cond6.] 
EifOBXXH-Ln-BAivs (8^ mOes), on lake St. 
Qratien, is known fbr its sulphur waters, osed 
between June and September, and a large bath- 
ing-house, bell-room, &c. The springs were 
AoofCdrcd fai 1766^ nd Iwn iibout 60* temp. ; 



the nmghbourhood is very pleasant. Coa^MS to 

Oroday, and 

[Ifetitmoreney (3 kil. north), a pretty place on 

a hni, founded 1008, bj Burdiard tiw 

Bearded. It gave name to a nobb Inrase, 

theinremier Christian Barons, astliegr naed 

to be called ; and came to the fiunily of 

Condi with the title of Duke, wliicfa Louis 

XIV. changed to that of Enghein, after 

the above place. The largo gothic diordi of 

the fourteenth century, has good stained 

glass. One walk tlirough the diesnnt foresi 

leads to Ecouen, past the hermitage wbtm 

the pernicious sentimentalist Rousseau, 

wrote his Emile, &c ; it has Ida bust and. 

ftamitnre;Gretrytlie composer died in it.] 

At Sannois, a little ftuther, a road turns off 

south to Argenteufl on the Sdne. 

Ermoiit (2 mUes), from whidi coaches go to 
Bftargen^; to AndOly (a fine q;K>t in Montmcnren^ 
forest); St. Brix; and Eaubonne^ in a pretty 
valley of the forest, near an oak planted by 
FranJdin, who lived here, as did St. Lambert, 
Bousseau, &c. 

FBA9ooinm.iJi (If mOes). Coadi to St. Leu- 
Tavemey, (3 ML north), where Mad. de Genlis 
had a seat, which the last Duke of Bourbon hung 
himsdf in, 1830. The gothic churdi of the thir- 
teenth and fourteenth century, is worth notico for 
its interior carving. 
Hbbblat ({ mile), lies to the left, by the Seine. 
PoMTOisB (5^ miles), a sous-pr€fecturo of 4,300 
persons, in d^Murtment Seine-et-Oise, on a 
rock, over the Oise, (where the Viosne, 
Joins,) here crossed by a bridge or pont, 
whidi gave it its present and its ancient 
name (Briva-Isarse). It was held by the Nor- 
mans, and hj Talbot, 1419-41. St. Madou 
churdi is andent, and has an alarm bdl, with 
anfaiscriptiononit. There also a large HospitsL 
a library of 8000 vols., remains of its old walls 
and castle. Trade in grain, calves, &c. Oeneral 
Lederc was a native. HoteU—'Dn Mossagerios, 
dn Pot d'Etain (Pewter Pot). Coaches to Mag- 
ny and Oisors (sse Boute 1.) and to Marines, 
MoyneviUe^ and 
[Chanmont-Oise, (80 kil. north-west), on a hill, 
topped by the gothic diurdi, where there is a 
wide inrospect The houses are of good bride. 
Blonde lace, leather, ftc, are made; and 
tfafl9canlail«flMnfor cttttto aod lioiMa.] 
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Tlie nDway htm turns north-east up the Oise. 

AormtM (2^ miles), on the Oise. 

IXM-J DAM (4^ miles), so called flrom an Island 

Ib the rirer, on which stood a ch&teau built 

1900^ bj the seigneurs, one of whom was the 

ftmoui Grand Master of the Knights of St. John, 

PhOj^H^ de-rile-Adam, who held out so long at 

tte ilege of Rhodes, 1622, against 200,000 Turks. 

BBAinfOirr-sirB.Oisa, (4} miles), on a rode at 

flie bridge over the river, has a tower of its old 

Unidal oastl^ which commanded the pass here. 

The promenade overlooks a rich prospect. 

Ooachei to Vlarmes, (near Royaumont old 

■bbej, in ChantiHy forest); Noailles, (near 

n«rt.«nx-F6eB, druid stones); Jouey, PresI^ &a. 

fAt 12 kfl. east is luzarches, on a hill sid^ 

irfth remains of a ch&teau on the site 

of a palace which Chailemagne gave to St.

Bminariei of the peace of Amiens were ad- 
juitad in the Valhdre pavilion, in the parl^ 
(on the site of a castle of the eleventh cen- 
tury,) where they used to shew the boat in 
widdik Sir Sidney Smith was cultured, 1796.

oastle. Philippe Auguste was married 
here, 1180, to Elisabeth of Hainault; and 
it stood seven or eight fierce assaults of the 
Leaguers^ 1688. The old cathedral churdi, 
rebuilt by Louis XII., on the dte of Char- 
lemagne's, has a plain front, with a comer 
q>lre on a pinnacled tower, 226 feet high; 
also two good north and south porohea^ 
by Francis I. There are beddes a theatre 
in St. Aignan's old diuroh, an hosploe^ 
now the Hdtd de VUl^ a public libraiar of 
8^000 vols. At 2 kil. from it is the ddabbey 
of St. Victoire, a favourite of Louis XI. The 
eross-bow men of thle plaee were noted in 
the sixteenth centniy.

Ckmcl (44 miles), where the bnnoh Una 
to St. Quentin, &o. turns off (tee Route 11) if 
among hills, on the Oise, and has an old bridgt, 
a diurch witii a good spire, manu&ctoriei of 
pottery and pipes, with traces of the old diftttMb 
(on an isUnd) where Charles VI. was ptooid 
when lunatic^ and of St. EvremondTa A&fcMl^ 
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LuRoocKT (4i milM), on the Ureache, in a 
pietty qwt, hu part of the chS tean (of the time 
of Louis XUI.) of the late Due de la Roche- 
foacald-Liaooourt* who after the revolution, 
wtahHehoff an English Una here, with a ediool 
of industry, &c., besides introducing vaccination 
He te buried in the park, under a plain tomb. 

CLKBK0irr.0i8B (5^ mUci), a ious-pr€fectnre, 
of 8,200 souls, was burnt by the English, 1368, and 
has a famous prospect, on the hill over the 
Bresohe, from the ChatelUer promenade^ cloee 
to the old castle^ now a Central House of Deten- 
tion tor women. There are also a museum of 
agriculture and geology, with a library of 6,000 
vols., and manufactures of cotton, linen, leather. 
At St. Felix, in the neighbouriiood, excellent fossil 
Ibells are found, ffotel— L'Ep4e (Sword)

Population, 12,867. Chief town of depart- 
ment Oise, and a bishopric^ with a tribuaal 
de premiere instance, college, societies of 
agriculture, and arts, and manufactures, &c. 
standing in a fertile rall«y, on the rivers Th4- 
tain and Avalon, on the old road to Calais. 
This very ancient town, was the Roman 
Ca$aro>ttMgu$ or BeOovoci^ich Joined the 
league against Caesar, without soooess. It 
gave name to the insurrection of the * Jac- 
qjameia,* in king John's time^ after one 
Jacques^ a man of Beauvais, who headed 
the mob against their foudal oppressors. The 
Bofl^ish besieged it, i472, but were r^ulsed 
hy J«aa Lignidre. It was again attempted, 
by Cbarlee the Bold, with 80,000 men, in 
147S^ when it was so well defended, by the 
?aloiir of Jeanne Laine, or Jeanne la 
Haohctte, and the women of the town, that 
tiiey have taken precedence of the men, in an 
annual procesitiim, in October, ever since. 
This hsroim^s piotureand banner are in the 
HdteldoViUe. In La CitI, the oldest part, 
•eme round towers of solid construction may 
be seeiv as ancient as the third or fourth 
wntury. Tho ramparts of the twelfth 
oeutury are laid out as promenades. Yoa 



win notice a great number of timbered 
houses, curiously carved, with their gaUcs 
tamed to the narrow streets. 
8L Piem Cathedral, in Rue St. Pferra, with 
ill buttresses and pinnacles, is tiie great 
ot(}ect of attraction. It was begun, 1221^ 
and is incomplete, liaving no nave ot 
steeple. The latter was overturned in a 
storm, 1674. A fine rose window stands 
over the entranoe, in the south porch, irtich 
isftallofnidiesand other ornaments. The 
magnificent dioir, is 61 feet broad, but 
146 feet high ! so that in this respect it ex^ 
oeeds even that at Amiens, by 13 feet, and 
Westminster, bj about 67 feet It is tlw 
highest dioir, oe periiaps roo^ in tiw 
worid. The transepts were Imil^ 1600-6fi. 
The long narrow windows are ricdily 
stained. In the chi4)el is the kneeling 
efllgy of Cardinal Forbin de Janson, 1>y 
Coustou, and a piece of tapestry, the 
"Healing of the Paralytic.'* A part caUed 
the Banse QBuvre^ on the west side is of 
the ninth century. 
St. EUmngt (St. Stephen's) is a tran«ition 
Church, older than the cathedral, with 
good stained windows of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. Formerly this town had three 
abh^ya^ seven convents, six coUegiat^ and 
thirteen parish churches, a commandery of 
St. John, &c. 
The BiAofft PdXaee, now the F^ectnre, is in 
the castle style, with towers &o. The Hdtel 
de ViUe, in the grand p&ce, is a fine, regular 
building, with an ionic front, built 1754. 
There are also, the collie, the biblothgque, 
or public libraiy of 7,000 vols., the Hdtel 
Dieu, a salle de q^ectade^ or theatre the 
government tapestry Ihctory, founded by 
Colbert, oavaby bairacki^ &c. L'Be 
Adam, grand master at the siege ol 
Rhodes, was a native. Small canals and 
brandies of the Th&«in run through the 
town. Bfanufactnres of woollens, flannels^ 
good carpets, Uqiestry, shawls, linens (demi- 
Hollandes), fdt for hats, cotton thread, 
blade lace; and commerce in grain, wine^ 
woollen, and other goods. Conveyancei^ 
to the railway, to Rouen, Dieppe, &cc. 
CrivecoBur (20 UL north), has the fine old 
brick cfaiitwii of its seigneurs; and in the 
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ehuitih are good fragmeats of the tojtnb of 

Admiral Bonnivet, the favourite of Franda I.

Is at tibe Noye's head, and takes its name from 
the roman Branttupansium (1 Ul. south-east), 
where ooins^ &0., liave been discovered, and 
K^ioh waa destroyed by the barbarians in the 
fifCh oentury. It oame into notioe after St. 
Marie's abbey was founded 1049; was fortified, 
and taken by the English; and belonged to the 
Montmorendes^ and others. The church is as 
old as 1226. Coaohee to the town, and to Beau- 
Tais, OreTeoosur, Aumale^ Montdidier, Boye. 
[At 18 UL west is Mouldidkr, a sous-pr^fec- 
ton oi 8^800 sonls, in department Bomme, 
on a hllllqr the Dom, was a seat of the Mero- 
Tlngian kfaigs, and has remains of its walls, 
with many old heases and buildings in its 
narrow streets. St. Pierre's Cbureh, though 
large aadugly,hasaoanredporoh and curious 
eOgiesof one of its eariy counts, Baoul IL 
In the pordh of St. Sqpuldue^s stands the 
tomb of anothir Baoul, as old as 1074; and 
Hi polpU dMsnres notioe. At the Hatal de 
Vme, in the belfry isa niched Jgore^oaUad 
Jean DwiaeBM^ to strike the hours. The 
anolanibailUage is turned into the law oourty 
or tribunal, wtiere sereral pieces of tapestry

Bovis (6f miles), on the Noye,where tho Ayre

terre, first-rate, and highly recommended; da 
Bhin, Place St. Denis, dose to the raHwaj, 
highly recommended* 

Popuhitlon, 47,117. A large, Ibrtiflid, and 
very <dd town, the capital of department 
homme (formerly of Pioardy), seat of a 
cour impdriale (assise court), tribunal, nu t, 
verdty, college and bishopric^ om the river 
somihe^ whidi dividee itself in its course her* 
into eleven or twdve canals, and contrUmtes 
to its m a nnf sc t uring prosperity. It waa the 
Boman Ambkmi, The Spaniards took It by 
stratagem, 1697, but it was almost Immediate^ 
recovered. Inl80S^the**Peaoeof Amiena'*waa 
signed here as being a sort of half way place be- 
tween London and Parla-«jMifCs|Mito, at wMeh 
the English rqfoiced so mndk, that it made Nelaon 
say he waa " ashamed of his country," and wUch 
lasted about a twdvemon^ Thqr still shew the 
room where the plenipotentiaries met. The 
streets and houses are regular; the largest plaoe 
or aquare is the Hardii anz Herbes (herb mar- 
ket), which extends about 146 yards by 48. Good 
walks are laid out on the old fbrtiUiaationa; but 
the best is the Hsnitoye promenade, wUchis r«ga« 
larlty planted, and has a hurge piece of water. 

Virgin May Cathedral, one of the finest la 
France, was buflt between 1220 and 1288, Bkhop 
de FoiiiUay having Urid the flratstood^. Xmn^S^ew 
albQ«tU<i)tw(^\i«S^\<A«^}st^«s.'S«CH^ 
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th«iuiv«,wlileh liiSflMlbroad, is of themrprWng 
Mgfat of 141 fleet! Bat the firont, flanked by two 
towersi and pisreed at Uie base hj three deep 
portals, if ^eflnoftpait. Ithasadrcnlarwindow 
aboTc; and the whole is a wonderftil proftdfton 
of tracery, bas-reUeA, nidied flinxres, indnding 
the *Last Judgment,' * Vhrtaes and Vices;' the 
'Months and Seasons,* the * Massacre of the 
Innocents,* &c. The nave is supported by 
abore 120 delicate pillar^ some of which soonds 
Ulie a bell when struck. Notice also the drou- 
lar gallery, the fine windows (not stained), 
the tombs of the founders Godeflr^ d'Bu and 
Cardinal Hemart, the eanred staUs and pulpit, 
and the monument of the eniknt frieureur (weep- 
ing difld). It is in coarse of repair. 

mta de ViXUt built by Henry IV., stands on 
arcades, and has some pictures. 

The PvKMc lAbrmf (b{bliothd<iue) is a large 
boHdiDg in the ionic style, with a good collection 
of 45^000 volumes^ indnding 400 volumes of M8S. 
Other buildings are the prefecture, the lyc^e 
or ooDi^e, the museum, com market, dtadel, 
jardin des plantes (botanic garden), cemetery 
of la Madddne^ hospital of 8t. Charles, the 
oafalry bairado^ la Barge doister of the 14th 
ocntury, the 'King's House^* in the passage of 
that name (Logls du Bd).

Having been unsuo- 
oeasftilly besieged by the Spaniards, and by 
Henry of Nassau, 1536, it styled itself k 
PuceUe (the maid), but it was taken, 1816. 
It has an old gothio dinrch, and Hdtd de 
Ville, with a belfry. At Ch&tean d'AppUn. 
court, the flunons League against the Fro- 
teetaats was signed by Henry m. and the 
Guises. Holel-jyAngleterre.] 
AoHDsr (11^ milsa.) Coadi to BHM>wme, a 
place as old as the deventfa century, fortified by 
Charles V. agafaist Francs^ but given up 1659. 
An artesian well was sank here, 1723, by Feullon. 
It has a ruined castle. 
BoiLsux (6^ miles). At 6f miles fruther is 
Arras. JToteb— Dn Oriffon; Petit St. 
Paal> good* 

A strongly fortified town, diid idaoe of depart- 
ment Pas-de-Oalais (formerly of Artois province^ 
whidi gave title of Ocmte d' Artois to Charles X.), 
a third-daas military station, seat of a Bishopric, 
Tribunal, College, Chamber of Manufactures, 
&C., in a fertile plain on the Scarpa. It was the 
AlrvMes of Casar, and in St. Jerome's time 
(fifth oentury) was noted for its trade 

The dtj, or old town, on the highest point, 
was built round the hermitage of St. Wasst 
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(Ibonded in the ttth ontary), wfaiob afterwards 
baoamealargo ablMj, and baa left wnne remaina 
In the pabUo Library (86,000 Tola). The viUe, 
or.lMTW town, divided from the other by the 
bnKdt Orinohen, baa good bonaee and atreeta of 
hewn Btone^ and a4)ofai8 the citadel, built by 
Venban. Near the Hdtel de ViUe, a good gothio 
building, are the great and little sqnares (place), 
•wronnded with old flemish houses and aroadea. 
Notte Dame C^rtlkedraiwaa rebuilt, 1832, in the 
gredan style^ on the site of the <dd gothic one^ 
destroyed by the partlsana ni the infiunoua 
Bobe^ierre, who was bom here. Other build, 
ings worth notioe are the Frifeeture, Muaeum 
with remains of antiquity found her^ the clock 
tower, deaf and dumb achool, hurge barracks, 
riding and military achools, theatre. The 
ramparta are strong and high, and the country 
nay be soon laid under water.

From Arras, along the rail to Lffle, you pMl

gineers, to which the Duke of Wellington wae 
sent when a boy. It waa once a seat of tiM 
CcUhiaei, in Bdgio Gaul, and stands on the riter 
Scarpa, whidi is joined to the Escaut, or Sdidde^ 
by a canal. Marlborough took it in the wan of 
Anne's time. The old walls are strengthened 
with several towers^ and there are good walks on 
the ramparta. It has a large place (square), a 
gothic Hdtd de Ville, with a belfry tower over 
it, an arsenal (where the English prisoners 
were kept in the war), cannon foundry, pubUe 
library of 30,000 vols., botanic garden, picta« 
gallery, museum, theatre; and every other year 
an exhibition of works of industry takee plaoe.

Not fiur from Place St. Martin are the follow, 
fang. The Museum, in the old chordi of the 
Friars Minors, having several pictures induding 
some by Vandyke, Buben% &e^ portraits of the 
Dukes, and valuable drawings by Raphael, Giotto^ 
and others, given by Wiear, a native of Lille, wiio 
died at Rome, 1834. Next it is the old men's 
hospital, or Hdpital Comtesse, founded in the 
thirteenth century, by Countess Jeanne, daughter 
of the emperOT, Baldwin IX.,and having a slender 
sphre like a minaret. The Hdtd de Monnaie 
(or mint) adjoins the drqu^ which thqy say 
maiks the site of the Chateau de Bu<^ built by 
Lyderic, founder of the town. At the ooU^j^ is 
the public library, of 24^000 volumes, besides MSS. 
The Boune stands in Grande Place; it was 
built 1662, with asquare court inside. Behind it 
is the theatre^ begun 1786^ but since enlarged^ 
and having a portico of six columns.

in a marshy spot on the Aa where iAx great 
roads meet. It is surrounded by the canals and 
gardens of a Flemish-speaking population. St. 
Audomar founded a chureh here, and gave hie 
name to the town. Louis XIV. took it firom 
Flanders,1677. The old cathedral churoh of Notre 
Dame was begun in the 14tb century, on the site 
of it. Audomar's, whose tomb it contains, besidea 
good carved work, a picture by Rubens, &c. ; it it 
321 feet long, and worth examination; the dock 
shews the moon's ohaages, the months, the signa 
of the sodiao, &o. Opposite it stands a tower 
only of St. Bertin's abbey, where Childerio ni. 
died ; it was one of the finest In this part. The 
Jesuitir ooUege, buUt 1616-88, for English Boman 
Catholics,is now occupied by a commerdal school; 
iU church is worth notice. The Hdtel de Ville 
is modem; tie museum has some antiquitiea; 
and there are 18^000 volnmee in the public li- 
brary. An arsenal was bnilt 1781. Linans, 
flannehi, PVor* &o*« are made, and a good trade 
oanied on. 

In the neighbourhood are Clairmarais abbey 
(5 kil.), and the old oastie of Arques (2 kil) near 
the Sept Eduses, or seven locks of the Aa, vrfaidi 
falls 40 feet here, in its descent to Gravelinee. 

The next station Is Wattbit (6 miles), the old 
Itium prom, to which the sea came up in Cnear^a 
time. It has an old watch tower on the hUl 
AuDRuiGQ (7^ mUes). Coach to Bourbourg. 
Abdrbs (5^ miles), a small fortified towi^ 
near the Field of the Cloth of Odd, wheiv 
Henry VUL and Francis L met; to odled Ikaea.

AU 
this part is now covered with willows tnd flax 
fields, round the viUage of Lee Sanies (popula- 
tion, 900), which grows as much at £80,000 worth 
yearly. The teoudieurs, w scutchers, prepare 
steeped flax for the spinners^ working in little 
day-built huts, or boutiquee. Coach to Guinea, 
once a fortress, with 4,700 souls, and a trade in 
cattle and poultry.

a long square^ surroondtfd by ramparti (wfaleh 
have a view of the EngUdi coast), and dit(die«, 
and defended by several forts, as Fmla Rouge 
and Vert (red and white), on the piers ; another 
on tiie quay; Fort Nieuli^ on the south-west; 
whfle Cardinal Richelieu's strong citadel, to the 
west, commands the whole. The diallow harbour 
is the mouth of the river de Hames^ between the 
{tors, one of which is three-quarters of a mile 
long, with a pillar on the spot where Louis 
XVIII. set his foot tai 1814. It was deepened hi 
1842; but passengers sometimee land in boats 
stfll. A gate by Ridiellea (the Porte du Havre, 
which figures in Hogarth's picture of the * Roast 
beef of England,') leads from the pier. It «vas 
built in 1696. The streets are narrow, the houses 
chiefiy of brick, and common looking. In the 
Grand Place, or Place d*Armes, are the Light- 
house and the Hdtd de Ville^ with busta of St. 
Pierre, the Due de Guise, and Ridielien in ft^mt ; 
inside Is the library of 6,000 volumes. The churehj 
built by the English, is a cioss-shaped, gothic 
structure, with a tower, and contains 11 chapel% 
a fine marble altar, and a painting by Vandyke. 
St. Pierre is in Basse- ViUe or Lower Town, in 
the south-east, where many hands (English and 
others) are employed in the tolle and lace 
factories. 

At the Mtiieum (open three days a-week, ftrom 
10 to 6) are Blandiard, the aeronaut, and car, and 
some pictures, including Correggio's * Vlerge an 
Bandeau,' given to the town by the Princess of 
Canino (Lucien Bonaparte's wife), who was bom 
here in 1788. In Cour de Guise is the old hotel, 
irtiich belonged to the merdiants of the wool 
staple, and where fieoryVm lodged. There are 
a large barracks, a saUe de ^ectad^ or theatre, 
an old dock-tower, a navigation school, &C., and 
good baths, to which reading, dancing, and other 
rooms are attached. A stone outside the Bou- 
logne gate marks where the imfortunate Lady 
Hamilton was buried. La Place, the astronomer, 
and Mollier, the traveller, were natives. They 
shew Sterne's room at Dessln's. A canal Is cut 
to the river Aa, which goes to St. Omer, oi) the 
road to which, between Gulnes and Ardres, was 
the famous field of the Cloth of Gold, where 
Henry VIII. and Frands I. met in 1620. The 
fishermen live in the suburb of Courgaine.

Before the next station, you pass Sarron, on 
the Oise, near the ch&teau of Plessis-Villotte, 
which belonged to Voltaire's niece, Madame de 
Vmette ; they shew here his statue on a pedestal 
containing his heart, his desk and sofa, &c. 

(6| miles), on a hillside, now much 



decayed (population 1,800), had once three 

bridges over the Oise, and a palace, in which 

Charles Martel died, 741. His son (Pephi) called 

a council here, and his grandcon (Charlemagne) 

built a chapel. Charles the Bold held the synod 

of Soissons here, and gave his daughter to Ethd- 

wolf of England. It was burnt by the Normans, 

and restored by Charles V. ; but few traces are 

left. In the time of Louis XIV., the walls were 

strengthened, and the town called ViUenenvs 

(new town). 

[At 10 kils. south-east te Cr^y, on the Orsnd 

Morin, founded in the tenth century, along 

with St. Amould's Abbey.

CoMPiseiai (10| mOee), e sous-pr4fecture of 

9^800 souls, on e slant of the Oise, where the 

Aisne Joins. It is a quiet place, with naffrow 

in-buEt streets. Near its great forest was the 

reman Compendlumf and a small hunting seat 

of the time of Clovis and Charles the Bold, 

who bant an abbqr and ch&teau. Louis le 

B^pue and Louis V. were buried here; and it 

was held for Charles VII. by Jeanne d'Are^ 

when she was taken prisoner (1430), fai a saUy 

flrom Vieux Pont gate, by the Burgundlaii% 

who sold her to the English. The chitean, as 

rebuilt by Louis XV., and finished by Napoleon 

(who met Blarie Louise here), was the residence 

cf Charles of Spsin in 1808. The noble front 

towards the forest is 624 ft. wide. In the grand 

gallery, of 100 ft., are Napoleon's victories^ 

pointed by Girodet. 

St. CktmeUUf or the Abbey Church, contains 
some old royal tombs, and had the organ (the first 
brought into Europe) which Oonstantine Copro- 
nymous, the Greek emperor gave to Pepin, 765.

Ham (18 kil. north-north-east of Noyon), on 
the Somme, is as old as 876, and known for 
ite niuated chateau or state prison, built

(my best); the great round keep stands 108 
feet high, 108 diameter, and 36 feet thick.

Quentin (7^ miles), on a hill betwees 
the *<orame and St. Quentin Canal, is a sous- 
prefecture (hi department Aisne) of 24,000 souls, 
who carry on here, as the centre of a wide 
rtiHtrict, thriving manufactures of cotton, thread, 
tabic linens, silk, tulle, mufllin, shawls, steam- 
engines, oil, soap, &c. It was the Roman 
A ugitstO' Vivamanduorumt but called St. Quentin 
from 884, after the martyr. It suffered from 
the Vandals, 401 ; Attila and his Huns, 461 ; the 
Normans, in the oightli and ninth centuries; and 
was made the head of the Vermandois country 
by Louis I. for Ida nephew Pepin. Louis XI. 
and his rival, Charles of Burgundy, frequently 
contested it. In 1567, it was defended by Co- 
ligny against 60,000 Spaniards nnder Philip II 
(Kinjc of England) and Emanuel of Savoy, but 
uiLen, afteralongsiegtiAndabftttlalostcloseto 



it by Montmorency — a success which led Philip 
in fulfilment of a vow he had made, to build the 
Escurial. The houses are modem ; three fau- 
bourgs stretch beyond the site of its old ram- 
parts. Overlooking the town, on the hiil-top, is 
the fine Churckf a large and imposing gothic 
specimen, about 420 feet long from the large 
Fulrad porch to the Virgin ehapel, and 127 feet 
high in the nave (which is 212 feet lung) ; it has 
110 windows, some stained, and 42} feet high, 
with 23 side chap^ and 78 pillars ; a tall spire 
used to rise above the square tow er ; it was a 
cathedral till the bishop removed to Noyon. 

The mtel de VUle, in Grande Place, built 
1609, in the gothic style^ is worth notice for its 
quaint carvings and lantern tower, in which is a 
good chime of bells. There are also a college, 
palais de Justice, library of 17,000 vols., new 
theatre, gas-works, besides a conseil-de-p^'ud' 
hommes (who arrange prices, &c., between 
masters and workmen), schools of design, botan ic 
garden, hospitals^ &c. The canal, which is part 
of the system called Canal de Picardie, unites 
the Oise and Somme to the Schelde, near Cam- 
bra!; one of its tunnels, near Bellicourt, is 6.677 
metres long (3} miles) Charlevoix, the Jesuit 
historian, was a native. Traces of three Roman 
ways are seen; the old town kept its Latin name 
tor along time in the form of Aoste.

(a) Guise (26 kil. east-north-east) a small third- 
daAS fortress, in a pretty spot on the Oise, is as 
old as 1060, and was given, 1620, to Claude de 
Lorraine, first Duke of Guise. Mary, Queen of 
Scots was his grand-daughter ; and Francis, a 
grandson, surnamed the Balafre, was he who 
took Calais from the English. The old cha- 
teau, 164 feet above the town, now used as a bar. 
rack, has a round keep left ; Henry IV., against 
whom the Guises headed the League, burnt it, 
1694. Jean de Luxembourg, who sold the Maid 
of Orleans to the English, and Count Desmou- 
lins, were natives. 

(&) Cambrax (88 kn. north of St. Quentin), 
on the road to Mezieres, a 80us-pr6fecture in 
department Nord, an ancient and strongly- 
fortified town of the second class, in the old 
provhoice of Flanders, and seat of a biah.<vsc^sx 
Imt of en wc^jhi^tMii^ '«\«o.>is5k^xsi '^'^^ 's^- 
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cellent F^n^lon, whoM monument, by David, 
^ m the present cathedral ; the old one which 
held hia grave waa rased at the revolution. 
It waa the roman Cameracum, and the head 
of a district called Cambr^ais, held by the 
bishop as a fief of the German empire. It 
stands in a fertile pasture land, near the source 
of the Escaut or Shelde, which runs through it. 
The fortifications are defended by a citadel on a 
hiU. Notre Dame bridge leads out on one side. 
The Hdtel de Ville fironts the large place d* Armea 
(exercise ground). The Esplanade is also of 
great extent. It has a military hospital, a 
ooUege, a public librai7 of 80,000 vols., mont 
de pi^ (loan flmd), theatre, and several 
gable-fronted houses and public buildings. Mon^ 
■trele^ the historian-4uitiquary, and General 
Dumouriez, were natives, fine linen, cambrics, 
lace, thread, &c. are made. Popuhition, 17,646. 
JSoUU-'De I'Europe; des Diligenoes; de Hol- 
lande ; du Mouton Nofar (Black Sheep). Valen- 
ciennes {tee Route 13) is 60 UL ftirther. 

(c) Catkau Camwrmis (24 kfl. east-south-east 
of Cambrai), on the Selle^ a phee of 6^946 inha- 
bitants, is best known for the treaty of peaoe^ 
made 1669, between FhU^^ of ^aia and Hemy IL 
of France. Marshal Mertier waa bom here. It 
had a castle or chtteau Miflt by Bishop Hallais. 

• Avesnes (30 kil. Airther), the n>man A9e$n(B, 

a sous-pr6fecture and tattUM. town, on the 
Sambre, near the Belgian frontier, taken by tiM 
Prussians, 1816. It has a churdi with a tower 
about 320 feet high, Hdtel de VUle, dook-tower, 
&c., and is noted for prepared boar^ heads. 
Population, 3,600. Hotelt—dn Nord, de la 
Cloche (Clock).

At the latter are baste 
of nativos (Sanson the geography, HlUev^ye the 
poet, Lesueur the composer, &c.), and a copy of 
the Goq>e]s^ in ftold letters^ on purple vellam, 
wldch Charlemagne gave to St. Riquiei^s Abbey. 
Bat the gothic Cathedral of St. Wulfran ia the 
moat remarkable otiject. It has a tower 171 feet 
hi^h, and a noble west fronts built by Cardinal 
ffAmboiaf, in the dxteenth century, decorated 
with niched figures of saints; the triple portal 
lias oarvinga of the apostles, annunciation of tlie 
l^in, &c. The arches of the nave are abo 
good, but tlie rest ia inferior. ManuCactures of 
fine linen (at the Champ de Foire. or Fair Field)i 
first established bj Colbert, serges, muslins, 
oordage, leather; and a brisk trade in grain, 
wine^ dder, Unen and woollen goods, &c. 

DilUigenoea from Abbeville to Dieppe at 11 
man. and 3 alt. Conveyances daUy to SLVatoy- 
tur-Somme (by boat), a small bathing-plaoe, 
wfaenoe llie Conqueror sailed to Englandi 1066; 
by rail to Par s, Amiens, Boulogne, &o. 
[From Abbeville, along the road to Diqppe^ 
you pass the Ville d*£u (34 kil. west-south- 
west), and its oh&teau castle, the noble seat of 
the Dukes of Guise, and of Louis Pliilippe^ 
who, on his visit to England, embarked at 
Treport (a little below Eu), whldi has some 
fine old mills and a curious church. The dift- 
. teaiji d*Eu, standingin a vast park oontaina a 
large ooUeotloa of portraits made by the Idng* 
70 ]^ifD0ipal i^aitments, 260 inferior ones, 
with^RtaUea,iw. for 130 horses & 60 carriagea 
Hotel de Cominerce^ at Eu, is the best 
At 30 kil. ftirthfr is Dieppe {see Route 2.) 
From AbbevUlei along the road to Arras, yoa 
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8t. Riqnler (10 kil. east-north-east) and the 
renudns of its abbey, founded by Dagobert, 
in the seventh century ; enlarged by Charle- 
magne, and called Centule, from its hundred 
towers; and now a college. The church, 
partly restored, is worth notice for its beauti- 
ftd front, fuU of niches and carvings ; as well 
as for its carved stalls, iron gates, and curious 
frescos (of the sixteenth century) in the trea- 
snry, including the dance of the Three Dead 
and Three Living. An old belfry and remains 
of the great town walls are seen. At 21 kil 
beyond this, is the sous-prefecture of 

DouUcUy which has a good church, and one of 
Vauban's best constructed fortresses. Po- 
pulation, 4,100. HoteU — du Grand Turc^ 
de r Europe. Arras is 35 kil. further (iee 
Route 10.) 

Vrom Abbeville, along the road to St. Omer, 
you pass near the field of Cretcy^ or Cr^cy, 
(16 kil. north-east), where the Black Prince, 
1346, defeated the French, 30,000 being slain. 
The walls of the windmill in which they say 
Edward III. stood to watch the battle, as 
related by Froissart, are crowded with names 
of Englishmen who have visited this memo- 
rable spot. 

Hesdin (35 kil. firom Abbeville, further on), in 
department Pas-de-Calais, was founded 1554, 
by the Dukes of Savoy, in the midst of a beau- 
tifid country, flat, but well wooded and cul- 
tivated. The air is healthy, and there is a 
good Hdtel de Ville. Abbe Provost was a 
native. Population, 3,425. Trade in cotton, 
thread, oil, pottery, salt refining, leather, 
&c. 

^gincowrt or Asincourt, 12 kil. beyond. In the 
old province of Picardy, a small village, 
with traces of a castle, 16 miles from 
Crescy, and equally memorable for the 
great victory gained by Henry V., 25th of 
October, 1415, with 9,000 men, against a 
French force of about 56,000, chiefly by means 
of his archers, with their doth yard shafts, 
stationed in a wood still here. Shakspcre^s 
King Henry V. speaks of 8,400 "knights, 
esquires, and gallant gentlemen," who fell, 
besides others. Fluellen in that play, is the 
David 6am, or squhtthig David, of Welsh 
hiktory, who told the king on this occasion, 
efter counting the enemy that * there was 



enough to kill, enough to make prisonersi 
and enough to run away.' 
Fruges, 6 kil. from this, under a slope, has a 
mhieral water. At 31 kil. beyond is St. 
Omer, (see Boute 10.)] 
From Abbeville, along the rail, yon pass 
NoTXLUi (7} m.) ; 

Rdx (7 miles), which has St. Esprit's church 

ftt>nt richly sculptured, besides its carved pillars, 

roof, &c. It is still a place of pilgrimage, and 

stands on a little stream which runs up to the 

field of Cr€<7, and Monties forest, where the fe- 

vourite son of Frands I., Charles, died of the 

plague^ 1545. A coach to Le Crotoy down the 

Somme.

feoture of 3,800, and fortified town of the 

second claas, on a hill by the Canche, 

where Caesar built a fort called Vinacum, 

was rebuilt 878) by Heltgaut or Hergot, 

along with the abbey church, and castle, 

and called Monastoriolum, whence the 

modem name. It was besieged by the 

Normans, 918 , held by the English, taken 

by the Spaniards, 1544, and given up to 

France, 1665.

A sous-prefecture, (department Pas-de- Calais), 
port, military post of the 2nd class, and packet 
station, on the Channel, 29 mUes from Folke- 
stone, 1 12 from London. In spite of 6,000 of his 
countrymen who live here* an Englishman feels 
himself at once in a foreign country on landing, 
and his tirst walk up Rue de I'Ecu, is like a 
scene in a play. The entrance to the harbour 
is rather imposing, between wooden piers or 
jetties, made by the mouth of the LJan^ 2,200 
feet and 1,640 feet long. It was called 
Oesoriacum or Bononia by the Romans, who 
made it a fort, and built a lighthouse here (the 
Tour d'Ordre), carried away by the sea, 1644, ex- 
cept some traces near the baths. Attila attacked 
k; M did the Northmen, in the ninth century ; 



and Flenry VIII. took it 1544; one of his knights 
(buried at Uardres, in Kent,) carrying off its 
tf.ite!>. Hence the old signs of Bull and Gate 
(Boulogne Gate) and Bull and Mouth, in Lon- 
don. His son gave it up ^ years later. Na- 
poleon intended to invade England from here^ 
and collected 200,000 men under Soult, for that 
purpose, but never ventured out of port.^ It ia 
divided into Upper and Lower town, the former, 
on the hiUs, being the oldest. Here are Vauban's 
citadel, and the old walls, now turned into a 
pleasant promenade, where you may catch a 
glimpse of Dover. The best and newest houses 
are at Tintelleries, on the north. Of the gates, 
only three are left, the princ^al one being Porte 
des Dunes (after the dunes or sand hills which 
line the shore towards Calais.) Hace d'Armes 
is in Upper town. Water is supplied by 17 foun- 
tains and a reservoir ; the lamps are lit with gas. 
Among the ot^ects of notice are, Notre Dame 
church, a gredan pile, built 1827, on the 
site of the cathedral, which Louis XI. 
visited; the bishop's palace, now jt school; 
the old hotel of the dukes d'Aumont, and the 
house whidi Napoleon stopped at; all in Upper 
town. In this part also is tiie Hdtel de Yille, 
with an old beflfroi or belfry tower near it, 140 
feet high. The museum, in Grand Rue, has a 
collection of arms^ coins, Roman, and other an- 
tiquities, natural ot^Jects, fre., and is open three 
days a-week. The public library (biblioth^que,) 
has 22,000 vols, and 300 MSS., some being illu- 
minated. There are also a Palais de Justice, 
hospitals, barracks, many French and English 
schools, three convents, a house replacing 
one which Le Sage (who vrrote GU Bias,) 
died in, a theatre in Rue Monsigny, on the 
site of the Cordeliers' convent. The splendid 
new baths have dancing, music^ billiard, and 
reading rooms attached. 

The Napoleon Column, one mile out of the 
town, was begun 1804 by the Grande Arm6e^ 
and finished by Louis XVni.; a statue of Napo. 
kon was put up 1841. It is in the compoeitd 
style, 180 feet high, 18 diameter, with a sfeaireasc 
within, and commands a great prospect. B^ona 
this is a chapel containing the ex voto offerings

as elBewhere. 

In the neighbourhood are Mont Lambert, 
Mont Outreau, Mont St. Etienne, and other 
points of view, and remains of a roman road ; 
the gardens at Denaire, and the chiteaux of the 
Cregni, Colombert, and de la Cocherie; the 
botanic gardens of Mont FeU ; the quarries of 
Marquise and Ferques. A good mineral spring 
on the WimiUe road. 

Conyeyances to Calais, St. Omer, &c. 

(a) From Boulogne, on the road to Calais, 
(to which the telegraph is laid down), you pass 
(through a flat, sandy, and marshy soil), on to 

WiMiLLB (4 kiL), where the two unfortimate 
aeronauts. Rosier and St. Remain, are buried. 
In trying to cross the Channel they fell from a 
height of 5,000 feet. Lower down the stream is 
the small port of Wimereau. 

Marqcihb (9 kil.); on the Slack, which has a 
fine linden tree and marble quarries, is near 
Ambleteuse,wher« James II, landed, 1688, in his 
flight from England. Population, 2,550. Near 
it are the quarries of Ferques and Landretun, 
with some remains of Beaulieu abbey (founded 
1160), and druid stones near the former.

VALEiTcisinnBS (i\ miles,) a sous-pr6fecture, 
in department Nord, a large strongly-fortified 
town, and second-class military station on 
the frontier, formerly the capital of Hoinault, 
in the midst of a coal-field and thriving 
manufactures. It is well built, and divided 
into two parts by the Escaut, or Schelde, 
and has one of Vauban's citadels. Population, 
18)953. Among the best buildings are, St. Gcr/s 
church, founded 122.5, by Jeanne, daughter of 
Baldwin, emperor, of Constantinople, 171 feet 
long, with two of Rubens* pictures; the half- 
gothio Hdtel de ViUc, buUt 1612, with three 
pictures by the same master; and a tall clock 
tower, 180 feet high, built 1237; public library 
of 18^000 vols, and MSB.; museum, containing 



minerals, armoiu:, pictiures, &c. An academy of 
painting, sculpture, and architecture,was founded 
1782, by Baron Pujol; at the hospital, founded 
1751, is a good chapel; the salle de spectacle 
(theatre), is by Pi^ol; and there is a mont de 
pi6t€. It has several good promenades, and 
commands a fine view from the tower of the 
citadel. Froissart, or Froissard, the historian, 
Watteau, the painter, and d'Argenson, the 
statesman, were bom here. Among the ma 
nuf&cturos are muslins, gauzes, excellent lacc, 
linens, wine, saltpetre, linseed oil, chicory, pot- 
tery, pipes, soap, leather, toys; it has several 
sugar and salt refineries, printworks, cUstilleries of 
eaux-de-vie, and there is a large trade in these 
articles, besides coal (the mines at Anzin employ 
4,000 hands,) thnber, &c. Travellers from Bel- 
gium are examined by the douaniers at the 
station. Hotds— The Hotel de Commerce Is 
the only comfortable house suiuib.e for aa 
English traveller. 

At Denain, a pillar stands on the spot where 
Marshal Villars routed the Allies, 1712. 

Coaches to Bavay, Maubeuge, Berlaimont, 
Avesnes (40 Idl. south-east ; see Route 11), St. 
Amand-les-Eaux, Landrecica, Qucmoy, c.ondc, 
Bonsecours, Solesmes, Le C^teau. Mens, across 
the Belgian border, past Blanc-Misseron, &c., 
Is 19( mUes further. 

[Bavay, or Bavai (22 kil. south-east), the 
roman Bayacvan^ has, in the Place, a seven- 
tided pillar, maiking on its faces as manf 
roman ways, and paid to replace a roman 
milliary stone which stood here within the 
last two centuries. — Maubeuge, 12 kil. ftur- 
ther, a small frontier fortress on the Sambre, 
with a population of 7,400, and manufkc- 
tures of fire-arms, nails, iron, &c. Coal and 
marble are got near. The Austriaas wer« 
defeated here, 1793. 
St. Anumd-leS'Eaux (10 kil. north-north-west) 
on the Scarpe, with a pfopulation of 9,500^ 
who make lace, toap. pottery, &c., if 
known for its waters, its artesian wells, and 
its clock tower, 818 feet Ligh, which was the 
sphre (built 1635-6,) to the church of St. 
Amand's abbey, founded 634. The mineral 
springs, near Croltette (2 kil.) are threes 
Fontaine-de-Bouillon, Source de PaviUoiii 
Fontaine de Verlt6 ; tempe«&tns«^ TV* %•«*«» 
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&c. Beuton, trma June to Auguat Tbtr* 
are bathing-booMM and an iiwmMy room, 
&0. Bon.Seoonn hermitage is near. 

Le QBenoy (15 kfl. •oath-M>nth-ea>t)i afimrth 
(daa fortren, on a hill, in a wide plain, near 
MomuJ foreety with an arsenal, a carioa 
ohurch, a nail-fketory, &o. It was taken by 
Eugene, 1712, taken and retaken, 1793; and 
occupied by the AlUai, 1815-18. 

Oond6 (11 kiL north-east) on the Bchelde, 
doee to the Belgian frontier, is a fourth- 
daai fortreai (by Vauban), with a large 
arMnal and good Hdtel de ViUe.

A sous-pr4fecture in de- 
partment Nord, a bustling port, military post of 
the second class, on the Belgian frontier, grew 
out of a church founded in the seventh cen- 
tury, by St. Eloi, called the ** Church of the 
Dunea," from the dune% downs, or sand -hil- 
locks, which line thto terribly flat coast. It ii 
about 40 milea due east of Dover, the anchorage 
lying at some distance in the road; and 
to as noted for smugglers in peaoe^ as for 
its e:q)loits in war time,— especially when it sent 
out Jean Bart, a bold privateer's man, who was 
a native, and whose statue to in Race Royale. 
Canal runs inland to Berguefl^ Ostend, Bruges, 
&c. Wliite brick houses of two stories make up 
the neat broad streets, but there to a want of geod 
water. Many of the people, workmen and 
others, live in cellars. It to defended by ram- 
parts, the dtadel, fort Rtobau, &c., and has two 
bashis, one of wUch was restored 1794, and fri* 
gates launched in it. There to a Jetty at the 
quay, besides a long pier over the flats, and a 
Ught-tower, 194 feet high. The Hdtel de Vffle^ 
buOt 1644, to an old-fiudiioned pile, with a low 
q>toe; a solid square eiock tower, of brid^ 164 
feet hl|^ eelled Tour de rEnUse^ beoeme <mio9 
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part of the ohnrch, is now eat off from it by the 
rof»d. This church (St. Eloi's) is gothic, with a 
handsome gredan portico of ten pillars, added by 
Luis, and some paintings. The Jesuit's church is 
replaced by the college; the public library con. 
tahis 7,000 volumes ; large barracks are also seen, 
a salle de spectacle, school of navigation, &c.; 
and there are sea and other baths. Its po- 
sition has made it the scene of many contests. 
A eastle was built by the Counts of Flanders, 
which the English burnt, 1388; they took the 
town, 1638, but gave it up to Spain the next year. 
Th^ French (under Condd) took it, 1558, but 
restored it immediately; again, in 1658, it was 
taken by Turenne at the " Battle of the Dunes," 
given up to Cromwell, but sold, in 1662, by 
Charles 11. to Louis XIV., who fortified it. 
This happened when Clarendon was building 
his irveat house in Piccadilly, which the mob 
nicknamed Dunkirk House. The fortifications 



were razed, 1716^ but afterwards restored. The 
Duke of York tried to take it, 1793, but without 
success. Admiral Boussin was bom here.

Thence 
the rail fr.Uows the Canal-de-I'Ourcq to Meaux, 
(pawing Vitry, Blancmenil, Aunay, Rosny, Pan- 
tin, Baubijjny, &c., on the right and loft). — BeQe- 
▼ille, ne. r to La Villette, has a fine view over 
Paris from its country seats, and an aqueduct, 
or reservoir, built by Philippe Auguste, and 
restored 1602. It was here the pupils of the 
Eeole Polytechnique distinguished themselves, 
1814. — Romainville, a little farther, also com- 
mands a view of the city, and is covered with 
wood and ginguettes for pleasure folks; a 
detached fort and reservoir stand on it. 
The latter is johied to another at Frd St. 
Gervais. 
Noi8y-le-8ko (5^ miles). 
BoNDT (1^ miles), is an old village of 1,950 
souls, near a forest where Childeric II. was 
Ullel, and Aubry de Montdidier was murdered 
by BCacaire, (who fought with his victim's dog — 
the dog of Montargis— before Charles V., at 
Notre Dame.) Rainoi^^iatecMi b^oiigedto ijottw 
Fhil^pe, who laid out tho grounds in the 
English style. For a time it was held by Napoleon . 
Coaches to Livry, Sevran, Villepinte, Trem- 
blay, Vaujours, Villeparisis, Mitry. 
[Livry, 6 kil. east-north-east, in the forest, 
near Raincy chiteau, has an Augustine 
abbey, not far firom which dwelt the pious 
hermit of Livry, ** whose name," as 
D'Aubigny relates, "though written in 
heaven, history has not transmitted to us," 
but who, for preaching the gospel, peace- 
fully died at the stake in front of Notre 
Dame.] 
' Villbmonble-Gaony (2 miles), in department 
8elne-et-Mame. Coaches to Rosny, Montfer- 
meil, Coubron, Neuilly-sur-Mame, and to Juilly, 
which has an academy or college founded 1686, 
by the Fathers of the Oratory. 

Cbelles (3 miles). Coaches to Torcy, 
Goumay-sur-Mamd, and to Claye, on the canal 
deTOurcq. with "bledfth- works, &c. 
■ LAGiYV, 5| miles, is across the bridge on the 
Mame, on its south bank. Coaches to Annet 
Frcsrtes, Ferridres, Provins (»c« Route 26), Rosoy 
^ouy-le-Chatel, Fontenay, &c. 

{^MrmenonviUe (24 kil., north-north-east), has 
^, . a, country seat, with a lake and fine grounds, 



built by the Girardhis, its Vicnmtes (on the 
site of an older), in which Rousseau died« 
1791* tin wiiat b now the lodge). His tomb 
is among poplars on an island in the lake 
but his body lies in the pantheon. A little 
circular temple to the Advancement of 
Philosophy opurposely left unfinished), stands 
tm six pillars, to Newton, Descartes, Vol- 
taire, Montesquieu, Penn, Ronssean; the 
idiole being dedicated to Montaigne. The 
Emperor Joseph, Gustavus of Sweden, and 
others, have virited this spot] 
The rail crosses a bend of the Mame twioe 
before Meanz. 

EsBLT (0^ miles). Coaehes to Cr^qr, Coulom- 
miers, Beton-Bazoche. 
f CkmJommiers (23 ka. south-east), asoos-pr^. 
fecture in department Soine-et-Bfame, of 
4,000 souls, in a pleasant part of the Grand 
Morin, on which is an island with remains ot a 
chateau built by the Duchcsse de Longueville. 
It grew out of St. Denis" church, founded by 
the Counts of Champagne, and has a good 
■ - chapel to the convent established by tho 
diiche<^s. General Bcaurcpoire, who shot 
himself rather than give up Verdun, 1732, 
was a native. Many mills for grain, tan, &c., 
and a trade in Brie cheese, melons, wool, 
cattle, &c. Hotels— De rOurs (Bear), la 
Croix Blanche (White Cross).] 
Mkaux (5 miles), a wcU-built town, sous-pr6- 
fecture (9,400 population), and bishopric, in a 
pleasant spot on the canal de TOurcq and the 
Mame, which divides it hi two ; that part to the 
south being caUed the March^, and joined to the 
other by a wooden bridge overhtmg with mills, 
turned by the rapid current. It was the capital of 
the Meldi in Roman times ; and, later, of Brie 
Champenoise; was ravaged by the Normans 
(eighth century), and the Jacquerie rioters (four- 
teenth century) ; t'tken by the English, 1420, and 
by Henry IV., 1594. The best building is St. 
EUenne's cathedral^ a massive gothic structure, 
begim 1212, and left unfinished in the sixteenth 
century ; it ia 332 feet by 138, and 213 feet high 
at the north tower, which stands on one side of 
the west front, and commands a view nearly to 
Paris. Inside are 32 clustered pillars and a rich 
choir, with a tomb to the eloquent Bospuct, who 
died bishop. His statue, by Rutehiel, is at th« 
palace, where they shew his librsry, &o. Theit 
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are two oUier churches, a large hospital or Hdtel 
Uleu, halle or market, theatare, college, library 
of 14,000 vols., cavalry barracks, &c., and a Grand 
Place. Trade in grain, cattle, firomage de Brie 
(Brie cheese), poultry, and wool* a few muslins 
are made. Hotels— D^ la Sireoe, du Cheval 
Rouge (Bed Horse). 

Coaches to Coulommiers (tee above), Dam- 
martin, Juilly, Nanteuil-le-Hardouin, TUlers- 
Cotterets, La Fert6-Milon, May, Crouy, Li»y. 
[Dammartin (16 kil. north-west), on a hill, 
where there is a fine drole of view. Lace 
is made.— May-en-Muleien (11 kil. north- 
east), on the canal de I'Ourcq, has an ancient 
church, ranking next to Meaux, in thif 
diocess. 
La Fert6 MUon (12 kil. farther), in de- 
partment Aisne, on a hill by the Ourcq, 
WAS fortified as far back as 845, and has a 
castle dismantled by Henry IV. In f^ont of 
the Hdtel de Ville is David's statue of Racfaie 
(bom here 1639), whose bust, by Stabinsky, 
is in the bibliothdque of 17,000 volumes. 
Population, 4,800. Hotel—Du Soleil d'Or 
(Golden Sun). 
Villers-Gotteret, (10 kil. north of this), in the 
forest at Rets, has a chiteau restored by 
Frauds I. (on the site of one burnt by the 
English) now a depdt de medidne, or poor- 
house for the district. Near it are remainB 
of Longpont abbey church, founded in ihe 
twelfth century. General Dumas (called 
the French Codes, for his defence of BrLxen 
bridge), and Otto the statesman, were 
natives. J 
The railway crosses the Mame three or four 
times to La Ferte. 
Trilport (3| miles). 
Chanqis (4^ miles). 

La Fertb-sous-Jouarrb (5 miles), at the 
bridges on the Mame, (one suspenjsion), was, 
in the twelfth century a fertS or strength, built 
by a seigueur called Ancoul, and in the sixteenth 
century was held by the Protestants, and often 
plundered. On % precty island is the old diateau 
d'lle, or La Barre, where Louis XVL and his 
Queen stopped, when they were brought back 
from Varcnncs. There are several good points 
of view around. Population, 4,400. Trade in 
com, charcoal, and raeules i mouUn, or mill- 
ttonei, for which it Is funout. Coaohet to 



Jouarre, (on south bank), Marigny, Montmirail, 
La Fert6-Gauoher, and S6zanne. 
[Montmirail, (23 kil. east-south-oast), on a hill 
by the Petit Morin, is noted for its millstonest 
and for a victory of Napoleon, lltli February, 
1814, over the Prussians and Russians The 
Duo do Dudeauville has a seat here. Car- 
dinal de Retz was a native. At Vauchainpsi 
(7 kil. east), Napoleon defeated Blucher, 14th 
February, 1814, after having routed his ad-. 
Tanced guard on the 10th, at Champaubert, 
(11 kil. further), but at Fere-Champenoise, 
(24kii. south-east of (his), on the Pleurs, 
Marmontwas finally beaten by the allies, 

24th of March ^Montmort« (G kil. north- 

north-east of Champaubert), has a moated 
brick donjon, square and flanked with 
turrets ; with a chtirch omanionted with good 
stained windows. 
Suzanne (18 kil. south-south-west of Cham- 
paubert), on the Auges, which supplies 
mills and bleach works, was a to^u of 
G'oMta-Comato, des'royed by Thibault IV. 
Count of Champagne. It was rebuilt ana 
taken by the English, 1223 ; and suffered 
flrom the Huguenots and from fire; so that 
it has a modern weU-built look,* with a good 
church, hospital, &c. 1 opulaiion, 4,600.] 
Nantbuii., (6 miles), through a tunnel, 
Nooezit-l'Ahtaud, (6 miles), in dep^ofth6 
Aisne, has a coach to Charly, across the 
Marne^ through another tunnel to 

Chateau-Tuikrry, (7 miles), a sous-prefec- 
ture of 4,700 persons, on the rocky hills of the 
Marne, crowned by the fine remains of a chtlteau, 
btdlt 720, by Charles Martel, to hold TLlerry 
IV., the infant son of Childeric It has fire- 
quently suffered from war, having been attacked 
by the English 1370, by the Leaguers 1421, bj 
Charles V. in 1544, by Henry of Guise 1671, 
(called BalafrS or gashed, like his father, fh>m 
the wound he received here), the Frondcurs 1614; 
and especially in 1814, when it was taken and 
retaken, and the old bridge destroyed. This is 
replaced by a three-arch stone one to the fau- 
bourg across the river, where, on the prome- 
nade, is a statue of La Fontaine, (a native, 1621), 
whose house is still shewn here. An old forti- 
fied gate leads out to faubourg la Barre. Near 
the castle is St. Cropin's andent church, with 
two towers; thaH<^t<aiWasa-klwaaSte«^^'^B^8^^ 
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leBtfs qoeoi, Jeuma, hat aomepictiires; the 
hdtal BbDuuh, or fort of St. Jaoqoes, sod the gate 
end chapel of the oaatle, are wordi notice. 
There are atmie mfaieral waters, and gypnun

BaUU—Dn Lion d'Or, (Golden Uon); de la

VABuaran (1| mllet). Coaehea to Fimea, 
Bnine^ Fere-^n-Tardenoia. 
[The laat place (17 ML north), once fortified, 
and taken t^ the Hngaenota, Leaguera, &c., 
has, not €w ofl^ the fine ndns of Robert of 
Dreox'a CasUe, built 1206^ censiating of parts 
of eight great towers, (one 60 feet high), 
within a wall, and Joined to an outwork 
acroaa the ditch, by « drawbridge, on a via- 
duct, bunt 1639, by Anne de Montmorency, 
91 feet hi£^ and 170 fieet long, strengthened 
by tan battlements, &c. — At Braisne-tur. 
Vesle, (18 kiL flirther), are mineral waters, 
and a good church, which was part of an 
Abbey, founded 1130. — Fismes, (16 kil. 
north-east of Fdre), in department liame, 
on the Veale, ia the roman FuriSt where 
councils were held 881 and 936, and which 
marked the borders of Austrasia. Napoleon 
made it his bead'quar;er8, Mardi, 1314.] 
DoRMAHs (6^ mUee) at the suspension bridge 
on the rirer, has St. Hippolyte's old church, and 
a trade in wine, grain, &c. 

PoRT-A-BraaoN, (6^ mnes), on the south side 
of the tiyer, opposite the old castle of ChitiUon. 
lur-BIame. 

Damsbt (6| mQes), on the north side of the 
river, which improves as you ascend it into the 
champagne wine country. 

Epkritat m nules), a sous-prefecture In de- 
partment Biame of 6,360 souls, in a pleasant 
spot on the Biame^ under the vine-covered dialk. 
hiJls of Champagne, of which wine this is the 
antrepdt for the best growths. Th«y are dis- 
tinguishedasmouflseuz (frothy or effervescing,) 
and non-moussenz. The merchants Uve in 
Faobonrgs la Folia and le Commerce; and the 
hfOi Mmmd are axoavated for th^ eellan. 



Some houses are of timber or bride ; a sttma 
bridge cr oases the river. The painted windows 
of the old gothie <diur^ are preserved in the 
new Italian one, bnUt 1828-32. At the Hdtel 
de Vine Is a library of 10,000 volumea, and a 
museum. Some derive the name tnsnAqum 
p^rames: Clevis gave it to the archbistac^ of 
piirfm*^ who fortified it. Francis I. burnt it to 
hinder Charlea V. from taUng it, and it feU to 
Heniy IV., after aslege in wltioh Marshal Birtm 
was Uned. Later, it brionged to the Duca de 
Bouillon. Pottery, mOlinapy, leather, &c., are 
made, and it has a good trade in wood and char- 
coal, aa weU as wine. ffoUU—De I'Europe, de 
l*£cu de France (Crown Piece), de la Croix d'Or 
(Golden Croaa). Coadiea to Kheims (see Route 

17.) 
At or as; (4 mUes east-north-eaat,) whore the 

best white monsseux wines are grown. 

OntT (3| miles ) Coaches to Lesmenil, and 
Aviso (9 miles south), also noted for its « ine and 
caveoellara. 

JALOH-Lxa-ViOKxa (6| nules,) on the Mame, 
where the Somme-Soude Joins. 

At 8i mnes further is 

Chalons. JETotete— DelaHanteMereDlen, 
recommended; de la Cloche and dn Palaia 
Royal, in the oentre of the town and both good. 
' Population 16,000. An andent place, chief town 
of department Mame, in the old province of 
Champagne, aeat of a militaiy division, of a 
bishopric, &c., hi a fine meadow and wine coun- 
try , on the Mame, which is crossed by a Si»ne 
bridge of three arches. It was the Duro-CaiO' 
latmiy near which Aurelian beat Tetricus, in271 
an') AttUa was defeated by the Romans, in 461. 
It is guarded by walls and moats, and has six 
prindpal gates, leading to as many roads : many 
of the houses are buUt of lath and plaster. Four 
churches remain. 

St. Etienne'a caAedral, rebunt in the six- 
teenth century (on the site of a temple to ApoUo,) 
in a rich florid style, is 360 ft. long, and has two 
finespiresof open work, 118 feet high,aportico in 
the greek styl^ a fine altar by Mansard, stained 
windowi^ and an andent crypt. Ndtre Dame 
chuidi, buUt between 1167 and 1322, is partly in 
the norman style, with good painted windows, 
and a mosaic pavement. The Hdtd de ViUe, 
on Place d'Armes, buUt 1772, has an iome 
Csgade of eight pojani^ with baa-reUe£B of tha 
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produotions of Champagne, and portraits of 
natiTM. Hdtel dela Frgfecture, built 1762, is also 
a good building, with a dorio firont. At the 
Ecole des arts et metiers (school of arts and 
trades,) is a pretty chapel and 300 pupils. The 
library has 2^000 volumes. The Promenade du 
Jard, on the Strasbourg road Is well planted. 
There are a high school, a theatre, botanic gar- 
den, school of design, society of agriculture, 
priestsT seminary, museum, hospitals, and im- 
mense wine stores In the chalk caves. Trade in 
Champagne wine, caski^ wool, oil, leather, cut- 
lery, &c. Laeaille, the astronomer was bom 
here. The great battle above mentioned, which 
for a time stopped the progress of the Hims, was 
fought at a q>ot called Attila's Camp, 6 miles off, 
near Chape and Cuper]y,with immense slaughter 
<»l both sides; MUxu the roman commander, 
asristedt^ his Visigoth allies, was suocessftil, but 
their Idng, Theodoric, was slain. 

Conveyances : by railway to Paris, Strasbourg, 
Epemay, &0.; by coach to Mezidree, Rheims, 
Verdun, Chamnon^ St. If enehould (see Route

From ChsAons, on the ndlway, yon pass Vitry-

VmT-LB-FRA]i9iiB, or V%try-fur-Mam» (3| 
milea,) a soas-pr6feoture of 8,000 people, on the 
Iftame and the canal which Joins it to the Rhine^ 
founded by Francis I., in 1546, and regularly 
fortified. The streets are well-built, and the 
houses of wood. It has an unfinished gothio 
church, begun by Francis I., wiUi an old tomb : 
a large public place^ with a fountain, &c. 
ITofelt— Des Voyageurs (Travellers), la Cloche 
(Bell); C<{/9— des Oiseauz, a well-known re- 
sort. Coaches up the Marne, &c., to St. Dizler, 
Vassyi Joinville, Vignory, Chaumont, Vesaignes, 
Langres, Montierender. 
iSt. Dizier (27 kil. east-south-east,) a sous- 
prefecture, in Haute-Mame^ (population, 
7,200) on the Bfame, among woods, was 
besieged by Charles V. In 1544, and mostly 
burnt by accident 1775. It has part of an 
old oastle^ near the gothio church, and a 
modem Hdtel de Ville. JJotsts—du Soleil 
d'Qr (Golden Sun,) I'Azbre d'Or (Golden 
Tree.) Wood is out and iron forged hare. 
FfM^ or Wauy (15 UL south firom St. Dlster 
■■aboveO another sous-prefecture, is on the 
ittcb iome say, of V«4ii«aue8, burnt by 



Caracalla in 211.

The next stations on the rail are Blesmes (7| 
miles), Pargny (6 miles), Sermidze 8{ miles), 
Revigny (4 miles), and Bar4e-Duc, wfaidi it 
7 miles fhrther. 

Bak-lb-Duc. .Hotel— le Cygne (Swan). Po* 
puUition, 12,600. Chief town of departmCBt 
Mouse, in a pleasant spot on the Omain, waa 
built for a ftontier (or barrier) by Frederick, 
Duke of Upper Lorrahie, In the tenth century, 
as head of the Duchy of le Barrels. High Town 
stands on the hill, round a fragment of the old 
castle (pulled down by Louis XIV., in 1670), 
whence there is a fine view. Low Town lies 
along the river, which is crossed by three bridges^ 
and is a lively part, with good broad streets, 
several tanyards, cotton mills, dye-houses, ftc. 
St. Pierre Church, on Uie hill, has an anatomical 
effigy of Rone de Chalons (killed 1644, at St. 
Dizier). with the muscles, bones, and skin dis- 
played, by Riehier, a pupil of M. Angelo. 
There are a hdtel de la prefecture, Hdtel d« 
Ville^ college, palais de Justice, small theatre^ 
&o. Bfarshal Oudinot and General Exoelmana 
were bom here. Manufitctures of cottons and 
woollens, lace, gloves, hats, and delicious con* 
fitnres (sweetmeats); tiiade in light whies (de 
Bar), iron, timber from the forests around.

Xtienn^s (Stephen's) abbey church ia a beau- 
atal marble of the Descent fh>m the Cross, 
bj M. Angelo's pupil, Richier, who lived at 
a house ia Rue des Foxes. PopuUtion, 6,822 ; 
cotton and linen weavers. Holds — Liou 
d'Or (Golden Lion); du Cygne iSwan). 
Going down the Mouse, the next place is 

Verdun (see Route 18).] 
Vrom Bar-le-Duc, on the rail, to Nancy, you

Na»90Is-le-Pbtit (4^ miles). Coach to Ll^ny 
(10 Ul.), a pretty place, of 3,2 12 souls, on the 
Qmain, in the middle of Tineyarda, with fine 
grounds round the old chlteiu. HoUIs—Db la 
Cloche (Bell) ; Soleil d'Or (Golden Sun). 
LoxxviLLx (3^ miles). 

LxRouYiLLR (8^ miles) Coach to St. Mihiel 
(18 kil. north) as above. Viaduct of 90 yards, to 
CoMiiBBOY (3| miles), a sous.pr6fecture, with 
4^761 inhabitants, in a pleasant fertile spot on the 
House, well built, with public fountahis, Hdtel 
de Ville, barracks, and riding-house. Hotds— 
De la Cloche d*Or (Gold BeU) ; de la Poire d*Or 
(Gold Pear). Coaches to Mirecourt, Epinal, (see 
Route 19), Roniremont, Plombidrea^Bourbonne- 
les-Bains (see Route 27), Lay St. Remy. 

SoRcnr (6 miles), on the Mrase, has traces of St. 
BIartin*s Abbeyt w^d ^^ ^ ^^ i^c i^ remains 
of a roman camp. Coach to Vaucouleurs, Neuf- 
ohftteau, (see Route 19). Tunnel of 670 yards, to 
Paort-sub-Meusb (3| miles). 
Fouo (Similes), in department of the Meurthe. 
TouL (3{ miles), an old town and military post 
of the fourth daas, formerly seat of a diocess. 
It was the head of the Leuci, in Belgic Gaul, in 
Cseaar's time, and mm made a free town by the 
German Emperors. A bridge of seven arches 
crosses the Moselle* There are the old CatAe- 
dralt begun by St. Gerard, 966, with a fine roof 
and two very picturesque towers; the Hdtel de 
VUle, once the bishop's palace; a collie, bar. 
racks, com market, &c. Marshal St. Cyr, Baron 
Loois^ the financier, and Admiril Rigny, were 
nativei. Population, 7,814^ who make onbroi- 
4iV7fl pcttny, &a. JEEMel— De k'Enzope.

LivntDuir (6| miks), a decayed fbrtreas, on 
a rock over the MoaeDey with many good 
points of view. 

Frouard (4} miles). At 6} miles ftirther is 
Nancy, where the branch to Metz parts off. 

Nancy. Hotels— T>e I'Europe, very good 
indeed, and highly recommoided, landlord, 
Mr. Bialthis; d'AUemagne, dean, comfort- 
able and moderate; d'Angleterre, a comfort- 
able houses opposite the railway station. Pop. 
43,000. Capital of depaitment Meurthe (formerly 
of Province of Lorraine), seat of a diocess, cour 
imperiale, &o., ia near the Meurthe, in a fert le 
plain, under some low hills, covered with forests 
and vineyards, and is one of the best built towrs 
of ITranoe. Itwas founded in the eleventh centuiy 
by the dukes of Lorraine, one of whom was Rend 
II., who obtained a famous victory over Cnarles 
the Bold, of Burgundy, in 1477, cutside the town; 
and another was .■otanialaus of Poland, who greatly 
improved it and lefc the duchy to his father-in- 
law, Louis the XV., upon bid death, 1766. 

At Old Town are remains of their palace, 
now a barrack ; a^so St. Epore's gothic church, 
which has a bas-relief (the LeM's Supper, 
1682), by Drouin, a native; and the Cordeliers' 
church, built 1477-84, by Rend II., which has 
his tomb (1616), with those of Cardhial Van. 
d&mont (by Drouin), Antoine de Vauddmont, 
Philippa of Gueldres, Henry of Vaudemont and 
wife, and a warrior, besides Gerard I. and his 
wife Hadivige, in the round or ducal chapel, 
restored since the ravages made in 1/93. In 
this part of the city, too, are the Place de Grdve, 
leading to the Cours d'Or.eans, and the Porte 
Neuve (or New Gate), built 1786) on the Metz 
road, with the Place Carrldre, in which stand 
the Cour Royale, the tribimal of commerce, and 
the prefecture (a large old building). The last 
is opposite the arch of triumph, leading to the 
Place Royale (or Stanislaus), the best part of the 
new town, which was begun by Charles III, in 
1603. Here are the Hdtel de Ville, the bishop's 
seat, the salle de spectacle, &c., all in an 
imiform style; a bronze figure of Stanislaus, 
putnp 1823) ornaments the centre, and there is 
a promenade ont of one aide, past the fountains, 
called the Pepinidre. A large fotmtaln occupies 
the Place d'AlMance.

The Cathedral, a modern edifice, has two low 
spires in its front, which is 154 feet broad and 
256 feet high; a dome near the sanctuary is 61 
net across, and painted by Jncquart. Notre Dame 
de Bon Seconrs church, in Fauboiurg St. Pierre, 
on the Lun^ville road, was rebuilt (1738) by 
Stanislaus, whose tomb by Adam is here, on the 
site of one founded by Rene over the spot where 
his adversary fell (U77); it has some old 
standards taken from the Turks. At the Palais 
de Justice they shew the tapestry taken from 
Charles the Hold's tent. St Jean's chapel be- 
longed to the Knights of St. John. A library 
of 26,000 yolumes is at the Hdtel de T University. 
There are also a college, a priests' seminar^t 
large hospitals, a doaf and dumb a^lum, new 
barracks, collections of natural history, a society 
of arts and sciences and botanic gardens (boUi 
founded by Stanislaus), an exchange, &c. 

Nancy is the chief head quarters of several 
female religious societies, as the Sisters of Chris- 
tian Doctrine, Sisters* of St. Charles, and Sisters 
of Providence, which three number about 1,000 
bouses in France. 

Some of its noHves are Marshal Bassompidre, 
General Druot, Malmbourg, the historian, Hoff- 
man, the critic, Isabey and GrandvUle, the 
painters, &c. Manufactures of cotton doth, 
woollen serges, mosUns, and embroidery, &c. are 
carried on here. 

Conveyances: by rail, to Strasbourg, Metz, 
Paris, &o.; by coach, to LunMlle, Lyons, Mlre- 
court^ Besanyon, Colmar, Epbial, Neufchfiteaui 
&04 steamer to Mets (8 hours). In the neigh- 
bourhood are Liverdun (8 kil.), in a pretty spot, 
Bosserville (4 kil.), and its monastery; Ludres, a 
roman camp (9 kil.) ; Rovllle model farm (2 1 kil.) 
[At 30 kil. north-east b Chdteau SalinSj a 
sous-prefecture of 26,000 people, on the 
Heille, so called after a castle built, 134i>, by 
Isabella of Austria, near the salines or salt- 
works. Great quantities of salt are now got 
at Vic (5 kU.), Moyen-Vic.(6 kil. south- 
sontb-ea&t), and Dieuze (18 kil. east-south- 
east).] 
From Nancy, on the rail to Strasbourg, you pass 
Varaitoeville, St. Nicholas dn-Port (7 J 
miles), up the Mose'le, with a fine gothic church 
buflt 1494-1644, having light pillars 92 feet high, 
•nd towers to match.

you leave on the left, Dombade (2 kU.), where a 
branch of the Moselle falls into that stream, 
passing a rubied chateau on the top of the hill. 
Population 1,600.

LuxBviLLK (6} miles), a sous-prSfecture in 
department Meiurthe, with 12,600 people, in a 
fertile spot on the Meurthe where the Vezoo^ 
Joins, was at first a hunting seat, and was taken 
by Marshal Longueville, 1638, and the fortifica- 
tions pulled down. At the old palace of the 
Dukes of Lorraine, the Emperor Francis I. was 
bom ; it is now a cavalry depdt. There are also 
a large riding house, a champ de mars, a foun- 
tain in Place Neuve^ and a modem church with 
the tomb of Voltaire's friend, Madame ChStelet. 
The Chevalier Bouffleurs, and General Haxo 
were bora here. The treaty between France 
and Austria was signed here 18pl. Trade in 
pottery, gloves, embroidery, wine, beer, &e. 
Hotels— Du Sauvag^; dela Tete d'Or (Golden 
Head); du Faisan (Pheasant). 
[At 28 kil. south-south-east, up the Mor- 
tagne is RambervUler (already described); 
and at 30 kil. south-east, up the Meurtb^ in 
the Vosges Mountains, is Raon I'Etape^ 
which has a large trade in timber, and had 
a castle and monastery.] 
MARAiirvii.LKR (6 miles). 
Embkrmekil (6 miles). 
[About 10 Idl. south-weft is Baccarat, on the 
Meurthe, under a rocky height, and cele- 
brated for its crystal factory, wliich employs 
600 hands.]

AvRicouRT (6 miles), is not far from Blamont 
(15 kil.), near the head of the Vezouze, under 
the Vosges range (in one of whose gorges is 
the glass works of St. Quiren), which has a ruined 
castle, and gave birth to Regnier, Duke cf Massa. 
Several lakes are near. 

Hbuinq (8| miles), where the northern road 
from Nancy faUs in. 

Sarrkbourq (5 miles), a sous-prdfeeture, of 
2,600 souls, and military post on the Sarre^ in a 
pass of the Vosges. It belonged to the Arch- 
bishops of Metz, and Dukes of Lorraine, and 
came to France 1661. Most of it tffa&x^cs^^fia^ 
after the fire <)>1 \^&\« ^ct^Mso. v«aA»^ ' 
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HoKARTiNO (4 milef). 

Phalsbouro (5^ miles), a fortifled fort, on a 
rod^ i^iero EngUah prisoners were kept in the 
war. The dtadel was built by Vauban, to com- 
manda passof the Vosges. It was called Eioarty- 
hanaen, before 1670, when the prince palatine 
of Vdden rebuilt it under its modem name; it 
ttune afterwards to the house of Lorraine. Part 
of the palace is seen; besidesan Hdtel de Ville of 
the time of Louis XIV., a college, &c. Marshal 
Lobau, General Gerard, &c. were bom here. 
Bzcellent noyau is made. Population, 4,900. In 
the neighbourhood are, the foimtain supplied 
from Hildaus (8 kil. oflT), Kraffenthal yaUoy, 
and Dabo, where Leo IX. was bom(?). 

LoTZBLBOTTRQ {1^ mUes), near the top of the 
Vosges, has an old chateau. You pass through

Satrrhb (6 miles), down the east dant of the 
VoiS:es (towards the Uhine), in a diarming spot 
on the Zom, is a sons-pref(§cture, in department 
Bas-Rhine (formerly Alsace), having 5,S00 soul^ 
and belonged to the bishops of Strasbourg, 1^0 
had a seat here, now a barrack.

Chief town of department Bas-BUn 
(formerly province of Alaace), seat of a 
bishopric, and of Protestant and Jewish consis- 
tories, of an academy and college, &c., first class 
fortress, and head of a military division, in a fer- 
tile pldn on the lU and Bruche, near the Rhine 
and the Badm frontier. The German name is 
Strassburg, i.e. street-fort, from the street or high 
road over the Bhine (1^ miles east), which it com- 
mands by means of the bridgb to Kehl, and which 
here is about as wide as the Thames, but full of 
wooded islands and sands. It was the roman 
Jrgentoraium in G^rmania Prima, founded by 
Druaos, son-in-law to Augustus; was ravaged 
by Attila, taken by Clovis ; became an imperial 
free dty, and established protestantism 1669, 
which Louis XIV. after taking the town by 
treachery 1681, put down, though the majority of 
the population (as well m of the province) are still 
protestant. Vauban's dtadel, towards the Bhine 
is a regular structure of five sides, with outworks, 
ditches, glads, &c., and of great strength. The 
town is well built, having pretty good streets lit 
with gas, high-roofed stone houses, (the windows 
covered with bars,) 4? small bridges over the lU 
and its branches, seven gates, eight 01 ten 
Places, and the Contades and Robertsau prome- 
nades, with distant views of the Vosges &iid 
Black Mountains. 
Holy Trinity Minster or Catfiedral, which 
I towws over every thinj" else, was begun by Bishop 
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Wcmborg, 1011^ (on th* dto of an older, oom- 
Bwnoed 610^ by KJng Lndwlg, and addod to by 
Charlemagno, 770), and, though ha^Md forward 
bj fhe aariatanoe of thomanda of the ottlaena 
waa not finished (I. e. the body) tiU 1376; two 
q>iree orer tiie weet firont were to have been 
exactly alike and about (WOfiBet hlfl^ but only 
the north one^ baDt 1277-1488^ li oompleted, 466 
feet high. The frout» with its etatoei^ &c.f 
lately reatored by Ohninaeht^ &o., la a aort of a 
Bcreen to idiat la behindt 280 feet high and — — 
broad; a fll^t of atapa leada 19 to the three 
great reoened portala in it, one being in eadi of 
the iride towera^ while the centre one, in whidi 
waa a braaa door (melted down at fhe Berolo- 
tion) haa abore It flgnrea of Glovia, Dagobert, 
Roddph of Hapabnrg, Looia XIV., and a noUe 
atained window, 46 fiaet diameter. 

Aa to the magnificent north fowar and fplr«

open work, at the top of iddch are the lantern, 
the crown, (the U^^ieat point Tialtora get up to^ 
by 685 atapa), and fhe button anpporting the 
oroaa idddi la 8( fSaet kmg. The Tiew com- 
manda a vaak p wi^eot of hilh^ foreats^ &c., on 
bothsldeaoftheBhine. Thenames of Voltaire, 
lOopeloek^ Moaail^ Larater, Goethe, &c., are 
maikad among tboae who hare aacended. 

Intiiolnterioar, 867fSBet long, you aee the nave, 
182 (isel broad, 76 high, with 9 great clustered 
pfllai* down eaeh aide (aome 72 feet roimd), and 
Dotataiger^ gothlo font (1442); the ancient choir, 
built, thsgr aay, by Charlemagne, with the high 
altar (over St. Sepulchre^s cr)pt or chapel), 
golhio atone po^it, reatored 1824, and Silber- 
nuum'a organ with 2,242 plpea (1714); and the 
Tery enrloua hovioge or dock (on the pilier des 
Angea, with igurea of angels and eyangelists) of 
the sixteenth century, repaired 1842, by Schwil- 
gu£, (to whom a fSte was given on the ocoa- 
alon) diewing aidereal and apparent time, the 
moon'a dhangea^ motions of the planets, the 
fisaati^ &a, of the calendar, &c.

pordi), MoentHin an eaily prfnter, fte.; and 
portraita of emperors, kings, &c., in the atained 
windowa. A proftision of grotesque and inda- 
cent figures is spread over the interior, refleotmg 
meetly on the monkish orders. 

Near it is the chiteau royal, an old biahop'a 
palace^ built by Cardinal Bdian, and fkimiahed 
with gobelina tapestry, bronaes, &c. In Bue dea 
Frdrea, where the large priests' seminary stands, 
is St. Btienne a old diurdi, now a magaaine. 
Some other churches (there are 15 in all) are 
St. Louis, St. Pierre (with M. Schoen's pictures, 
and a curioua wood carving), St. Jean, St. 
Anr«lie, St. Nicholas, Ste. Madeleine^ St. Guil- 
laume (or Wilhelmer, with tomlw of the land- 
graves Philip and UMch Von WoertL, 1332-44), 
and St. Thomas. The last^ at the bridge over 
the m, used by the Protestants (who have six 
besides), haa a high-pitched roof and low spires^ 
with monuments of the excellent pastor Oberlin 
and Koch (by Ohnmacht), Schoepflin, the 
scholar (by Pertois), and an elaborate one by 
Pigalle (1797) to Marshal Saxe, hi whidi the 
hero stands on the top with an eagle and othv 
emblems about him, while France at hia ftoet 
holda him with one hand and pushea ba(& Deatb 
(who I4>pear8 flrom bdow) with the other; Ueiw 
culea, meantime, weepa on the opposite aide* 
The New Church, built 1254, by thedominioanf» 
haa good stained windows, and tombs of Taulsr 
(1361) and Blessig. There is also a huge Jewa' 
Synagogue. 

The prtfecture, and H6td de Ville (with a 
gallery of pictures and sculpture), the large new 
theatre, with its six column doric portico, and 
statues by Ohnmacht, the government cannon 
foundry, &c. are in the Broglie pr<«ienade^ 
near the Rue Bruise, where 200 Jewa were 
burnt, 1349. At the public library, dose to the 
new church, are 130,000 volumes, contributed 
by the old convents, the suppressed Protestant 
university, Schoepflin, &c. (one book was printed 
by Schoeffor and Faust, 1466), and induding ft 
great number of MSS. and illustrationa ; tha 
school of medicine haa 10,000 more vola.; and 
there is a museum of natural history, with 
a collection of stained glass, &c., at th« 
Academy near the botanic gardens. The old 
Hdtel de Ville, in fhe renaissance style, is now 
the chamber of commerce; a haUe au bl6 or 
grahn market^ ^raft\sraiU;\saf^xMH*^'^ ^x^m^

ScBLBSTAOT (4| mUes), on the fertile banks of 
the HI, a sou8.prefectare of 10,000 persons, and 
an old flroe city of Alsace, called Electutf by the 
Bomans ; ruined by Attila, but rcbuflt 1216, and 
after some changes, taken by Louis XIV., 1673, 
and fortified by Vauban. The chief buildings 
are St. Georges gothio dhvrdi of the fourteenth 
century, with a square tower 187 feet High ; the 
RecoUets* church; public library, with some 
early printed books ; the ODllege at the old com- 
mandry of Malta, near the round church of St. 
Foy; the arsenal; the fiiuse porte or belfiry- 
tower, in the gotUo s^e ; new com market and 
tobacco fltotory. Marttai Buoer (or Kulbom), 
was a native.

Bagle). CoachcB to St. Marie-aux-MJnes {see 
Route 19a.) St. Die, Epinal, Nancy, &c. Orsch- 
wUlor (6 kfl. west-north-west,) is under the fine 
old castle of Hohe Koonig8berg,which the Swedes 
destroyed after they took this town, m the thirty 
vears* war, 1632. At Ebermunster is an old 
abbey of the seventh century. 

St. Hxppoi.Trs (S{ miles), in department Haut- 
Rhin. 

RiBBAUviLLX (2^ miles), among vineyards, 
in a pretty vaUey, under heights covered by 
the old uubtles of Bibeaupierre, Giersberg 
and St. Ulric. St. Gregofare's church has 
several ancient tombs; the Hdtel de Ville 
is good. In the neighbourhood are remains 
of Ndtre Dame of Dusenbach chapel, and a 
famous cydopean wall (on Uie sides of the 
Voeges^) called the Heidenmauer or heatiien's 
wall. Near Baroche, to the soufh, is Hohenach 
castle, the tower of which commands one of the 
most beautiftil views in this interesting country. 
Population, 7,20<^ who make linens, &c. 

[At 18 kil. east-soufh-east, is Marcholshelm, 
near the Rhine, with bleach-ground and 
tobacco factories. Population, 2,60b.] 

OsTHBiM (2 mUes). Riqnewihr (7 miles west), 
among ffoayards. <« the Sempaofa, has the c&d 



castle of Rdchenstetai, dismantled 1209. A little 
south of it, on the Wciaa^ is the old imperifti 
castle of Kaiserberg. And higher up the 
stream arc the ruins of Hoh Landsbcrg and 
Plixbourg. 

Bennwihb (2} miles). At 2} miles fiurther is 

Colin ar. BoteU— do VAnge (Angel); des 
Dcuz Clefs (Two Keys); des Trois Rois (Three 
Kings). Population, 19,200. Chief town of 
department Haut-Rhin (with a tribunal, &c.), 
in a fine plain, near the German frontier, half 
way between the Vosges and the river Rhine, on 
the river Lauch, 1^ miles firom the ni. It is not tu 
firom the site of the roman Argentovaria } was 
an imperial free city, till given up to Pranc^ 
1648, when the fortifications were razed. There 
are three gates, narrow streets, and many old 
houses ; «rith good walks on Champ de Mara, and 
in the ancient pepinidre, as well as in the orangery, 
and the cemeteiy of Horburg (2 kil. off). It is 
watered by the branches of the river and the 
canals of the Fecht. 

The MinsteTy built 1368, is a large gothie 
bttildhig, with a tower about 300 (7) feet high* 
and an altar-piece on wood, by Schcen. Its 
tower commands a view over above 800 places in 
Alsace and Baden, &c. The Jesuit churcb was 
built 1750; the fine nave of the Dominican 
church is now the halle au bl6 (corn market) ; 
and the old protestant church is a storehouse. 

Otiier objects of notice are the ancient maison 
de ville, tiie prefect's hdtel, the college, which 
includes the bibliothdque of 40,000 volumes (be- 
sides rare MSS., and a museum, which has 
painthigs by Schoen, A. Durer, &c.); the hospi- 
tal, the vastmaison d'airgt, (prison), large cavalry 
barracks, and public slaughter-house (abattoir.) 

In the'neighbourhood, are the large factories of 
MM. Hauseman, Hersog, &c. At Munster 
(20 kn. to the wost-south-wcst), is M. Hart, 
man's, near the old castle of Schwanenbourg. 
Generals Rapp,and Rewbel, who was one of the 
Direotory, were natives. MM. Schaller, Heinti^ 
&e., are protestant pastors hero. 

Large mannfkctnres of cottons, lineni^ ribbona, 
powder, &c.; and* trade in wine, grain, &c. Con- 
veyances to Strasbourg, Paris, B&lo, &c., bj rail, 
way ; by coach to Nan<7, BesanQon, Lyon% fte^ 
Freibourg in Baden, &0. A road leads down to ft

Rlielms or Bdms (12 kil.), though a soim. 
pr6fBctnre only (in department Biame), has a 
population of 44*000, is the seat of an ardlu 
bjahop^ and one of the oldest dties in France^ 
having been the chief town of Champagne. &t 
stands on the Vede^ at the bottom of gently 
doping dudk l^OiM covered with vineyarda^ 
though the ndghbouxliood is dulL It was tha 
capital of the Remi in Belgian Ganl, and called 
Durooortorum by the Bomans, whose oonsnl 
here^ Jovinus, became a christian 366. do^ 
and his Franks were baptised here 496. It waa 
taken by Charles Martd 719, and Hugh Ci^etTa 
rivd, Charles of Lorraine 900; besdged by 
Edward UL of England 1959, and captured 
1421 by the Eni^idi, who were driven out by tha 
lidd of Orleans, and Charles Til. crowned 
here; as were all the Frendi sovereigns from 
Philippe Auguste down to Chartes X. (except 
Henry IV. and Louis XVIII). It was taken 
and retaken 1814. 

Parts of the gothlo walls with thdr uurets stiH 
remain ; the streets are wide, and most of the 
houses one story high. Of fourteen open placesi 
the largest is Place Boyale, bunt 1756, which has 
OarteUer^ bronse copy of Pigalle's Louis XV., 
who greatly improved this old diy. Place 
Oodinot takes it name from a canon of the last 
century, who built a chltean d* eau for supplying 
wator, now frunidied by a new reservoir (by 
Oordier, 1848), in Place de la Tour-du-Pnits. 
Aa old fbantdn by Couitoa tht Mrulptor, I 
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In Place St. Nicaise. One gate caUed the Porte 
de Vesle, an Iron arch, leads out to the Grand 
Goon, a well planted walk by the riyer as fiur as 
Port de Laon. Close to the latter, buUt in the 
wan, is the PorU de Mars, a genuine roman 
t^&o ; it was a triumphal arch, built by Agrippa, 
in hononr of Csaiar Augustus, with three open- 
ings in it, and eight corinthian columns, all 
much worn. An amphitheatre may be traced 
at the Mont d^ Ardnes near it. But its finest 
oRtament is the noble gothic 

OaOtedralp covered with a multitude of figures 
au4 ornaments, and built for the most part 
1212-42, by Robert de Coucy, on the site of one 
finmded as early as 360-400 -, the transept (164 
foet long), was rebuilt after a fire in 1491. 
length 467 feet, breadth 98 feet, height 118 feet. 
The beautiful font has a triple portal (tiie mid- 
dle one befaig 89 feet wide), a large stained rose 
window, baa-reliefli of the Passion, the Judge- 
ment* Crowning of the Virgin, DaWd and OoUah, 
Baptism of Clovis,and from 630 to 660 statues of 
farious sixes, in rows, besides a row of 86 niched 
prdates near the top ; above which rise the two 
towers, made of open jriUars and window^ and 
ending in a heap of little turrets, instead of the 
spires which ih^ were designed to carry. One 
tower (the south), a Uttie shorter than the other, 
was not finished till 1480, and has the beDs of 
la Charlotte dock, ■• old as 1670^ with moving 
figures, &c. Ooing in you see about 90 niched 
stamai Inside the doors ; the windows ore ridilty 
atsLied with figures of apostieis UngiS &c.; In 
the nave (which had apahited oeiBng of Hliee 
on ablne ground when Charles X. was crowned), 
ll the very curious marble tomb of Jovftnus, the 
roman consul, carved over with a Hon hunt, and 
btonght from St Micaise's dinrch * An VIII de 
la BepubUque,' or 1800; nine diapds sunronad 
flie choir, which has a rich altar, the canopy of 
8t Nicaisefs churdi, a large organ, 64 feet high, 
and »painting of the Israelites gathering manna. 

81. J^emi at Bemighis^ dhurdi, was built 
1041-60 as fMurt of Ardibiahop Tnrphi's bene- 
dlotine aM^j, being dder than the cathedral, 
and the place where theearty kings were oonse- 
orated; it is a mizfeiiM d norman and pointed 
la the styte, and 881 fiset long, with a idatai flront, 
having five portals and a rose window, between 
two slender towers with slatted spires. It con- 
taini ft modem wfl of the tomb of St. Rami, 



ornamented by marble UliMise statues of tfaa 
twelve peers of France (the Count of Cham- 
pagne and the ardibishop are two), saved fr<Mn an 
older tomb. Sevoral kings and bishops were buried 
in tills church, which lu^s been lately restored. 

The iTdtel de ViOe (which a new street Joins 
to Place Boyale), begun 1627, and enlarged 1826, 
oendsts of a centre and wings, 200 feet long, 
ornamented with 68 pilasters, and bas-reUefli (at 
the middle) of Louis Xin. Here are idaoed, 
the cartulafare or collection of arddves; the 
bibliotfadque or library of 30,000 volumea, besides 
1,000 M88., and autographs; and a museum of 
pictures. A new dorio palais de Justice, was 
bunt 1846^ on the site of the hdtel Dleu ; a new 
covered market 1840^ and an abattoir or alanghter 
houve 1838. It has a college, priests* seminary, 
theatre, public baths, botanic garden, chamber 
of commerce, &c. A few old Iniildings are left, 
as, the hdtd des Comtes de Champagne in due 
du Tambour, hdtel de Joyeuse, near the Hdtel 
de VlUe, hdtel de Chevreuse in Rue des Gueux, 
and the liaison Rouge inn (near the cathedral), 
on which yon read, * In the year 1429, at the 
coronation of Charles VII., in this inn, then 
called the Zelms the Ikther and mother of 
Jeanne d' Are, werelodged at the cost of the diy 
authorities.* At tlie English oollege for priests 
here the Shelms version of the New Testament 
was published, 1682. In the old house of Long 
y^tre, in Bus de Cfois, Colbert, the statesman, 
was bora, 1619; and in Bue du Bfarc, Pluche, 
who wrote the Speotadede la Nature. Oobdin, 
who gives name to the tapestry, and Dnooudray, 
Marie Antobiette^s eoiuisd, were also natives.

Rbthbl (20 kO.), a Mus-prifeetnre of 7,^ 
souls, i» d^artment Ardennes, on a hfil, by the 
Aisne, was an old roman eostmm reeteetum, and 
the head ef a dnefay, once hdd by the Boo dt 
Meilleraye, who married Cardhial Masarin's 
nieee. It was besieged 1660 by the Spaniards 
who defeated Turenna «Ai5«a\si^^aB«8i^^«&i8to% 
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bvt gmre it np to Tnrenne, who was now on the 
oonrt side, after changing his religion. An old 
tower remains. Linens and nails are nuMie. 
Bot9U-J>n Commerce ; de France ; du Lion d'Or 
(Golden Lion). 
[At 8 kil. west-north.west, is Chiteau-Porden, 
down the Aisne, under an <^d castle on a 
rook, wliich belonged to the Counts of 
Champagne, &c. — ^At 16 miles east-south- 
east, up the Aisne, is Attiffnjft wiiidi lias 
traces of a palace of the early Idngs flrom 
Olovis, who built it 647. A council was 
held here 766. WitUdnd the Saxon was 
baptised 786. Charles the Simple built St. \ 
Walburges churdii here. It was afterwards I 
a country seat of the Bheims archbishops, 
but suffered from the English and the 
Frondenrs, &c.» so that it is now a small 
▼inage of 1.600 souls. 
Vomiers (12 kU. south «ast of this), np the 
Aisne, a snudl but thriving sous-prefecture 
of 2,800 pers<»i8, near which the Prince de 
Ligne was killed, 1792. It was about here 
that a sudden panic took possesbion of the 
French under Dumouriez, who, to the 
number of 10,000, fled for 40 leagues before 
1,200 Prussian huuars, and for a moment 
threw all France into a]ann.«—Buauipy (22 
kfl. east-north-cast of this) has near it the 
Ch&teau de la Cour, which belonged to the 
Kheims prelates, and a building like » naos- 
que, called Mahomet, and built, thoy say, by 
a crusader. At 21 kil. further is Stenay 
(m0 Route 21).]

CoRBSNY (9 kU). At 20 kil. further is 
Laoit. Hotels— De I'Ecu (Crown Piece); de 
la Uure (Boar's Head) ; de la Barrierc. Popula. 
tion, 9,900. Capital of department Aisne, (in 
the old province of La Brie), fortified town, 
and formerly seat of a diocess, on a rocky hill, 
720 feet above sea level, in a fertile wine country, 
halfway between the Aisne and Oise It was 
the ancient Xaudunum, and as it stands high, 
the air is keen, though healthy. The old walls 
and ramparts command a succession of fine 
prospects on all aides. Notre Dame Cathedral 
church, Uie most remarkable building, is an 
excellent uniform specimen of the early pointed 
style in France; it was built 1112-14. It has 
five towers, jwrtals pierced with deep entrances 
(Uiree in the west front), stained rose and otber 
windoMTS, and several ornamented side chapels. 
St. Martin's church is as old as the twelfth cen- 
tury, and has two good towers; the abbey of that 
name is now the Hdtd Dieu. Another abbej 
(Notre Dame, founded 645), is occupied by the 
prefecture, where the library of 17,U00 volumes 
is placed. There are also the college, theatre, 
barracks, the citadel on the site of a castle built 
by Louis Outremer and pulled down 1831, and 
the leaning tower of Pench6e in the walls, near 
the Porte St. Martin. Lothaire I., St. Remi,and 
Marshal Serrurier were born here. It was taken 
by the AUies in 1814 and 1815. Clovis made it 
the seat of a bishop, who afterwards came to be 
styled Puke of Laon, &c. The oaves in the rock 
are worth notice. Manufactures of stockings 
hats, leather, nails; and a ^ade in com, wine^^ 
excellent artiohokes, &c. 

Conveyances to Soisaons, Rheims, St. Quentii^

From Laon, on the road to Mens, you past

was stopped in his flight trcm. Paris, with his 
queen, sister, and two children. 

DomufiLB (10 UL) in department Meuse. 

VxBoun, a sous-prtfecture^ fortified town, 
wtth a citadel improved by Vanban, and seat ci 
a diooess. Population, 10^77. Near the <dd 
Hdtel de ViUe of Henri Quatre's time, is a bronie 
statue cf Cheveret (a native), by Lemaire. 
Noted sugar phums and liqueurs are made here. 
In the last war, from the number of d6tenus^ it 
was more than half English, with Bn^ish shops 
*flrom London.' Bue Morelle, the main streeli 
was styled 'Bond Street;* races were hdd at 
Chamis^ and there was a hunt three times a week.

CUef town of department Vesges, on the Mo- 
selle^ in a hollow, on the side of the Vosges 
mountaini^ 1,060 feet above the sea, with the 
ruins of its old castle seated on a rock higher up.

Hofeto— De I'Europe, a very 9onA 
hotel la every lespect; Lcjeune, an exed- 
lent hotel, and highly rec9mmended. Fepol*- 
aon 66,200. Chief town of department 
Mueelle (hi the old Lorraine), a ftrst-elaM 
fortress, head quarters of a military divlsloB, 
•eat of a bidioprie, &c., in a flati^h spot 
oa a bend ot the Molesse, where the 
Seille Joins it at tke old three-rich bridge 
of Pont dee Has Grilles. It waa the 
capital of the Medio Mabrioe tai roman 
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lUMler Clorta, Aflvwirdt it was hdd sometimes 
by the Trench and sometimes hj the Gcnnan 
EaxpcTon, bat was ftnally annexed to Frano^ 
bi sfiite of * long siege by Charles V^ in l&S. 
Ax pre«ent it is a most important frontier post, 
and strongly furtifled with woriis by Vauban, 
hirt'«^^"g the DoaUe Couronne and Bello Croix 
FortSi built 172S-31. One of iU nine gates, that 
eaUod Porte 8t. Thiibaut, leads on the espla- 
nade, near the citadel, which is laid oat with 
walks and trees, and commands a fine pro^wct 
of the river and country, with its vineyards and 
woodland. 

Several quays line the rivers, which are crossed 
by as many as seventeen Inidgcs— as the Pont 
des Morts, &c.; some being vary short, and 
oId.£uhioned ; with water mills ap<m than. 
The Places d'Armes, de la Comedi^ snd Mo- 
seUe^ are the best squares. Most of the streets 
aire narrow and dir^ ; the houses are chiefly of 
sUhmv ^^ '^^ three stories high, and some 
curiously carved. 

The noble Cathedral, in Place d'Armea, with 
its flying buttresses, &c., was begun hi 1014 by 
Bishop Thierri, but not finished till 1646. It is 
pierced with a great number of windows, many 
beautifully stained by Busch, 1526. Its length 
is S98 feet; width of nave, 61 feet (of the tran- 
aq^ts, 46 feet) ; height of nave to the vault, 109 
feet (of the transepts, 43} feet); the two side 
dispels of the choir are 63 feet by 60 ; while the 
fothic q»ire, built in 1427, is Just as high as the 
church Is long, and carries an immense Ibell, 
weighing about 28,600 lbs. The very old font Is 
eaUed Cave de C^ssr (Cse^ar's tub). Several 
ffwinfff'* were held here l>etween 690 and 1280. 

Four or five other churches are of old date. 
One of the Knights Templars' round churches 
it In the large arsenal, which stands on the site 
ot an abbey of the tenth century, and contains, 
"besides 80,000 stand of arms, &c., u fiunous 
.bronse culverin, taken at Ebrenbreitstein, 16^ 
feet long, 17 inches wide at the muszle, weighs 
28^717 lbs., and the shot 176} lbs. An Ecde 
d' Application or practical school, for young 
•fflcers firom tho Polytecbnique, is attached to it, 
with a military library of 10,000 volumes, besides 
charts, plans, and MS. treatises. There are also 
. axtensive barracks, magazincB, a militaiy hospi- 
tal, — ^the latter an immense building, begun by 
Lools XV., hurgo enough for 1,600 patients, and 



wfaidi would aecommodate l,8fl0. At tlie palaia 

de justiee (once ibe Hotei de I'lntcndance^ an 

extensive stru c tur e, near the esplanade and 

tlie river, is the public library of 30,000 volumes

A 
castle stood on M<mt Olympe between 1639 and 
1689. Population 9,400^ who make nails, flre-armsfe 
iron gooods^ and trade in slate, coal, nuuhtob 
grain, &e. 

RntOQUB (15 kn.) 

RoGROT (11 kil.) or Rocroi, a fortress of die 
fourth dass, with a firontier custom-house or 
donane^ on a i^lain 1,190 feet above the sea, where 
the great Cond6, when Duke of Eiighicn and 
only twen^-two yean old, gained his famous 
victory over the Spaniards, &c., 19th May, 1643. 
The town stsnds among the forests of Ardennes, 
and was founded by Frands I. Population 3,600. 

From Rocroi, it is about 120 kil. to Valen- 
dennes, by way of Bellevue, La CluHf»elle, 
Avesnes, and Landrecy, described in Routes 11 
and 13; or it is about 80 direct to Mons, ha 
Bblqittm. 

FuM4T (16 kil.) on the Mouse, is noted for 
its ardoisieres or slate works, in the mountains 
here^ through which the river has made a deep 
cutting. An old castle stands upon it. Merinos, 
flannds, steam engines, glass, &c. are made. 
Popuktion 3,400. It was the centre of a little 
neutral q;K>t, joined to France 1770. 

GivKT (22 kil.) a fortified town on the Mensem 
dose to the Belgian firontier, in a hiUy and 
rather picturesque qpot, is composed of Pettt 
Givet, at the ead of the stone bridge, and Grand 
Givet, with Charlemont fort at the olherendt 
the latter being on a high rock. It was used as 
a depdt for English prisoners in the war, when 
the Rev. R. Wdfe voluntarily laboured among 
1 twdvtt hundred of them, preaching the go^po^ 
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fbnnlng ichooli, &o., m fdated In hia work, 
'English Prisoners in France.' It hu the 
drardies of St. HilaJre and Notare Dame, a 
lihrary of 6,000 yohtmea, and dianri>erof mann- 
faotures. Population 6,900. Pottery, pipes, and 
Iron goods are made. In the nelghboarbood is 
the old olUttMa of Mont d*Haao (near VImib

The station is a large pile of stone, 720 feet by 
S62, with a hangar or startlng-plaoe 1S8 feet wide. 
Leaving this, outside the barridre de Bercy, is La 
Grande Plnte, among wine, spirit, and oil ware- 
honies, which continue to Bercy, where a snspen- 
■ion-bridge crosses the Seine. The railway passes 
through the gardens (laid out by Le Ndtre), to 
the oh&teau of the time of Louis XIV. At Glia- 
renton, near the new fort, it crosses the Memo 
(which Joins the Seine a little below), by a iv*- 
arehed riadnicti ^raiMfi&% ^^ ^aD^^vfiom^ vc!i^'««*«>^*^ 
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from the old ten^ardi bridge to Al ort. (foi r are 
of wood). Charenton Is in a pleasant healthy 
spot, and has a conntry-seat, which belonged to 
Henry 1 Vth's miitreaB, Gabrielle d'Estr^ea, and 
an excellent lunatic asylum for four hundred 
powms, founded as far bade as 1644. Alfort is 
noted for its Government yeterinary college, 
founded 1766 by Bonrgelat. 
[ Vtii<;«nne«, to the east (6 miles from Paris,) 
in a forest, where nine roads meet, is re- 
markable for an ancient chiltean, now 
strengthened andrepaired, and made adepdt 
of artillery for the capitaL It was built 
fai 1337, by Philippe of Valols, on the site 
of Louis le Jeune's country seat, (as old as 
1137). Henry V. of England died hi it hi 
1422. Louis XI. nTed here^ and, as usual, 
made it a state prison. Charles IX. died in 
it, as did Cardinal Bfaiarin (1661), and here 
the Due d'Enghien, was brought from across 
the frontier, tried, and shot by Napoleon's 
order, 20th March, 1804. A marble piUar 
in the ditch marks the spot (* Hie ceddit,' 
here he fell). Louis XV. Hred here when 
young; Blirabean was a prisoner hera; 
the ministers of Charles X. were also sent 
here; and lately it was the reddence of 
the duke of Montpender. Here Thiers, 
Changamier, CaTalgnat^ &e. were <wn<in«d 
on the memorable 2nd December, 1861. It la a 
moated space 4,115 feet by 6M fiMt,.with re- 
mains of towers on the walk; and InclndeB 
three or four courts; tbetaU squsora doi^oi^ 
with round towers and torrets at the eomer, 
(now a powder magaabie) and la Salnte 
Chapelle, a later pointed building of the 
sixteenth century (b^nn 1879 by Charles 
v.), having three spires, the Due d'Enghien's 
tomb, good traoeried windows^ stained by 
J. Cousin, in which you see the .derioeB of 
Henry II. (an H.), and Diana de Poietiers 
(a crescent). Tha beantifkil amunuy Is 
/vorth seeing ; admission hj tidcet on Sat< 
vrday. A great fdte is held in the woods 
August 15th. Under its trees the ezceUent 
St. Lou<s used frequently to administer Jus- 
tice to his people. To the south of it is St. 
liaur-lc-Pont, on the right bank of the 
Mitme, near a canal of 3,640 feet, which 
cuts off a bend of that river, tunnelled 
through the rodi.] 



Leaving Choisy-Ie-Roi, on the right, across 
the Seine, you come to 

ViLLBx&cT£.ST.-GEoiuiES (9^ mOcs), on the 
Seine, where the Ydres Joins (crossed by a throo- 
arched viaduct), among many country seats. 
That of Beauregard, on a liill, commands a fine 
view. Coaches to DraveH, Vigneux, LimcU, 
Boi8ey.St.-Leger, Valenton. 

[Boissy (6 kiL east), is on a hill covered with 

, vineyards and country houses, in department 
Beine-et-Oise. Grosbdsdi&teauisncar it]. 

MoirroKKOH (l| mile.). In Senant forest, has a 
large ch&teau ; and coaches to Croene r Abbayo 
and VsUe d' Tdres. A large viaduct crossea 
the vaUey of the Tdres, leading oo to 

Brunot (2^ miles), which stands fai the forest, 
and had a dulteau of Louis xVlU., who farm 
an estate here^ with the title of Due de Brunoj, 
to our great Wellington, one of his many well*- 
earned rewards, though scarcely heard of tiD 
his death. It stands on the site of a favourita - 
seat of VhHUppe de Valol^and has achnroh of th« 
thirteenth century. Talma had a house here. 
Coadies to Quigne% Chanmos^ and to Ais- 
ComU-Boberi (9 klL east-south-east), the old 
capital of Brie, in a marshy but fartfla spot^ 
foimded In the twdfOi century by Robert de 
Dreux (brother of Louis VU.), who boOt tha 
old ndned eastle or Toor-de-Brie. BolMrt IL 
built St. Etifln«e^s gothio dinrofa, wbkh has 
some <dd tmnbs; the hdtd diea Is nearly as dd. 
Charies VIL took it from the English, 1440. 
Brie cheese^ pens^ tOes^ &c am made^ and there 
Is a good trade bi gndn. Pepolatioii 2,800. 

OoMBS-LA-VnxB (2^ mUeO antha Ydrea. 

LxBUSAnrr (3 miles). 

Cesson (4^ miles). Coaoh to Seine-Pert^ oa 
the Sehie. At 4| miles ftirther, an iron viaduct 
of three arohei^ eaoii 181 liset qpan, leads over 
the river to Mehrn. 

Bftunr. BoUU—IH Fhmoe; da k Geldra 
(Galley); dn Grand Monarqne (t«. Louis XIV.); 
du Commerce. Popnlatloa 6,900. Capital of 
departmoit Sdne-et-Mame^ and the Lodtmum 
of Csesar, in a pleasant spot on the Seine, which 
winds round an island here^ on which the oldest 
part of the town with its broad quays is seated. 
Two bridges, one called the Pont-aux Moulins 
(Windmill bridge), on several faregular ardies. 
Joins (his part to the quarters on the right and 
left banks; the latter being the best built, and 
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called St. Aspais, after an old solemn-looking 
gothic ohurch, which has some excellent stained 
windows. It stands on Grande Place, near the 
prefecture, which, with the ancient clock tower, 
was part of St. Pierre's benedictine abbeer, of 
▼ery early date (when Clovis took the town in 
494, it bad several convents, &c.), but damaged 
by the normans in their invasion, and finally 
ruined by Henry IV. in the wars of the League. 
On the ne, you see the house of detention, for 
this and four other departments, an enormous 
square pii«*t with two towers, &o. ; and the site 
(built on dnce 1740) of the chfiteau or pidace of 
the early French kings, where Philippe I. and 
Robert died, and Blanche, mother of St. Louis, 
kept her court; Isabella of Bavaria fled to it 
when driven out of Paris. Thero are a palais de 
justice in an old convent, a library of 10,000 
volumes at the prefecture a theatre, large bar- 
racks, &c. The English held possession between 
1420-30 ; and Bishop Amyot, grand almoner of 
France, and the translater of Plutarch, was bom 
here 1613. Trade in grain, wine, cattle. Brie 
cheese, &c. Conveyances: by rail, to Paris, 
Fontainebleau, Troyes, Auxerre, D^on, &c. ; by 
steamer to Paris, Montereau, &c. ; by coach to 
Nang^ Provins, La Chapelle, Gentiere, Mor- 
mant, Champeaux, Blendy, Morsenay, Milly, 
Malesherbes, Valence-le-Chatelet. 
{Nangis (23 kil. east), in a fertile hoUow of 
the Brie coimtry, has a population of 2^200, 
who trade in com, butter, cheese. Two 
towers of the cb&teau of its marquises 
remain, besides an andent gothic church. 
Napoleon defeated the allies here 1814. At 
21 kil. fluther is Provins (see Route 26). 
Near Mormant (10 kil. north-west of Nan- 
gis), which has a good spire church, are the 
old moated ch&teaux of Bressey and Orange^ 
Bleneau. In the latter Lafiyette lived, and 
was visited by Fox, who planted the ivy 
ov«r the gateway. It has portraits of Presi- 
dents of the United States, and of Franklin, 
Koidusko, BaUly, Rochefoucauld, &o., be- 
sides theflag of the Statee^ given to Lafayette 
in his last voyage to America.-^liales- 
berbes (30 klL south-west of Melnn), in a 
marshy part of the Esonne, under a liill 
covered by a fine ch&teau.] 
From MduD, on the rail, to D^on, you pass, 
Boib-i:.kRoi (3j miles), at the bordw ot the 



royal forest of Fontainebleau. The diiteaux of 
Peny (finely seated) and Roohetto; then 

Foirr AitrvBLSAXT, 6 miles (Hotel de 1 Algle Noir), 
remarkable for its oh&teau,where Napoleon abdi- 
cated l814, standing neir the town, which is • 
sous-prifeoture, in department Seine-et-ManMb 
hi a hollow of the forest, with 8,200 souls. It la 
well built, and has an Hdtd de Ville, a churdi, 
built 1624, the palais de Justice in Place du 
Marohg, with the bibliothgque of 28,000 vols. ; 
two hoq>ices founded by Anne of Austila and 
Madame de Montespan; a ch&teau d' can or 
reservoir in Rue Bawer, for supplying the foun- 
tains; and the obelisk to the south built 1770 
when Louis XVI. was married. 

The CMteau or Palace is an irregular pile 
composed of five or six courts hi different ages 
and styles, chiefly of brick and high-roofed; 
Joined together by galleries, and adorned with 
wall pahitings, Gobelin tapestry, chhia, &c. It 
orighiated 1162-9 in a hunting seat of Louis 
VII., called Fontaine de BeUe eauj after a spring 
here; though some explain it Fontaine-Bleaud, 
from a dog of that name. Philippele-Bel 
died in it, Frands I. greatly improved it ; it was 
the fiavourite seat of Henry IV. ; Louis XIII. 
was bom here^ as was Henry ni ; the great 
Cond6 died here, 1686, the year after Louis Xi V. 
signed here the Revocation of the Edict 6f 
Nantes; Louis XV. was married here, 1734; 
Napoleon too here married Marie Louise, 1810 ; 
signed the conoordat with Pius VII. (who 
was here a prisoner), 1812, and abdicated 1814; 
and here the late Doke of Orleans was married 
1837, since whidi the ohdteau has been restored 
in part. A gate called the Entree d' honneur, 
in Place Ferrare (firom which a railing 340 feet 
divides it), leads into the ihrst court, or Couir du 
Chewal Blane, so called firom the plaster cast of 
M. Aurelian's horse at Rome ; it is the largest 
court, and since Napoleon took leave of his guard 
in it, is commonly styled Cour det Adietix. The 
Cow de la Fontaine opens out to the gardens, arid 
has on one side the Salle de la belle Ghemin6e; 
here Charles V. was lodged with his suite, 1639 ; it 
has the apartments of the Queen-Mother, and of 
the Duke of Orleans. Cotir Ovale or du Doi^Joa, 
the most andent, is long and narrow, and en- 
tered by the Poite Dorde (with its frescos), 
firom die All^e Mnintenon ; another gtuc ia called 
Porte Dauphin, in mamiwe^ ^1L>aEk^\Ss&'^ ^\«««:&» 
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ZnL It indades a balcony on 45 pfllan, with 
wnrenJ rooms or salles, as the saUe de bal or 
faUety of Henry n., with pictnres; the aalles du 
totaa and du conseQ ; a library of S0,000 rob. 
in Francis Ts diapel, whose gallery of fireseoes 
by Boesi in here ; a small plain eabhieti where 
N^oleoa signed his abdication; the gaUeiy of 
Sdana, 1600, and its pictures, •by Pt^ol, &c. In 
the Cour de VOrangerie, is the gaDerie des 
eerft (ornamented with stag heads), where 
Christiana of Sweden put her servant Monal- 
desdhi to death, 1667. She Ured in the next 
eonrt, Cour cfesFrtnoe^ the smaOest of all. The 
last, or Cour des Cuisines, has the kitchens, &c., 
and was built 1609, and contains a fountain with 
bronxe masoarons or grotesque marks on it. 
The chapel was built 1629, by Henry IV., on the 
sHe of St. Louis's, and is richly decorated. 
Statues^ besides Jets d'eaui are dispersed oyer the 
gardens, especially a Telemachus by Canora, 
irtiich was Napoleon's favourite; the parterre 
du Tibre is the oldest; the new one on the south 
side has a large pond or 6tang ftiU of carp, and 
•ome waterfalls at the end where the canal goes 
oflT through the park, towards the old church of 
ATon (where a stone records that Ci-git Mona- 
DSLzi.) ; the park contains a Jardin Anglais^ a 
labyrinth, &c., and the royal treQle or vineyard. 

You walk firom the town directly into the Forest^ 
which is ^read over an extent ot 35,000 acres, on 
a white sandstonerock, with a vwy irregular sur- 
iSaoe. It ir nierced by scores of sentiers or paths ; 
and is taJl ot strikingly picturesque sites, some 
parts being green and well wooded, with magnifl- 
eentshadyalleys of oak, beech,'&c., nearly lOOfeet 
high, and groves of fir; others bare and rugged, 
or covered by patches of heath and broom. The 
wbxAB has been throroughly investigated by M. 
Benecourt, an enthusiastic resident, who has 
published an excellent plan, and about a dosen 
numbers of the 'D^lices de Fontainebleau,' 
eontaining minute itineraries of the best prome- 
nades, and points of view, as the Rocher d' Avon, 
Oilne des F6es, Mont Ussy, the Gorge de Fran- 
diard, and its hermitage where people rpend 
Whit Tuesday, the Gorges d' Apremont, and 
•nx Loups, the ValUe de la Solle, Calvaire, 
La Croix du Grand Veneur, &c. 

Trade in wine, finilt, paving stones, ornaments

RoyaIe;del'Ai^Roir. A steamer runs en the 
Sefaie to Parft. Coaches to Nemours^ Beau- 
mont, MontargiSy Chitean Landon, (frien, BriaM^ 
Cosne, Sancerre ($ee Route 26). 
A Ihie curved viaduct leads into 
THonsT (^ miles), near the Seine, Imt stUl in 
the forest; itisnotedforltsdioice Fontainebleau 
or ehasadas gn^es. Another viaduct leads to 
MoRBT St. MAMa (3 miles), on the Seine, 
where the Loing fiiOs in, having parts of its an- 
dent waDs and caede, and old church, buiU by 
Louis Vn, and dedicated by Beclcet when a 
reftigee at Sens. Henry rVs son, Antoine de 
Bourbon, UDed 1658; at Ga8tlenaudary,was Count 
of Moret. The Allies took it 1814. 

MoRTBBXAV (6^ mQes), on the river, where 
the Yonne Joins it, is the site of the roman 
Condate, under a' hiU whidi has die diiteau of 
Surville (i. e. Above town) on top, commanding 
a fine view of both rivers, thefar bridges, &e. 
Ni^leon beat the allies here 1814; and in the 
drarch is the sword (or a wooden copy) of Jean 
Sans-Penr of Burgundy,who ivas murdered on the 
old bridge overthe Sefaie,by Charles the Dauphin, 
fbr having kffled his fkther. Tm the Revolution, 
they used to shew his head,with a gash hi it. When 
Francis I. saw it, he observed that it seemed to be 
a very large hole. * Yes,' said a canon, *it ought 
to be, for the Engiidi entered France through it,' 
—tile murder bdng followed t^ a dvil war, 
wiiich otioonraged them to invade tiie country. 
Population 6,000, who make good tiles, porce- 
lain, and pottery, one work being in the Re- 
collets^ convent. The brandi railway to Troyes 
turns ofT here (see Route 26). 
Coadies to Cannes, Misy, Barb«y, IfftroOes. 
yiLLKtrsmrx-LA-GinrD (6^ ndles). 
PoRT-suB-Yoims (6| miles), at the bridge on 
the Yonu^ in a pretty wine country. 

Ssirs (7} mHea), a sous-prefecture, in de- 
partment Yonne, seat of an archdiocese, and the 
old cspitsl of the Senonee in Caesar's time, to 
whom tiiey made a bold resistance. It stands 
in a pleasant spot on the Yonne, near where the 
Vanne Joins; is weU built, and watered by Uttie 
brooks runnhig through the streets, and is en- 
dosed by remains <rf walls (used as promoaades) 
buiK by Charles V., on the top of those built by 
the Romans, on courses of large rough stones. 
Its gates are all andent-Iooking. Roman ways 
are traced in the neighboarfaood, bflildai ■•

•mpUtheatre. A coundl under St. Bernard met 
here. 1140, and condemned the works of Abelard, 
and here Pope Alexander sought reftige 1163, as 
did Beoket the year after. It was besieged by 
Henry IV ., hi 1690, and taken bythe AUies, 1814. 
St. Etienne's CaOiedral is a fine structure in 
the eariy gothic s^l^ replacing one burnt 
970, wliich was built by St. Savinien on 
the site of a Pagan temple. It has three porches 
and two towers, a large and richly decorated 
choir, rose and other windows stained by J. 
Consfai, a native; a marble mausoleum of Louis 
XVI., by Constou, with figures of Time, 
Coni^ugal Lore, Religion, &C4 the chapel of 
the Virgin; that of St. Savinien, with a bas- 
relief of his mar^rdom; the beautiftil bas-relief, 
nearly fdXf feet long, round Cardinal Duprat's 
tomb^ and the primate's throne. In the chapter- 
house they shew Beoket's mitre and other parts 
of his dress, beaUflf portraits of all the prelates. 
The diapel of the Hdtel Diea desenres notice 
Ibr its Taolts^ ftc. 

At the Hdtel d* Ville, which If in the renais- 
lanee s^^ is the museum, containing the 
original MS. of tiie Office des Fous, a festival, 
Ifte that of the boy-bishop, held here tni the 
sixteenth century. The public library of 12,000 
v<riumes is traced fai the college. There are a 
priests semiiiaiy, a nunnery in St Columbe's 
abbey, a salle de spectade on the esplanade, 
oaths^ ftc. No. 102, in Bue Dauphine is an 
ancient timbered house, with a carred genealogy 
of Jesus Christ on the fiuM of it. Outside the 
town is the old chlteau de Fleurigny ; the her- 
mitage of St. Bon stands on a hill, 828 feet above 
the river. Bazors and other steel goods are made, 
besides leather, Ac; it has a good trade. Popu- 
lation, 10^100. fiofel»—DerEcu (French Crown); 
de Faris; dn Grand Cerf (Great Deer). Coaches 
to Courtenay (22 kil. south-west; sm Route 25). 
Chftteaa Renard, Villeneuve I'ArchevSque. 
Troyes (sm Route 26), is 34 kil. ftirther. 
[Rigny de F&roa, 25 kil. east«north-east, up the 
Vannes, is remarkable for a churdi with a 
fine window, stained by Cousin, with the 
genealogy of Christ, and the life of St. Mar- 
tin. Cardinal de B^rulles was a native ; he 
takes his name firom a village to the south- 
east) whidi has one of the best bunt churches 
In the department* 3 
VvuEHxuTB-fva-Toiira (8f miles), or VQle- 



le-Roi, a pretty place on the Tonne, was bu&t 
by Louis Vn. in 1163, and has the tower of a 
royal ch&teau left, two gothic gates of thirteenth 
century, end a church partly as old, and 220 feet 
long, with a renaissance portal. Population, 5400. 
St. Julisn-db-Sault (5 mUes), on the river, 
opposite ViDe- Vallier. 

Joia.xY (7 miles), a 8ous-pr6fectnre at the 
bridge on the Tonne, takes its name firom 
Flavins Jovinus, the roman founder. It is steep 
in some parts, but has good points of view, and 
a long quay on the river. The Hdtel Dienwas 
built by Jeanne de Valois, and the haV- 
ruined cMteau by Cardinal Gondi, of the fifteenth 
century, includes St. Jean*s church, on the hill. 
The law court (tribunal) is placed in St. Andrews 
old priory chapel. Population, 6,100. The 
branch raU turns off here to Anxerre (17 miles), 
and Clamecy (ses Route 28). Coadi to St. 
Amand-en-Pnlssaye. 

Laroche (6| miles), Brienson (5} miles), ai« 
the next stations. 

St. Flobshtqi (5} miles), on the ArmanfoOf 
where the Armance Joins, and where the Canal 
de Bourgogne goes off by an aqueduct over the 
latter, is in a pleasant spot, with good prospeoti^ 
espedally firom a hill near the priory. The churdi 
was begun 1376, on the site of a rural chftteau, 
and has some stained glass, with a good choir 
&c. Coaches to Chailly, Ervy, Chablis, and 
Troyes (we Route 26). 
[Ervy (13 kil. east-north-east) on a rocky 
height above the Amance, in department 
Aube, commanding a fine view around, 
has some old houses and a porte or gate of 
its ancient walls.] 
FL005T (7^ miles), near the ArmanQon, which 
has a roman camp on its banks. 
[At Pontigny,10 kil. to the south-west,on theSe- 
rain,which abridge (pont) crosses, is the fine 
gothic churchof the dstercian abbey (founded 
1114), 310 feet long, 71 wide, and 67 high.] 
TomrxRax (8 miles), a sous-pr§fecture of 4,50f 
people, in a fertile wine country, on a rodqr 
hill over the Armangon, belongs to the Marquis 
de Louvois, whose old ch&teau was the seat of 
Margaret of Sicily, St Louis' sister-in-law, and 
founder of the rich hospital here for the sidk. 
It has on the face a large gnomon or dial^^laMA. 
there 1786, b^ ¥«tws^S5^»X,^\stf«fi^^^'t^^;^^^5^^ 
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town walls renuin. The best promenade is the 
P&tis. In Faubourg Boiirberreau a spring called 
Fosse Dionne, falls into a basin 42 feet diam eter. 
St. Pierre's church, near the hosoital, over the 
town, has a gothic clock tower, and carved efflgiea 
of Marguerite, and the Marquis de Louvois, who 
was Louis the Sixteenth's war minister, — the 
latter by Girardon. There is a large horse 
market (marche-aaz-chevaoz) here. It was 
sacked by the English, 1359, and ravaged by the 
plague 1569 and 1632. The Chevalier d'Eon was 
a native. Trade in white and red wine, force- 
meats (andouillettes), snaili^ stone for sculp, 
tore, &c. Ec*eU—D9 Lion d'Or (Golden Lion) ; 
de la Posto. Coaches to Chablis, Chaonrce, 
AvaSon, Auzerre, Les Kioeys, and Troyes. 
iC^uOUt (12 kn. west-south-west), on the 
Serain, is noted for its white wines, and 
stands near traces of a roman way to 
Auxerre. Population, 2,000.] 
Tahlat (5 miles), has the fine ch&tean of the 
Marquis de Tanlay, one of the best preserved in 
this part of France, and a specimen of the re- 
naissance style, which succeeded the gothic. It 
was begun (on the site of an earlier) 1550, by 
Francois de Collgny, brother of the admiral 
who was killed on Bartholomew's day, and 
finished 1642, from designs by Le Muet, having 
cost about four million firancs. It forms a high 
roofed quadrangle, with low round domed towers 
at each end of tlvB open side, and a g^tevray in 
the middle. In the interior Is a large picture 
gaUory, with frescos of the leaders of Coligny's 
day; also a highly decorated chapel; and the 
grounds comprise gardens, avenues, a canal, 
di&teau d'eau (water works), park, &c. 

After passing the two tunnels of Losine and 
Pas^ (about 1,740 and 3,280 tL long), you come to 
Ahct-le-Fbanc (8{ miles), among forests and 
forges, on the Armangon, vdth a fine oh&teau be- 
longing to the Marquis de Louvois, built between 
1555 and 1622, from the designA of Primaticdo; 
a square pile with paintings at each comer, and 
decorated with frescos firom the Pastor Fido, by 
Nicolo del Abate. Coaches to Chatillon (36 kil 
east ; see Boute 26), Avallon (34 klL south-west ; 
see Route 28). 

Mum-soDs-IUviBia (3{ miles). Coaches to 
Bourbons-les. Bains, Chatillon, Chaumont, Bar- 
rar-Aube, Langres, Bar.«nr-Sein^ Froyes (see 
MoutmaSuBd 37). 



Aist-sub-Armak^ok (5 miles). 
MoNTBARD (6 miles), a pretty spot on the 
Brenne, in department Cdte d'Or, the birth- 
place of Buffon and Daubenton. The chiteau 
of the former stands among gardens and avenues, 
on the hill, at the top of which are the walls of 
the great naturalist's study, called the tower of 
St. Louis. Population, 2^400. Coaches to Semur, 
Saulieu, Autun (see Route 28), Avallon, Chatillon, 
Chaumont^ Langres, Neufch&teau (see Route 19). 
[Semiwr (14 kil. south), on a picturesque 
granite rock over the Armangon (crossed 
by a high one-arched bridge, and another), 
is a sous-pr§fecture of 4,200 souls, and was 
the old fortified ci4;iital of the Auxoix dis- 
trict hi Burgundy, to which Henry IV., in 
the troubles of the League, 1490, trans- 
ferred the Dijon parliament. It is divided 
into three parts, the Bourg, the Donjon, and 
the Chiteau; the last is now a barrack, and 
the four great towers of the dox\)on are dose 
to the bridge. Notre Dame church, built 106&^ 
by Robert I., 213 feet long, has a triple portal 
between square towers in the front, an an- 
cient pulpit, and bas-relieft over the west 
porch, of the death of the founder's predeeea- 
sor,Dalmace, whom they say he poisoned. A 
manuscript of the eleventti century is at the 
Ubrary; which contains 16,000 volumes; 
there are a college, theatre, new abattoir, 
&o. Salmasius was a native; ^i!bt defence 
of Charles I. produced Milton's 'D^enaio 
pro populo AngUeano* Several falls of the 
river are near, and at Mont- Auxois isa roman 
camp. Druggets and coarse woollens are 
made ; trade in wine,cattle, com,fruit,honey, 
&c. HoUls—De la Cdte d'Or ; du Dauphhi. 
Saulieu (25 kil. south-south-west of this), aa 
old walled-up place, among woods and lakes^ 
having two ancient churches, with traces of 
a roman temple, and a way to Autun. 
Vauban was bom at St. Leger-de-Fouche- 
roise, near this.] 
Les Lauhks (9 mis.), is near AlisorSt. Reine^ 
the Alesia of Csesar, which Verdngetorix helc 
for seven months against him. St. Relne abbey 
has good sulphur baths, and is not flir firoic 
Flavigny domhiican priory, lately established by 
Abb^ Lacordaire. Coaches to Semur, SauKeu, 
Avallon, Vitteanx, and PouIUy. 
[Vitteaoz (10 Ul. south), a pretty tttOt plsee 
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on fh« Brmine, among Tinoyards, rocks, and 
woods, with an old chiteau, razed 1638. 
'Woollens are made, and it is noted for its 
praneS) &c.] 

VxBRBT (13} miles) bas a fine chStteau, used 
for a department school of agriculture. Coaches 
to 8t Seine and Vitteauz. 

1st. Seine, or Seine VAbbaye (~ Ul. north- 
east), in a deop Tall^ among the hills, has 
a good ehnroh, which bdonged to a bene, 
dictine abbey, founded, 626^ by Seyne, son 
of Comte de M6mont. j 

B1.AI8T-BAS (Pi miles), a small Tillage, re- 
markable for its Ittfwiel, opened 1849, after 3^ 
years' labour, as many as 2,600 men being some- 
times employed by the contractor, M. Debains. 
Its length 184,100 nietres (13,452 feet, or 2} mOes), 
and it runs through a mountain, 1,940 feet abore 
the sea, or 643 above th« railway. Though the 
tunnels of Mauvage (on the Rhine and Mame 
Canal) and La Nerthe (on the ATignon and 
Marseilles Railway) exceed it by a length of 
60O or 600 metres, this is on a larger scale, and 
is, in truth, one of the greatest works of the kind 
in Europe. The cost was above £400,000. It 
falls towards D^Jon, in H>proaching which the 
country is so hilly that the line is a succession of 
tunnels and viaducts. Five tunnels have a length 
of 2,624 feet ; and of nine viaducts, four are 660 
to 1,080 feet long, and two on a double row of 
arches. Coaches to Sombemon (whldi has re- 
mains of a fine castle of the dukes of Burgundy), 
Commarin, Amay-le-Duc, Autun {tee Route 28), 
Foidlly, and Vitteaux. 

Ualais (5 miles), the next station, is ap- 
proached by a viaduct 65 feet high. That of 
Combe-de-Fain, on a double row of arches, is 
147 feet high. 

Plombiekxs (4^ ndles), in a pleasant spot, has 
a good church, and a country seat of the Bldiop 
of D^on, wUch is 2} miles beyond, through 
deep cuttings in the rode. The terminus com- 
mands a view of the mountains of Cdte d'Or, and 
the pinnacles and towers of the old city oi 

Dijon. Hotd$—J>n Parc^ a flrsUrate house, 
and highly recommended; de la Cloche; de la 
Galere; duLiond*Or; du Chapeau Rouge ; du 
Geneve. Ca>Ss— Thibault, in Rue de la Libertd ; 
Jussaume, near the tiieatre; de la Commie, &c.

Population, 28,000. A fine old town, the capital 
of department Cdte d'Or (formerly of Burgundy \ 
seat of a bishopric, a imlversity (or college), a 
military division, &c., and centre of the Bur- 
gundy wine district; Is fai a rich plain on tba 
Ourche, where the Suzon Joins it, not flur trotfi 
the C^te d'Or hUls. It was the roman Vi'MH^ 
and after being a separate lordship, came to tli* 
dukes of Burgundy, who redded here, in what 
is now the museum. The streets are Irrega1ar« 
but dean and well-paved; the houses of gtoxto^ 
sddom more than two stories high. Wat«r te 
brought to a reservoir from a distance of 
16 miles. There are five gates in the <AA 
walls, which are planted, and surrounded 
(outside) by handsome public walks^ such as the 
Retraite, Creux d'Enfer and its fountain, Cours 
Fleury, the Marronniers, near the GuiUatpne 
Gate, the Jardin d'Arquebuse or botanic gardlen 
(where there is an enormous poplar, 25 fset 
round, planted 1550), and the Pare, laid out by Lo 
Ndtre,near the Ourche. The chief buildings are— 

St.Benigue's Cathedraly a gothic pUe of the 
twelfth century, 227 feet long, by 93 wide, and 
89 high, having a good wooden spire, 328 feet 
high ; the martyrdom of Stephen over the portal 
(by Bouchardon), and the tombs of Kiilippe !• 
Hardi and his son, Jean sans Peur (whose bodiea 
were d'scovered in good preservation, 1841). 

The old cathedral of Notre Dame, buHt be* 
tween 1252 and 1334, is 151 feet long, and indudes 
a good porch, from which the statues have hem 
torn away ; a well-balanced roof, a group of the 
Assumption (by Dubois). The andent clock 
made by Jacques Biarques, a Dutchman, was 
given by Philippe le Hardi in 1382. St^Miobaers 
church, of the sixteenth century, is a mixtme of 
gothic and Italian (or renais8ance)style8^bout 200 
ft. long,with a portal by H. Sambin. St. Anne's, 
at the orphan^ hospital, has a dome 52 ft. across. 

Le PdlaU dee Etats, in Place d' Armes, which 
belonged to the dukes, and was afterwards used 
by the provincial states, has been new fronted. 
What remains of the old palace are the great 
tower (now the observatory), finished by Charles 
the Bold, the guard-room, the Utdiea, and 
carved mantd-piece, 30 feet high. Here are 
kept the archives of the ducby, a cabinet of na- 
tural history, a library of 45,000 vols, (berides 
680 MSS. and 2,400 medals^^ asA ^ TccoaMssw. 
which InxflNAsa \^!i:ft9QX«^^Q(A ^s«^ ^^^ ^v.'^wst*** 
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(who WM bora it Fontaines, 2 kfl. off), and the 
-fine effigies of dukes Philippe and Jean, which 
b.fore the reTolutionstoodin the Chartreuse con- 
Tent ton the Baumur road). The prefecture 
and palaia de Justice are large buildhigs ; the 
theatre, tn Place St. Etienno, is another, behig 
900 feet by 70, with a portioo of eight piilan. 
St. Etienne's old church is a market. The 
public baths are in Place d'Armes. There are 
besides a g«nttral hospital, cavalry barracks, a 
coUege, school of arts, botanic garden, &c. 

Bossuet (Bishop of Meaux), Cr^billon, PIron, 
Daubenton, the Due de Bassano (Maret) were 
natives. Trade in wine (Cluuaabertin, Beaune, 
Voiftgeot, &c.), gndn, wool, leather, vinegar, 
good mustard, &c.; a few woollens, cottons^ and 
•iOEB are made. 

Convevances, by ndlway, to Paris, &c., and to 

Chalons (thence by steamer to Lyons, in all 18 

hours). Ooaches to Nancy (see Route 16), Mul- 

house (28 hours, Pontarlier, Besangon («ee Route 

SO; a railway Is projected in this direction), 

Cray, D61e (see Route 29), Geneva. 

{Oray (50 kil. north-east), up the Sadne, where 

it becomes navigable, is a 80us-pr6fecture of 

6,600 persons (department Haute- Sadne), on 

a hill-side, and was the favourite seat of 

Philippe-le-Long's wife, Jeanne, where as 

many as ten religious houses were founded. 

It was fortified, 1420, and suffered cruelly 

in the civO wars; the streets are crooked and 

old fashioned. Farts of the castle are left ; 

and it has also a good bridge and quay, to 

which steamers from D^on come ; a Hdtel 

de Ville, built 1568, a Ubraiy of 6,000 vols., 

salle de spectacle, and a very superior mill, 

with 14 wheels, for grinding com, oil, tan, 

&c. Hotel— Jiu Sauvage. 

At 18 kil. north-west of it is Fontaine-Fran- 

caise, marked by a pillar, where Henry IV.,

From D^on, on the railway to Chalons-sur- 

fiaflne, near the Cdte d'Or hills, and through the 

Burgundy wine district, you pass La Baraque and 

CitrREr, or Gitray (6| miles), in a picturesque 

Villey, near the vineyards of Chambertin, Cham- 

bolle, Morey, Gilly, &c. 

VouoEOT (3| miles), where the finest Bur- 
fttn<1y wine is made, 6 to 8 fir. a bottle.

Beauvb (5^ miles), a sous-prtfectnre, under 
the Cdte d'Or, and centre of the wine trade, with 
11,600 people, on the Bouzoize, having <^ian« 
cellor Bollin's hoq;>ital, founded 1443, in the 
gothic style (with a court, &c.) ; also a library 
of 26,000 vob. and museum, two old churdies, a 
belfry of the fourteenth century, a com market 
(halle au bl6), the fountain of Aigue, public gar- 
dens and baths, a theatre. Sec, Monge, the 
mathematician, was a native ffoteli — Dm 
France; du Commerce; du ChevreuiL 

The vineyards of Pomard, Volnay, &c., arc 

near. Coaches to Nolaj, Antun, MouBim^ 

Amay-le-Duo^ and BUgny. 

INolay (18 kil. south-west), in a white wine 

country, at the bottom of a narrow valley, 

has a good spire church, and the tower of 

its old chiteau. On the promenade is la 

Joumde fountain; and at Bout-du-Mocde 

(End of the World), at the source of the 

Cusanne (4 kil. off), is the fine fall of Mene- 

vault, 66 feet down into a rocky hollow 

below. On (^atillon hill a roman camp ia 

seen. Population, 2,000.] 

McBSAULT (4^ miles) has some noted white 
wine viiieyards, and a spire church. 

Chaoxt (5^ mres), on the Deheune, and the 
Canal du Centre, under which the railway Ja 
carried by a tunnel. Coaches to Di^oi (see 
Route 51), Genelard, B!anzy, St. Beraln, St. 
Leger, and St. oreuzot.

Hotel— DeB Trolf Faisans. 

Population, 16,000. 

A sons-pr6fecture in department Sa5n#> 
et-Loire, and an ancient place, in a good 
situation for trade, being on the Sa6n«, 
where It is navigable to Lyons, and whence 
the Canal du Centre (cut in 1791) proceeds 
to Johi the Loire at Digoin. It is Ceesar's 
ikAUkmum, a town of the .S^uit which 
he mAde a Roman granary. Both Avgw- 
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tw and CboftaaUne fUted tt. AttUa took it 
after a siege, 461 ; and the Saracens, in 732. It 
•uifercd in the wan between Louis XI. and Us 
restless vassal, Cbarlos the Bold, who held it as 
iwrt of Burgundy, the vinoyarils of which begin 
about here. Gharies IX. built tha citadel here. 
2663. In the wars of the League it was the 
Duke of liayenne's head quarters. The 
Austrians took i^ 1814. The soil is very fer- 
tOe; the broad quay offers a rather good view; 
and th^ say the Daiqthin^ Alps, though 120 mBei 
0fl; may be seen (I) AstonebridgeofSairdheii 
with its piers carried above the top> in the shape 
of pyramids^ Joins St. Laurent, on nn island in 
the river, where there is an old hospital (1628) 
with public baths attached, and a promenade. 

The head church, w cathedral (once the seat 
of a bishop), is of the thirteenth century, with 
two modem towers, and is about to be restored. 
There is another church (St. Pierre), a new 
Hdtel <ie Ville, bibliothdque of 10,000 vols., 
paliUs de Justice (law court), saUe de spectacle, a 
pretty oonetery, a fountain, with a figure of Nep- 
tune in the Flaoede la Beanne (wliich has an old 
gate near it), a oollege, and a granite obefisk, in 
Grand Bu^ on the canal At2kiltotheeastisthe 
church of St. Blaroel's abbey,where Ab^lard died. 

Manufactures of silk hose, hats, leather, oil 
flrom oole-seed (for which there are crushing 
mills), briokfl^ tUes, beet-root, sugar, white beer, 
barges, and ecailles d*ablettes, for mock pearia. 
Trade in these, Bturgundy wine, grain, timber, 
&e., which find their way there as an entrepot 
for the north and east of Franoe. 

Conveyances by nil to Paris, Dijon, &o.; 
by ootoh to Lons-Ie-Saulniw (tee Route 81), 
Charolles, Bfarcigny, Koanne, Vioby, Moulins, 
Nevers (see Routes 83 and 61); and to Lyons 
(vift Macon), near the course of the Sadne, 
when the river Ip not navigable, in 16 hours 
(about 160 kn). The banks of the Sadne 
are flat at first but cultivated with fruit trees 
and vineyards. Barges traverse the stream all 
day long. The railway takes the direction of 
the road.

Remi, St Loup, and its old castle ; Mamy and its 
paper mills ; Orme9,whieh had a bridge in Roman 
times; Senecey (18 kU. by road, in the interior), 
with its iron works, and ruins of Ghiteau Ruifey. 

Tomunrs (10 kil.), an ancient town of 6,400 
population, on the west, at the new suspension 
bridge on five piers, having an Hdtel de Ville, 
With a black granite pillar in front, and a hospi- 
tal of the thirteenth century, an old half Norman 
church near St. Philibert's Abbey, founded 876^ 
&0., and a slab (over the house where he vas 
bom, 1726^) to J. B. Greuae the painter. 

Manufactures of pottery, leather, beer, sugar* 
&c. ffotels—'De I'Europe, du Sauvage. 

UoaxzT, on the west, is said to be peopled by 
descendants of Saracen settlers. 

St. Albik (16 kO.), on the west, near Fleur- 
rille bridge, and nearly opposite Pont de Vauz, 
which is a pretty village in La Brease, or depart- 
ment Ain, noted for its capons. 

[To the west of St. Albin, about 6 miles in 
the interior, is C7tmy,wluchhastbedoister8, 
• abbot's house, a chapel, and two towers of 
the famous Benedictine abbey, the head of 
that order, which was destroyed at the revo- 
lution, 1789. The church was 600 feet long. 
It was rich in MSS., and the revenue was 
70,000 livres.] 

At 14 kU. further is 

Macok. Hotds—Ihx Sauvage, de 1* Europe, 
des Champs Elys^es. Population 12,000. Thia 
chief town of department Sadne-et-Loire, on a 
low hill, in a fertile spot, was once the roman 
yfatiseo JEduorvm, seat of a diocess, and of a 
county called the M&connais, which was sold by 
the Burgundian dukes to France, 1241. It was 
ravaged by the Huns and other invaders, and 
suffered in the religious wars of 1662 from both 
parties. The Austrians took it 1814 after a little 
fighting; Napoleoowasreceived 16th April, 1816. 
Like all old towing moat of the streets are oar* 
row and dirty; but it has pretty walks and go jd 
prospects in the neighbourhood. Yroxxk the 12- 
arch bridge leading over to St. Laurent, and 
lately altered and improved, you may even see 
Mont Blane; the bridge itself replaces aFOni 
Jttd, built, they say, by the Jews whom Philippe 
le Bel expelled. 

St. Vincents new church, in Place d' AvtnMk

(pulled down 1686), and was the bishop's paUoe. 
A public library and theatre are at the Hdtel de 
ViUe, the old seat of the Counts Montrerel. 
There are two hospices for incurables and or- 
phans, a palais de Justice in pretty grounds, and 
some old houses in Rue de I'Oratoire. One of 
the best buildings is the hdtd de Seneeoy. 
The Miconnais women wear a peculiar head- 
dres«. About 3,000 reman coins were found 
here 1764, with a few marbles; and a roman way 
may be traced towards Autun. Lamartme, the 
republican sta t es m a n and poet, is a native, and 
has a seat at St. Point (12 kil.), in a beautiftil 
spot among the Charolais hills, near an old 
castle. Pottery, leather, &c. are made ; trade 
In wine (f j om Thorins, Moolin-i-Vent, Boman- 
6che, which was a mmaa station, &o.), grain, 
cattle, timber, &•• OUnreyanoes, by steamer, 
to Lyons, Chalons ; by coach to MouUn% Bonrg,

St. BoMAnr (16 Idl.) at the snspenrion bridge 
on the ilrer, nearly opposite Thoissey, in the 
Dombes (to the east) ; while to the west of it is 
Romanftcbe, which has a manganese mine, and is 
noted for whio called Moulin^Vent (Windmill).

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Ami (B kil.), below St. Bernard Bridge, iu a 
beautiftil country, proverbial for its fertility, 
has a church, on the dte of Aunuatos Cnsar*!

Furtper t.n, 
you leave on the right Mont d'Or (1.000. feet 
high), so called from its rich appearance in 
outumri, and having a view which takes in the 
fine plains of Burgundy and Lyounais, and tU« 
Dai;q^hin6 Alps. 



Kbovixxs on the west, has a snspensfon 
bridge. Rochetaille. on the west, near Couson 
bridge has a cutting (tailie) through the reck, 
made by Agrippa for his Roman way, and part 
of an old 6h&teau« 

Fourislands, called Bead* Albigny, come nest. 

Mont Cindre, on the right, has a hermitay* 
0^ the top, whence there is a flue view of the 
valley of the L^tra. St. Cyr and St. Didier 
have quuries which abound with foeails. 
Another bridge Joins CoUcmges to Fontame, 
on the >efc. Below this is St. Rambert's very 
ancieut abbey diurch, on lie Barbe, wiiich has 
a suspension bridge to each bank of the Sadno. 

Three more bridges bring you to the suburba 
of Lyons, which is 81 kil. below Villefrancbe^ 
in a fine spot, something hke the Avon, at 
Clifton, where the Sadne falls Into the Rhone. 

As the train approaches Lyons, the soena 
becomes exceedingly fine, and immediately 
above Uie dtj you lo jk down upon it, extend, 
hig along the banks of the two great rivers, 
surrounded by an amphitheatre of hills. Fine 
country seats, garoens, and vine>arda are 
spread over the landscape. Entering the town 
by the quay of the Sadne, it asstunes a pic*, 
tuesque appearance, the grey rough rocks pco-' 
truding between the lofty buUdings prodooea 
an odd and ftfagMifti* mixture of nature and 
art.

hotel, very highly commended. Mr. Glover is 
English.

Chapel Evangelique, in Bue de r Arbre Sw, 
where the English service is read on Bnnday 
afkemoons. MM. Buisson, Aesohimann, daire 
are French Protestant pastors here. 

This old and populous city is the capital of 
department Rhdne, head of a military division, 
seat of an archbishopric^ of the silk trade, &c., 
on the grand route to Marshes and Italy, in a 
fine spot at the Junction of the Badne and Rhdne, 
in a circle of hills crowned with country seats, 
trinoyards, and mulberry trees. Great part (the 
3ourg) stands on the tongue of land between 
rivers,— the Badne stealing quietly by and losing 
ksfflf in the Rhdne, which rushes past with a 
•trong tide towards the Mediterranean. The 
point where they now Join (Mulatidre bridge, 
which the St. Etienne rail passes over) is some 
distance south of the old Junction (near Ainay 
bridge), and the land thus reddmed and called 
Peraohe^ alter the architect who efTeoted it by 



taming the course Of the Sadne^ If laid oat end 
partly built on ; it includes the Cours de Midi, 
Champ de Mar« ^where-an equestrian statirt 
oTNapoleon was placed, 1862), the rail'tenni- 
nus, &C. 

The roman d^, founded 47 b.o. by Lnoiaa 
Munatius Flancus, the consul, and called LueH- 
dunum, and Lugdunum after him, occupied .tha 
west side of the Sadne (which was not crossed 
tUl the ninth century), on the hills of St. Sebas- 
tian and St. Just, where Fourridre's church 
stands. Great roads made by Agrippa want 
hence to the north, (through the Pierre Sdsse 
or Rochetaille i. e. cut rock), and to Spain, Mar- 
seilles, and Italy; Marc Antony constructed the 
aqueducts, of which there are remains on Mont dT 
Or, at Pilat, and other places. It was taken by the 
Huns, and by the Saracens (726); became the 
capital of Burgundy; and was at length h^ by 
its archbishops. The people began to ohoosa 
their magistrates 1195. Philippe le Bel inoor- 
porated it with France, 1310. It suffered mndi 
from the religious wars of the sixteenth eentmy 
when the Protestants of the Cevennes were 
hunted down. One of their leaders, the Baron 
dee Adretfl^ took it by surprise 1662. But It 
revived upon the issuing ofthe edict of Henry IV 
as mentioned below. A pestilence 1628^ OKried 
off 35,000 pe<q;ile in three months. At tha re- 
Tolution it sided with the Gfarondists, and was 
dreadftilly punished by the revolutionary leaden 
who, In 1793, s«it against it an army of 00^000 
men; after a siege of three months it ylsidad, 
andthesoenes which followed by order eftho 
infamous Collet d* Herbols and CouUion, were 
as bloody and terrible as the Noyades at Kantee 
(see JUtonfi Hittoiy). The Austrians took it 
1814, and carried the keys to Vienna ; It opened 
its gates to N^;M>leon, 1816^ during the hundred 
days; and was the scene of insurrection Ittl- 
34, at the cost of hundreds of lives. 

Lyons proper, with Fourvidres, St. F07, 9te., 
contains a papulation of 160,000; La OniUotiara 
and LeBroteanx,ontheeastorIeftbankofthe 
Rhone, the richest quarters^ 84,000; CroIzBeuMa 
and St. Paul, to the north, where the weavart 
I Ure (the master manuftotarers, in ft. Cbir)^ 
20,000; Vaiss to the north-west on ttae Sadne^ 
8,000 : making a total of 222,000. The people 
are intelligent and Jocose, fond of 
argnmenta, and ii(httB%<9a^Qbi4«nEtiMik 
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1881-4» prove); bat tb^ are mall-riMd, lad as 
poor and miserable as tbe ^> tt a lfleld s we a vers, 
who are their consfais, by a few removes, being 
desooidants of the Protestant ezDes driven out 
of Lyons and other parts of France in 1685^ at 
the revocation of theEdiot of Nantes. Thisedlot, 
vhen passed by Henry IV., 1698, bronght peace 
io the French Protestants^ and espedally to 
Lgrons; but its revocation by Louis XIV^ sent 

100,000 fiunilies into foreign countries, and so 
redoMd the ottgr that • oentniy after C1787); there 
were but 7,600 workmen In it This act of winked 
folly made Christiana of Sweden say that Louis 
XIV. had cut oif his left hand with his right. 

The silk trade was first introduced by Italians 
in the fifteenth century, who fled from the dvO 
wars of thdr own oonntry. Colbert encouraged 
the planting of mulberries; fisrrandines were 
invented 1630, by Ferrand; poplins about 1700; 
velvets and molr^es 1730; and the Jacquard 
loom 1815. Othw staple trades are dyeing, hat 
making (45,000 yearly) ; gold and silver work* 
and b^outerie (trinkets), to the value of 13 
million fjrancs; chemicals and varnishes, stataied 
papers, beer and liqueurs, soap, tanning, steam- 
engines, and machinery,— water power for the 
works being close at hand. Design Is promoted 
by the £colc des beanz arts (sdiool of fine 
arts), founded 1805, by Napoleon, nnder five 
professors; and by another Institution (^ool« 
deserts st metiers, Ce. practical arts and 
trades) called La Martiiddre, which Is self-sap. 
porting (f) A oonsell des prud'h<mmieSk <.«. • 
m^ n ^g committee of mastos and men, settles 
dij^utes about wages, &c 

One of the best views of the city Is from the 
heights of La Pape, near the Strasbourg road, 
where you see it spread below you, with Us rivers, 
luays^ bridges, and f anbourgs, and catch a pros- 
pact of the country, with the Dauphiny Alpsi 
and even Mo&t Blanc in the distsnoe (100 mQes 
away). Another view may be had from the 
telegraph over St. Iren6e, or from the church of 
Fonrvidres, at the belvedere or observatory, 
above the west bank of the Sadne, and readied 
by Tilsit or Palais bridges. Go also to Qua! 
St. Clair, and to QuiUotidre bridge, at sight, 
whenthedtyisUtup. About 18 forts strei^gfthen 
the points around, most of them built dnoe 
1831-4, when the insurgent woaven^ &e., were 
ont down by the soldlsty with great bloodibed. 



The largest are Forti Caloirt, Mont«Rds| Bco. 
teaux, Villeurbanne, Iren^e, &c. 

Broad quays, as usual in French ports, IliM the 
river banks, the best of whidi are — Quali 
St. Antoine, des Cdestins (near the theatre end 
cafgs), d'Angoul&ne, and de rHdpital (<m tbm 
Rhdne), St. Clair, &c.: there are 28 in alL Tbe 
RhOne Is about 660 feet broad on the aTcnse^ 
and crossed by six bridges, whidi are (beginning 
from tne north), Bt. Clalr, smq>ensfon brlOgw; 
Morand, of wood, bunt 1774, leading to Broteanz ; 
la Fayette, foundation on stone piers, 70O fiset 
long; I'Hdpital, suspension, opposite the general 
hoQ>ital ; la Guillotidre (having a good proq>ect)b 
the oldest and longest, being 1,617 feet from end 
to end, on 17 stone arches (when first buil^ 
1190, H had 20), of which 8 are usually hi ttm 
water; Napoleon, suspenidon, the latest bnflt. 
Eleven or twdve bridges cross the Sadne, whidk 
is firom 330 to 500 feet broad. Beginning at the 
south, where it Joins the Rhdne, we have the 
two Mulati^ bridges— one being used for the 
railway ; the Napoleon ; Ainay, near that diurch ; 
TOsit, one of the best, on 6 arches, 393 feet longr t 
du PiJaiiB^ near the palaJs de Justice ; du Change^ 
rebuilt shice 1840; Feuillge, very degant, witb 
Uons at the ends; Sgrin, to Vaise; Verreric; 
Gare^ suspension ; and the suspendon bridges of 
the Barbe. Some^ as la Guffloti^ are longer 
than there would seem to be need of, on aceonnt 
of the floods, which swdl both streams after enw 
tinned rains. Inundations are recorded in 592, 
1670, 160% 1611, and especially 1840, when boate 
floated in Place de Bellecour, Place des Jacobin^ 
and les Broteanz. By means of its rivers and the 
canals wbteh fUl into them, Lyons communicatee 
with all the great towns. 

The houses are in general Ug^ but the streets 
narrow and badly paved so that however pleasant 
the town looks in summer, it is shocking in rainy 
or snowy weather,when,fh>m its dtuAtion,it is rwy 
misty. Some of the oldest houses worth notice are 
In Bne St Jean,Bae Laineris^ Bue do la Poulallle. 
rie (old H6tel de Vffle), Bue Merddra^ Bue St. 
Guze, (cpmmandery of lialta) ; also on Quai de 
Flandre (house of Boi de Ribands), Qnai FuU 
diiron, Place d'Albon. The Passage del' HApital 
is a covered way or arcade of modem date. 

There are several public places or squares. 

Place Bdlecour, 1,017 fet^t by about 690, fills 10 

I aores (Lincoln's Inn is 13^), and has a bronae 
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of Looifl XIV., by Lemot, put up 1828^ to replace 
one thrown down, 1793, by Couthon, the terrorist, 
who eleo ordered some of the best houses here 
to be razed. Place de Terreaux is small, but 
marked by the Hdtel de Ville and the palais des 
arts. Here Cinq Mars and De Thou were 
executed, 1642, for conspiring against Richelieu ; 
and the guilloUnewas set up 1794. Place du 
Merid^ or dee Cordeliers, a good point of view, 
has a column 70 feet high, with a channel in it 
shewing the direction of the meridian, and afigure 
of Urania on the top^ put there 1768, by Payet. 
In. Place des C^estins stand the theatre, &c.; 
Place du Change has the protestant chapel; 
Place Sathonay, so called after a mayor, is oppo- 
site the Jardin des Plantes (botanic gardens). 
Place Louis XVIII., near Cours de Blidi, at 
Perache, and Place Louis XVI., at Broteauz, 
are both large and square ; Place de Perron, on 
a point of Croix Bousse, has a statue of the 
Homme da Peuple (man of the people) ; and 
Place St. Jean, near the cathedral, contains a 
fountain groiq^ of the baptism of Christ, by Bon- 
naiasieu. There are few other foimtains worth 
remark. A long promenade is laid out in Avenue 
Perache, on the Bhdne. 

Of the eighteen churchesi the Cotikedrot of St. 
Jean is the first. It stands on the west side of 
the Sadne, where the Roman dtj was begun. 
The oldest part is of the twelfth century ; it has 
a high firont, with three deep doors in it, oma- 
mented with statues; a rose window, and low 
towers at the outer comers. There are also two 
other toweri, a nave 260 feet long, stained win- 
dows, a large high altar, several side chapels (the 
Bourbon ehapel being richly carved), and a 
•urioiis superannuated dock, made by Bftlois, 
1598^ whicdi showed the saint days, changes of tho 
mooiit '&C., besides having figures to strike the 
eitfaoea, and a cock to crow the hours. Notre 
Dame de Fonrvidres, near it and the observatory 
on the hill, whence the view Is obtabied, stands 
oatheAtaotTn^tai*»Fortim Voius, and is flill of 
Offerings to an idol of the virgin, which adorns 
Ik. It was built 1192, and partly ndned 1562. St. 
iNn^e has a crypt where Irenssus waa buried. 

Ainai or Aiuay abbey church, on the site of 
Caligula's Athenaum, to which Juvenal refers, 
has the granite pillars of a smaU temple, built 
here by Augustus, and below is the dungeon 
wliara (he martyrs Pothinua and Blandina were 



confined. St. Nisier is large, and a good speci- 
men of flamboyant gothic of the sixteentli 
century, having a lofty vault, the virgin 
ehapel, with her statue by Coysevox, a tall spire^ 
&c. St. Paul, a small pretty gothic church, re- 
places one built by Charlemagne. The Char- 
treux church, fotmded by Henry III., on Ctcix 
Rouase Hill, has a good dome by Servandoni, • 
well-proportioned choir, and a fine marble altar. 
St. Bonaventure*8, or the Cordeliers ehvrcli, 
built 1326-1468, has a good flront, but la most re- 
markable for being the aceno of many events in 
the history of Lyons. At St. George's there is * 
tan spire. The protestant chapel, built 1747, 
was used as an exchange till 1804. A chapd in 
the form of a pyramid occupies the place wheara 
the massacres of 1793 took place at Broteanz. 

The new Palais de Jtutice, on the 8a6nc, l^ Bel* 
tard, has a colonnade of twenty>four pillars, and 
Is ac^acent to the old one, whidi was the seat of 
the Counts of Roanne, now a prison. The hdttf 
de la prefecture, in Place Confort, Is, with soma 
alterations, part of the Jacobin convent. A 
better building, and one of the most uniform of 
this class, is the Bdtel de ViOej built 1646J{6, by 
S. Maupin, in Place des Terraux; in the tnmh 
157 feet long (and restored by Mansard, 1702)» 
are a has relief of Henry IV. on horsey and 
figures of Hercules and Pallas. The wings, with 
their high roof^ are 383 feet long down to Place 
de la Com6die, and bidude two courts, over tha 
first of which the dub-room rises 141 feet high. 
In tbe vestibule are Coustou's bronze figures of 
the Rhdne and Sadne ; one mounted on a roar- 
big, the other on a quiet, lion, aa characteriatie 
of the two rivers. Blanche^ s wall paintings ara 
seen ftirther on up the grand staircase^ whlcb la 
admired for ita construction. The arcUvea are 
placed here, and it has also a curious collection, 
made by M. Rosas, of medals, proclamation^ 
caricatures, pamphlets, &c., between 1789 and 
1840. Opposite the Hdtel de Ville stands the 

Palais des JrtSt a large square 334 feet long, 
with a figure of Apollo in the midst, built 1667 
by Valsini^ on the Ate of St. Pierre's benedie- 
tine convent, (of wliich the doister and chapel 
remahn); it hidudes a gallery of 600 piotorea* 
chiefly by Flemish and Lyons artists, one befaiga 
view of the old bastile, on Pierre Seisse (pulled 
down 1789); roman mosaics and othw marh1i»A 
espedally the btotciA ^a%:^slk vX ^^^ 
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Clradliit (ft Bitht); mnttnm of nwdali, rilk, 
nucliinca, nttfeoti of natand history, works 
of art; basts •f nattres, a portrait (in tdk) of 
Jaeqnard, &o. The JariUn da PUuUet (Botanic 
Garden) in Place de Bathonay, on the site of a 
roman nanmaohia (\rhere marine fights were 
displayed), has a bust of Abb6 Rosier,— an 
orangery, &a, and commands a good prospect 
of the dty. At the poblio BibUotfiique on Quai 
- da Rhdne in part of the old conrent of Trinity, 
is a rich ooileclion of 100,000 toIs. and 8,000 
M88^ one room is 164 feet long. The college 
is dose to it. 

Among the Charitable Institutions are, the 
General Hospital or HdUl DioUf a vast pile on 
the U&Ane, first founded, they say, by Cliilde- 
ben, in the sixth century, but re-built with Its 
large dome, &c. since 1793, by SoufBot; it con- 
tains 1,800 beds. To the south of it is the hos- 
pice de la Oharit^, as large if not a larger build- 
ing, founded 1617, for 400 poor people, besides 
orphans, &c. BeUnd this is an excellent mill, 
tary hospital; the hospice de TAntiquaille, for. 
600 incurables, Hes on the west side of the Sadne, 
on the site of the roman emperor's palace, 
afterwards of a monastery. A depdt de mendi- 
city stands on the esst bank, on the site of 
Chaseaux conrent. There is an old hospice 
(asylum) on Qua! de Flandre. At the Mont de 
Pi6t6, pledges are taken for loans, under proper 
regulations. 

The Qrand 9nMUrs,iiear the Hdtel de Vaie, 
li large and plain ; soother is on Quai des Celes- 
tins. There are baths in all parts of the dty, 
the largest being opposite the college A ceme- 
tery, large and well planted, at Founridres. The 
douane (fcustom-houae) and salt stores are near 
Tilsit bridge ; Toterinary sdiool and large bar- 
racks at the ends of Serin bridge. School of 
arts et metiers (arts and trades), near the Sadne^ 
abore Du Change bridge; the gOTcmment 
tobacco factory on Quai du Bhdne ; the new 
prison of St. Joseph at Perache; a peplni^e or 
nursery of teees, &a. near Vaise. The com and 
wine markets are also worth notice, as well as 
the large hotd des monnaies (or mint). Of in- 
stitations for promoting sdenoe, &c. there are 
the Academies of sdences, belles lettres and 
arts; agricultural, Llnnean, and medical so- 
oieties. There is also a * condition des soies,' or 
isst bouse for silk. On Quai de Flandres is a 



wooden fignre^ repladng an older mi% oflkt 
bomme de la rodie, in honour of Jean Clohwg, 
a beneAbctor to the town; a tour de la beOe 
AUemande (tower of the beautifal Germaa) si 
Bodiette oppodte Vacques, is said to commeiao 
rate his wife. Further up the Sadne, in a 
diarming spot, is lie Barbe, an idand oorerei 
with trees and the buildhigs of St. Andr6*s old 
abbey, Charlemagne's house (7), a church, fte, 
and Joined to the main land by mrngva/km 
bridges. The Lyonnois always Tidt this at 
Easter and Whitsuntide. At Fort de la Mott^ 
on the east dde of the Rhone, Henry IV. was 
married to Marie de HedicL The Fountain de 
Reset, near Roche Cardon, in the neighbooiw 
hood, stands in a wood, which Rousseau used te 
frequent. On a little brook behind St. Foj, are 
remains of a roman aqueduct. PaTcmenta, fte. 
are oocarionaliy found ; one as late as 1843^ in 
Rue Jarente. 

Some of the eminent natires, are the emperon 
Caracalla and Claudius ; Fhilibert de 1' Orme 
and Perache, the architects ; Coustou and Lemo^ 
the sculptors ; Jusdeu, the botanist ; Loniit 
Lab6, or la belle Cordiere, a poetess of the that 
of Francis I.; J. B. Say; Jacquard; Marshal 
Suchet, &c. Herod, the tetrarch, was banished 
to Lyons by Caligula, a.d. 43.

Trom lijons to Avignon by Railway, 
Oesccnt of the Rhone by Steamer. 
The rdiway runs nearly paralld along the 
iMuiks of the Rhdne, often dose to it, at other 
ttmes out of tight, but at so short a distance 
that tlie route by steamer or rail, and the tofwna 
at^Jacent to each may be descritied together. 

This rlTcr is navigable with difficulty above 
the dty, the descent is easy and rapid, thouj^ 
obstructed by sand banks ; to Arignon (aboii| 
160 or 160 miles), 12 is allowed; but to aaeend 
it against the current takes 45 hours; a barge 
14 days. A number of snspendon bridges crose 
this beautlfhl stream, whidi flows with a nqidd 
winding course, and a breadth nearly uniform 
to Arignon, between] hills covered with com* 
fields, vineyards, mulberry trees, &o., and 
crowned by the picturesque remains of maagf 
old feudal castles. Many parts of it resemble 
the Lower Rhine in duuraoter. It divides the 
departments of Is^re. Drome, and Vauoltase, 

6nHn those of Ardtehe and Gtardt which for- 
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■Mily oomprlsed the provlnoofl of Dauphin^, [ 
YlnxaiB, &0. Coatrhos* as wall as steam • boats 
run along both sides of the rirer; and the St. 
Edeune Railway follows the west bank as tax 
as Qivors. The places on or near it^ are ai 
fellows (distances being reckoned from Mola- 
tl^ Suspension Bridge) :— 

AboTO Mttlati^re Bridge, Is St Foy (on th« 
west) and Ito heights, crowded with country 
seats, and oonunanding extensfye prospects. 

OcixiHs (? miles from Lyons), on the west, 
another pretty spot, hairing a college, which 
was a seat of Cardinal de Tendn; a ohurehi 
where Jaoquard is buried; and the Ohfttean 
da Perron, whidi now belongs to the General 
Hospital at Lyons. Thomas^ a writer of the 
bit century, died here, 1785. 

St. Guns Latal, behfaid the above, has an 
old seat of the Archbishops of Lyons, wAere 
Clement V. received the homage of Charles of 
AdJou. 

FBTznr (4 miles), on the eist, opposite Irigny, 
s the lirst Tillage in Dauphiny , and has a college 
and a seat of the Gountesse de Brison-Cha- 
ponay, whom Josephine and her daughter 
Tisited here before the rerolution, Guill&ume 
de Peyrati almoner to Henry IV., was a natire. 

SoLAisK (6 miles), on the east, opposite Ver< 

nBison,has a Boman mfliary, or mile-stone, 

standing on the ancient way to Vienne, with 

the figures VII on it. 

(St. Symphorien d'Ozon, 2 miles south-east of 

Solalse has part of an old casile of the cou nts 

of Savoy, who forfeited the town in 1200. 

Guemr (8^ miles), on the west, was the site of 
a monastery of some note, and hao remains of 
the fine chftteau of the Moulceau family. Op- 
posite it is 

TxRVAT, with a chiteau which belonsed to 
ywAnj Bourg, of the time of Louis XIV., and 
Bt. Mayeul's excellent priory church, founded 
in tlie twelfth century, but much disfljKured. 

QrroBS (il miles), on the west, where the 
canal oomes in, and St. Etienoe railway turns 
ofi; has a bridge, large glass works, foundries, 
&o.,andatradeincoaL It is at the mouth of 
the Gier, whidi makes a basin 880 feet long. A

large new church is in the gredan style. Popo. 
lation, 10,000 

LoiBE (13 miles), on the west, with lie Blanche 
and other islands in front, is nearly opposite Seys- 
suel or cniasse, which gives name to the Seyssuel 
or Seyssel stone, and the Saxeolmn wines, which 
Pliny speaks of. There are ruins of a chiteau 
of the Vienne archbishops. 

VisiriTK (17 miles, or, by road, 28 Ul.), a very 
old town, a sou8-pr6fecture in department iBere, 
and once the scat of a diocess, is at the Gdr^s 
mouth, at the suspension bridge to St. Colombo 
in an ampiiitheatre of vine-coTered hills. It was 
the Vienna AUobrogum, or chief town of the 
Allobroges, and came to be an important romaa 
city; but it declined after the Burgundian Ungi 
sold it to the archbishops. The Gdre turns 
many mills for linen, cotton, iron, paper, g^ais^ 
hemp, &c. Traces of roman works are on M<mt 
Pipet, Mont Amauld, Mont Salomont, &c., the 
last having remains of a middle age castle. The 
Mu^Bf where many roman marbles, inscription^ 
&c., are collected, was itself a temple to Augus- 
tus, afterwards used as a church; it is some- 
thing like the MaJson CarSe at Nismos, and hat 
a library of 6,500 vols. Near the theatre is an 
ancient portico, now called the arche de tri- 
omphe^ or *aroade du forum.' Outside the 
Porte d' Avignon, Is the Aiguille (needle), a pillar 
of unknown history, 52 feet high. Remainfff 
quays on the river, of aqueducts, of an amphi* 
theatre, &c., have been noticed. 

The large Cathedral church of St. Maurice^ 
near the river, is partly of the thirteenth century, 
the latest addition being 1515; it has two towers^ 
a sculptured portal, a high vault on 49 pUla>% 
a tomb of a King Boson (1200), a fine altar bf 
Sloots, &c. In 1312, a ootmcil met here to pro* 
nounce against the knighu templars. St 
Andre-le-Bas church, which was partly made 
out of a roman temple, was the burial place of 
the Burgundian Idngs, as far back as 993 ; it haa 
a nurman-buOt tower, and some ancient dloistars. 
There are remains of St. Pierre monastery^ 
founded in the sixth century; also an old college 
of the Jesuits, a com market, two hosple«i,&c.; 
with a house in the renaissance style (in Bue 
Marchande). ArdieUus was banished from 
Judasa to Vienne, by Augustus, hk the iwn V» 
▲.D. ; and to thia ^Ima i^aKk^^^Tfi^cQ^'^!^a»l^ 
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Pilate, 80 called after Pontius Pilate, who they 
say drowned himself here, after his banishment 
to Yienne. 

62BTB8 (46}iuilei), on the east, opposite Arras. 

VioN Mill (48| miles)^ on the west, opposite 
Erome anM Oerraud. 

Crozes (60 miles), on the east, behind the 
Cuteau (hill) de rHermHage^ where the fluaooi 
Eermitfege wine H grown, so oalled from a her- 
mit's cell at the top. 

TouBiroR (514 Oiilos)* on the west, below the 
Doox's mouth, a sous.pr6fectare in department 
Ard^che^ has at the mairie, remains of the old 
castle of the Comtos de Toumon (one of the 
most ancient names in French history,) and the 
Dues de Soubise. Cardinal Toumon, prime 
niiuister under Francis I. and three other kings, 
and wlK>se life was written by Henry Temal a 
HAtiro of this town, founded a college here 1642, 
which was the flnt held by the Jesuits in France, 
attracted many scholars, and was not ^ven up 
till 1766. It has fine gardens round it. The 
entitle is near the suspemion bridge to Tain, 
^ built 1885, by M. Seguin, being the oldest in the 
oountry. Population 4,600. floteli—L' Assurance; 
du Louvre. 

A road here to St. Agreve and Le Puy. 

Tajh, opposite the abore, is the roman 
TegnOf and has, in the Place dn Tauribole^ an 
altar, found in the sixteenth century at the top 
of the Coteaudef Hermitage, which b close by. 
Trade in wine, sOk, grain, &o. Population 8,000. 
The church was part of the benedicdne priory 
in which Charles the Dauphin was married to 
Jeanne de Bourbon 1360. Excellent grey gran- 
ite is quarried at Pierre AiguUlon. Convey aneee 
go to Bomain and Grenoble on the Isdre. 

Mauves (64 mUes), on the westi with a miU in 
front, and several islands. 

La Bocre ^56} miles), on the east, opposite 
Glon, in Ardeche, carries on a trade in wine^ 
wax, shot for sportsmen, and is named after a 
rock, crowned by the old castle of a feudal adg- 
neur, who used to take toll of passers by. 

Chatkaubouro (57 miles), on the west, has a 
chiteau, lately restored, once held by Baijao de 
Picrregourde, who figures in the d^il di4>utee of 
this part. Mont BUno (80 miles ofOt !■ Mtn 
hero. 

Corn AS (58} miles), on the same side, opposite 
the movthpf thf Iiirek IrnQtedforitiredwIiMf. 



To the south of it are the heights of St. Pmaj 
and its old castle. 

Valktok (61 miles), or by road (101 klL) 
floteli. — De la Posts, an excellent house; 
Hotel Nord, near ttie Station. Population. 
12,000. The 0(nf(s are in Place d'Orleans, &c. 
Chief town of department Drdme^ (in the 
old province of Valentlnois hi Lower Dau- 
phini), seat of a diocess, &c., and of an artillery . 
sdiool where Ni4K)leon studied 1786; standing on 
the east bank, about half way (or five hours run) 
to Avignon, with a large suspension bridge, built 
1828. It was the capital of the Slgalauni, and 
called ValenUa by the Romans> who have left 
remains of pavements, &c. Like other old places il 
suffered from the Visigoths, Huns, and subsequent 
invaders. After being held by the bishops as a 
county, it became the head of a duchy, which 
was united to the French crown under Chariei 
VII. Protestantism took root here fr^m the 
first; so that in the religious wars the Baroa 
des Adrets made it his head quarters, after 
slaying the roman catholic governor at his own 
door; here also Pius VI. died a prisoner 1799. 

The streets are narrow and dirty; parts of the 
old fortifications are left, as well as the citadel 
which commands a view of St. Peray castle, and 
the mountains of Vlvarais opposite. Another 
view is had ft>om the Polygon or Champ de Mars. 
In Placeaux Clercs stands amonument to General 
Championnet, a native. Near this in Grande Bue^ 
yon see at M. Auriel's library, a curious half 
gothio hous^ with statues, heads, and other 
carvings about it. Bonaparte lived at No. 4 in 
the same street. 

St. Appollinaire's Cathedrdlt having been often ' 
burnt and restored, is a mixture of various s^ei^ 
between 1098 and 1604; it is marked by a tall ' 
square block tower, burnt 1822; and rebuilt 1888$ 
and it holds a marble cenotaph to Pope Pine' 
VI., with his heart and (^anova's bust, besides a' 
painting of St. Sebastisn, by Carraod, &o.; among 
the side <^pels, is that oalled the Pendentif 
chapel, a small square building, with a hangtef 
vault on fbur plan, built 1480, by Canon Mistnl^ 
in the renaissance style, and having the anm^ 
See, of his family, with many good carvings. TlM 
bishop's palace is ancient ; a handsome palais dt 
Justice was built 1826; the library contafais 16^009 
vols. ; there are a gothic theatre^ b^jtSctf^ Va.x 
one of tkM Ua)ait|^cea -vwk Xt.^ w«&» 
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profMMW of the nnlrvnUy here, befora its re> 
moral to OnnoMe. About 1661, Raoiiie fai a 
letter to Fantalne Mji» when he trarelled loutb 
•f LjoDB, the Prorea^al p&tois i««vmfled to tuch 
A d^ree, that he oould neither understand the 
pwnple, nor make himvelf intelligible to them. 
The women are rather noticeable for their good 
looks and liTeUneas. L. Joubert, the physician, 
•nd Comte da MontaBret, were bom here. 
Trade in silk, leather, wino, olive oO, &c. Con. 
vegranoes by steam, up and down tiie Rhone^ to 
Lyonsi Arignon, &c.; by coach to those places, 
also St. Etienne, Grenoble (see Bonte 35), Priras 
(Boute 41), Hontelimart, &c For road to Gi^, 
see Boute 37. 

The beautiful suspension bridge leads over to 
Guilheraud (1 mUe west), and the chitean de 
Crussol, the old ruined seat of Geraud Battet 
and his descendants, finely seated on the dift ; 
the gables of the keep are called the Comes de 
Crussol, by sailors. About 1 mUe fturther is 8t. 
Perofft known for its light, sparkling wine^ and 
stone quarries. In the latter, were found, in 
Louis the Dauphin's time, the bones of * a man 
23^ feet long,' moat likely a fossQ of the 
■aurian tribe. Beauregard ch&tean, which was 
a prison, is now turned into a wine store. 

SoTovs (64 miles), on the west, with three 
islands^ has a slanting tower left of its old castle, 
and was once noted for Its abbey founded in the 
twelfth century, bat mored to Valeno6. 

Chabmxs (67 miles), on the weBt» a little way 
ap the small riTsr Bmbroye, and opposite ne 
St Maroel, has on the rocks behind it the 
Rdned chapel of a castle^ one of tfaemaaj whidi 
Used this rirer in faadil timak 

BBAUOHAnL (69 mfles), on tba west also, and 
en the ri?er ByrienZt ia io eaOed after a oastle 
wUdi belonged to the Ushops of Valence, aad 
hu a wire snspendon twidge aoroM its little 
but rapid stream. 

La Voultb (71 miles), on the west, is behind 
% group of islands, oaBed Be de BoussiUon, de 
Tfaitebat, de la Baraque^ &o. Population 2,000, 
engaged in the fomldrlei^ &e., which now 
OQoajfj the rather fine remains of a oastle (called 
La VSUa in the romance language^ because the 
Bhone turns rotind the rock it stands on), of the 
house of L^ and the princes of Bohan. There 
Hied to be in the old du^iel a lecture of the 
KfQK^ ilPSPMriV to OM of the L^rys with his 



c^ in his hand; a labd out of his mouth, was 
inscribed *«7e vous soZtie, ma coutmg (I salute 
you cousin), to which she answered, *CQuvriM 
votts, men oouem' (Corer yourself^ cousin!) 

LiTKoir is 3 miles up the Drdme (on the east), 
wliich M 73 miles, falls into the Rhone. It stands 
on the MarseiUes road, and has a population of 
4,000^ with some part of a chiteau besieged bj 
the roman catholic leader, Bellegarde, and de- 
molished by Louis XIII. 
[Loriol, one mile south of it, on the same road« 
is ohiefly supported by the carrying trada 
along this route. It is the roman .iureobtm, 
founded, some say, by Aureliaji. Faujas^ 
the naturalist, died at his house of St, 
Fond, 1819.] 
Lb Fouzih (74 miles), on the west, at the 
L'OuT^'s mouth, where the road to Privas, 
Anbenas, &e. turns off (see Route 41), suffered 
mnoh in the religious w urs of the time of Louis 
XUI, snd was taken after a long siege by Mont- 
morenpy, 1628. 

Baxx (77 miles), on the west, a little beytmd 
the Payre's month, was another of the protestant 
strongholds, and the birth place of Archbishop 
Audil>ert de Lussan. Several iiAands face it. 

Cruas (81 miles), on the west, behind another 
group of i ffT»"«i*, has a norman pariah churdi 
(partly washed away), as old as 1096, and ohm 
part of the more ancient abb^ of St. Benoll^ 
Oppoilte it are flM hamlets of Logis Neui; Con- 
courde^ &e., and the half ruined town of L^ 
on a stream of that name, so called after % prin- 
cesi B4Uae, who retired hero a leper. 

SfsTsss (84 miles), on the river LaveMO^ on 
the west, has a quarry of gun flints. 

AsGoin (86 miles), on the east, below Ho 
Blane, the andent Anev/Mim, taken by st<»in b/ 
Lesdigui^res, 1586, when the fortifications wero 
reduced. A little below it, a bridge leads over 
Bochmaure^ and its old basalt castle, on a lava 
diff, 820 feet high, once the seat of tfao 
Adhiman^ and a stronghold of the eathoUea. 
About 2 mQes inland ttoxa. Ancone is 

MoKTCUiCAB (47 kil. from Valence), a sous* 
prefecture (of 9,460 souls) in department Drdme^ 
on the rivers Boubion and Jabron, and the 
Marsenies road, in a fertile spot, cultivated 

I with vines, mulberries, olives, oranges, &c., hav- 
ing some andent gothic ramparts and gates, and 
.aeh&toaanowtumedintoacltadeL Itbolongod 
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to the AdhSmais tin 1198; was dreadfully in. 
jured in the religious wars; and gare birth to, 
among others, D. Chamier, a protestant minister, 
who was shot defending a breach at Hontauban, 
1621, and who, therefore, according to the 
catholics, died eanonUed, There was a fight on 
the bridge^ with the Duke of Angoul&ne's 
troops, 1816. It has a good mineral water, and 
a trade in Nougat cakes (of honoy and almonds > 
fruit, war, oil, grain, cattle, morocco leather, 
&c. Hotels— Dn Palais National; des Princes. 
The roads to Dieu le fit, Ch&tean Orignan, 
Nions, &c., turn off to the east 
[At 25 kil east is Dieu le Fit, {i. e. God made 
it), an hidustriouslittie plao^atthe Jabron's 
head, noted for its mineral waters^ useftil hi 
bilious and other complaints ; linen, cotton, 
and silks are made. A curious grotto, called 
by the good English name of * Tom Jones,' 
near it, has a high vault, and many beau- 
tiful stalactites. Population, 4,000.] 
Lb Thbil (89 miles), on the west, at the 
bridge below Luizene island, was taken and 
reduced by Louis XIII. in 1632, and is noted 
for its pottery; near it are the Marquis of 
Joviac's seat (with a gallery of roman inscrip- 
tions), the Roches des Dames (at Aps), where 
tiiey say some of the persecuted Albigenses were 
hid, and Melas on the river Frayol, which runs 
Into theRhdne a littie south.— Pasting Bar. 
quassj. Castor, and other islands, you come to 
the clilfs of 

ViYiSBS (94 mfles), on the west, the old 
walled ciH;>ital of the Vivarais, now seat of a 
bishopric, with 2,600 people (once It had 16,000). 
It grew out of a roman town called Alps or Aps 
on the Escontaye, which runs up by it; but de- 
cayed after the religious wars here. The choir 
and tower of the cathedral, standing over the 
town, are gothic; the nave is more modem. 
The bishop's palace is a fine buildhig, with good 
grounds about it Richelieu visited the place in 
his ascent of the Rhdne, 1642, with his two vic- 
tims, Cinq Mars and De Thou. A road to 
Villeneuve de Berg goes off to the west Oppo- 
site it is 

CHATEAUirsuv-DC-RHdirB, on the slope of the 
bills, having part of a roman camp and various 
marks of a decayed town. It gave birth to an 
adventurer called the marquis de Gourbon, who 
led the Venetian armies at the siege of Negro. 



pont, and fell only thirty-nine yean oM. Tb« 
river from this part is less hilly on the banki^ 
but more winding in its course and broken with 
islands. 

Do^zBRX (96 miles), on the east, opposite He 
Toncheloz, was given to the bishops of Vivler% 
877, who had an abboy here, and buOt a chfttean 
of the sixteenth century, of which there ar« 
some fragments. They were styled princes of 
Donzdre. It commands a view over tke plains of 
Vauduse, and is noted for its red wine. Popn* 
lation, 1,600. A large group of islands (2 mOet 
long), called the Bfarghriei^ divides the BhMit 
into two branches below this. 
[At 16 kU. east, up the Berre, are the remains 
of the fine Ch&teau de Qrignan, half de- 
molished at the revolution, and remarkable 
as the residence of Madame de Saviga^ 
who has made it known by hef charmkig 
letiers, and died here 1676. It stands on a 
rock above the town, with many windowi 
and a wide terrace round it, and beeama 
the head of a comt€, 1560. Frederic Barba- 
roussa once resided in it. The plain choMb 
contains the tomb of Madame.] 
Bovbo-8t.-Ardxol (102 mUes), on the west, 
has a large and good church, buOt in the tenth 
century by the bishops of Vivlers, on the site of 
the relics of St. Andhol, a disciple of St. Poly- 
carp. It was one of the chief seats of tb« 
bishops, and had many convents before tha 
revolution. Population, 4,600. At the fountatai 
of Toumes, is a grotto, with a carving of MS- 
thras sacrificing the bull with his dog, an altar, 
and traces of an inscription. A suspension 
bridge leads over to the east bank, two mfles 
from which is 

PixiuiKLArrB, on the Marseilles road, with ft 
trade in wine, silk, fruit, and grain. It had a 
oastie on the rocks (pierre), 300 feet high, taken 
by the Baron des Adrets, with great bloodshed. 
Population, 8,650. 

St. Marcel (105 miles), on the west, 1 mOe 

inland, in the Ard6che, has a part of the old 

seat of the Bemis family, where a cardinal of 

that name was bom, 1716. Population, 3,000. 

[At 6 miles east-south-east is St. PauZ-TVoif 

Chdteatue (or three casties), a very old place 

under a hill, and the capital of the Trieai- 

tins, when the Romans camA Vs^^ ^Hi^^ t!ri&»&>

Nearly opposite it, and 

as far inland from the east bank is 

Palvx), on the Marseilles road, the first place 
In department Vauduse, and once a fortified 
town belonging to the knights templars, with a 
qpire ehurcb A road goes off to Nions. 

Pout St. Espbit (109 miles), on the west, 
below the rirer Ardddie, which fUls in here^ 
and gives nam« to the department^ is a dirty 
plaoe of 4,500 people, with a citadel, and a re- 
maikable stene-lnidge of twenty-^ archesi 
2,622 feet long, built 1263-1309, by a brotherhood 
of masons, &.C., called the Frdres du Font, with 
subscriptions collected in Holy Ghost (St. Esprit) 
chapel, hard by. The centre arch is 108 feet 
wide. The town was occupied by both parties 
In the religious wars in the time of Louis 
ZIU., and sacked by the Baron des Adrets. 
Roads go out to Baxjas and Mende, and also to 
Mismes. Route 37a, to Gap, turns off here. 

Mohtdraqon (111 miles), about 1^ miles in- 
land, on the east, standing on the river Lex, 
under an old castle on the rocks, was held 
by the archbishop of Aries, with the title of 
prince. 

MoRjf AS (114 miles), on the east, nearly oppo- 
site St. Etienne-de-Sorts, is an ancient place, 
with a ruiaed castle, whidi was taken in 1662, 
by one of Des Adref s fierce captains, Dupuy- 
Montbrun, and its defenders forced to Jump 
from the rock on the pikes of his soldiers. 
Their bodies were then put in a boat to float 
down the river, with this notice to the people of 
Avignon, *F88S the bearers, as they have paid 
their passage at Momas.' To the right of it is 
Fiouaro a small fortified port, with a ruined 
castle near its church., in a spot abounding with 
wine, com, fruit, &c. 

CoDOLST (119 miles,) on the west, near the 
Cdse's mouth, is known for its wine, and had 
the chiteau of the marquis d'Anc^zune-Cadart, 
who received Louis XIII. here, in 1662. A fe j7 
grains of gold have be^ picked in the little 
fMwun On the opposite fids ot the £hone, A 



miles inland, and near the river Aigiwa (whidi 
Adls in a little above), is 

Obakok (98 kll. from Valence), in a weO. 
watered plain. Though but a sous-pr€feoture 
in department Vanduse, with 9,800 wotita, and 
much decayed, it was the Jrausio ot the Romany 
who placed the second legion here^ and have 
bequeathed a fkmous arch, and a theatre to 
present times. It was also the seat of an ardu 
bishop ; but an Englishman will be pleased to 
look upon it as having once belonged to our great 
deliverer, William, prince of Orange, through 
his ancestor. Bend de Nassau, who saooeeded to 
the principality on the death of his nndc^ 
FhUibert de Chalon, 1530. After the death of 
William III. it was seised by Louis XIV , but 
the title and arms are still borne by fha ddest 
son of the king of Holland. 

It has narrow straight streets, with several 
fountains, and a new college, near which is the 
greatest curiosity, the roman TWtitiipAaZ Arch, 
called the * Arch of Marius,' though the foun- 
der and date are uncertain. It stands across the 
Lyons road, on the north side of the town ; is 
nearly square, 70^ feet wide, and 64 feet high, 
with a centre arch and two side arches, supported 
by Corinthian pillars, and carved with bas-relieft 
(different for each face), of fruits, comucopise, 
qrrens, ships, military trophies, &c. A museum 
of roman marbles, &c has been collected near it. 
The roman 77ieatr«, called the ' Cirque,' rises over 
a hill to the south, dose to the remains of the 
old citadel. It is well preserved, and makes a 
large half-circle, with two rows of arcades, and 
a heavy wall across it, formed of great blocks. 
Joined without mortar, 334 feet long, 120 high, 
and 13 thick. It would hold about 6,000 persons. 
You may see in the wall, above the comloe, the 
boles for the poles which the awning was spread 
upon. There is also a museum here for roman 
remains; and parts of baths and acquedacts are 
noticed elsewhere. Trade in silk, wool, oil, 
scented wines, truffles, &c. Roads strike off urert 
to Vaison and towards Mont Ventouz. 
[At 22 kil. south-east is Carpmtrag, a aoos- 
pr€fecture, with a population of 10,200, un- 
der Mont VentotLT, over the deep ravkie of 
the Auzon, In a fertile spot. It was Carpenitr- 
acU and Forum Ncronis of the Romans, 
who settled a colony here: was pillaged bv 
Crocus, the Pomeranian leader, in 2G6; by 
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tiM LombMdH Saraceiifl, &o., but rerlvtd 
under the enno«ngement of popes Clement 
V. and Innocent VI. The former began 
the aqueduct, 10 kil. long, from Mont Ven* 
toux, ilniahed 1720.84, put of which, 2,790 
liBet long, eroaaes the rhrer on forty-edght 
•rohea. It haa ita old turreted walla and 
four gatea ; that of Porte d'Orange carried 
a great tower. There are good walka out- 
iii the flMibonrga, with dali^itftd 



The fine fiiQade of the hoapital waa built In 
1761 . The gothio cathedral church indudea 
a tower of Charlemagne*a time, and pillara 
(in the flront), brought they aay, tnua the 
temple of Diana, at Venaaque. Near the 
palaia de Justice (which waa the bishop's 
aeat), in the Place, la a very much decayed 
roman arek qf triumph. The public library, 
giren by blah<^ Inguimebert, compriaea 
22,000 Tohunea and 2,000 MSS., many of 
which belonged to Peyreao, the scholar, be- 
aidea engravinga, paintinga, 6,000 medals, 
antiquities, &c. There are alao a large 
lavoir publique or baths, theatre^ new pri- 
sons, market halls, &c. Trade in spirits, 
wine, essences, oil, firuit, sQk, && fidteis-> 
Du Nord ; de 1* Europe. 
At 12 kil. north-east, is Bedouin, where the 
ascent to Mont Venknm begina : it takes 
firom four to fire honra to reach the top (10 
kil.) which la about 2,200 yards above the 
aea level (the highest in all thia quarter), and 
looka like a cone placed on a dome. Thenorth 
aide^ on the Drdme border, is steep and almost 
inaccessible. At the summit (covered with 
snow three parts of the year), ia a ch*pe] 
near a lake, whence there ia a splendid 
panorama, which takea in the Rhdne, the 
Alps, Cevennea, &c.]

Chatbauvkup-dc-Papx (127 milea), oi^oatle 
ne d'Oiselet, on the heights to the east, haa part 
of a country-seat of the Popea, when they reigned 
at Avignon. 

SoROUBS, on the east, a little way up the Ouvtet 
or Sorgues, which fSttlls in here (ISO miles), is the 
place next to Avignon, towards which the Rh6ne 
makea a bend, dividing faito two parts round the 
large De de la Barthlasse. Sorgues, with a 
population of 3,000, stands in a wide plain, on 
which Cneias J£nobarbu8 defeated the Geltio 
barbarians. It has a curious old four-arch 
bridge, and the walls of a seat of the Counsi of 
Toulouse, which Urban T. enlarged for a 
country house.

Avignon. ITotcls—Du Palais Royal and 
Chemin de Fer very comfortable and reasonable;

This old dty of the Popes, chief town of de- 
partment Vauduse, seat of an sj sh-dioceai^ &o., 
is in the valley of the RhAne, where the Duranca 
joins it, in a country of orchards, vineyards^ 
mulberry, and olive grounds. The Romans^ 
when they colonized it, called it Avenit* It 
afterwards came to the Burgundians, Ostrogoths ; 
was for awhile kept by the Saracens; and at 
length was divided between the counts of Pro* 
vence and Toulouse. Louis VIII. took it after 
a siege, 1226, for supporting the AlBigenses. 
Pope Clement V. (a Frenchman) came to live 
here 1309, and hi 1348, Clement VI., the antU 
pope, bought it of the Countesa of Provanoe. 
The last resident Pope was Benedict XIII, whom 
the French drove away 1408; but it waa garrl- 
lened by his successors tmder a vioaAanBiikA ""S^. 
i7»l, Th»lacBQML>a«a^wa^i<«iitNaaK^ 
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the Pope hdd tbe town, twi rtrer bdooged to 
the King of Fmooc^ who kept him in dieck at 
VHieneaTe. It lies almost entirely within the 
madiicolated waUa wliidi are strengthened with 
ramparts and towers; and haye a eonr or pro- 
menade round them commanding very pleasing 
prospects of tho covntry, the green islands of 
the Rhone, ProTenoe^ the Alps, &c. Houses 
of stone, but the streets narrow and winding. 
Eue de la Fertaterie is the most bustling; Bne 
Calade contains sereral fine buiUings. The 
fuays are large; the Jews lire in the Juiverie. 
A long woodoi bridgB leads orer the Bhtoe, 
near remains (three or four arches) of a stone 
ane, built by St. Beneset; another on boats has 
been replaced by a suq>ension bridge to Yilla- 
neuTeJ€ s-A vignon« 

The Cathedral, called Notre Dame des Doms^ 
on the Rocher des Doms, which is mounted by 
steps, was rebuilt by Charlemagne. It has menu* 
ments of Archbishop Libelli, Pope John XXII., 
and the brave Crillon, who was a natlTC, and whose 
hotel remains; with the pi^al (now archbishop's) 
marble throne. Close to it is the large Palace of 
the Popes, an irregular gothic pile, now used as a 
barrack and prison. Rienzi the * last of the Tri- 
bunes' was kept a prisoner here by Clement VI. 
It has traces of frescos by Giotti, the ealle de la 
question (where heretics were tortured), and the 
Glaci^re tower whence the revolutionary mob 
threw their prisoners, 1791 . St. Pierre's Church, 
has a good front, built 1512, and a black marble 
pulpit. There are sixteen other churches; at 
one time it had sixty, and as many rdigious 
houses. A piece is left of the Cordeliers' church, 
which had the tomb of Petrarch's Laura de Sade» 
whom he first saw here, 1327. A cypress marks 
the spot. Hdtel de Ville, was the Pope's Mint, 
built by Paul V. Near it, on Place d'Oulle^ 
Marshal Brune was killed by the royalists, 1816. 
Other buildings are the Hotel des InTslides (for 
soldiers) formerly a religious establishment; the 
pubUc Library, of 42,000 vols, and 600 MSS., 
near St. Martial's church; the Museum Calret 
(so called after the founder) with roman snd 
other inscriptions, medals, sculptures, the Inqui- 
sition seal, rare books, pictures by Italian and 
dutch masters, the Vemets, See., and a cabinet 
of natural tiistory, &c.; the botanic garden, 
theatre, barracks, mont-de-pi£t6^ lunatic asylum 
^hospice des aliente) where tho irory erudflx,

SBOoinrsAVZ (3| miles). 

Arlbs (6 mfles), a town remarkable foi 

its roman remains and its beautiful women, is i 

sous-prtfectnre, in a marshy but cultivated spo 
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at the head of the delta of the Rhdne, about 24 
miles from the Mediterranean, to which a canal 
runs down as far as Port de Bouc. It was the 
roman Arelate, a port of great trade, which 
Constantine improved and called Constantina. 
It fell to the Goths, and after Charlemagne's time 
was the head of a sort of kingdom ; then became 
subject to the Emperors of Germany, and was 
given up to France in the time of Charles VI. 
It stands on a rock; the streets are irregular and 
narrow; a bridge of boats leads to Trinquerille, 
which Constantina founded. Place Plan de la 
Gour is shaded with trees. In Place Boyale, is the 
HAtel de ViUe, built by Mansard, in the corln- 
thianstyla 

, St. Trophime's Cathedral, begun 626 by St. 
Yirgilius, has a large and highly decorated portal 
of the twelfth century, with columns, niches, gro* 
tesque sculpturest and a fine cloister adjoining 
ttie old palace of the archbishop, with an an. 
dent obelisk in the middle of it. ThJa is a single 
block of plain granite, 60 feet long, and was 
brought here by the Romans, but remained on 
the ground till set up, in 1676, to the honour of 
Louis XIV., with a pedestal and lions, and a 
globe and sun for an apex, added to it, making 
the total height 66 feet. 

The roman AimphUheaIre is in pretty good con- 
dition; it is an oval, 338 feet by 460, in three 
•tages of about sixty arches each, chiefly in the 
composite style ; it had four principal entrances, 
with upwards of forty rows of seats, and would 
hold abovo 2,600 persons. Two later towers 
have been built on it. Near it and the old house 
of La MisSricorde are some arches of a theatre, 
now called the Tower of Roland, with two 
oolumns of breccia marble on the site of the 
•tage, remahis of seats, and a gate not far off. 
In Place St. Luden, or du Forum, are two gra- 
nite pillars of a Temple of Minerva, and soma 
other fragments. Ruins of an aqueduct are also 
seen. The Tour de la Trouille, near the old 
houses of the Grand Prior of Malta, was builti 
they say, by Constantine. 

St. Anne's church, now the museum, has 
a good collection of bas-relieft, busts, altars, 
gravestones, &c. The public library contains 
12,000 volumes. There is a school of naviga- 
tion, a college, &c. Good walks on the Lice 
promenade by the Graponne canal. Metre 
Dame de Graca church, with its eight-sided

steeple, stands in the old roman cemetery, 
called Eliscamp (Campus Elysius), where many 
andent gravestones remain, on a hill outside th« 
town, now occupied by railway worfeahops. Oa 
another hill are the ruined church (partly as old 
as the tenth century), and cloister, the maohioo* 
lated tower (built 1369) 86 feet high, and St. AvlX 
(or Crucifix) chapel (hi shape of a grook oroM^ 
built 1019), belonging to the abbey of Mont U*- 
Jour. Races are kept up. Constantino's mm ww 
bom here.

The Camargue or ddta of the Rhdne, below 
Aries, is a salt marsh, full of lakes, when tiM 
pelican, flamingo, and beaver breed, and ymt/t 
numbers of horses and cattle are pastured. Ono 
part of it, called the Crau, is a desolate flhitj 
plain, across which the mistral blows withterr^ 
ble keenness. 

The next stations on the rail are — 

Raphelb (6 miles) with the very old CasUa of 
Baux on the left; St. Martin (6 miles) ; EntresMH 
(7} miles); Constantine (3^ miles). The great 
Marseilles aqueduct is seen now and then. 

St. Chamas (3 miles) a small port on the Too- 
loubre, having a genuine roman bridge of oiw 
arch, 70 feet long (besides the cross archea at 
each end). There is a government powder 
factory, and an old church on the ridge wUdi 
divides the town in two. 

Bbrre (82 miles) in a pleasant but marshy spot 
on the lagoon, or Etang de Berre, with a good 
trade in oil, almonds, figs. At the mouth of tho 
lake is the fishing port of Martigues, with % po- 
pulation of 7,600. 

RooNAC (3| miles), on the same lagoon, whwt 
the Aix road turns off. Then Vitrolles (2^ mll««; | 
Pas de Landers (3 miles) ; L'Estaque (6 mllMX 
near the ronum pyramid of Penndle ; on to Mar^ 
seilleSjWhidi is 6 miles Airther, and is i^iproadMd 
by La Nerthe tunnel, 16,140 feet, or nearly SmUaa 
long. The terminus commands a view of tho 
town and Mediterranean.

This large dty is the capital of department 
Bouches du Rhone (which was part of Provence), 
head quarters of a military division, seat of a 
bishopric, &c., a consulate, and the chief port 
and packet station in the Mediterranean; in a 
ful^ about 27 miles esst of the delta, or mouths 
(bouches), of the Rhone, and 450 miles from 
Algiers, the settlement of which has greatly 
idmulated its prosperity. It is the oldest place 
In France, or western Europe, having been 
founded as fkr baek as 600 b.c, by Greek 
settlers ft^m Phocssa, undor their leader 
Buzenus, and called ^foMolia, or McustUa. From 
hence they also colonised Nicea (Nice), Anti- 
poUs (Antibes), Agatha (Agde), and other little 
republics; whi?e the mother country increased 
hi power and fiune,ln spite of the Jealousy of 



the Burgundians, Ostrogoths (588), tbe 
ccns (735), and came to the Counts of 
Provence, 1257. Alphonso of Arragon sacked 
it 1421, and held it for two years, but it 
revived under good kin^ Rend of Anjou, who 
died here, 1480. In his time it was noted for its 
SM^ and glassworks, its f^irs and hides. Under 
Louis XI. it became part of Franco; tho Duke 
of Guise occupied it for Henry IV.; Louis XIV. 
entered it through a breach in the walls in tdna 
of his displeasure for its redstance to him, and 
curtailed iu political rights. It was ravaged bj 
the phigue 1580, and again in the great plague of 
1720-21, when 40,000 or 50,000 out of 90,000 
were carried off, and Bishop Belzunce, Chevalier 
Rose, and others, exerted themselves so adndra- 
bly. At the revolution it supported the GironAst 
party with great fervour, and was, therrforc^ 
visited with the bloody vengeance of the Terxtv. 
ists, who aent Frdron and Barras here. The fis- 
mous MarseillaiBe song,to which it gives name,wM 
composed at Strasbourg, by Rougctde ride,l792. 
As seen from Viste hill, for example, on the 
Aix road, it appears most happily placed in a 
picturesque and convenient spot at the bottera 
of a natural inlet, which opens right out to the 
Mediterranean ; limestone hills rising gradually 
all round to a height of — feet in some partly 
with a clear and beautiftil sky overhead. Thou- 
sands of bastides (as they call the country seats 
here) dot the sides of this amphitheatre, and 
there are numerous gardens of vines and olive^ 
but the soil being white and dry, it is excesd.vely 
hot in summer; then giutts and mosquitos l»teh 
the keen north-west mistral blows, and perhaps a 
scorpion may be found in tbe bed. The tovm sur. 
rounds the harbour like a horse-shoe, the oldest 
part, with its narrow dirty streets, being on tho 
north side^ while the modem and better built 
quarters are on the east and south. The Rue do 
Canebiere and Allies de MeUhan nearly mark tho 
line of division, wliile the boulevards shew tho 
extent of the old town and the site of tho 
ramparts, taken down 1800. These offer tho 
best promenades; there are others in Cours 
Bonaparte (near the arsenal, the Hdtel Bacr^ 
the Cirque Olympique), and Grand Cour% 

1~ which joins Porte d'Aix to Rue de Rome, lead" 
ing on to Grand Chemin de Rome, Place Gas* 
telane, and by the Prado beyond, to the sea aido. 
Moat of the Placea or squares are omamontoj 
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vKb fountains (supplied by subterranean cats 
from the Uuveaume, &c. and the great canal from 
* the Durance). That of Porto Paradis was raised 
to those exccUent persons who attended on their 
townsmen in the great plaguo; one in Bue 
d'Aubagne is actually dedicated to * Homer, by 
ihedeKendeKtso/thePhoeceans;* another stands 
In Place Rcyale, the largest square in the city. 
That in Place des Faineants is a black marble 
obelisk, 28^ feet high, on four lions ; the Fontaine 
de Paget, in Rue de Rome, is a little pyramid 
before the old house of this Marsellaise architect, 
whose works served to adorn his native dty, 
Irat wore swept away after the revolution. He 
was known in England by having built Montague 
House, the old British museum. Place de 
Lenche was the site of roman batlis. 

The large corinthian triumphal arch at the 
Porte d'Aix was begun 1823, in honour of the 
Due d'AngoulSme, but remahas unfinished. 

The Harbour is an oblong of about 3,080 feel 
by 980, or about 70 acres, and is extremely safe, 
though the mouth i« narrow. It is generally 
crowded with shipping, of which it will hold 
1,200, with water deep enough for those of 600 
tons. A great disadvantage is, that the ebb and 
flow of the tide being very small, the stench of 
the sewers opening into it is constantly felt. It 
Is lined with narrow quays, where all the cos- 
tumes and languages of the Mediterranean may 
be witnessed. On the south side, or Rive Neuve^ 
or Commerce, are the mast-house, the douane 
and magazines, with a canal running round 
them, the place-aux-huiles (oil stores), ship 
yards, stores for soap, bones, &c. Along the 
opposite side, or Boutique, you see the Place du 
Cul da Boeuf, the Consigpie or board of health, 
the fish market and eafgs, the Hdtel de Vill^ 
stamp office, basaar, shops for ship-chandlery, 
&e., and Fort St. Jean. A wet do<dc, or Bassin 
de Carenage^ lies Just outside the harbour, on the 
south. 

The mul de ViOe, t small building, has bas- 
relleft on its front, with a bust of Louis XIV., 
and a latin inscription; on the staircase a statue 
of Liberty, and some pictures in the hall. The 
ground floor is used for the Bourse or exchange. 
The Pri/ectwe, in Place St. Ferreol, on one 
side of a wide court, has two facades, and is one 
(rfthe largest public structures in the city. Near 
tb« old prisons is the palais de Justice, with 



nothing particular to dlsfinguish it. The 
prisons, built 1823, are at Aix. 

Among the market-places or Hallos, are th« 
vieille poissonnerie, the halle Puget, and hall* 
neuve (new), rebuilt 1801, on the site of an older 
one. A ]aTge boucfaerie^ or shambles, stands on 
the sea, between the anses (bays) de 1' Omw 
and de la Joliette,— the latter, they say, naaitd 
after Julius Cosor. Here a new port is maUBf^ 
inside a breakwater and two moles; but it ii 
reported to be dangerous with unfavouraUs 
winds. Not far from this, at the entranea 
of the town, is Porte Joliette, one of the itw 
pieces of antiquity here, but much deoa^vd* 
and used as the bureau of the Octroi. 

Most of the churches are plain buildings; tibai 
of Oe la Major, or the Cathedral^ near the Asm 
del'Ourse, is the most ancient; it replaces a 
temple to the * great goddess Diana,' wh<i 
worship the Greeks brougtt here, and is a1 
less mixture of various styles, with a front spofit 
by the plasterer; a bas-relief of St. Lazarus is of 
the eleventh century, and there is a good 
St. Victor, one of the oldest, near Fori 
Nicholas, stands over the burial place of an < 
mar^, which became the site of a rich ablMgtj 
it has crypts of the eleventh century, andFopa 
Urban*s two towers built 1350; with an image of 
tho Madonna, to which the people come toprajtai 
long seasons of drought.

Hoktofthe leamei sodotks are establifhed 
fai the old convent of the Bemordines (in Cours 
de March--, near the Champ de Mars), which 
has several iong galleries in it, a tower, and a 
crucdforin cliurch crowned with a dome. Here 
are the acudemy of sciences and 1>elles lettres: 
a largo public b bliothi^que or library of 60,000 
▼ols. and I,'270 MSS , in a room 130 feet long, 
open Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridajs; cabi- 
nets of roman and greek antiquitiei^ and of 
metlals and natural history; a picture gallery in 
the old chapel, of about 140 paintings of the 
French (8'J specimens), Italian, and Flemish 
sdiools; the college or high school; and schools 
of design and architecture, &c. A school of 
narigation Is fixed in the obsenratory, iHiich has 
a fine prospect. The Jardin des plantes or bo- 
tanic garden, in the Chartreox quarter, opened 
^ce 1810, has many exoUcs, including an 
orangery. 

In Place Royale Is the Grand Thi(Urs like the 
Od<';on of Paris, buUt 1787, with aflrontofsix 
eolumns. Th^fttre Fran^als stands near the 
Allies des Meilhaus. There isaooneert-hall: 
another place of amusement is theMontagnei 
Busses. Baths In the Prado, &,c.: isa battn 
on the bassin d' Aren, to the north of tha town; 
charge 1^ fr., insluding the omnibus; lodgingB 
6 to 7 fr. a day. 

The gendarmerie barracks are near Places de 
la Porte d' Aix and du Terras. The arsenal stands 
in Cours Napoleon, not far from his column 
and the road to Fort Notre Dame, the moat 
commanding point above the dtj. It is so called 
from a pilgrim's chapel of the thirteenth century, 
round which Francis I. built the fortress, and is 
still crowded with a multitude of curious votive 
g'fks from sailors, &.o. ; at the FSte Dieu, the 
tanago of the Bonne M^ is carried in procession. 
The prospect here is a beautlftal panorama of the 
dty, the coast, the see, and islands otT fha town. 
Fort St. Nicholas, lower down, oppodta fOrt St 
Jean, was buUt by Louis XIV., and has been 
lately restored. Tour Carr^ (Square Tower) 
raised by khig Rene. 



was oonflned; a little beyond ift 
arc two larger islands, Pon.dgne and Ra- 
toneau, with batteries on th^m, and Joined by m 
causeway 980 feet long, making the .luarantine 
port of Diendonn^ (God-given) for 200 vessda. 
Here Caesar^s fleet anchored when he to »k 
Marseilles; and in the present day, when a 
foolish man forgets himself they call him Rot 
de Ratoneau, ha allusion to« story of a poor lu- 
natic soldier, who assumed the utle of king aad 
turned the guns on his comrades in 1766. 

For sanitary purposes, there are a lasaret 
(lasaretto) of 60 acres, between Points do la 
Joliette and St. Martin, where infected persons 
are fhmigated ; and the Consigne or quarantine 
oflBce in the harbour. The latter has Pnget's 
bas-relief of the Plague of Milan, Gerard's pic- 
ture of the Groat Pbigue of Marseilles, Vemot's 
picture of the Cholera, &c. A large cemetery 
is laid out beyond the city. An abundant sup. 
ply of water is now brought in by the sn^at canal 
Utely cut from the Durance, 25 miles ofT. 
It is the work of M. Montrioher, and passes 
through several tunneh^ and, by the great aque- 
duct of Roche&vour (1,200 feet long), oTer the 
Axe, eoming into the dty at a point 400 feet 

above the sea. 
The onstom duties of this port are a fourth to 

aflfth of aU Fraaoe; the tmports indude hldea^ 
taUow, dried fruits, sugar, coffee, olive oil, cotton 
wool, lead, bones, &04 »od among the artidea 
made or exported are salt meat, salt fish, fruity 
almonds^ wine^ refined sngar, molasses, madder, 
oil, sulphur, soap, candles, chemicals, liqueurs, 
essences and peifttmes^ printed woollens and 
cottons, morocco leather, tobacco, hats, glassy 
porcelain, diina, coral ornaments, anchovies, &o. 
Steam engines are made by Taylor and Sons. 

In the suburbs are the villages of St. Oenie, 
Capdette, St. Pierre, La Maddeine, Ghsrtreuz, 
St. Charles, liarthdeml, St. Just Paaset, Bdle de 
Mai, Bon 86cours, Canet, and others, some of 
them seated on the little rivuleU Huveaume, 
Jarroi^ Flomhidres, and Aygalades. The last has 
an old castle on it ; and on the Huveaume is the 
aqneduot of Ville-a-lil Fomme^ with the diiteau 
Bouny, a fine seat near the sea, built by a Mar. 
seOles banker. Further off is the Madrague de 
I'Estagne, where the large tunny fish it caught; 
near It a part nf a roman aqueduct may be seen. 



About two mllos west of the harbour is the 
A 074 Mad the £/rt of Fnadt L« in wbidi ' also the Bonido whidi spouts op after fain, and 
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the Maoupasset, a seat of le bon Roi Ren6, where 
they show some of his painthigs. Wild fowl 
Bwarm in the Etang (lake) de Martigue ; and at 
Christmas crowds of sportsmen go out to shoot 
wild ducks. 

PuY DE MiMBT, 12 kil. north-east of the dty 
is noticeable for the experiments made there by 
Baron Zach, the astronomer, for measuring the 
density of the earth. It has a grotto much 
frequented for views about it. 

White, red, and musoadel wines are produced 
in this comer of France. The language is a 
mixture of French and ProTen^al (a corrupt 
Latin), with a tincture of Greek and Cdtic 

^theas, an early navigator who sailed to 
Britain and Iceland and to the Baltic from this 
place, was a native of it; in modem days it 
reckons Puget the sculptor and painter, and 
Barbarouz, a member of the Convention.

Toulon (7 kU.), the chief naval station in the 
Mediterranean, and a maritime soas-pr6 ectore 
(in department Var), on a fine drcolar har- 
bour or bay, with a roadstead outside, and a line 
of hills behind. It is as old as the tenth century; 
was taken by Charles V., in 1526; fortified in 
the seventeenth century; besieged by Prince 
Kugene, 1707; and blockaded by the English 
flee^ 1798, when 42 ships were burnt or taken, 
and 15,000 royalists received on board, as the re- 
publioans entered it, after a three months' siege^ 
their success being due to the skill of Bonaparte, 
then a young officer of artillery. It is strongly 
fortiticJ, and defended by batteriee on all the 
commanding points, as Fort la Malgue (a fine 
view), Faron, Eguilletto, Ballaguier, Nm>oleon, 
&e. Rue de la Fayette is the best street, the 
rest being mostly narrow and crooked. It has 
a Udtel de Ville, with carvings by Puget, whose 
bouse is behmd it^ in Rue de Rome; two or 
three churches ; the seat of the maritime pre- 
fecture, in Place d'Armes; a college, and biblio- 
thdque of 8,000 vols. ; botanic garden, salle de 
spectacle, &c. 

The Port hidudes the mercantile dock, with 
its wide quay, and the naval dock yards, the 
largest of which extends over 56 acres. It con- 
tains several building slips, two of which, covered 
ovor, are 300 feet by 65^; workshops, forges, 
masthouse, rope and sail lofts ; a general maga- 
shie, 828 feet by 56, and three stories high; the 
naval arsenal ; a park of artillery ; a salle d'armes, 
or armoury; a corderie, or ropehouse, on 68 
arches, about 1,100 feet long, begun by Vauban, 
and finished by Riquet, the planner of the Lan- 
guedoc canal; a naval artillery school, founded 
1822, with laboratories, models, library, &0i; and 
» naval museum, arranged in three great classes, 
vis., models of ships, machines, and general ob- 
jects. There is a large bagne for 4,000 torqaxs 
or convicts, chained two and two, some living on 
board the hulks. A large naval hospital at 
St. Mandrier, has 2,000 beds. Capes Side and 
8^»et are two points or look-outs, well known to 
the English fleet in the last war.

From Marseillbs to Cor8igi..-^As a part of 
France, containing the birth-place of the Boua- 
partes, it may be useful to give a short descrlp.

BoooeiiAHO (22 kil.), near the head of the 
Gravone, is under Mont d' Oro (or Gradacdo), 
the Mons Aureus of Ptolemy, in Vesxacoiui 
fiareat^ at the centre of Corsloa, a granite peak, 
8,700 feet high, covered with snow neariy all 
the year, and whence there is a nobie view of 
Iho whole Itland, of Sardinia and Elba, and even 
of the coasts of Italy and France. Mont Rotondo 
to the north, is seen, 8,766 feet high, the highest 
point in the island ; to the east is Mont Capella, 
and to the south, near Porta Vecchio, Mont 
Calva. Several of the lower peaks are mica 
slate; and iron and a8be^to8 have been found. 
A bye road tumii off to Bastclina, near the head 
of the Prunella, with a population of 2,000.

It is the (Elistum of Ptolemy, and is fortified. 
Pearl mussels are found ; and granite worked in 
the neighbouring hills, which at Mont Cahra 
are 5,130 feet high. It has a trade hi the r«d 
wine of Sari. &c. PopuUUon 1,800. 

After this, you pass the towers of PfnanDo^ 
Fuello, Salensara (at the mouth of a stream whiofa 
comes down from Sari), Seposa, &c., which Uiaog 
to a chain raised hi past thnes by the Genoese, ftr 
securing their conquests, and for defending tlM 
coast agahist phrates. and come to Tour d*Alaia, 
at the mouth of the Tavignano (60 kil. from Porit 
Vecchio). This marks the site of a towar 
founded by the Dictator Sylla, now half a mile 
from the sea. A little north of it, at the Toar 
de Diana, Is part of a temple, built by Biaria% 
when he founded Mariana, between two lagooM 
or sea lakes. Monte Capella, 6,750 feet h|gl^ 
lies to the west. The road hence passes Stt. 
Luciana, Tour S. Pelegrino, &c. for 60 UL to 
Bastia, again. So that the chrcuit of Corsica by 
this road Is upwards of 370 kil. or 230 mllflt. 
Its greatest length is about 130 miles, and 
breadth 53; area, 3,380 square miles; andtotel 
population, 200,000. 

Ptolemy called it Coomos. It was occupied fai 
whole or part by all the nations who figure in tbm 
history of the Mediterranean, the Greeks, Cartha- 
genians, Romans, Saracens, &c., and at length bj 
the Genoese, who however held but a nominal 
possession for 400 years, till 1729,when the natlvef 
revolted, and in 1734 placed agerman adventarer,' 
Theodore de Neuhoff, on the throne. Bdnf 
obliged to fly, he mortgaged his little 'kingdoo^ 
to pay his debts, and died in London 1746. Tht 
French who had at various times come to tlM 
assistance of the Genoese, acquired pesseadon of 
it, as above mentioned, after 1769.

MosTAmois (19 kil.)» a ious-prtfectore in de- 
partment Loiret, with 7,200 population, on the 
Orieans canal, where those of Briare and Loing 
join it, grew out of a royal castle built on a hill 
(mont) on the site of a roman camp. One of 
ha seigneurs was Pierre de Nevers, who married 
the irister of Tolande, emperor of Constantinople. 
It was nearly taken by Warwick, 1427, but re- 
lieved by Dunois. Most of the town was built 
after 1627, when a fire burnt all but four houses. 
St. Madeline's large old church was begun by 
Henri II. The great castle was nearly all pulled 
down 1810 ; one of its fireecos was a pidnting of 
tiie flunous Dog of Montargis, who, in the pre- 
■ence of Charles V, fought and vanquished the 
murderer of his master, Aubrey de Montdidier, 
who was killed in the forest of Bondy. P. 
Manuel, a member of the Convention, Girodet 
Trioson, the painter, and Madame Guyon, whose 
religious poems were translated by Cowper, were 
natives. Eotdt—De la Poste, de la Villa de 
Ljon, de 1' Ange. 
[At 25 kil. to the east is the old family seat 
of the Courtenays, on the Clare, which 
came to the Fontenelles in 17731. 
NooEHT-suR-Vs&NissoM (17 kil.), on a small 
teandi of the Loing. About 4 kil. firom it is 
tiie Chfttean of Chenevidre, including remains 
ef a roman amphitheatre, made of great blocks 
of stone. At 7 kil. east-south-east of it is Cha-

Bbiarb (12 kil.), where the canal firom Mon- 
targis falls into the Loire, is on the north bank 
of this river, on the road Arom Orleans to 
Nevers (ue Route 50&). The canal, the oldest 
in France, was begun by Sully, and finished

burg, took it by storm when held by Bourmont 

in 1814, when the Hdtel de ViUe and a bridge 

were destroyed.

I About*8 kil. east-south-east, on the Ardasson, 

are remains of the monastery founded 112S 

by Ab^lard, who fled here flrom his enemies, 

and called it ParaeUte (i.e., comforter);

Their 

bodies remained here till removed to the Pdre

1429. The parliament of Paris was sent here^ 
1787. Napoleon made it his head qnarteri» 1814. 

On the top of the old waUs^ bidlt by the 
romans, but mnch altered, is a promenade called 
the mall; in them are the Hector, Andromaqne^ 
Paris, and other gatea^ fandftilly named In re- 
membrance of old Troy. The Porte St. Jaqoes* 
sear the bridge, is flanked by two low-peaked 
gothic towers and torrets. Close to the Porte 
de Paris was a royal cfaitean, bmrnt in the great 
lire of 1524, along with a second, which be- 
longed to the conntB of Champagne, and another, 
whidi stood hard by the Cordeliers convent, — 
which make some derive the name from Ires 
mcu (three castles). The sfareets are fnll of old 
houses of carved and plastered timber, with their 
gables fronting yon, as ancient as the rixteenth 
oentory for the most part. Among its eight

The Hdtd de Yille, built 1624-70, by Mansard, 
has a good front, with busts of natives, and Gir- 
ardon*s medallion of Louis XIV. At tlie Ulilo- 
thdq[ue are as many as 5%0?0 volumes, and 6,rM 
MSS., in a room 161 feet long; and BpeiAmef*not 
t^lam, painted by Linard Gouthier with scenes 
from the life of Henry IV. In tbe mna^ is 

a gallery of lectures and a collection of minerals, 
Ac. Two tombs of Henry L and Thibanlt III. 
(1180-1200) are pbtced at the bishop's bouse. 
Ottier buildings to be noticed are tbe old tun- 
bcred abattoirs or shambles, wine and com ixJif 
(the latter has a fine timbered roof), the coDege^ 
seminary, theatre, the Vouldry pepinidre or 
nursery, &c The manu&ctures are a dialk pre- 
paration, called blanc d*eq»agne (Spanidk vHiite)^ 
cotton stockings and cape, linen, paper, ice.

On St. Ger- 
man's hUl, to the west, is (besides traces of 
the castles) the pretty rustle chapel of NAtre 
Dame, founded 1070, by Simon de Valols.

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[At 19 kil. west-south-vest b Cbaource, onc« 
fortified, near the bead of the Amance, 
which turns aeveral mills.

Amadis 
Jamyn, a poet of the sixteenth century, was 
a native.] 
MussT<sua-SKiinB (19 kil.), in a forest, on the 
8ehie, was a country seat of the bishops of 
Langres. 
[About 10 UL west, in the vall^ of the 
Laignofl, are Ricey Haut, Ricey Haute-rive, 
and Ricey Bas, three places founded,th«y say, 
by industrious Swiss settlers, with good spire 
churches, and noted for wine, which is ex- 
ported to the north and to Belgium. Fopu- 
lation, 3,564.] 
Chatuxon-sub-Srivs (16 kils.), a sous-pr^feo- 
ture of 4,800 persons (d^wrtment Cote d'Or), in 
a hilly but healthy spot on the Seine, where the 
little Douix Joins. It was one of the first seats 
of the Dukes of Burgundy, and in 1814 noted 
for the conference between Napoleon and the 
allies. Among the buildings are the Hdtelde 
Ville, in the oldbenedictine convent, St Nicholas' 
church, of the twelfth century, a chi^^ which 
belonged to the dqcal castle^ a library of 7,600 
volumes, a college^ hospital, &o., and a large 
eh&teau (at Chaumont), built by Marshal Mar- 
mont, who was bom here. A roman way to 
Auxerre is noticed. Trade in iron, wood, wool, 
paper, &c Sotds—jyu Commerce; de la CAte 
d'Or. Coaches to l>\)on, An(7-le.Frano^ on 
the Lyons railway. 
AisET-LX-Duo (14 kil). 
Ampillt (14 kil.), Chanoeaux (15 kiL), St. 
Sefaie (12 kil.), and Val-Suson (10 kil.), in a 
deep Alphie valley, are the next places; and 
At 53 kil. fiirther is Duov (sm Route 24), on 
the Lyons railway.

MoirriBRAMK (19 kil.) on the Barse, past the 
forest of LusignL 

VufDiujvRE (13 kil.), among hills and vine- 
yards, at the Parse's head, has an ancient chi- 
toAU, whJc/i belonged to Henrj of Luxembourg, 
J6Ji, and a aburcb, with tliis pretty InacripUou 
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to a woman (1599) : * qui ami Hen, tard ouUie,* 
(he who loves best, forgets latest). It has a good 
trade in sheep and cattle. The ground is so 
strong that it takes 8 or 10 horses to the plough. 
In the charming valley of Val-suscnay is a 
pilgrims' chapel, where a fdte is held on the 8th 
of September. 

Bar-sur-Aubb (21 kil ), a sous-prtfecture of 
4,200 souls, in a fine spot among the vin^yardi 
of the Anbe, belonged to the early kings of 
France, and was noted for its trading tain, 
attended by the Dutch, Germany &o. Besides 
remains of a castle on Ch&telet hill, it has • 
hospital of the eleventh century, two andent 
churches^ and a stone bridge, over which Charles 
VII., in 1440, threw his rebellious subject, the 
Bastard of Bourbon, tied up in a lack. In 18 14» 
Marshal Mortier here defeated the Austrian^ 
who a little after defeated Oudinot. Trade io 
white wine^ eaux-de-vie, com, wool, wood, &o. 
Hotels— De laFoste; du Mulct; de la Ponmt 
d'Or (Golden Apple). Coaches to Troyei^ 
Chaumont, Basle. 
[At 22 kU. north-north-west is Br»enne-Ie« 
Chdteau, so called Arom the fiine seat built 
by Louis its last count, and noted till 1790 
for the military school in the Minimes con- 
vent, to which the young Corsican, NapoUon, 
1779-84, was sent as a king's pensioner. No- 
thing is left of it. In 1814 the Allies wer« 
defeated here by Napoleon, who, however, 
was nearly killed by the lance of a Cossack. 
At 12 kil. south-south-esst of Bar, is Clabnxum, 
up the Aube, now a central house of correc- 
tion for 2,000 prisoners frcm thirteen depart- 
ments; but once famous for the Cistercian 
abbey founded 1105-14, by Hugh, count of 
Troyes and St.Bemard. It had the capadoua 
Tun of Clairvaux, which held 2,000 heotoB- 
tres (each 24 gallons) of wine ; smaller casks 
held 260 to 1000 hect. Straw hats, gloves, &e. 
are made. A littla north-west, in the forest, 
is Arconville, a great heap of stones, or 
cairn, gradually made by the contribution 
of passers by, on the spot where a Huguenot 
was killed in the wars of the Lesgue.]

Among the buildings are the Hdtel de 
Tille» which has a bust of Henry IV.; the 
palais de Justice, the college, with a good portico 
to the chapel, library of 85,000 volumes, and' 
cabinet of natural history, hospital, theatre, 
fountains, made by Cordier de B^ers, and a 
triumphal ardi begun by Napoleon, but finished 
by Louis XVIII. Bouchardon, the sculptor, and 
Lamoise, the Jesuit, are natives. Manufactures 
of druggets, gloves of good quality, cuUery, &c.

In the west wall, buHt about 240, by the Emperor 
Oordian. The old romanesque cathedral of the 
#Mr«>th eentnry, haa a modem firont, and a fine 



view flrom the top. A library of 80,000 Tolnmea 
at the Hdtel de Ville, and a museum ai St. 
Diner's old church. It has two theatres, a 
college, priests' seminary, &c. A walk through 
the Belle Fontaine promenade leads to th« Fon- 
taine de la GrenouUle, among larga trees. 
Diderot was a native. The cutlery mada here 
is of a superior kind. Hotels— I>e la Poate* 
I'Europ^, &c. Population, 8,700. 

IBourbonnc-les-Bains (42 kil. north-east, tid 
Montigny), in department Haute-Mame, in 
a pleasant spot where the Apance and Home 
meet, is noted for Its baths,calledLaFuBtakie 
and Grand Bassin, useful in cases of rheu- 
matism, paralysis, scrofula. &o , and much 
firequented between June and October. It 
has a military hospital, with 500 beda, and 
an establishment for civil'ans, containing 
50 baths, besides assembly rooms, &o. Both 
the baths and living are moderate. Popula* 
tion, 3,900. Hotelt—Vu Commerce; des 
Vosges.] 
Fayl-Biixot (27 kil.) has a good cutlery trade. 
Pobt-suh-Saoitk (24 kil.), on the SaAne, has 
a trade in iron, cattle, &c., and remains of a 
castle on an island near the bridge. 
At 13 kil. further is 

Vesoul. HoUiU—De la Madeleine; de la 
Ogogne (Stork) ; de I'Aigle Noir (Black Eagle). 
PopuUtion, 6,000. This smaU capital of dq»art. 
ment Haute -Sadne (once part of Franche Comte) 
in the valley of the Durgeon, belonged to the 
Besangon archbishops, the Duke of Burgundy, 
&c., and after suffering in the wars of the tix- 
teenth and seventeenth centiuies, was Joined to 
France by the peace of Nimwegen, 1 678. The old 
walls are gone, as well as its impregnable castle, 
which stood on La Motte, a peak 1,320 feet high to 
the top, covered with vineyards, and commanding 
a noble prospect. Most of the buildings are mo>> 
dem,— the oldest being the church, built about 
1750, with a square tower, and an ancient tomb. 
The prefecture was built 1822; in the Ubraiy 
are 23,000 vo?s., with a museum; there are ako 
public baths, asalle de spectacle, cavalry bar- 
rages (built 1777), a priests' school, pepini^ or 
nursery, &o. Trade in wine, grain, &o. 

Coaches to Paris, Besan^on, D\}on, Lnra, 
Bpinal, Mulhouse, &c. Fossil bones have been 
found in the grotto of Trou-deJa^Baunifl^ i 
Eohcnos. 
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{VfOertexa (20 kfl. east-south-east), on the 
Oignon, his the fine chiteau of the Marquis 
deO.ammont,— a family whose castle was 
formerly on the Montagne de Grammont 
(within Tiew), and who founded a hospital 
here, 1769, as weii as the ancient abbey of 
Vieux-Croissant. 
LuxeuU or Luxen (30 kil.)) is another place 
for mineral baths, tn a plain under the Vos- 
ges, covered with wood. It was known to 
the Romans, as proved by an inscription at 
the Hdtel de Ville, in the Rue dea Remains, 
where the baths stand in the midst of fine 
groundj^ under the names of Bains dea 
Femmes, des Hommes, &c. They are of the 
same quality as those of Plombidres. It has 
a college, and old benedlctine abbey. Popu- 
lation 8,800. Trade in hams, cattle, wine, 
grain. I/otels— Du Lion d' Or (Golden 
Lion); Lion Vert (Green Lion).] 
Caucontibb (11 kil.) on the Durgeon, near 
••reral grottoes and falls. 

LuBB (18 kil) a Bous-pr^feotnre, in depart- 
ment Haute-SaAne (population 3,250), on the 
wide marshy plain of the Oignon, was once a 
strong place, and had an abbey of the seventh 
eentury,part80f which, in the Grand Rue or High 
street (where many large houses are seen) are 
vsed for the mairie, theatre, &c The college 
Is a large building, as is the Hdtel de Ville, built 
1836. Frequent markets and fkirs are held. 
CAXPAOirsT (18 kil.) on the Rohain, a minfag 

village of 8,1C0 souls. 

iSerlcowrt (16 kil. south) on the little river 

Luzonne, a bulling village of 3,000 persons 

chiefly Proiestantf, who use the nave of the 

church, whUe the CathoUcs toke the choir. 

It has several old houses, and the castle of 

the dukes of Wurtembnrg, who obtained it 

1561, along with MontbeUard.] 

Bblfobt, or Bt'fort (U kil.) where the road 

from Besan^on (tee Route 80) and five other 

high roads fall in, making it a good place for 

trade, is a sous-pr jfecture of 5,500 souls, and a 

first class fortress, in a healthy part of the 8a- 

voureus^ between the Vosges and Jura moun- 

tnins. It has three gates and faubourgs, and is 

divided into High and Low town. The church 

was buUt 1728; there are a good HAtel de Ville, 

a ooUege, and a library of 20,000 vols.; also a 

BBllitaryhospitaland barracks. On the rookabovo 



is the casUe (bel fort), bnUt 1228, and held byfha 
Austrians till given up to France by the trea^ of 
Munster, when it was fortified by Vauban, boiuf 
the first on his system.

Altkirch (19 kil.) a dull sous-prvfecture, of 
3,4C0 souls, on a hill-side by the 111, with ruins of 
a cb&teau built*by the Coimts of Ferrette, snA 
made the seat of ihe I>ukes of Austria wh«i 
Alsace belonged to them. Trade in potte^f, 
hemp, ribbons, wine, cattle, &c. ffotel— Da 1» 
TSte d'Or (Golden Head.) Coaches to Baslt aai 
Mulhouse. 
iFerretUf or la Ferrette (15 kil. south-south- 
east) has the picturesque remains of its old 
castle on a rock above it, near a branch of 
the Ul, not far from the Swiss border. Its 
name occurs in *Anne of Geierstein;* aaA 
it has a well, they say, nearly 640 feet deep.— 
LuaeUe, 9 kil. south-west of this, near SultB 
island, had a cisterdan abbey burnt 1524; ta 
which was attached the castle of Loewtn* 
bourg, a ruin on a hill near. That of Blo- 
mont, burnt by the Badese 1449, is on 
therhill.] 
LooH-WuBTH (13 kil.) 
St. Louis (15 kil.) with a fronUer

The fine Cathedral dedicated to St. Etienne 
'Stephen), on the hiD, built between 1035 ard 
1543, is 328 feet long. 111 feet high to the 
trait, with a tower (the last built) 195 feet high. 
It is chiefly in the flamboyant (pointed) style^ and 
mncb admired for its regularity, fine portals, 
emaments, columns, figures, &c., and especially 
tiie large number of richly stained windows. 
The altar is simple but grand, and has near it 
figures of the patron Saint, Bishop Amyot, the 
translator of Plutarch, and Bishop Colbert, bro- 
th«r of that minister. St. Eusebius* and St. Pe- 
ter's churches bear marks of the romanesque 
style, corresponding to our norman. St Ger- 
main's Abbey (now part of the Hdtel de Ville) 
eovered the rdics of above sixty saints, inclu- 
ding the one also ocnnmemorated by the Pansian 
chnrdi of St. Germain r Auxerrois, and it holds 
the tombs of the old counts. 

Hdtel de la prefecture was the bishop's palace. 
At the bibliotheque, or public library, are 15,000 
tds., 200 MSS., and Baron Denon's collection 
of medals, &c. The dodc tower, on a gate 
near the old house of the dukes of Burgundy 
was made 1670, and marks solar and mean time, 
with the changes of the moon. There are also a 
large foundry, hospital, college, theatre, baths, 
barracks, and botanic garden. Trade in wine, 
mt petit mn d*Auxerre (used to flavour Burgundy), 
Chablii (white), CSte de la CMnette and C6te 
de la MSgrine (both red); timber for cades, a 
few woollens, &c.

Petit Cours, the sita d 
a roman camp, offers a fine prospect. Popvi^ 
lation 5,569. The church has a curious pordu 
[At 20 kil. to the left are the famous cavea of 
Arc^-sur-Cure, which include several cham. 
hers, the largest being above 1,200 feet. Thcj 
are visited in dry weather, about August or 
September.] 
The next places are 
8ACLIBU (39 UL) Amaj-te-lXM (28 Ul.), Xtqt 
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(17 kfl.); and 40 kO. fturther Is Ghalons-nir. 
teAne, on the nil (see Route 24). 

From Clamecy (as above) by a more dirtct way 
to Gbalons you pass 

Chatkau Ghihoii (about 130 kfl. or 84 mUes 
firom Avallon), a small sous-prdfecture, on a 
mountain about 1,900 feet above sea level, in the 
midal of woodland, near the source of the 
Yonne. The air though healthy is dUTp and cold 

Antna (37 kfl.) on the Arrouz, where seven 
roadi meet, is a sous-pr^feotnre^ in department 
BaOne-et-Loire, a bishopric, &c., remarkable fbr 
tti roman remains. Tou may also reach it by 
way of Beaune« on the Lyons rail, flrom which 
it is 60 to 60 Idl. It was the roman Bibraete or 
Afiguitodmum, one of the chief places hi Qan^ 
and was burnt by the Saracens about 780. Th« 
present town is on a dope, under three hUls 
(Mont Drad or Druid, Mont Jeu or Jove, andMont 
Cenis which has a lake supplying the town with 
water) occupying about one-third of the old site, 
within the ancient walls, which are solid and en- 
tire ia most parts, and about 3^ miles round. 

Two gates out of four are left, of arches on 
arches, with pUasters, &c. One is Porte St Andr6 
elose to St. Andrew's Church ; the other and the 
best, Porte d' Arrouz, or Porta iSmonko, is 68 ft. 
by 46, and leads over the river, past the dte (dr- 
cular) of the Temple of Pluto to the month of 
the Tarenai, which Johu the Arrouz here, and is 
crossed by a sort of bent /toman JHd;^ or cause- 
way of 17 arches, above 800 feet long. Between 
CUsand the bridge of St. Andodhe^ on the CSton- 
mar or Campus Biartins, stands another relic^ the 
nmple 0/ Janut, a square pfle, of which three 
rides remain, 66 feet long, 72 high.

Place d« Ladre in the Vflle^ or lower town, has 
around it the dtes only of the Emperor's palace, 
the temples of Hercules, ApoUo^ and Minerva, 
the baths, the Menian schools, &c. 

In the upper town, or Chftteaa (where the capitol 
stood), is St. Laaare, or LasamsCathedral, having 
a fine orooketed spire, four quaintly carved pillars 
in the entranes^ a good choir, statues of Preddent 
Jeanrin, &o. An ionie fountain adorns the 
place (square) hi front. Ottier bnUdings are the 
prlestsT seminary, a krge pUe; the ooU^e and 
pubUo library, having many rave booksi a ma- 
soum,lM.. 



The tower of Francis I. is araJn; the mine 
also of the roman theatre and amphitheair* 
are vidble, indde the old walls (to the east) 
and traces of the naumachia (a hoUow), lie 
without.

gorge among the mountain^ at the head 

of the Fnrieuae, and has been rebnOt since 

the great fire of 1826, by a oontribution of 

two million francs from all parts of France.

(salines), an immense pile above 900 feet 

long, where salt is boiled for the brine 

firings in the gypsum, whidi corresponds 

to the new red sandstone of Cheshire.

set qp by the Marguise de Villette^ Usadopted

BBSAHQOir. HoUU-J>vk Nord le de France; the 
first isthe best. Chief town of department Donba 
a first dass fortress, seat of the sixth military 
division, of a college, arobbishopric, academy of 
sciences, &c. Population, 29,167. This floe old 
town, one of the strongest and best built in 
France, in the old province of Franche Comt^ 
and the centre of its watoh-maldng trade, is the 
Vesontio of Caesar, on the Dubis, now the Douba, 
which sdU surrounds it exactly as in his time, ut 
circinodircmiduetum,pene UOum oppidum dngU 
(girdling it nearly quite round, as if drawn with 
a pair of eompassee). It stands In a fertile val- 
ley, bordered by vine-covered hilla^ strengthened 
by forts commanding the i4>proa<diea. Upper 
Town, or La Ville, is the site of the old dty 
where Vanban's eltadel stands on a mass of rooks 
in the peninsula made by the river, over niiidi 
an old bridge, restfaig on great pien^ made by 
the Romans, crosses to the Lower Town. The 
streets are broad and well built, and tha prome- 
nades ornamented bj fountains; out of tham Is 
aoympb, with the water flowing from her breasts. 
Lo Chaumars (Campus Martins) on the river, is 
the longest walk ; another Is the garden of Car.

Other buildings are the prefect's hdtel; th« 
law college and its garden, founded by tiM 
Granvelles; the palais de Justice, near thapti- 
fecture, built 1745-49 ; large caserne^ or banaelDi; 
the salle de spectacle, with a doric portico of dz 
pillars; public library of 60,000 vols, and some 
rare MSS.; the Mns6e Paris, fotmded by M. 
Paris, a native, having many coins, rftfrfting^, 
antiques; museum of natural history, and St. 
Jacques' hoq^tal. 

CsBsar calls it the first town of the Sequani, in 
Belgio Gaul. It was taken by Attila, fifth oen- 
tnry ; afterwards became part of Burgundy, and 
an imperial city, till given up to Spain, 1648| and 
to France (with Franche Comt^, 1678.

An ancient fortlfled town, diief place of de- 
partment Isdre, head of a diocess, and of a mili- 
tary division, finely seated on the rapid Isdrs 
(idiich outsit In tvro), under ahilly ridge 900 UseC 
above sea, called Mont Rachel. The best view of 
it is firom this ridge, which commands also a pro* 
pectof 30 leagues, and evm of Mont Blanc. Ths 
Drao Joins the Isdre, near the town. The old ^o- 
vinoe of Dauphini, of whidi it was the oapitil, 
took its name firom the dol^pMn or Dauphin, boms 
in the arms of Its old counts and tiieir suc ces so w y 
the eldest sons of the reigning klngrs. 

It was called Cularo by the Romans, tOl His 
Emperor Qratiaa <dianged it to QroMmiOfoilimt 
whence the present name is derived . Th a oMm*. 
part is St. LenxwiSk «0L>dabx«srQiOMa&ai^'^ 
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«ld wbU itood, bekfw tb* ridge just mtntloned, 
vldcfa caniM the new eitaddoa it, eneloaiog a 
pieoe ofthe old BaitiOe.

Lk Mvt (12 kil.), which is near some granitic 
rocks, with chapels on them, but is noted for a 
casUe, where some Provencal gentiemen con- 
spired to take Charles V. at the head of his 
army. They smashed his ooach with a machine, 
but were all killed, the emperor eso^ing on 
horse-back. 

Frejus (16 kil.), the seat of a diocess, in 
a pleasant open spot near the mouth of the 
Argius, on the Mediteranean, was the Fortun 
JuUi (whence the name comes) of Augustus 
Csesar, who made it a colony for the third legion, 
and the station for the fleet taken at Actium. 
Its decay was completed by the ravages of the 
Saracens, &c., and the filling of the port. 

St. Etienne's norman cathedral of the twelfth 
century has some roman stones hi it, and an eight- 
Sided bapistery on granite pillars : the bishop's 
house is gothio. Various prooft of the anoiont 
importance of Fr^us are left ; among these are — 
parts of the walls ; an oval circus ui sttmo and 
brick (about 660 feet round); and tiie Porte 
I>or^e or gold gate which led to the harbour 
(another was called Caesar's gate, and there were 
two besides), where a quay or mole may be 
traced, and two granite posts and a pharos or 
lighthouse are seen. The harbour was about 
1,600 feet square, but is now a swamp, with an 
etang or pool in the midst ; a canal of 2^600 yards 
lad down to the sea. An aqueduct on one and 
sometimes two rows of ar<Aes, 18 or 20 miles 
long, brought water from the Siagne to the 
north-east, to the port and town ; parts of it still 
exist. At Villeneuve farm (2 kfl.) are remains 
of a temple ; another to Diana, stood on Est^rel 
Ma, Jn some rodkn, overlooking the sea, is the 



grotto of St. Honorat, founder of St. SeriiA 
abb^. An Italian patois is spoken. 

At St. RaphaeFs fisUng village, to tte 
south-east (2kil), near St. Tropes, Napoleos 
landed flrom Egypt October, 179d, and hare he 
embarked for Elba 1814; he would have landed 
here in 1816 but for the wind. Julias Agrloola 
(the fSsther-hi-law of Tacitus), and A]>b6 Si^yei 
the constitution maker, were bom here. McttHn 
— Dn Midi ; de la Poste. Population, 8,200. 

L'EsTEBKL or L'EstreUe (14 UL) is near the 
sea, under the range of broken porphyry hilla 
called les Manres (after the Saracens or Moors), 
wliioh shelter this part like UnderoUff in the Iftle 
of Wight, and contribute to the softness of the 
cDmate. Th^ are covered with cork, crbatim 
and other trees ; ** and exhibit all the gtandeur 
of the Alps with all the beauty of cultivation, 
every variety of proq;>ect, hill and dale, and wood 
and rock, and the distant sea." 

Canites (19 kil.), a pretty port under the hnii^ 
on a bay of the Mediteranean, near whidi 
(marked by a pillar) Napoleon landed 1st Mar^ 
1816, from Elba, with his littie army of BOO. It 
stands on the site of OxAto, which the Saracens 
destroyed. The quay is {Wanted, and the old 
church, is perched on a rock near an old gothio 
chiiteau. Lord Brougham's seat^ Villa Loois^ 
stands in a fine, dusty spot, among mrange, citroa, 
and other trees. Jhoro are gardens of helio- 
trope, hyacinth, and other sweet smelling flowers. 
Trade in perfumery, nrdines, anchovies^ flrnlty 
whie, on. JBotels— De la Poste; du Midi Pfnchi- 
nat (near the sea). 

In front of the bay are the well-wooded lies 

de Sarins, including Ste Marguerite, with a 

tow3r in whidi Ridielieu ccmflned the man with 

the Iron mask (an Italian named Mattfaioli; his 

mask was reaUy velvet), and St Honorat, la 

whidi are a tower (commanding a noble vlimr), 

chills, kitchens, the refeotory, &e., of an abbef 

founded by St Honorat, bishop of Aries, in 410. 

[At 16 klL to the left is Graue (90 klL east of 

Draguignan), an andent town and sons-pr6<> 

fecture in department Var, among gardens 

of oranges, lemons, roses, and aoonted 

flowers, with a population of 11,300 souls^ 

who distil essences, make perflunery^ &c., 

and trade in organgine, liqueurs, soap, oHve 

oil, flruit, marble. Some say it was founded 

by Crassus, others by a Jewish oolwDiy from 
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Sardinia, In 685. Napoleon bhrouftoked liard 
by on the rock of Ribeg (near fhe faH) on 
his -way to Paris, 1816. There ore beautiftd 
proq^ects, espedally from the obdJak to 
Flace du Cours, taking In the Alps and the 
Mediterranean, as fbr as Condoa (90 milea). 
The church is large but plain, with an <dd 
gotliie tower near it; in the diapel to fha 
hospital are three pictures by Rubens ; the 
library contains 6,500 toIs.; the aaHe de 
spectacle Is modem. Traces of a palaoa 
built by Jeanne, countess of Prorenoe^ are 
seen; besidea a roman tower (!) near the 
Hdtel de ViUe, and St. EQIaire^s old du^tL 
Hotels— De la Poste ; des Ministres. 
Mons, 18 kiL west-north-west of this, has a 
remarkable grotto, with many winding pas- 
sages in tt.] 
AirnsBs (12 kiL), the next place to the Piednumt 
frontier, is a port and military station, in a fine 
spot under the Maritime Alps, with a jetty made 
by Vauban. This was the first place summoned 
by Napoleon, when he landed from Elba; and 
failing to win over the commander, he struck into 
the country over tlie hills, towards Gap. It was 
planted by the greek ctdonistB of Marseilles, like 
many other towns along thisbeautifiilshiMre, and 
used by theBomana. It has a chnrdi on the site 
of Diana's temple^ two roman towers, tnees of a 
roman theatre^ aalnaoiiptiontatthecomer of a 
street, a marble fountain with Louis XlVth's 
name on it, anda pillar to Lovis XVm. Flowers 
of all kinds ax« grown for essences and per- 
fumery, in wfaieh there is a trader as well as in 
wine, olive oil, oranges, flg% fruit, tobacco, fish, 
&o £ot0l~De r Aigle d'Or. Population 6,000. 
At 22 kfl. fiirther you eome to the custom- 
house of St. Laorentpdu-Var, at the luridge (262 
feet long) over the Var, whidi divides fiance 
and Piedmont. 

NxoB, 2 miles beyond, in Italy, is a town of 
30,000 souls, where many English qpend the win- 
ter. From ttiis it is about 70 leagues te Q«ioa, 
and about the same distance to Tuzto. 
BOUTE Ua. 
Grenoble to Grande Chartreuse* 
QiKs:toBUB as in Kouto 8^ ft<om Lyons. 
VoKsi'PB (12 kil.), in the same route^ where 
the wa; to La Grande Chartreuse turns off. It 
takes about six hours to reach it, by mnle^ which 
may be hired f<» 5 fr. there and back. 



Passtaig through the vall^, covered with fir, &e. 
on one side, you eome to La Placette (1^ hours) ; 
then to 8t Laurent du Pont (If hours), about 
half-way from Voreppe (10 milea)^ on the little 
mountain stream of GuiBrs-Morl; op which the- 
road lies. At Fonrvoirle (^ hour), the pass sud- 
denly narrows at a rustic bridge, thrown across 
the stream. A gateway leads on to the rugged 
path made by the m<mks through this deflle» 
wliich is Bned by diflki several hundred feet high, 
covered with trees, and \m so narrow andobeeore 
that you can hardly see the sun, the rivw all tiM 
while foaming at the bottom. After Pont Pennt 
bridge (S| hours) is crossed, you come to a 
second gateway, and a pointed rook called the 
AlDetto or AlguiUette, from whidi the pass 
widou vp to the spot where the monastery 
stands to a drde of forests and irregular peakib 
4)270 fact above the sea. 

La Grande Chartreute (1^ miles), fhe head 
of that monkish order (of which Charter Housa 
to London was a branch), was founded to 1064» 
by St> Bruno, firom the rairtaken notion that ha 
would find purity of heart and love to God 
and man, to flytog from his duty to society to 
a life of useless contemplation. The present 
pile is of a mnch later date, an irr^rula' ooUec- 
ti<m of Ugh-roofed buildings. One long gal- 
lery leads to the general's apartments, churdh, 
kitchen, refectory, &c.; another to the cloisters^ 
chi^ter-honse, and cells for about sixty brethren 
and servitors. Highor up the stream is a chapel, 
wlii<di was St. Bruno's ceU. The monks dress 
to white or brown; they take one meal a-day, 
with a light supper, alone, but on Sundays and 
holidays they meet to the refectory, one readmg 
while the others eat. 

Strangers are ktodly treated, and may find 
€ggB, fish, fruit, and sweetmeats, with a good 
bed, for whidi it is usual to give them i francs 
a-day; women betog lodged outside the preotocts. 
They make excdlmt vegetaUe elixir and can de 
melisBe, distilled from the plants around; also 
tooth-pewder, and mineral paste called boule 
d'ader. You come back on the same road, oi 
round te Grenoble, by Sm>ey, to six hours.

Lm Favrib (14 kfl.), where a road turns off 
by the Bu^tenskm-biidge over the Isire, on to 
Font en Royaos. so oaUed after a bridge, said to be 

foman, thrown across the torrent of the Bourne. 

Romahs (12 UL), in a pretty spot on the Is^ro, 
across which is a bridge to P£age. It was 
founded in the nfaith century, and has parts of 
its old walls left, with a church of the tenth 
century. Here Humbert U., the last native 
dauphin, made over his dominions to Phil^pe of 
France, 1349. Population 10,000. Tanning in 
various shi^MS is the diief employment, and it 
is also noted for its wine, truffles, liqueurs, &c. 

[About 16 miles to the south-east^ is the castle 
ot La Chsrtronnldre^ in the beaatiftil al^e 
vaU^ of St. Jean en Royans.] 

At 18 kil. ftirtfaer is Valence^ on the RhAne 
(Me Route 24) ; and Toumens is ahoatasftr off; 
but higher up tiie river.

Distance to Briangon, about 110 k., or 88 miles. 
QwnoBLl^ as in Route 84. From this, you 
pass by Boni^arte's noble mountain road into 
Italy, (begun 1804» and now completed).

Lk Lauzbt (1 league). 

MoRsansB (2 leagues), in a fertile val^y en 
the Ouiaanne (one of the heads of tlie^>iiraiice,) 
has s<nne excellent vrarm sulphur sprhigs^ whidi 
are used in the season. Peculation 2^600. 

Bbiahqoh (4 lesgues), a sous-pr hectare hi 
department Hantes-Alpes, and a very strong 
military flrontier town of the flrst-dUtss, on tlie 
Durance, where the Guisanne and Clarke join it, 
stands (about 6,900 feet above the sea), in an 
amphitheatre of hdghts, orowned with seven 
forts, the highest of which is 2,300 feet above the 
lower ones. Zig-sag ways lead to them, and 
thqr communicate by tunnelled galleries. A 
triple Une of walls surround it; the streets are 
very steep and farregular; abridge of 130 feet q^an 
crosses the deep bed of the Glair6e, trailt 1684. 
It was the roman BriganHwm ViatUf and fonns 
the key of Franoe on this side of the A^ 
Population 4,860. Trade in bams, molea^ aheep^ 
&c. The manna was oonsidered one of tiie 
'wonders' of Danphin§. fiofol— De la Faiz. 

Frcmi this yon come to La Vadietts^ at the IMt 
of Moat Cfmivre (11,790 liset Ugh), on the other 
side of whidi rises one head of the Po. Thenee 

Bocae Mort-Gbtxvbb (2 leagues), a miB 
place of 400 sonls^ where the douane or fl po ntli r 
custom-house is placed. There is a ^Ilar to Niiu 
poleon here, 66 feet high, and a hnqploa fimndad 
by Humbert n., and rebuilt 1804. BythiavoQte 
Charles Vm. entered Italy, 1494, and B^Detato 
and his army, 1747. The first place on tlw 
ItoUon ride is Cesanne ; on to Turinis 28 leagi^ 
firom Brian^on. 

From BrianQon, as above, yon pass 

La Bessbb (17 UL), near the Val Louise (wfaldi 
leads up the lof^ Moat Pelvouz, to the west), and 
near also a cave called Baume des Vandoifc 
where 8,000 of these suffering worthies were 
smothered or slain by Charles Vm., in 1488. 

La Roohs (7 Ul.), leads into Val Fresslni^ 
where Felix Ncff is buried. He lived diiefl|y il 
La Chalp ki Val d'Arvioax. 
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Plah urn Phaxt (10 kfl.), on the Durance, 
where the Oull Joins it, is near Mont Danphln, 
which has a strong frontier fortress, by Vauban. 
Up the Gnil, through the raUey of Queyras you 
oome to GuiUestra, where English prisoners were 
confined in the war. Then to Veyer and the 
deep gorge of Chapehie. Further on, to the 
Tillage of ViUe-Vieille, opposite the Fort de 
Queyras, which stands most picturesquely on a 
peak by itself in the midst of snowy heights. 

Val d'Aryixuz, Val yeran,leo., whidi stretch 
around this, are consecrated by the labours of 
FeUw Nef, among the Protestant Vaudois (<. e. 
jdJlej people), who have for ages made this de- 
solate region their aqrhm&. He was like Fletcher, 
while Oberlin in some rcqieots resembled Wes- 
ley. At the head of the Ouil are Aiguille, Abries, 
BistoUu, and Mont Vise and its glaciers, 13,840 
feet Ugh, on the ItdUan border, round which 
are passes faito Piedmont to La Torre^ &o., the 
* ancient fold ' of the Vandois.

Here a road of 17 leagues 
turns off to Gap^ «M St. Yiaomt, where the 
road to Baroelonnitte Joins it. 
[BoreelomMtts (about 36 UL from Charges) 
is a sous-pr6feoture in department Basses- 
A]pe% on the Ubaye, and is one of tho pret- 
tiest and best built places hi this part. It 
was founded 1230^ by Baymond, Oount of 
Frorenoe. InthePlaoe^neartheoldcio<&- 
tower, is a fountain in honour of Manuel, 
with an inscription from B6ranger, the 
poet, signifytaig that * arm, head, and heart, 
were all fbund in him.* Popnlalion, 2^800. 
fio<aI»-.Lions; Manrfai.] 
▲ road leads hence across tho 8a90if border, 
ftr about 66 leegnei^ on to Genoa. 

Bmbbch (24 kU.), a sous-pr6feetnre and forti- 
fied town, amcmg the hills, on the t<q^ of a rock, 
over the Durance^ and called by the Bomans, 
Xbrodumm^ IX wu tho seal of aa arohbiahop, 



and has Ndtre Dame gothie eafhedral, wUch 
bears a good norman spire, and had the image 
of our Lady of Embrun, so much reverenced by 
her pious servant, Louis XI. The palace, now 
a barrack, is dose to the old tower called Tour 
Brune. A house of correction supplants the 
semhuu7 for the Jesuits. Trade in wine^ fruit, 
cattle^ &c. Population, 4,600. 

CoATBAUBoux (8 Ul.), a viUage in a fine spot 
where the Grave fUls in. StiU ascending the Dir 
ranee, you oome to Mont-Dauphin fort (16 UL), 
and La Boche^ to the left of wUch towards Monte 
Vise, a road passes leading to Val de Queyras 
and Val d'Arvieux, the ancient settlements of 
the Protestant Vandois^ where Felix Neff la- 
boured (tee above, Boute 86). By way ef 
Brlanyon, the distance from Embrun to Tnrtn 
over the Alpine passes Is about 40 leagues.

[About 13 Ul. south is the picturesque her- 
mitage of F61iaei^ In a very solitary spot, 
reached by 60 steps in the rook.] 

POULAIX (7 Ul). 

Dn (0 UL), on the Drdmcb a sous-prfifsctare 
of 3,900 souls, among the mountains^ was the 
Dea VoeonUorum of the Bomans^ who left some 
relics^ wUch are collected at the old bishop's 
house. Porte St Marcel, a triumphal arch, in 
the ancient walls on the Gap road, is worth 
notice. It was the head of the Diois comt6 (Joined 
to Danphin6, 1189), and seat of a diocess till 
the time of Louis XIV., when the cathedral 
churdi (mined in the religious wars) was re- 
built; length 266 feet by 76 broad, without a 
shigle piUar. Trade in silk, oil, fruit, and ex- 
cdlent white wfaie^ called Clarette de Die. 
hotels — St. Dominique; dee Trois lUsaoa 
(Three PhMMBftiV C(»iaDLNft^ii«»s!fc«^^^ 
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[In th* neighbouriiood an, Mootagne de 
OUuuUise (2^620 y«rdt high), where the 
bear, chamoia, white hare, &o., are found; 
But de St. Genie (1,660 yards), Montagne 
de Fordnrles (near St. Jnlien, 10 kil. off), 
on which is a grotto and lake wbme a Jnne 
oattle fUr is held; Montague de Bolore» and 
its grottoes ; the ITonf Jt»aeoe$sQtle (10 Ul.), 
which only the diamois oan reach, bat which 
a Siear de Den^Jnlifltt scaled 1492, by the help 
of ropes, to please Charles VIII , and planted

east, is a fine q^ among the mountahia of 

the Royanais, near the head of the Bonme. J 

Adc (6 IdL), on the Dr&ne, where the Bes

Luo (10 kil.), the ancient Lftcui-Augtuti, has 
a roman tomb for its public fountain. 

BAuaisaBS (10 kil ), still on the Drdme, is the 
only useAil pass through the mountains here. 

La Baumk-dbs-Abwavdb (12 kil.X in depart- 
ment Hantes- Alpes, so called from a grotto near 
it, and a fine cascade, down whidi the water ftUs 
70 <» 80 feet. 

AsPREs-LBS-VBTirB (18 IcQ) ^Veyne(6kiI.)on 

the Buech.— La Roche-des-Amauds (12 kil.) 
At 12 kiL ftirther is Gap (sos Route S4).

Ntovs or Nions, 10 Ul. higher up the Aigues 
or Eygues, is a sous-pr§fecture (population 3^400), 
to department Drdme^ and tiie anci«itA'«oiiMVu«^ 
finely seated over the beautiful valley of tlie river, 
under the Cd de Dev<», Mont de Tanla^ and 
Mont de Garde Crosse. It had a diftteau d the 
Dauphins, and made in 1822 against the Duke 
of Savoy, a worthy defence, headed by the 
daughter of Marguerite de Charoe. 

The town proper, called the Hallea, from an 
srcaded building heref is divided from the Bourg 
and forts (wliere the castle stood) by old waUa 
^dgmtet; in tt^lowetpart, attbe dtfUBofHOm, 



a very old, if not roman, bridge, croaaea the 
river, by a sing^ stone ardi 127 fe^ widf^ 86 
high, having a square towor in the midst. 

The valley of the Aigues te like a garden aU 
theway tothe Rhdne, between high liiIls,ooTered 
with vineyards^ olive yards^ mulberry groond^ 
&c It is remarkable for a healthy wind called 
Vent Pontias, blowing down the valley firain tiie 
mountain of that name at tlie head of it every 
day till noon, when it is succeeded fay another 
blowing up it, called V^sine, more hot and ener- 
vating.

Alx (14 kil.) a sous-prefecture in department 
Bouches-du-Rhone, seat of an archbishopric, 
academy, &c., and a watering place, was founded 
as the roman JLquee Senticoi by C. Seztius Cal- 
vinus, about 124 b.€., and became the capital of 
Provence, under the Troubadours. 

It stands near the Arc, in a fertile valley 
separated by hills, to the north and south, 
from the Durance and the coast; Mount 
Viotoiro lying to the east. The old square 
shaped town, with its dirty streets^ half- 
ruined walls, and six gates, Is on one side of 
the Cours OrbiteUes, or High Street, wliich has 
David of Angers^ statue of King Ren6, three 
fountains (one of warm water), and the statues 
of Portalis and Simeon, placed there 1847. Out- 
side the town are the mineral springs, called the 
Pontile de Sextius, with a bathing house ; the 
seasou for using them is from Mdy to October ; 
and they are benefldal in cases of rheumatism, 
paralysis, skin diseases, &c. Fountains and 
granite pillars ornament the principal squares; 
Place des Precheurs has an eagle on the top; 
that in Place do la Madeleine, an eagle and ftmr 
Uons, with medallions of CSains Sextns, Gharlee 
m. count of Provence, Louis XV. and Louis 
•XVni.; mother called Fontaine des Quatre 
Daiq»htns, in the Corso, spouts out warm water 



century, a gothic nave of the fourteenth centuiy, 
with a front and tower of the same date (tiie 
carved cedar doors are later), another aisle of 
the seventeenth century, a large and well-shaped 
choir, built 128(^ and the ancient cloisters of the 
eleventh century. The old hapUttiy, with tti 
eight large granite pillars, was, they say, part of 
a temple to Apollo ; there are also a sarcophagus 
(hi St Mitre's chapel) with bas-reliefs of Christ 
preaching, a painting of the Virgin and Child, 
with portraits of King Ren6 in it, sculptures by 
Cleastel, and two lions fh>m Rent's throne, 
monuments of archbishop Penard and Fabri dl 
Piersac, an equestrian figure of St. BAartin, an 
old niched image of the Vhrgin, held in great 
veneration by the superstitious, &c. 

At St. John's gothic church, which beloiiged 
to a priory of Malta, and was buUt 1231, by Bay. 
mond Berenger IV., are the tombs of the counts 
of Provence (restored 1828), some paintings, and 
a good dock-tower 318 feet high. St. Made- 
leine is 200 feet long, and adorned with various 
paintingi^ one behig by Albert Durer. 

There are five or dx other churches and eha- 
pds. At the Hdtel de Ville, built 1668,- are 
Coustou's statue of Marshal Villars, and a large 
and valuable library of 100,000 vols., chiefly the 
gift of the Msrquis de Mc^anes, and 1,100 MSB., 
with busts and uras ; that of Vauvenargues is bty 
Bamus, a native artist. Near it is a dodc tower 
built 1612^ with a dodc and figures moved by 
machinery. The old priory contains a museum 
of roman and greek antiquities, besides a gallery 
of pictures, among which are Groe's Night of the 
20th March at the TuOeries, Forbin's Siege of 
Granada, &o. Opposite the fountain of St. 
Louis, is the school of arts et metiers (trades). 
The new Palaii de Jtutiee Is a large boildingt 
worth notice, with the prisons dose beside it, 
standing on the site of the old seat of the Gomita 
of Provence, where the parliament of Aix used 
to meet. It has also public granaries, barracte^ 
three hospices, a salle de speetada, coU^e^ &c. 

Among the eminent men it has oroduced are

Le Pa7j 77 kil. or 48 miles from St. Etienne, 
Eoid»—Du "PaitiB Boyal; de Milan; dee Am< 
bassadeurs; du Commerce. Population 16,000. 
Capital of department Baute-Loire, (fcwmerly of 
Velay in Auvergne), seat of a diocess, &c., near 
the roman Peussio, was at one time called VUle 
d* Anis, hv.^\ iben Puy or Pueeh, i. e. a peak, from 
the volcanic mountain, on whose north and west 
sides it lies, sloping in a remarkably picturesque 
way towards the Borne, which valley Joins those 
of the Dolaison and Loire close by. This co- 
nical peak, in the midst of a circle of other rugged 
volcanic hiils covered with vineyards, &o., is 
2,484 feet above the sea, or 460 above its spread- 
ing base; from which the lava-built houses with 
their tfled rooft rise in tiers, past the Cathedral, 
the gardens of the seminary, &c., to the top 
called the Roche de Comeille, and crowned by 
the ruined castle. From the Pont St. Jean, the top 
offers a rough likeness to Henry IV., with his 
aquiline nose, moustache, and beard. On the 
east of Mont d' Anis, is a sharp peak of volcanic 
breccia, nearly 300 feet high, called L'Aiguilhe 
mr L*AiguUle (the needle), on which is the little 
spire chapel of St. Micliel, seemingly inaccerible, 
bvt reached by a spiral of 218 steps, and built in 
the norman style of the tenth jentury. Below« 
between the peaks, is the < temple of Diana,* • 
little seven-sided norman buUt chapel of St. 
Clair, now used as a barn or a theatre. From 
the position of the town, the streets are too 
irregular and steep for carriages; they are 
paved with lava. One old gate has great machico- 
lated towers on each side. A flight of 12V 
broad steps brings you up to the 

CatAedroI, which stands with its back to the rock, 
and is built of lava, in a half nfflrman ftyle; it \ 
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has two pillars of red porphyry in fron^anlwla- 
ted pyramidal sphre and low towers, a nave of 
three aisles on great pillars^ good carved pnl^it, 
a painting of the Innocents, a carving en wood of 
St. Andrew's martyrdom, and an altar of divera 
colours, on which stand« an ebony image of tha 
Vhrgin in gold brocade, brought they say from 
Egypt, by St. Louis on his return trota the Cm- 
sades 1254; a gift which produced many pre- 
tended mirades, besides an abbey and convent^ 
and many royal visits. The bishop was by cus« 
tom, president of the States of Velay. 

A large priests' seminary and the hospltalltaad 
near the cathedral; at the college, (whidi HAS a 
dhapel with an Italian ftvnt) is a library of 6,009 
volumes. St. Laurent's great church in Lowtr 
town, near the bridge,contains the modem efflgiea 
of Dugneedin, copied from those destroyed Iqr the 
Barou des Adrets when he and his fierce eaMxdibB 
attacked the town. A new Hdtel de Villa is Id 
Hace des Breuil ; send at the museum is a coUeo- 
tion of pictures, roman antiquities^ minerata^ 
and fossils.

At 66 kU. to the north-west is Rodes (see 
Sottte 62).

crater, now filled up by trees. The moun. 
tains of Mezen(^ Gerbier-de-Joncs, and other 
peaks of the Cevennea are hi view.] 
AuBBNAS (80 kil.), a dep6t for the sQk trade 
of the Ardddie (population, 4,800), among tbtt 
volcanic peaks of the Coiron mountains, covered 
with vines, olives, mulberries, &o., standing on « 
bin over the river Arddche^ aI>ove iriiidi rise lli 
spire and domed diurches, and the tow€ee&^%»

Berg, originally a fortified tower of the 
m<Hilu of Mftiry", who built the tonn in 
Pliilippe le Hardi's time. There is a pillar 
to Olivier de Serrea, a native, who wrote the 
Th^tre d' Agriculture, and first planted the 
mulberry ; the learned de Gebelin was also 
bom here. Population, 2,600.] 
L'Aboektibre (10 kil.), out of the road, in 
the deep, rocky valley of Ligne, is a sous-prefec- 
ture of 3,000 souls, and so called from the lead 
mines (from which silver, or oirgeaX^ is extracted), 
worked here since the twelfth century. The old 
gothic church is light, and rather elegant ; and 
there is an ancient castle on the difli. Trade 
in silk. Near it is a grotto^ including several 
eavi'S. 
[St. Laurent dea Bains 27 kil. north-west, has 
some excellent warm sulphur waters, in a 
wild and rocky, but healthy spot on the 
Borne.— JaiOac, 14kil. north, of Argenti^ 
lies among volcanic peaks in department 
Arddche, and near Arddche river. 
JoTxnsB (8 kil.), on the Drobie, a branch of 
the Arddche. 
f Below Buoms (7 kiL east-south-east), is a 
wUd, rocky part of the Arddche (espedally 
at the Junction of the Voisin), where the 
river worms itself through caves and around 
masses of rock of the most fSuitastic shape 
(some regular cubes) ; wliile the banks on 
both sides in one part rise at an angle of 46^ 
by immense steps, made by the wearing 
away ef softer masses of rock. — At VaUom 
(which has a fiunoas stalactitic grotto), 7 kiL 



lower down, are two cariosities— the fiaU of 
Ba^ Pie (122 feet down, over a basalt rock), 
under the curve of idiidi you may tak« 
shelter in rain, like tfie Hepste faB in Breek- 
noduliire, and whidi freeses in winter; and 
the remarkable Pent de VAre, a rugged, na- 
tural bridge, of hard, gr^ limestone, itretdK 
ing in one arch across the river, about 173 feet 
span, aad 96 high, the irregular roadway be- 
ing above 200 feet above the water, and 40 
fbetwide. It has been used firom reman 
times; Louis XIIL buflt a fort to conunand 
the pass; and cottages stand hard by It 
In the neighbourhood is the GoufOre (or 
gulf) de la Goul^ a savage valley or pass 
between the Usdge mountains.] 
Jalbs (11 Ul.), near the Chasseiac, where the 
road to Villefort and Mende, in Losdre, tnma ofL 
St. Ambroix (12 klL), on the Cdze, in depart- 
ment Oard. 

At 19 kiL ftirther (south-west) is Ala*8, on the 
Nismes railway; or 34 kil. to the sonih-eaat Is 
Uses, whence it is 20 kiL to Nismes (see Routea 
43 and 44). 

ROUTE 43. 
Alison to Beaacaire (Pont du Gabd), 
' Rjlmes, Montpelller, Cette, Nt 
bonne (Tovlousb), Perpignaa, 
Spain. 

Distance, about 140 kU. to Mon^IHer, and 
140 more to Perpignan ; making about 280 UL or 
174 milea. 

By rail to Tarascon, Ntmes, Monlpellier, Cette^ 
four trains a-day, but not through; and not 
faster than 18 or 20 miles an hour. There Is a 
delsy, therefore, at some of these places. 
Atiqhon, as in Route 24. 
Tarasgor (21 kil.) in the same route, whence 
the branch line to Ntmes turns off, on a viaduct 
across the Rhdne, the banks of wliich so fhr are 
I^cturesque. About twenty stations hence to 
Monlpellier. 

Beaucairb (— kil.) across the Rhdne, which 
haa an old Provencal castle on the rocks above^ 
is noted for a commercial JPow*, lasting trqvx 
22nd to 29th July, and attended by merchants 
from all parts of the Mediterranean. As many 
as 300,000 people are sometimes collected. The 
old carved Hdtel de Montmorency deserves 
attention. An old bridge of boats here has been 
replaced by ChaU^s noble suspension bridge^ 
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hanging on four bends, each 426^ feet long. It 
is the largest in France, and ranks next to 
Mendi, which Is itself secund to that of Fribourg, 
by the same architect (Chall«y). 

The Aurelian way to Ntmes and Spain went 
through this place, the ancient Ugamwn. A 
canal runs down to the sea below Aigues Mortes^ 
in connexion with the Canal du Midi. 

[At 16 kil. north-north.west, and SI west of 
Avignon, by road to Nimes, you pass La 
Foux, on the Oard or Garden, 1 kiL from 
the 
Pont du Oard, a noble roman remain, 
being part of the great aqueduct (17^ miles) 
which carried the waters of the Aure to 
Ntmes ; and looking like a screen across the 
vall^. It b a mass 640 feet long and 138 
Ugh, of three rows of arches, one over the 
other^— the lowest, a row of 6 arches; the 
next, 11 of the same size ; the third, 25 smaU 
arches, having the water way above, where 
it ran 6j^ feet wide and deep. It was used as 
a road before a bridge was built, 1747, close 
to the bottom of it. Being half .way between 
Avignon and Nisme^ it is common for pio- 
Bie parttot from both towns to meet here to 
pMs the day.} 
Nismes or Niiizs, 80 kil. firom Taraaoon by 
railway. jEToteZ*— Du Luxembourg, on the Ea- 
planade, well appohited la every respect, Iwid- 
lord particularly obliging Midi. Retavirmitt 
Durand's, hi Rue Metre Dame; the Cte/9«are hi 
Grand Cours and in the Esplanade. Population 
60,000, one-third of whom are protestants: 
there are 150^000 in the department. 

This old oily, the capital of department Oard 
(part of Languedoc), seat of a bishop, a protes- 
tant consistory, a college, &c., is most remarkable 
for its monuments of antiquity, such as the 
ampnltheatre^ tower, maiaon carrfie, &c., and 
ptands in the dusty, unattractive, though fertile 
puun of 'the vistre, near the Garrigue hills, or 
beginuiDg of the Cevennes range. Some think 
it was founded by the Marseilles Greeks; the 
Romans, however, who took it 121 b.o., and 
called it iVmatmis, were its greatest benefactors, 
and, under Agrippa, built the baths, aqueduct 
(from Pont du Gard), &c; while Antonine, 
whose aneestors were natives, constructed the 
•mphltheatre. It was then two or three times 
]»»gf* thu> o««. Tb« Vandals (407), Saracens 



(720-7),aiid others, so reduced it by fhelr ravages, 
that, in 1336, it had but 400 souls. It was a sort 
of republic, under consuls, &c., from 1226 till 
1556, when it was finally Joined to the crown. 
Charles VII. took it 1420. 

The old town or Cite is a heap of small dirty 
streets, surrounded by the Grand Cours and the 
faubourgs of the modem town ; this Cours, on 
ihe site of the boulevards, is well planted, and 
set off with delightftil gardens. The best view of 
Nismes is from the UU near the banrads^ or 
firom th3 1 our Magna, whidh overlooks a vast 
range of country. Many of the lowest streets 
are named after emperors and noted men, as 
Adrian, Vidal a Judge, Baduel and Petit the 
scholars, Saurin the Jlvine, Traucatwho planted 
the tlrst mulberries hure, &c. Its later buildingt 
are not of much consequence. 

The cathedral, in the cit6, is an Irregular pile, 
with bits of all styles in it, from the bysaatine 
downwards ; the oldest part near the tower being , 
of the eleventh century (the base, they say, 
was part of a roman temple); the rest belongs 
to the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. It ' 
contains a picture of the Baptism, and tombs of 
Fl^chier and Cvdinal Bernis. St. Paul's, in' 
Place de la Madeleine, is a modem building, bi 
the byzantine -ityle. The churches of the 
college, and of 8t. BandUe, are also seen, the 
latter having a good facade. There are two 
protest«nt churches, Grand and Petit Temple 
(a protestant church was founded as early as 
1569 by G. Moget); and a synagogue in Rue 
Rousny. An Hdtel DIeu, founded 1313 by Ray- 
mond Rossi, was rebuilt 1830; Richard's large 
hdpital, for old people, foundlings, and lunatic^ 
wasfounded 1686, and enlarged 1811. The palais 
de Justioe, hi the classical style (after the Propy- 
iea at Athens), was built 1826, on the site of 
Plotinus's roman basQica, near the railway station 
and Cours Feuchdres. Maison centrale de 
detention (house of detention) on the site of ' 
Vauban's citadel and Fort de Rohan, serves for 
13 departments, and has room for 1^00. The 
biblioth^que of 40,000 volumes and MSB., Is 
connected with the cabinet of natural history* 
on the site of Recollet's convent is the theatre 
by Meunier, with an ionic portico. Not fiur from 
tills is one of the ^reat antiquarian treasurei ef 
the dtg^ the

•eat and west» 437^ feet by 832^; 73^ feet 
by 124 hialde; M76 feet round; 70 feet high 
(faislde the gromid Is 7| feet lower). It is com. 
posed of two rows, of sixty equal arches each, 
in a plain tnsoan or dorie styles with a oomioe 
between the rows, pilasters between the arches 
in the first row,and piUars between thoee la the 
aecond; these arches commmiVmte with the coiri- 
dors and pasisgns lesiling inslda. Ponrpnudpal 
entrances front the points of the oumpasR« that 
onthemnrth being dlsthigabhed by a pediment 
and two carred buUs. On the uorth-east side 
yon may trace bas-reliefii of fighting gladiators, 
and the story of Komohis and Semus sudded 
by the wolf; and round the top (which Is 
broken in the esst) are holes for the polei^ nrhioh 
the awning was spread on. In the Inside are 
remains of the 32 rows of seats (16 or 17 may be 
traced), made of enormous stones, and rangi^ 
in four dlTisions aocording to the rank ok the 
sitters, who came in and oat by the pasMgei or 
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were at one thna added, and it 
acMlte, to which the cfanreb of 81. Martin 
added (iuide) in the etoveath ceotir^, 
ndthe howsspiladagaiMt It 
l emof o d, and it is now taken proper 
imdlmllsfrom the Camafgne are 
baited here.

Beyond this, on Moot CKvaBer, 
Is the Tom Magme (Ctreat Tower), a 
oasmaAforthecity,and commanding a 
sweep of view; it Is a ndn, atz-elded at bodom 
and right-sldad above, wliere it narrows^ abovt 
110 feet high (might have been 130 onceX and 
65 feet through at bottoov-the top ialesa than 
half as mudi; built of rough stones^ with aa 
ardied base pierced with window^ and renoaint 
of four Ionic pibsters on one ride^ hi tlia npper 
sfany. There is nc staircase or roofl SomalUnk 
it was a roman watch tower, ethers a maoaoleaflB. 
Behind the cypresses here was the burial grooDf^ 
wliere ura% amphona^ potteiy, and booca hocva 
been found. 

Out of ten reman gates in tiie aadent mdh^ 
twoareleft. Forte de nance, near the hoapllal^ 
on St. GUles road. Is a staigle phdn arch, 22( feet 
high, l^ wide, with round towers at the sides. 
Porte d* Augusts, on the Domitian way, or road 
to Bome^ Is more ornamented tiian the other^ 
and was built in the year 7 a.o^ along with Hbm 
waQ, as an Inscription to Augustus testifies; It 
has four arches through It, two large and two 
small, with an ionic column between two oorin* 
thian pilasters on the fitoe. 

Among the buUdtngs which have disappeared 
were the capitol, on the site of the gendarmerie; 
tiM baths, In Forte SI. Antoine; buOlan, ivImn 
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the p«]als de Jnitloe now itanda, &c. CharlM 
VI. tnllt a caatle near Porte des Carmos; pullad 
down 1693. Several protettant mar^rn were 
burnt 1551, in Place de la Salmandre (the creet 
Of Frandfl I.); and on Place de Boucalre^ the 
Oamisard leaders were burnt, 1706. Beeidee the 
college, there are a large priests' seminary, and 
•diools of the brothers of christian doctrine; 
also protestant schools, with an orphan home and 
a normal schooL The protestant oemetery is on 
the Alais road, with *Apr^s la moii, lejugemmf 
(after death, thejudgment) over the gate ; bejrond 
U are the stone quarries in the Garriques hills. 
Tertiary fossils are found on Puy d*Aut»], a hill 
to thesouth-wes^ towards St. Cesaire^ where the 
Idegraph stjuida. 

Of the three railway stations, or embaroaddrts 
for Alais, Beaucaire, and Mon^Uier, that for 
the last is the best, and is 828 feet long. The 
people are rough and independent in their man* 
ners, and divided into two distinct religiona and 
hostile parties; wheat is thrashed in the open 
air by horses; and the plough, or charrue, still 
keeps iu classic shape. Though the dimate is 
better than that of Marseilles, it is still too oold 
and exposed to the mistral and vent-de-bise for 
persons in weak health (Lee's Companion to the 
Continent.) 

Among its natives are Nicot, who brought 
tobacco into France (called Nicotina, after him), 
and Oi^ixot, the statesman ; Reboul, the baker- 
poet, is a resident ; Cavalier, the Camlsard leader, 
was also a baker. Eleven protestant pastors 
are stationed here. The Rev. F. Oouthier, whose 
life has been written by his nephews, the VU- 
lemina, laboured here for 9 years. 

The mannfafftnresare shawls, gloves, sUk good% 
cotton, carpets (at Flesslor's factory), pianos, 
■team engines ; there is a trade alio In gndn, 
wine, eaux-de-vie, olive oil, drugs, essences, &c.* 

Conveyances,— by rail, to Beaucaire (1 hour), 
Avignon, Marseilles, &C., to Alais (2 hours), 
to Mon^pellier (2 hours). By coach to Toulouse 
and Marseillsi (m«Ile.poste), Lyons (26 hours), 
Mon^llier, Perpignan, Uges, Clermont, Som- 
midres, &c. Carriages to Pont du Card, 12 fr. 
there and back.

One of its counts married a dangliter ef a 
king of Arragon, vAoae deacendanta aold it 
to Plifl^ de Valois.

Us 
Inronze statue in the centre, and a aix-slded 
domed ch&teau d'eau, faced with oorinthlaa 
pUlars^ to whidi the wator from St. Clenoenta 
ia brought by an aqueduct, eight noilea luag^ 
begun 1753, by U. Pitot, and distributed to 29 
fountains in the town — one of which, in Place de* 
la Comedi, has a group of the Graoea.

statue of the Virgin, and paintings by Bourdon 
(* 8imon Magua')> Jean de Troy (* Healing of the 
cripple'), and Ranc (* Power of the Keys'). Ndtre 
Dame des Tables church, which belongad to the 
Jesuits, is now the college. 

Near the cathedral is the andent machioolated 
Eeole de Midecine, first founded, they say, by 
the Arabs (or Saxacens), and seated In what was 
the bishop's palace. Among the objects in .it 
worth notice are, busts and portraits of eminent 
professors firom the thirteenth century (besides a 
bronze of Hippocrates brought from Cos); the 
patched robe in which licenUates are dressed, 
once worn by Rabelais; the lecturer's seat in 
the amphitheatre (which holds 2,000) ; a marble 
piece of antiquity firom Nismes; a library of 
40,000 vols., and 600 MSS. in various languages, 
including Tasso's plan of hto 'Jerusalem Deli- 
vered,* and Queen Christina's papers; and a room 
of anotomical models in wax, chiefly from Italy, 
but some by Delpuech. The Botanical garden^ 
where De Candolle lectured, is Ui this neigh- 
bourhood, and was begun by Richier de Belleval 
1593, hi the time of Henry IV.; it contahis 8,000 
plants, many being rare exotics, and one, a 
Cyprus called the Tree of Montpellier. In one 
comer is a tablet to Narcissa, supposed to be 
Young's daughter-in-law, Mrs. Temple; she 
died of consiHupUon, and was buried here^ but 
the body was afterwards moved to Lyons, to 
escape the bigoted fury of the popnlaoe. This 
town IS still reckoned a great catholic rtrong- 
hold ; and the hatred of both parties is so great 
that they use different cafes and will hardly meet 
in society.— (TroUope's Impreaiom c^ a Wan- 
derer). 

8t. Eloi*s hospital, with 600 to 700 beds in it, 
was founded as fiur back as 1183; the hospital for 
incurables was built 1682 ; an asylum for faisenses 
(lunatics), is near it. There is a prison for 460 
on the solitary vystem, <qpened 1844; also a new 
palais de Justice. The pubUo bibliothdqne has 
7,000 vols. ; the theatre on the citadel eq;>lanade^ 
is generally used as a bourse or exchange ; the 
chamber of commerce is at the H6tel St. C6me; 
the Tour do 1' Observance serves as a tdegraph. 
Amongalonglistof natives are, James, King 
of Arragon, Count Daru and Cambac&ref. 
Rev. MM. Michel, Rognon, Corbiere, are piotes- 
tant iMStors here. Manufkctures of linen and

Tliis render*, 
it the best starting point for Algeria. It has 
baths, &c., and there are salt works on the ^tangs, 
which are traversed by causeways and oanak 
towards the Rhdne^ and towards the canal da 
Midi. The Duke d' Angouldme made his esoi^ 
on board a ship here in 1816, when pursued, by 
Napoleon. Good water is very scarce. Tvade 
in wine, eaux-de-vie, fruit, salt, ttMp, peaetoBpm, 
liqueurs, grain, timber, &c., and especially * made 
wines of all kinds and qualities* for the foreign 
market.

(18 idl)., a town of 7,700 soulfl^ on 
tibe Herault, wli«re the Pefaie Joins iu in a plea- 
sant and healthy spot, is the roman Piscmnmt 
wliidi Pliny praises for its wooL Simon de 
Montfort hdd it at one time ; but when rlsited 
by RiefaeUeu 1829, it belonged to Montmorency, 
whom he soon after beheaded. Its old chiteau 
oommands a line view of the beautifkil country 
around. The blade nun^ diurch is now the 
■aUe de ipectade; fliat of the gr^ nuns is an 
«uu-de.Tie distillery; and the Hdtel de la Paiz 
oootipied that of the white nuns. At M. Bran's 
house is the barber's diair in which Moliere^ 
^who made his debCkt here, used to be sliaved. A 
large weddy market is hdd for eanz-de-vle, 
wine^ dried fruit, &c.

[At 13 kil. to the north is Glblan, which has a 
mineral spring, and remains of a roman 
aqueduct to Hosiers.

An old 
gothie cathedral, ef boaalt, has a floe altw 
pleee, and was the seat- ef a d le eea a in tiM 
tfth eentnry. The strong fort of Bvcaeai^ 
in the rocks, protects the town. A aaspeo« 
slon bridge hangs otertlM river. FopolBtfaa^ 
8^800. 
The CteMrf dm JfUl (i. e. ef fhe aoiilli), oft 
CSoNoI dm Lamgmedoe, was out 1667-81^ ia 
the time ef Louis XrV., by Riqu«t4l«.Ao»afc 
pos^aooordfaigtolhe piaasef AndrioeL H 
begtais at Agde at the south end of Btaa^ 
de Tlian, and passes B£sier% CaroaaaoaoMb 
dee. to the Oaronne,a little bdew Tovlons^ 
where that river is navigable to tha Baj of 
Biscay; so fliat a eomplete water oonanniBl 
cation is thus <^>ened between tha latter 
and the Mediterranean. Length about US 
miles, with 64 locks, about 109 bridgea, and 
65 aqueducts; it la 66 feet wide. Thetaasv4 
of BCal-pas, Is 667 feet long. Good bargea 
ascend it. ** There Is an airy and oomHort* 
tably fitted up little cabin, in wfaidt, or on 
the roof of wliidi, one miqr sit at pleaaare^ 
and be drawn along witliont Jolt or dwi^ 
by fbur horses at the rate of six or aavan 
mOes an hour." But this conv^yanee If 
tedious from the number of locha and 
turnings. The propoeed Bordeaux and 
Cette railway follows this route.] 
Bbziers (12 kfl)., a sous-prefecture of 18,009 
souls, and the roman Biterra, flndy seated oo 
a rock 200 to 260 feet above the Orb and tlia 
Canal du Biidi, in a beautiftd country. It la 
one of the most thriving seats of tlie hraandif 
trade. The main street runs up to it timm^ 
a ravine. A faw roman antiques are worked 
into its old wall, parts of whicli, however hav« 
been pulled down to make -room far honaaa^a 
theatre^ and boulevards. It was one of tiia 
diief towns of the Alblgenses, when the 'tripla 
tyrant,' Lmecen.t III., proclaimed a ernaate 
against them In the thirteenth century, headod 
by Simon de Montfort, and 60,000 were slaugh- 
tered here. 

The old castle-like CofAedroi; with its great 
tower and turrets, has a good nave and dioir, 
and several stained whidows; near it aia ivat« 
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fiwki by GorcDer, and the old Ushop's palace, 
now the louB-inrMBCtar^ with a noble prospect. 
Madeleine and Aphrodiae churohei are worth 
BOtioe^ the latter being to called after the patron 
faint who camehere^ fhey say, as eariy aa260, on 
a camel. The flgure of *P6pusa(^ the traditional 
foonder of the town, is pointed ont. There are 
laige fiMstories for caaks^ made of beaatiAal oak 
inqported firom Bome. The maroh6 anx grains 
was once a church; that for cattle is the dte of 
flw dtadel; a public library of 0,000 toIs. was 
begun by the Jesuits 16S7. A walk may be taken 
to the looks on the canal; silk stockings, gtoyes, 
eanx-de-Tie, liqueurs, confitures, ^asi^ P^^» 
ioap, &o. are made; and there is a trade in 
white, red, and muscatel wfaies^ flruita, &c. The 
figs of Fuisaalcon, the Neflls figs, and the game 
pitis of Laur«ns, are aU noted. BaUU—De la 
Croix-Bbmohe (White Gross of the Crusaders); 
du Nord ; de la Poste. 

At 37 kll. iMgrond is Narbonne, whence it is 
69 UL to GarcaMonne^and 93 Ihrther to Tou- 
louse (SM Routes n and 60). 

Nabboiihs, af ortresB^ soua-prifoctnre of 12^000 
population, in department. Aude, and once seat 
of an archbishop, in a fertile plain, on a cut 
from the Au«'e to a lagoon called 6tang de la 
Soubine, on the Mediterranean, which is three 
leagues distant. It stands on the old Aurelian 
way, and was coloniaed in the 636th year of 
Borne, by Lucius Grassus^ as lfaH>o MarMut, 
the capital of Gallia Narboneniia. The Visigoths 
made it thehr ci^ital when their leader married 
the sister of the emperor Honorius AU; in 762 
it was incorporated with France by Pepfan. 
Many roman inscriptiona are let into the ram. 
parta. Pont dee Marchandia part of the ancient 
Pons Yetus or old bridge. 

The streets are narrow and crooked; walks in 
Plan des Barques, and the A116e des Boupirs, 
on the canal. St. Justus cathedral diurch, oon- 
risting of a large chofar only, is a fine gothic 
apedmen, begun 1272, having flying buttresses, 
two towera, a vault 131 feet high, with slender 
pillar* and painted window^ besides monuments 
of bishop De la Jugie, and'a soldier named Las- 
bordes (bUck marble^ in armour of 15th cen- 
tory), with a earring of the Assumption. Two 
popes, Clement IV. and VII., were pMeats here. 
There ore six other churches, St. Paul's being

bishop's old place or castle, with an ancient 
square tower rising over it, Louis XIII. gave up 
Cinq Mars to the vengeance of Cardinal Biche- 
lieu.

Gardens of yines» 
olives, pomegranates, oranges, &o., are seen oat- 
tide the bride ramparts ; the streets are narrow, 
darlc, and pared with pebbles, and the houses 
Spanish looking, having wooden balconies^ &c. 
Outside porte Notre Dame is the aadent bri<^ 
diitean of CsstiUet, on a high rock, now used as 
a prison; it is machicolated, and in the moorish 
style. Porte Canet leads out to the Bianqueries, 
where the tanners live. Place de la Loge, where 
the Hdtel de Ville stands is so called firom an 
old carved gothic building ; in Place de la Li. 
bert£ was the Jesuits convent, destroyed at the 
revolution. Near the church of St. Jean le 
\Meux (the old), built in the eleventh oentoiy, 
cro-s-shaped, with a square tower, is the 

Catktdral of St. Jean, begun bj tfie kings of 
Majorca (who held the town flrom James I of 
Arragon in the thirteenth century), and flnidied 
by Louis XI (who took It in 1474 firom Jacques 
II). Length, 254 feet; breadth, 64; height 92, 
the vault being unsupported by pillars; it has a 
good screen of white marble. Tho old churches 
of the Cordeliers, Carmdites (on the esplanade,) 
and Dominidans, deserve notice. 

The CU<xdAf on a slight rise above the town, 
Duilt by Vanban, indudes a large place d'armes, 
barradcs, and the doi\)on castle of the Comtes de 
Bourillon, &e., oonsbting of eight square towers 
joined by high walls ; besides an old diapel which 
•erves for the magashie. A library of 14,000 vols, 
and a museum are placed in the old university 
bulldhigs, founded 1^ Pedro, of Arragon, 1849; 
there is a pepini&re or nursery, besides public 
baths, theatre^ a oollflge, priests^ seminary, two 
hoqiltals, &c. At the Jardin de Fharmade is a 
vlfginiaa tulip tree, planted 1769, sixty feet high. 
Sinoe 1800^ a government bergerie for breeding 
merino sheep has been established here. H. 
BIgand, the painter, and Madame Tasto, the 
poetesi^ were bom here. 

Uaan and woollen stnfh) playing cards, brides,

The town, built 1674 by the Spaniards^ 
was surrounded with bastions by Louia XIV, in 
one of which General Dugommier, killed 1794 
in the Spanish war, was buried; but his ren>aina 
with those of General Dagobert are now at Per- 
pignan. Here Pomp^, on the Summum 
Fyremsum, bnilt a column stating that firom the 
Alps to the farther aid of Spain he had reduced 
867 dties to the roman rule; which, with the 
altar, added by Caesar, is gone. At 24 kil. fiirthar 
is Junquera, the first town in Spain, on the road 
to Figueras and Beroelona.

[At « kil north-north-west is MoUig or Mollgt 
a small place (population, 600), in a gorge of 
the Castillane, noted for its twelve warm 
springs (temperature 90* to 100*), useCUl for 
indigestion, ulcers, chronic muscular com- 
plaints, nervous dis e as e s , and flrequented 
July to September; board, 8| to 4^flr. a 
day.] 
ViLLEFRAVCHS (6 kO.), a third class fortress, 
in a deep gorge at the bottom of the difh 
which hem in the Tet, here lined by two streets 
ot red marble houses. It was buOt by Vauban 
for Louis XIV, who, they My* confined some of 
his court ladies here. On the south side, beyond 
the ramparts, is Coba-Bastdre grotto. Popula- 
tion, 700. 
[ To the south, up the valley of the Gonflent, is 
Vernet (8 kil.), a pretty village, known for 
its hot springs. About 3 kil. higher up the 
side of liont Canigou, on a rocky height, are 
the picturesque remains (a good tower, &c.) 
of St. Martin's abb^, founded in this deso- 
late spot, 1101, by Ouiffred, Comte de 
Cerdagne and Gonflent,to expiate the murder 
of his nehpew. In winter it is covered with 
snow, and inhabited by wolves.] 
Olbttk (9 kil.), where two streams Jofai the Tet. 
THUBS-Eir-TRAVAnxs (6 kU.) has several hot 
sulphur springs, one of which, the Cascade^ is as 
high as 160* temperature. 

FoNTPKDRonzs (6 kU.), in a pretty part of 
the Tet, near a fUl, and several good points of 
view. 

Mount-Louis (6 kH.), as in Bonte 48 ; b^ond 
which is the head of the Segre^ and Bonrg- 
Madame, on the Spamitk frontier.

PBRPiaHAV, as in Route 43, above. 
Lb Boulau (21 kil.), in the same route. 
Cbrbt (8 kil. south-west of Le Boulau), up 
the Tech (above the curious one-arch bridge^ 
149 feet span from rock to rock, 80 from the 
water, only 14 broad, built 1336), is a sous- 
prefecture of 3,619 souls, and an old place with 
modem faubourgs beyond the old walls. It has 
a large public fountafai, and St Fereol hermltagt 
te near. The commission met here 1660, to 
settle the boundaries of France and Spain. 

Fort- LBS-B Aim (7 Ul.), so called from a 
mountain fort, and the sulphur springs below 
used by patients afliicted with rheumatism, 
paralysis, &c. Fish and game are plentiftU. 
There Is a military hospital here. 

Arlbs-sur-Tech (6 kU.) has the ancient 
church of St. Benoit's abbey (founded 778), In 
the porch of which is the grey marble tomb of 
two saints, brought ft^m Rome in the elevrath 
century. Population, 2,000. 
[About 6 kil. west-north-west, up a brandi 
of the Tech, is Corsavy, near a precipice 886 
feet <*own; whence it is almost 10 kil. by 
mule-paths and serrated ridges, and hard 
climbing to the top of 
Monit Caniffou, the highest peak of the East 
Pyrenees, 1,464 toises, or 9,298 feet above tlw 
sea, and vidble 30 leagues round. It la 
covered with snow seven months in the year, 
and shews dgns of having been worked for 
minerals. The mountains in this quarter 
are not bare^ but edged with forests of plnea^ 
oak, ash, diesnut, cori^ &c.] 
Le-Sauvbub-lk-Tboh (8 kQ.). 
Prats-db-Mollo (6 Ul.), a small fortlfled 
mountain post, strengthened by old gothlc wall% 
and La Garde fort, built by Vauban. Popula- 
tion, 8,600. A path leads over the ridge of the 
Pyrenees to Gampredon, on the Spanish sida 
( 18 kil.) on the river Ter. To the west, near 
the head of the Tech, are the warm mineral 
waters of La Preste dose to the grotto of Britchoe, 
and quarries of vdned marble and breccia.

It is the roman UImKcp 
which had a tenuis to Augustus, and sent 
a Ushop to the ooundl of Aries 466 ▲.». In 
1660 the bishop and all went over to the 
reformed faith, for which Louis XIIL garri- 
ioood it and rased the walls. It was latterly 
a dnohy in the Crussol flunOy (first peers of 
Awnoe), whose old diitoan remains, with 
high walls and comer towers, like the bistile 
at Paris; the diapel has stained windows^ 
and tombs of the dukes from 1600. St. 
Therrfs cathedral was burnt 1611, except 
liM fine circular romanesqne tower of six 
■lagei (ono^ elgbt, they say) to which a 
modem dinrdi is added, with a portrait 
of Cardinal Pacca. St. Etienne's was the 
Jesuits' diurcb. An andent crypt, in another 
j»art, has an ill-made figure of Christ crowned, 
with the rtigmata. The large bishop's palace 
Is now the prefecture^ with a beaatiftd park 
behind. A little beyond is the house where 
Baobie Ured, 1661-2; when studying theo- 
logy here; it has a fine project orer the 
YaUey of Giaf ort, in which is a grotto oaDed 
Temple des Dniides, with a dolmen cloae 
by; also the Touroal tower and the Fontaine 
dTEure, which supplied the great aqueduct 
to Nlsmea. Many roman inscrlptioas haTC 
been found. A few sQk goods are made.

Alals (3f mUes) a sons-pr6feetnre In d^iart- 
meat Gard, of ITjOdO people, and a tiuhrfaig town, 
among coal and iron mines, under the Cavanoes 
mountahis, where ttie C^se meets tiia Garden 
d'AUis and Garden de Bfialet. It had a lepef's 
hcsfAtal for the crussders in the time of St. Louli; 
and was held by the English when givan up 1421^ 
to Charles VII. Having become a head quarters 
of the Frendi reformed ehurdi (wfaitdi hdd a 
qmod here, 1610, under Dumoulin), It was be- 
sieged aad taken by Louis XIII., whB vaaed tts 
walls. Louis XIY. built a eitadei, and aenta 
bishop to bring them bade, but without aaooesi. 
The fort Is now alaw.ooart;therearaagotliio 
cathedral ehnrda, a library of 8,00(1 yoto.^ dOt 
mills; &C. 

In the ndghbourhood are the pretty walki 
on the Garden, the hermitage^ part of a 
convent, the sulphur mines of St. Oeman de 
Valgagne; by another way, in the valley of the 
Calaigon, yon pass the Tour de Fare belonging 
to General Meynadier, and part of Pne^-da- 
Cendras abbey* burnt by the Camiaarda, who 
were hunted down in the religious wars of 1704. 
Some mineral firings here are nseftal as tonics 
and in skin diseases. Revs. lOf . GalDaH^ 
Dubois, E. Dhombres, are protestant paatorabeva. 

ffoCels— Du Lnxambonrg; dn Commeroa; da 
Louvre. 

A railway of 10 mUes (1^ bourse thrloea day) 
goes on past Les Tamaris to La Lavada and La 
Pise, in La QrcmdtCkmtbe, the coitre of this ooal 
and iron district, the mines of which are In tha 
hands of a company. Coal (houille) is plentiftil 
both anthradte and inflammable^ and is worked 
by means of galleriee; the steam-enginea were 
made in England, and brought here by way 
of Cette ; several englidi workmen are employed 
in the mines and Iron-foundries. The coalfield 
reaches to St. Ambroix (20 kfl. north-east of 
Alais) on the CHe^ a fine spot among the rocka, 
with many tilk mills. 

The road henee to Prlvas and Yalenoe^ is des- 
cribed in Boute 41. 
[At 10 kU. south-west of Alais is Andnse, tfaa 
roman Andutia, a picturesque town near 
the fine ch&teaa of Toniae (a Ubj ta 
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tho Cevennoff), where the Camiiiards began 
to riM against their oppresaon in the time 
of LeuJs XIV^ and M^ere alio Marshal VU- 
lani made proposals of peaoe to their chief 
leader, Jean Cavalier. They were erentoallj 
■obdned by the Duke of Berwid^ 1705. 
On the west is the fine valley of St. Jean de Oar- 
donnenque. The rugged rockt of granite^ 
VM-wMxke, limestone^ gypeom, &&, are 
worth notice; giMreMteoe«(^f)res an oak yield- 
ing A beautlftil dye^ abounds here. 
To the Bouth-wasl Is the eastle where Floriaa 
the Frendinevelist was ben; also 8aave,on 
the Yidourle^ where foardies or wooden 
pitchforks are made, and lead mines worked; 
Ia Salle (population 2^120) whldh has ■nv 
nUb on the Garden, and gypsum quarries; 
8t.Hippolyte (population fi,200)near the head 
of the Vidourle, with a protestant tenq>le^ 
built eut of the fort erected to overawe that 
fkitfa, which f6rt was formerly the ch&teau 
of the seigneurs; and Le Vigan (see below). 
Kevs. MM. Boissldre and Duasant, are pro. 
testant pastors at St. Hippolyte.] 
lluLMT, 10 kil. west of Alais, is noted for its 
mountain caves, in which bones hayo b6en found; 
and was Che birth-piaoe of Roland, the Gamisard 
leader in tne religious wars, who used to hide 
her(^ and who, being captured by Villars^ was 
burnt alive at Nismss. At 6 UL ftirther is 

St. Jba5 su Oaed, on the ooaeh road to Misroes, 
In aflne ptet of the Garden d'Anduse, where silk 
goods, millinery, &c. are made. 
IL4 Vig«M (26 kil. to the south-west) is ano- 
ther charming place (and sons-prtfecture, 
of 6,200 souls) on the Ajtc, near Mont I'Epe- 
ron in the Cevennes, surrounded by country 
houses of ttie Mismes and Montpellier gentry. 
A gothic bridge crosses the river ; there are 
catholic and protestant <diurdies, cotton 
and silk thread mills; and, on the principal 
place, a bronze of d'Assai^ a young captain 
of an Auvergne regiment, iribo fell at Clos- 
'tercamph&FlanderS|1760. Making a reoon- 
nolsaance at night, he suddenly came upon 
tlie enemy who were advancing to surprise 
tho French, and threatened to shoot him 
if ho spoke. Without hesitation he rushed 
OB them shouting *A moi Auoeryne, eettont 
Im tmmnUi (after me soldiers, these are the 
enemy 1) and foil, pitrced by sQorei of belli.

St. Bauzillx-du-Putois (6 klL), a smaB village 
on the H^rault, is remarkable for a succession 
of caves in the limestone, called (in the patois of 
this part) Baouma de las Doumabelas, or the 
ladies^ cavern (another name is the grotto of the 
Ganges), full of stalactites and stalagmites of all 
shapes. 
Gamoxs (6 Idl.), ftirther up the HirauK. 
Lb ViOAir, on the Arre, is about 10 kiL north- 
west of thb (see Boute 44). St Hippotyte about 
16 kiL east; and St. Jean du Gard about 20 
kiL north of St. Hippolyte.

(Jews') grotto. Cardinal Fleury and Geneml 
I Lagarde were bom here. iro(eis>-I>e la Croix 
i Bknohe (White Cross); duCheval Vert (Green 
i Horse). 

[Glennont-H&ranl^ 16 UL south-east, near 
the Tdriomel, is an industrious town of 
6^200 people, who make doth, cotton, &e.

On the Cesse are 
the large grottoes of Baume de la Coquille, 
io called because of an enormous sholl>like 
stalactite in it, fuU of water — At Bize, 16 
hil. lower down the Cesse. in the valley of 
FOns, many bones have been found in the 
caves.] 
St. Pons-db-Thomikres (23 kil ), a sous-prfi- 
f^ctore of 6,270 people, in a pretty valley of the 
Jaur, among the mountains, has a fine old church, 
built of marble; and, at the head of the river 
(which falls into a natural bastai)» another old 
church of Charlemagne's time; agothiotower 
on a rock, and two great elms, maJdng a very 
picturesque group. 
St. Ama«s.la-Bastid« (26 Ml), on the There. 
[At 26 kU. south is Caunes, in department 
Aude, with good marble quarries, and re- 
mains of a hermitage hi the rocks near them.] 
Castrbs (i7 kil.), a sous-prefecture in depart- 
ment Tarn, on the river Agout, which divides It 
from Yillegoudon, has beantiAil promenades 
called Lices (lists, where tournaments were held), 
with an Hdtel de Ville, built by Blansard, (where 
the public library of 7,000 vols, is placed), bar- 
racks for cavalry, publi6 gardensi and the diurch 
of St. Benoit (formerly the cathedral), which 
contains paintings by Ridals, Leiueur, and 
Coypel. Among the natives was Rapln, who 
wrote the History of EngUmd. A logan stone 
Is to be seen in the ntighbourhood. Population 
16,418. 

Rev. MM. Dejean and Dombre are protestant 
pastors here. Thriving manufactures of cloth, 
lintfUs, flannels, soap, leather, &o.; and a trade in 
these articles, paper, liqueurib oonfectionery.

Albi is 39 kil. north of Castres {tee Route 62). 
Pur.LAU&BMs, 20 kil. west of Castres, on the 
Toulouse road, belonged to the counts of Too. 
louse, and was made a duchy in favour of Rldie- 
Heu's nliBco . It stands on the top of a rock, and 
was fortified by the protestanta, whose academy 
of sciences here was suppressed by Louis XIV. 
TouLouss is 60 IdL farther (tM Route 60).

Aude, which divides the Clt£, or old town, flrom 
the Basse Ville, or new town, and is croesed bj 
a bridge. It was a station in OoUia UUerior, in 
Caasar's time, and came to the Visigoths, tha 
Saracens, and the counts of Toulouse. ▲ 
figure of Dame Carcas, who they say founded ■ 
the town, is shewn by the people. 

The modem part is well built, and watered bj 
streams and fountains ; one, of Neptune and hia 
horses, is hi Grande Place. The promenadea 
are various (on the quay, &c.), and sheltered flram 
the keen winds which blow here. Among tha 
buildings worth notice are the Hdtel de VOle; 
the prtf ecture and its large gardens, with a ro- 
man inscription to Numerian; library of 6,000 
vols, and museum; the bridge, wfaenoe you m9 
the Pyrenees ; the barracks, theatre, hospital^ 
&c. St. Vincent's church containa mnch stained 
glass. 

In the old Clt6, higher up, are the ndned waOa 
and battlements of.'tho castie, partly as old as 
the eleventh century, which the Black Prinoa 
tried to take, 1366. St. Naxaire's (Nasaiiua) 
Cathedral, near it; is a small but good buDding 
of the eleventh century, partly hi the aarmaa 
style, with well-stained windows, and the broken 
tomb of Shnon de Montfort (Earl of Leicester), 
who besieged the town when hdd by the AlU- 
genses, 400 of whom he burnt alive. A small 
branch canal, carried over the river Freaquel, on 
an aqueduct, Johis the canal 4a.

Six gates 

in the ruined walls lead up to the tower, 

which looks like the Eddystone lighthouse, 

and is 101 feet high, and 9 to 4 thick. It 

has been restored and commands a good 

range of yiew. Forte Baudry, built 1015, 

was rebuilt 1589, and restored by Bonaparte 

in < r An Vm. de la RepubUque.* A batde 

was fought here 1465, between Louis XI.

BRSTioinr (1| miles), in a pretty raUej, where 

/ohn of France made a treaty with Edward III., 

then master of the best part of France. Popn- 

lation750. 

MABTOLLBs-xir-HuBXPOiz (3| miles), near 
tfie railway, has a merino-sheep farm at 
Chanteloup, which was a country-seat of Fhil- 
lippe-le-BeL Coaches to Arpi^ou, Boiuy, and 
St. Charon. 
[Arpa^ (2 kil. west), where the Remede 
joiniithe Orge, was cslledCh&tres till 1770. 
when its seigneur, Louis de Sayeme^ was 
made marquis of Arpi^on. They relate 
that after the hi^py marquis received fads 
title, he used to plant himself in the road, 
with a stick, and inquire of the passers-by, 
* What is the name of this seat?' If they said 
Arpti^on,* they were rewarded with praises 
and something substantial ; but woe to the 
unlucky stranger who called it by its old 
name of Cbitres. A large church and tim- 
bered halle here.— At St. Charon (11 kil. 
south-west), is the fine natursl fountain of 
La Rachde.— At St. Vrain, is a domed 
pavilion built by Madame Du Barri. 
Lot^umeau (8 kil. west), in the pleasant 
Fallen of the Yvette^ is older than the ninth 



century. The square chnrdi of St. Martin 
has a good gothic portico.] 
BomcAT (2^ miles), on the Juine, a little past 
Mesiiil Voisin, seat of the Duke of Ch<daeul. 
PrasUn. Coaches to La Fert^Al^M, Vaire, 
and Malesherbes, all on the Esonne, to idiicb 
the other river runs. Malesherbes belonged to 
the bold defender of Louis XYL at his trial; 
formerly to one of the mistresses of Henry IV^^ 
Henriette d'Entraigues. 

La&oy (1^ miles), on the Juine^ wheK« Hmj 
make laces, edgings, &c. 

Etrbchy (3| miles), on the same rirer, near 
which, in a wooded spot, are remains of the old 
feudal castle of Roussay. Gypsum quarries here. 
Etaupes (5 miles), on the high road to Ori^ans^ 
and two little branches of the Juine, is a soim- 
pr&ecture of 8,200 persons, called Stampae in 
old times, near which Tliierry defeated his unde 
Clotaire, 604. It is chiefly a long street, with 
good promenades round it. At the palais de 
Justice, on a rising pointy are remains of a castle 
built by le roi Robert for his wife Constance; 
the wife of Pliiiippe Auguste retired here ; and 
it was razed by Henry IV. in 1590, except La 
Quinette tower, the sides of which are rounded 
on the plan. 

Notre Dame church is a large gotfaie pile at 
the thirteenth century, with a fine nonnan 
tower; St. Martin and bt. Basil are abo wordi 
notice, as well as the Hdtel de Ville, and the 
house of Anne de Pulsseleu, one of the mis- 
resses of Francis I. In the fifteenth oentiuy, 
fireworks were invented here by a townsman, 
who was nick-named Jean Boutefeu. Petrified 
fossils are found in the gypsum quMirries; and 
the tour de Brunehaut is near. GeofiE^y St. 
Hilidre . the naturalist, was bom here. Trade in 
grain, flour, soap, &c. jBotels— Grands Couriers; 
Bois de Vincennes. Coaches to Anneau, Dour- 
dan, Pithiviers, Inville, and Bermaise. 
[^Dovrdan (15 kil. north-west), an old place in 
a forest, on the Orgue, with a ruined keep 
(212 feet fadgh), and eight other towers of its 
ancient castle, (built they say by Gourtrand, 
king of Orleans, in the sixth century) ; a 
double spire church, and a good timbered 
hall, built 1223, by Louis VUI. At 28 kil. 
south-south-east of Etampes, is 
PUhivien, a sou8-pr6fecture, hi department 
Loiret (population ^000), over a ravine on 
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the Oeufi was caOed Piviers and Pluviera, 

&nd was a strong place, which the Prince of 

Cond6 took twice in the League wars, and 

which Henry IV . dismantled. You see here 

many gothic houses, the tower of an abbey, 

a venerable church, the spire of which, 270 

feet high, was burnt in 1863, and fragments 

of the walls, &c. In the neighbourhood are 

the grotto of St Gregory, Segrais mineral 

well, and remains of a castle, which Henry 

I. of England burnt. At Tdvre-le-Ch&tel 

are the extensive ruins of another. 

Trade in grain, wine, honey, saffron, gateaux 

d'amandes (almond cakes), and p&tes d'alou- 

ettes (lark pies), for which it is noted.

■outh-east), on the Juine, the seat of Comte de 

St. Remain, in a fine park, in which are a tem- 

pie, Swiss cottage, statues, and a pillar to two of 

La Peyrouse'i companions. — Near Champuis- 

teux (16 kil. east of this), is Vignaj, where the 

ehanceflor Hdpital died. 

AvobrVuxb (3 mil^), the last place in depart- 
ment Seine-et-Olse. Coach to Chartres, 40 kil. 
west-north-west, (see Route 90). 

TouRT (8^ miles). In department Eure-et- 
Loir, dose to the border of Loiret, has a popu- 
lation of 1,400, with sugar works and an old 
ch&teau. Coaches to Janville, Ch&teaudim, 
Courtalain (seat of the Montmorencies), Drou6 
(tee Route 65), Montdoubleau (and its feudal 
ruin), St. Calais (Route 67), and Chartres. 

Artbnat (8| miles). Near this are ruins of a 
famous chateau, the lords of which were so pow- 
erful in the feudal age, that it resisted all the 
forces of Louis le Gros in three several attacks. 
There is also a church of the tenth century. 
[At Patay (16 kil. west), the great Talbot was 
for the first time defeated 1428), and taken 
prisoner by the French, who were led on by 
Joan of Arc.] 

Chevillt (3{ miles), where the ma^ 
plain of the Orldanais begins, and the 
forest of Orleans, which oorers 94,000 
acres.

Ormes, Olivet, St. Mesnm, St. Denis, Bionne^ 
Cheqr, St. Ay, &c. By steamer, daily, up tba 
Loire, to Glen (6 hours), Cosne (18 hours^ 
Nevers (24 hours), and Motdlns ' 30 hours). 

Population 42,000. (^hief town of department 
Lohret (once part of OrUanais)^ seat of a bishop, 
&;c., on the north bank of the Loire, in a wide 
plain, near the forest of Orleans. It wsb tie 
Oenabum of the Camutes when Caesar burnt 
it, and being re-built by Aurelian, a.d. 272, took 
h^ name, AureUanum, of which the modem 
name is a corruption. It is noted not onl^ 
as the head of a duchy, first created by Philips 
de Valois for his second son (died 1376), and re- 
vived by Louis XIII. for his brother Gastoii» 
whose descendant Is the young Count de Parla 
grandson of Louis Philippe) ; but also for the 
various sieges it has witlistood. In 461 it WM 
saved from Attila by Aetius, the Roman com- 
mander; about 670, ChUdoric rescued it firom 
Odoacer; and again it was saved, in 1429, whea 
ihe English, who held nearly three-fourtbi of 
France, and had nearly taken the dty, wwe 
driven back by the famous Jeanne d'Aro^ the 
Pucelle or 'Maid of Orleans,' a simple shep- 
herdess, of Domremy (see Route 19). BeUeving 
herself to be Inspired, she became the means 
of turning the tide of conquest against the 
English,who thenceforth lost ground in Fsanoe; 
but revenged themselves on poor Joan bj 
burning her for a witch at Rouen, two years 
after. It was held by the Huguenots or Pro- 
testants in the dvU wars of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, when it escaped another siege^ by ihj 
sudden deetb of the Duke of duiai^

St. OLvrn (8 miles), on a biD, (in wliich 
crystals are fonnd), at the bridge on the 
Lofaret, where the Dulce of Ouise, caUed Le 
Balafr^ (from a scar on his flice), was asaassi. 
nated bj Poltrot, 16®. Ctovis founded a 
monastery here. A little to the east are St. 
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Bolingbroke lived, 1719, in his exile, when he 
married Mmdame de Maintenon's ^ niece. He 
Improyed this seat, wliich takes its name from 
the feouroe of the Loiret, bubbling up here 
out of the limestone in a basin 47 feet aerosi, 
called the Bouillon; the Abfane is another head. 
It runs dear, and ftdl of fish, 6 miles north-west 
to the Loire. The water of the latter riyer, bj 
filtering through the soil, is supposed to be the 
secret source of the Loiret, which though smaU, 
gives name to the department 

La Fksts-St. Aubik (U^ miles) on the Oos- 
son, near a roman oamp, in the barren district 
of La Sologne, has the chiitean of Frinoe 
d'Essling (Marshal ICassena's son),one part being 
gothic of the thirteenth century, the other from 
Mansard's designs. 

La Mottk Bkutboit (18 miles) on the Benvron, 
a branoh of the Loire^ in department Loir-et- 
Cher. 
[10 kil. west on a rode, is the fine old difttean 
of Chaumont, with madiiolated towers, 
&c.] 
NouAN-LB-FosBLiBB (4 mUes) on a branoh of 
the Beuvron. 
[About 40 kil. east-sonth-east is Anbigny, on 
the Nere, given by Charles Vn. in 1426 to 
John Stuart, constable of Scotland, and 
defended by his descendants against the 
League.] 
8AXBRI8 (7^ miles), a spot on the Sanldre, 
where many roman antiquities have been found. 
Population 1,700. Coaches to Romorantin and 
Aubiicny. 

[At 24 kil. west-south-west, down the Sanldre 
is 

EomranHnj a sous.pr6frotur« of 7,400 
people (who made doth, &c ), where the 
Morantin Joins in the sandy Sologne district. 
It grew out of a ch&teao of the sdgneurs of 
Lautheny, whidi came to Frauds I., whose 
wife Claude was bom here. Just before 
Poitien 1866, the Black Frinoe besieged it 
and (as Froissart relates) made use of artil- 
lery for the first time. It is fturther noted 
for the Edict de Romorantin issued by the 
wise Cbancdlor Hdpital, which saved France 
from the Inquisition. Fi^on, a protestant 
divine, was also a native, llotete— D'Angla- 
tcrre; de 1' EtoUe (Star).] 
TrnMouur or TfaeiUvle-Pailleux (74 mSleiV 
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ViXRZoH or Vierxon-Ville (6| miles), where 
the branch rail to Bourges and Nevers tumi off 
(with a stoppage of ten to twenty minutes ; Mi 
Route 61), is in department Cher, and stands 
among fertile prairies (meadows) on the Canal 
de Berri, and the Cher, where the Tdvre Joins 
it. It is mentioned hi the old romanoe of tht 
Knights of the Round Table ; and in 1 196 wli tn 
hdd by the counts de Bloi% was destroyed hj 
Riohard CcBur de Lion for reftiaing to aoknow- 
ledge Um as snserain. The BUck Frinoe held 
it for a few yean; at length it came to the dukes 
of Berrl and the crown. Its old castle stood 
here till lately; theohurdiisagoodone. Popu- 
lation 6,700. Trade hi doth, win^ iron (madt 
at Les Forges), and pottery. ITotels— Des Mes«

dW^mgSeiqyper town (on a steep ro<^) firom 
the lower, and remains of a castle^ traflt thej i^ 
by Pephi. Population, 4,600.

[To the right is the prettily se a te d village of 
BmoU-de-Saat, near the fall of Montgemo. 
To the left you see the mined tower of 
Crosant, on a granite rock, 213 feet alraTS 
the Creuse.] 

MoRTsnoL (17 Ul.), to the left of whldi Is tiia 
old chiteau of St. German-BeanprS, which 
Henry IV once inhabited, and to which Mitim e. 
de Montpensier was exiled. It has portraits of 
Henry, Madame de Maintenon, &c., with large 
gardens, an orangery, and hunting forest.

An old towii« 
capital of department, Haute- Vienna (for- 
merly of province of Limoiuin), seat of a diooeasig 
&c., in a healthy spot, on the slant of a gentle 
bill by the Vienne, which is crossed by two old 
bridges, and another of stone, buUt 1830. In 
CsBsar's time it was the head of the LemoviceSf 
and became an important roman towi^; but 
afterwards suffered by the ravages of the Visi- 
goths, Normans, &c., and in the religious wara. 
The Black Prince took it by storm 1370, after a 
long siege. 
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Bfany old timbered hoiues are seen i^ the lower 
parts or Cit6, where the roman town stood ; the 
OMrtle was placed in the upper part or yQle. 
The streets are narrow and crooked, for the 
most part; but adorned with fountains, whieh 
are supplied from the country. One, the 
Fontaine d'Aigouldne, is filled by a roman aque. 
duct, one of the few pieces of antiquity wbidi 
time has spared; another is in Place St. Martial. 
Among the public promenades are the Champ 
de Juillet, the largest, and FUce d'Orsay, which 
marks the site (called Les Ar^nes, the Arena) of 
the roman amphitheatre. 

The Cathedralj dedicated to St Etienae (Ste- 
phen), of the thirteenth and fourteenth eenturies, 
rephuws one destroyed by the English ; it is of 
granite, and looks Tenerablo, though incomplete 
(a choir only) and mixed in the style; it has a 
finely carred wood loft, 86 feet wide, put up 1633 
by Bishop Jm^s**^ whose beantiftil tomb ia here ; 
the belfry stands away by itself. 

St. Michel-de-Lions is a good churdi of the 
fourteenth century, having a door with oarred 
lions on each side, a tower 226 feet high, sur. 
mounted by a ball, and a lofty vault. The 
modem church of St. Pierre du Queyroiz ia 
marked by a good tower. 

An old convent is turned into the HAtel de 
Ville; in front stands a belfry which belonged 
to the church of St. Martial. In old times a 
festival or Fdte de Brandon, was kept up, in the 
manner of the Boy Bishop. A mock litany vraa 
sung, the response to which. In Limousin patoia 
was * St. Marcean prega per nous, et nous epin- 
garcn per vous* (i. «., St. Martial pray for us^ and 
we will danoe for you) ; and the day ended with 
merriment and drunkenness. 

The bishop's palace (^vdch6) is a solid s tru ct ur e 
of granite, and there is a cross in the public waysi 
of the same material. The library contains 12,000 
vols. A few roman atones ^have been ooUected 
by amateurs; one or two are seen in the gardens 
of the prifeoture. There ia the usoal variety of 
public builditags, but none of any note. 

D'Aguesseau, the chancellor; Vergniand, the 
Girondist; Marshal .Jonrdain ; Dupuytren, the 
physician; Michel Chevalier, were aU natives. 

Excellent porcelain, cotton and wooDene, 
pi4>er, &o., are made here. Horse fidrt are 
held, the breed being noted.

CBymoutierB (80 UL east), in a pretty 90I en 
the Yienne, having * good gothio ohuroh, 
with some painted windowi in it.] 
UzBBon (18 kiL), * town of 8,600 people, on 
* peak over the Veidre, very prettily seated, and 
having many good houses^ so that a proverb aayi^ 
'whoever has a house at Uaerdie, has a castle in 
Limoudn' (the name of the province). It has an 
old parish church; and St. EulaUe's chapd, of

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PsTBAC (10 klL) on A Uko, netr ^dileh Charles

[ Aboat 20 kil. east is Gramat, hi a rocky part 
of the Alzou, with good mineral springs and 

a tumulus At 15 Ul. north-east of it, is 

St. Cere on the Bare, among high limestone 
hills, on one of which are the two towers of 
St. Laurent, 130 and 90 feet high. Good 
blade hats are made here. There is a fall 
of the Bare, at Antoire, near this, 106 feet 
down, dose to an old tower.] 

PoRT-DB-RoosK (18 UI.) on the BMon. 

[About 8 UL east-sonth-eaat is La Bastlde 
Fortunidre, where Napoleon's brolher-hi- 
law, Muirai king of N^;»les, was bom, the 
■on of an innkeeper. A village near it is 
called after him.]

Population 12,20a Coital of depart, 
ment Lot, seat of a diocess, and a very old dty 
on a rodcy height over a bend of the Lot. 
Ptolemy calls it Doueona after the latin Divona 
(from a sacred spring here), and it was the head 
of the Cadwrci, whence the name. The English 
hdd it for a time ; and Henry of N«vwre pilbged 
it after a hard fight 1680. 

The streets are steep and narrow ; the oldest 
part is in upper town, where the houses command 
ft fine prospect (even as Car as the Pyrenees) 
firom their terraces. 

The Cathedral has two cupolas (one 105 feet 
high) on six pillars, and a nave 184 fset by 49. 
It is said to be on the site of atemple, or a part 
of one, with modem additions. There are three 
dther churches. The prfifeoture was the bishop's 
palace. Opporite the ooUege is a statue of Fen- 
elon (put up 1820) who was educated here. The 
Hdtel de Ville is new; and the large priests^ 
seminary is tumedfaito a barrack. Of the three 
bridges on the river (where the promenades are), 
one called Pont de Valendr^ has three gate towers 
on it; another named after Louis Philippe, 
replaces the Notre Dame bridge ; and Pont Neuf 
leads to the faubourg St. George. A public 
iibrary has 12,000 vo nmes ; there are a salle de 
q>ectacle, a tobacco factory, &c 

Home pieces of roman wall remain near the 
Fontaiad de Dlvone (and the site of the Char- 



treuse and a preeeptory of the Knlgfate Temp- 
lars), which springs up hi a fine hollow under 
the mountains, and runs by several mills, to the 
Lot. An aqueduct wmt hence to St. Marten 
de Vem (21 Idl.) past La Roque where some 
of the arches are seen. Pope John XXIL was 
bom at a house outside the n<»rth gate; C 
Marot who turned the psalms into CuhionaUe 
verse, was also a native (time of Francis I). 
Trade in whie, truffles, eauz-4e.vie, leather, 
&c. Conveyances daily, to Paris, Toulonss^ 
Rode (90 kil.; tee Route 52.) Aurfllac, VFle. 
neuve d'Agen, &o., (62 kiL; see Route 60). At 
Capoidac, Cnsar's gate marks 0ie ancient Uir- 
dUodunum. 

From Cahors, on the road to If ontanbaob 
yon pass 

Caussadx (38 UL) in a fertile spot on the Ubt, 
with 4^600 people, and a good trade in catOe^ 
wool, bark, black truffles, capons, &c. 

Further on you leave to the righ^ N^ie- 

pelisse, wUdi was visited with terrible abuig^itsr 

in 1622, by Louis XIII., for the ezecntlfm of 

some royal troops in the dvil disturbances hert. 

Hontauban is 23 kil. beyond Cauasade. 

MoiTTAxmAir. JSbtelc— De France; de TEn- 

rope ; du Grand Soleil (Sun) ; du Tapis Vert 

(Green Carpet). Population, 23,000. Chief 

town of department Tam- et- Garonne (formed 

by Napoleon, in 1808), seat of a biahoprie^ of a 

theological college for protestanta, Stc^ on the 

Tam and Tescore, was founded in the twdfUi 

century by the counts of Toulouse, who had a 

castle here, among the willows (alba in the gas* 

con tongue). It was one of the head quarteft 

of the Huguenot or Reformed fUth ; and 8no> 

cessfully resisted Louis XIII. in three -tfege% 

1621, but opened its gates to him and Ridhdien, 

when Rochdle fdl, eight years after. Louis 

Xrv. sent fads dragoons here, and rased the 

walls, whidi was so tar beneficial that it had 

thenceforth room to extend itself. 

Most of the old town is of brick, on a r^»tWHi| 
50 or 60 feet above the river, with a deep ravine 
on one side. A brick bridge, of seven pointed 
arches, has the Hdtel de VUle, St. Jacques' bride 
diurch, and the quay, at one end; and attht 
other, a sort of brick triumphal arch, leading te 
Faubourg Bourbon, which was founded, 156;i^ 
by protestants from Toulouse. 
The Cathedral, built 1739, by Lairoqoe^ is In 
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the Italian style, and nha^ of a greek cross, 286 
feet by 125, with two clock-towers over the 
pilastered front; the vault, on dorio pillars, is 
82 feet high ; it has the Vow of Louis XIII., a 
copy, by a lady, of the original done by Ingres 
a native artist. 

Other buildings are, the prefecture and its 
turrets, the bishop's palace, two priests' semi- 
naries, the French protestant chapel, college, 
library of 10,500 vols., theatre, &o . Place Royale 
is the most regular of the squares, having a gate 
at each comer. In Grande Place the patriots 
were massacred, 1791. 

There is a theological college of the R^brmeA 
Church here, with seven professors. They have 
also an orphan house for forty children. Rev. 
MM. Mollin, Magnan, CruTellid, &o.t are real- 
dent pastors. 

A turning by Caf6 de I'Etoile. in Faubeurg 
Duuaoustiers, leads to Let TemHei, whence 
there is a vast proq>ect of the fertile country 
beyond, taking in even the Pyreneei^ which 
may be seen in fine weather (60 leagues). Above 
and below are the pretty fUls of the Tarn, which 
in November, 1766, rose 84 feet above its usual 
level Cazal^ an orator of the Constituent 
Assembly, was a native.

Tbla ancient town, the capital of department 
BMite-Garonne (part of High Languedoc, in 
the province of Gnienne, or Aquitaine) and of 
•outh France, seat of a military division, an 
archbijSiop, cour imperiale, university, acade- 
mie des Jeuz-floraux (or floral games, first 
founded, 1323, by the troubadours), and of many | 



literary and scientiflo institutions; is on * fcrtito 
plain between the Garonne and the canal da 
Bfidi(<.«. of theBouth),404kil.from Chateanronz, 
256 flrom Bordeaux, 290 firom Bayonne, 160fh>m 
Pau, 445 firom Marseilles, 470 flrom Lyons. It 
was the head of the Tectosages, when the Ro- 
mans took it, and made it a firee colony, 106 
BO.; afterwards it was called ToloM, &0., 
whence comes the present name. 

The Visigeths nuide it thdr capital tUl con- 
quered by Clevis, 607 ; at a later date it waa go- 
verned, under itscounts, by a body of c^pitulaires, 
or 'capitouls,' chosen by the people, tin Louia 
XIV. took the privilege away. Among its counts 
were Raymond IV., one of Tasso's heroee, who 
died a crusader in Syria. Raymond V. waa be- 
sieged here by Henry II. of EngUmd, tor reflising 
homage to him aa lord of Guienne; from the 
next Raymond, who protected the Albigenses, 
it waa captured, 1216-7, by the fanatic hordes 
led by De Montfort, who was killed under tlw 
walls, 1218; and hi 1221, St. Domhiic established 
the inquisition here, till the people drove it across 
the Pyrenees agahi. When Charles V. threa- 
tened it, 1639, it mustered aa many as 36,000 
men.at-arms. In the Ute war, Wellington de- 
feated Soult dose at hand. 

Though many improvements have been madSb 
Toulouse is still flill of irregular narrow streets^ 
paved with pebbles ; the houses and buildings are 
moetiy brick, some of the oldest being covered 
with stucco and wood -work. Here, says TroU 
lope, ** on the second or third floor of a houss^ 
the colour of the gateway of St. Jame^s palaoe^ 
may be found living on, say sixty pounds * jeu, 
some high-heded and high-bom dam^ with her 
equalty andent mhante, or some Monsienr el 

Madame de , too poor, and tax too prou^ 

to seek society among the less pure-blooded 
of the present day.** 

Its old battlemented wans,with thdr nine gatei^ 
are nearly all repUoed by boulevardsi, beyond 
which lie six or seven faubourgs, exdusive of St. 
Cyprien, across the river, built since 1786 
(when the quays were made). This suburb 
is Joined to the dty by Pont-Neuf, a good 
seven-arch level bride bridge, 863 feet long 
(the centre arch is 106 feet span), having e 
tdte-du-pont, in the shape of a triumphal ardk 
by Msnsard, at the south. «e <^x,^:rsv^^s^ 
leading \» C<w»\ykaaTi,%. ^\J«»»»x 
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other waDti im on the qaaju, esplanade, the 
•11^ along the canal, the large jardin dea 
phmtei^ &o. Near the bridge are the chiteaa 
d'eao, and De de Tounia^ on which etood the 
castle of the counts ; some old houses are in the 
Hue des Couteliers, among which the hdtels de 
Malte, de Levy, de Mac-Carthy, &c., are worth 
notice. One of its best fountains is in Place de 
la TrinitI; another, 66 feet high, hi Place St. 
Georges. The new PUoe Lafsyette is large. 
The market for firuit, flowers, &o., in Place du 
Capitole is worth seeing. 

St. Etienne OUhedral is an farregular building, 
the oldest part being the nave, buUt by Raymond 
VI., whose arms are in the vault; a portal and 
large rose window were added by Archbishop Du* 
mouUn ; the semi>cireular choir, which is much 
out of line with the nave, was re-bullt, 1609-12 
(after a fire), in a handsome gothic style. It has 
an altar of Languedoc marble, and a great bell of 
50,000 lbs. weight in the tower. 

A much older church is St. ^ertttn, or Satumien, 
built 1090, on the site, they say, of a roman tem- 
ple, in the romanesque and early gothio styles, 
having a south porch, with a double arch, a tower 
of six decreasing stories, with a spire over all, and 
great pUlars inside, where are tombs of the counts, 
a copy of the splendid shrine of the saint, besides 
side chapels, and a crypt. Ndtre Dame-de-la- 
Daurade was re-buUt Utely, on the Ate of one 
which belonged to a convent, now used for the 
government tobacco flactozy. St. Paul has a 
large dome, with a statue on it. 

Several other churches are left out of the 80 (?) 
ihey say were here; some still in use; others 
turned into magazines, &c. The church of the 
Cordeliers (which contains mummies in its cel- 
lars) with its convent is now a military depAt; 
that of the Jacobins ia an artillery barrack; 
another makes stables for the cavalry; St. Clair's 
is a cannon foundry.— The gothic Augustine 
diurch Lb the Muieum, and contahis a few good 
I^etures, with an excellent collection of roman 
and middle-age relics, such aa busts, statuary, 
and marbles, found at Martres, Nerac, &c , or 
gathered from the churches and religious houses. 
The large old palace of the archbishops is turned 
Into the prefecture ; the palais de Justice, sfaice 
regtand, was the seat of the parliament whidh 



in Place St. Gtorgei, a square of dtai^ redbclek 
houses. 

The JTStel de ViOe, in Place da Capi. 
tole, is a great pile, 380 feet by 128, fronted 
by eight red ionic pHlars, built 1769 : it in- 
cludes the theatre; an old court where 
Henry de Montmorend waa execatod, 1632* 
a gallery, or salles des mustres, in which are 
160 busts of natives and others; and the aaOe 
de Cl^mence, so called from a statue (bronght 
fr^m the Daurade church) of the famous Cl^ 
menoe Isaure, a lady of the fourteenth century, 
and a professor of the gai savoir (gay scienceX 
in whose honour prizes of gold and silver flowers 
are given at the May meeting of the Jeux Flo- 
raux Society. 

The darical library comprises 33,000 vds., 
and Charlemagne's Heures, or prayer book, 
which he gave to St. Sernhi's, 778; that of 
the Lyc6e numbers 33,000 vols. There are^ 
besides, two semhiaries, the college, an h^ 
tel de monnaies, or mhit, the large Hdtd 
Dieu and another hospital called St. Joeq^ de 
la Drave, a good obsoratory, artillery and vetsr 
rinary schools, powder factory, the great Basade 
and Chiteau flour -mills, each containing 84 
grindstones ; also a synagogue, and a protestant 
church, in which are monuments of the EngBsh 
officers who fell in the battie of 10th April, 1814. 
A short canal (de Brienne),cut by the Arehbidiop 
of that name^ Joins the river to thecanal du MidJ^ 
at the double bridge of Ponts-Jumeaux (twins), 
near which, and on the Sypidre, Rav^ and Gal* 
vinet hills, the battie was fought; a brick pillar, 
dedicated to the French soldiers who fell, maAs 
the site, and commands a view of the distant 
Pyrenees. 

Soult's army occupied a strong podtion <m 
these heights, with the canal on one side and tiie 
Lers^ a small branch of tho Garonne, on the other, 
or North, side. The English ascended this 
river, which had been widened and deepened, 
and artificially inundated, and then charging 
up the slope, drove the French from the hei|^ts 
with great loss. At that time Soult was not 
aware of Napoleon's abdication. That he was 
beaten is well known, yet the visitor may some- 
times come across an account of the * Victoire 
du. Msr^chal Soult sur le Due de Wellington I* 
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Bourbon, unde to the qaeen of Spain, is a resi- 
dent. When Charles Albert abdicated tho crown 
of Sardinia, after his defeat at Novara, 1848, he 
stopped here on his way to Portugal. " He ar> 
rivod in an ordinary carriage, with a valet and 
courier only, and nobody guessed who he was. 
He was put into the first bed-room (No. 4, at the 
Hotel de TEurope) that happened to be vacant, 
and might have quitted Toulouse in as strict in- 
cognito ae he entered it, had not the fllle de 
chambre received from the hands of the valet a 
silver warming pan (I) for the purpose of warm- 
ing the royal sheets. On the lid of this magni- 
ficent, but tell-tale pan, were emblazoned the 
royal arms of Sardinia. The maid shewed the 
pan to her master, and the cat was out of the 
bag."— (Trollope). 

Toulouse is a gay bustling place, a sort of 
petit Paris, much frequented by persons of mo- 
derate income, the remnants of the old noblesse, 
who, without fortune or privilege, maintain a 
superiority by the ease and grace of their man. 
ners. Caf6s, drdes, and places of amusement 
abound; and it is equally distinguished for its 
pursuit of literature and the arts. House rent 
and living are aheap, but the weather, though 
mild, is at times damp and changeable. 
' The women in this part wear coloured hand/* 
kerchieft over the shoulders^ and a eap with an 
immense stiffened front, spreading like a fan, cut 
at the tdges, and trinmied with lace ; they are 
soft and attractive in tfadr manners^ and fond ef 
muric. The men dress something like mule- 
teers ; their patois is the Provencal, which was 
distinguished from the language of the north of 
France by the pronunciation of the little shib- 
boleth out (or yes) as oo, and hence called the 
Langue <f oe (the language of oc). 

Among the natives, besides ClSmenco Isaurc, 
are Format, the mathematician; General Du- 
puy; the statesmen Bertrand de Molville, de 
Villdle, and Montbel (the last was a minister of 
Charles X.); Paul Riquet, the eng^eer, &c. 

The Manu/aehures include hardware goods, 
steel, oil, brandy, beer, dyes, leather, rope, 
cotton and woollen yam, &c., flour, wax 
candles or bougies, paper, hats, pottery, vermi- 
celli; and a general trade Is carried on in the 
produce of south France, of which Toulouse to an

Diligences ftx>m other offices to Albi, St.

may be hired for the town and neighbourhood, 
at 1^ fr. an hour. Barques-de-poste or bargee, 
run on the Canal du Midi to Carcassonne, 
Beziers, Cette, &c., starting daily, early hi the 
morning. A steamer to Bordeaux sometimes 
runs on the Garonne, in 16 hours ; return ti\ 32 
hours; but usually it comes no higher thaa 
Agen, to which a coach runs. 
Boutes 40, 46, 47, 62, 67, 62, 63, and 84 meet EouU 
60 J^ere, leading to the placet above mentioned. 

From Toulouse, up the Garonne, you come to 

PoRTBT (10 kil.), where the Arilge Joins. 
Passing up the latter, by the Junctions of the 
Ldse and Stlze^ you come to 

ViviSBS (16 kn.), on the Arl^go. 

SAVXBDini (22 kil.). In department Arl6ge^ 
once a fortified town, and a roman station, 
where greek and roman coins have been found. 
Jacques Foumier or Pope Benedict XH. wu 
bom here. Population 4,100. At Mazdres (14 
kil. oast-north-east), near the Lers, Gaston do 
Foix (killed at Ravenna, 1512) was bom, and it 
is noted for its wine. 

Pamiers (16 kU.) on the Ari£g^ is a soas-pr6« 
fecture (6,800 population), and seat of a bishop, 
hi a fertile par^ and was founded by Count 
Roger U., a crusader, who built a castle which 
he called Jpamea after a town hi Syria. It 
came to the house of Foix, and w«& iMbs£B£^>s^ 
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Ulns a cftthedrtl, rebuilt bj MflMHrd^ tsoapt tbe 

gothie towor, six other chureue^ m Carmelite 
omiTent, large hospital, and fitctMles of nails 
andsteeL WooUm serges, cheeses, &e. are made. 
flMels— Catala; Donays. 
[At 23 kii. east is Mirqpirix, an industrious 

place (3,640 population), at the bridge on 

the Lers, once a strong post of the Albi- 

genses, firom whom it was taken in the 

thirteenth century, and given to Gui de Levi, 

one of their leaders, the Marshal of the 

Faith, as he was called. It has a curiou* 

unfinished church, a large hosi^ce, and 

ooTered arcades in the public Place. Lalande 

the astronomer, and Marshal Clansel were 

bom here.— Mas d' Azii (25 IdL west of Pa* 

miers), on the St. Girons road, hi a fertile 

hollow of the Arise, was a fortified strong- 
hold of the Protestants, who made a sac- 

oessAil defence against Marshal de The- 

mines 1625^ after three assaults and a month's 

ilege. Near this ia Carlat,where Boyle, author 

of the Dictionnaire Critique was bom.] 

VABiikHiu (8 kiL), on the Ari6ge, has a curious 

grotto near it. 

At 11 klL f^irther is 

Foix. HoUls—Du Rocher (Ro:k); de la 

Poste; des Voyagers (Travellers). Population 

5,ld0. This small capital of depsrtment Ari^;e, 

on a river of the same name, where the Arget 

Joins it, ia hid away in a gap among the lower 

Pyrenees. It was the head of a county which 

grew out of St. Volusien's abbey, founded by the 

lords of Carcassonne, and of a castle built to 

protect it by the counts of Foix. Part of the 

abbey serves as the prefecture, the rest having 

been burnt down about 1800. Three gothie 

towers of the castle (used for the prison) stand 

on a high rock to the west; two are square, and 

che tallest, or keep, is 136 feet high. It was 

built 1362 by the famous Gaston de Foix, who 

lived here, but mostly at Orthes He was so 

fond of hunting that he kept 1,600 dogs, and 

wrote a curious old book on ihe chase. The 

earlier counts fought for the Albigenses against 

Simon de Montfort and his crusaders. Through 

his wife, a daughter of Philip III. of Navarre, 

Gaston succeeded to that kingdom, which with 

tbe eoantjr came to the French crown through 
JEfianjy/F. 

Tito streetB Mre narrow, and the hoiiiM\R«»\ ^'Blo\x\qs^^«%^»%*i« 
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gular and ancle: t. An o'd stone oridge croases 
the river. St. Volusien's church was built by 
Count Roger II. Ti e palate de Justice under 
the castle rocks, is of the fifteenth century. 
There are barracks, a theatre, coUege or sdiool, 
and library of 8,000 vols. The Ser. T. Prat is 
protestant pastor here. 

Small manufactures of woollens, hosiery, 8te^ 
with a trade in coal and iron (whidh are worked 
in the valleys around), and in cattl^ cork, redo, 
wine,&c. 

Conveyances to Toulouse, Bayonne, Carcas- 
sonne, Perpignan. There are about a dosen 
passages through tbe Pyrenees, but none fit for 
carriages in this quarter. 

From Foix, up the Ariege, you pass 

Tabascoit (16 kn.), where the valley of 
Vicdessos firom the south-west falls in (noted 
for La Rancid iron mines), is the Ta$oo- 
dmitari of Pliny, and has the round toww 
of its old castle on a rock, with the churdi of 
Notre Dame, near some caves. There are caves 
or grottos at BedeilUc (to the right) worth 
notice. Several forges are dispersed about thk 
entrepdt. 

The road leads on past the bathi of ITssat, and 
Mont St. Barthelemy, to Cabannes (10 kJLX 
near Ch&teau- Verdun, and a chapel to tbe 
Virgin. At Orlu forge (to the left) there k 
a fine (Ul of the Ari6ge. Then you come to 

Ax (26 kil. firom Tarascon), at the pMnt 
where the three heads of the AriSge jom, in a 
pretty, healthy spot, noted for its hot sulphur 
springs (aqiue). They rise up on all aldei^ and 
are powerful in obstinate cases of rheumatism, 
skin diseases, scrofula, &c. ; the season in firmn 
June to October. Hotels— Dq France; d'Es- 
pagne, where and at La Tech, about thirty of 
the springs are in use, either as vrater or ▼apoor 
bath.<, and for «lrinking. Board 4 fir., bed and 
bath i fir. each. Population, 2,000. 

HospiTALET (18 kil.), near the Col de Pt^mau- 
rins, or pass over the ridge of the Fyrenee% 
6,300 feet above sea. To the right is the 
little repub ic of Andorre (population, 16,000); 
and 20 kil. further on you come to Pnyoerda 
across the Spanish frontier, where the roads 
from Carcassonce and Perpignan fall in. {See 
Koutoa 43a, and 48). The more interesting 
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ROUTE 50a 
Paris to Corbetl. 

A short branich railway out of the Orleans line* 
running four trains a-day^ in about %n hour 

JvvisY (20 kil. Arom Paris), as in Route 60. 

Chatilloii on fhe Beinei here oovered with 
vilhM, is noted for a fSte ohampStr^ in May, and 
is opposite Draveil and Champrosay. 

Rrz or Ris-Oravois (4 kil.)i at the suspension 
bridge on the Seine, built by Aguado the banker, 
whose seat was here. The chfttean was inhabited 
by Uenry IV. That of Fromont belongs to M. 
Soulange Bodin, and has a well-arranged horti- 
eultoral garden. A little ftirther up the river 
■are Doujons, Soisy, Etioles, and Petit Bourg, so 
ealled after the chiteau of the Duo d'Antin, 
»%here Louis XIV. used to visit Madame Mon- 
tespon. It was pulled down after being the seat 
of Aguado the banker. A hospital, founded by 
the Duchess of Bourbon, is also here. 

CoKBBiL (3 kil.X at the bridge on the Sefaie^in 
a pleasant spot, where the Esonne Joins, and 
turns forty flour niiUs, ilB a sous-prefecture (Seine- 
et-Oi8e)of 4)600 souls, having a large trade in grain, 
a halle-au-bl6 (com market), St. Spire's old 
church, a library of 4^000 vols., and an immense 
granary of six stories, large enough to feed all 
Paris for a fortnight. The second wife of 
Philippe Augusta died here, 1236, and the 
Prince of Cond6 attacked it without success, 1662. 

Jjot02f— De la Belle-Image; Monton-BIanc 
(White Sheep). A steamer runs hence to 
Melun and Montereau. Coaches to Melun, 
Fontainebleau, (im Route 24), MiUy, Malesher- 
bes, Puiseaux, Beaumont, Menneey, Ponthierry. 

A continuation of this rail is projected vid 
Pithiviers, Montargis, Gien, to Nevers. 

[Essonne (2 kil. south-west) on that river, was 
the old Aaaana or Exona, and a oountry-seat 
which Clothaire gave to St. Deni^ abbey. 
Peat is cut here. Population 9^700. ]

ORLEAifs, as in Route 60. 

CoMBLEAUx (8 kil.), where the canal d'Orl^ans 
goes off to the Loing, below Montargis. 

Jargbau (10 kil.) on the south side (opposite 
Si. Denia), at tb9 bridge^ has a populatloa 
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2^460, and was held by the English, under Suf- 
folk 1421, when taken by the Dnod'AloiQonand 
Joan of Arc. A few years before, Charles, Duo 
of Orleans, and his brother formed a lei^n^e here 
to revenge the death of their father by the Duke 
of Burgimdy ; whose death they accomplished 
at Montereau. 

CBATBAU5Eur (8 kil.), opposite the pretty 

village of Sigion (on south side), is so called from 

an old castle. The church has a fine tomb of 

M. de la Vrillidre. Excellent matelotes (a mixed 

dish offish) at the ViUe d'Orllans hoUL 

\^LorrU (22 kil. east), on the canal d'OrUans, 

though a marshy spot, was the seat of the 

kings of France, where St. Louis rigned a 

treaty which regulated the succession & the 

county of Toulouse. It gives name to the 

Coutumes or Customs of LorrlB, by which 

certain disputes were settled by duel ; g* ntle- 

men ushig swords, and the bourgeois poig- 

nards.] 

St. Bxiron (10 Ul.) or Fleury-sur-Loire^ on 

the north side of the Loire, takes name from 

one of the earliest benedictine abbeys in France^ 

of which the cruciform church (of the ninth 

century) remains, including St. Michel's tower 

over the entrance, with curious carvings about 

it. The intex ior is part romanesque. 

SnxY (7 kil.) on the south side (at the sns« 
pension bridge to St. Pere), near the old moated 
oastle of the Tr&nouilles, which Henry IV. gave 
with the title of duke to his great minister JZomy 
who printed his Memoirs hi the Bethune tower. 
They shew Henri Quatre's chamber, and say 
that Voltaire began the Henriade when staying 
here with his literary patron the third duke. 

LioM (10 kil.) on the south side, opposite Ou- 
loner and Dampierre. 

GisR (12 kil.) on the north side, at the old 
twelve-arched stone bridge, in a pleasant apol, ia 
on a gentle slant, at the top of which are the old 
q>ire church of St. Louis (where King Jean-iaoi. 
Peur was married 1410), and the ch&tean (now 
Hdtel de Vnie), buUt or begun in Charlemagne** 
time. There are pretty gardens and baths on 
the riirer. Steamers fr^m Orleans, Nevers, &c. 
touch at the quay. Flannel goods and pottery 
are made.

MBHmr (3^ miles), on the Tdvre^ has parts of 
a diapel, staircase, and tower, of the IhToiirite 
seat of Charies VII, where he lifed with Agnes 
Sorei, liis mistress, and where he afterwards 
died, starred to death throngh fear of befaig 
poisoned by his wicked son Loois XL It be- 
longed to the Conrtenays, one of wiiom married 
8t. Louis's nephew, Robert tf Artois, and another 
was alUed to the emperors of Constantinople. 
The fkmily is now represented by the Earl of 
Devon, of Fowderham Castle. 

MABMAOirB (4| miles), on the Tdfrt. 
At 6| miles Aurther is 

Bourses, ffotet— De U Poster the best; 
none good. Population, 32;000. Chief place of 
department Cher, in the old province of Berri, 
seat of a oour fanp^tiale (high court of law), 
college^ arohUshoprlo^ military dirisioa, &c., 
and a very ancient town on the Evre where the 
Aaron meets it. 

It was the head of the eastern Bitwriges 
(whence the name), and is called Avarieum 
by Caesar, who sacked it without mercy after 
a riege. Before the revolution it was the 
chief town of Berri, and noted for its good 
society from having an university established 
1463, by Louis XI (a native), besides 20 churches, 
an abbey, and many religious houses. The 
streets are mostly narrow and crooked, with 
many low gable-ended housei^ especially in the 
old town, which surrounds the hQl where the 
Cathedral stands. The open Places and 86- 
ranoourt promenade are well planted. 

St. Stephen's Cathedral, which commands a 
fine view of the town and neighbourhood, 
is one of the best in Frsnce; length, 848 



121 Ibet hig^), stafawd windows (some as old ss 
tiie tfafarteenUi centmy), a roae window, 18 
rtispiis, carved stalh^ a fine altar, and an old 
erypl^ in widdi are monnmenta of Jean, Skit 
doke of Benri, and Marshal Montigny. A dodk 
in tiie tower is as oldas 1423. 

The archbisiiop's palace is in the italian s^e, 
and has grounds laid out by Le Ndtre^ wtth an 
obelisk te the Due de Bethnne-Charoet. The 
dmrches of Notse Dame and St. Bonnet wera 
both bomt 1487, and rebuilt 151O.a0. At the 
pr tfe c tur e is the norman door of St. Ursin's 
dnireh, wldeh stood dose to tiie palaoe of the 
dnes de BorL 

The Town BaU (Hdtel de VHIe) waa boOt 
1443, by Jacques Ccsur, sflversmith to Charies 
VI^ in a rich gotfaie style, and was given to tlis 
tovm bj Colbert. Notice the oriel doorway, the 
curions chimney, the sugar-loaf towen^ tta 
diape^ the carvings of hearts (oobuxb), &a, the 
motto *Availlans cosurs rien impoaaUde' (no- 
thing is impoesiUe to bold hearts) near the gats^ 
the stained windows^ and portraits of the foondsv 
and of Bourdaloue. 

The csseme d'aKillerie (artiUeij bamek) 
is a laige pile, built 1688; by Arcfabiahop Fhe- 
li^n>®aaz, for a priesti^ seminary. In Roe dsf 
Arenes stands another barrack, a sort of bckk 
tudor house, which belonged to Ci^|ai^ tiia 
sdiolat. Another old buflding, now » cfrnvent 
of SoBursBleae8(Blue Sisters), was built by tiie 
Lallemand flunily, 1612, in the renaissance st^ls 
(a sort of ornamented italian), and has a c^ape^ 
where they say Louis XI was bapti<ied. 

Other buUdingg are the museum, which has 
some portr^ts, &c., wortii notice; the public 
library of 25,000 volumes; the college, andse- 
minary; salle de spectacle. There are large 
caves under ttie old palace of the dukes. Two 
mineral waters are near. Bourdaloue^ the 
famous preacher, was a native. 

Trade in corn, wine, cattle, she^ flmit. A 
few coarse woollens, and a little cutlery, are 
made.

It 
it ill bnilti but ei^oya flne prospecta of 
the Loire (10 UL off), &c^ eapedalr 
from the Pert de C^sar. It. was 
fbimded by Charlemagne for a colony of 
Sazona, and belonged to the pcfnoea eC 
Cond6, one of whom rased tiie walla, 1S21. 
As a Protestant stronghold, It was besieged 
1673, by Charies IX, with great distrcss on 
Che town's part; and it is farther noted fbr 
the royalist insarredion of 1796, headed by 
Phell^peaaz, who afterwards contrSMited to 
Bonaparte's defsat at Acre. Most of the 
houses are gothic looking; an old tower 
oreriooks the town. 

Outside it was St. Satur's rich abbey, where 
stands a famous chesnut 33 feet round, 
and nearly 1,000 years dlA, The oon- 
stable^ Louis de Sanoerre, and Manhal 
liaodonald, were bom here. Trade in 
K^e (of the district, called Saneerrois), 
fruit, gratai, cattle^ marUe, &c. The wtaie 
Is shipped at St. Thibault, on the Lohre. 
fiotels— Le Beeuf ConronnA (Crowned Ox); 
la Lion dTOr (Golden Lkm). 

PonOly, in a pretty pari of tlie Lonvre^ Is 
noted for good white wine.]

It looks wen, but is a dull place, with crooked 
streets, and many old buildings. Parts of its 
Andent walls are left; one gate, the Porte dee 
Crouz, as rebuilt in the fourteenth century, is 
madiicolated and carred, and has two null 
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tarretSi and a high roof; « modem one, on th* 
Paris road, like a triumphal arch, was built 1746^ 
after tht* battle of Fonten<yy ; a third leads orer 
the twenty-arehed stone bridge towards MouHnt. 
On the hill is the gothic ch&teau of its dukes, 
now turned into a Hdtel de ViHe, and its Parc^ 
used as a promenade. 

Near it stands St. Cyr OetefceA^il, a long larg* 
structure, with a s<)uare tower (1609-9B), on 
which vn statues ; the oldest part of the body 
is romanesque, of the twelfth century, as weU ai 
theerypt; some of thepiUars in the nate are of 
the same date, but the nate itself is of the thir- 
teenth oentury; the choir and Its canredworiK 
and stained windows belong to the fo urt ee n th 
century; a north door was bunt 1290, the soafb 
door as kte as 1628. Some old tapestry In ft 
was worked by Marie d*AIbret and her ladies. 

Other chordies are worth notice. St. Etlenne 
Is of the tweMh eentuiy; St. P^re, which be- 
longed to the lesnit^s college is small but ele- 
gant. Near the Loire Is the norman crypt of 
St. SanTenr^s ruined drardi; there are remains 
also (besides the r efBctory and byzanttne dola- 
ters) of a benedietine abbey church, called tlie 
Oratory. Not fkr from this. In rue Par<:he- 
minerie, they shew the house (with a n<<died 
figure In the waOs) where Maltre Adam or 
Master Adam BiUaut, the Joiner-poet was bom. 
The college was founded lRi6; the library eon- 
tains 8,500 vols. Besides these are priests' semi- 
nariea, large barradc, and an arsenal for founding 
government cannon, a theatre and batlu^ Iron 
works, &c. The Ksters of Charity and Christian 
Instruction, numbering about two hundred and 
forty houses In France, hare their head-quarters 
here. 

Tiles^ earthenware, and porcelain, are made, 
as well as enamel and glue; and there is a 
trade ako in wine, eauz-de-Tie, salt, wood, ooal 
(from the ndghbourhood). There are gotem- 
ment iemidries for diain cables, bridges, &0., at 
Imphy and Fourohambanlt up the Loire, and 
Ouerigny, on the Nldrre. 

Convey an ces ; by coach to Paris (malU- 
poste), Clermont, Lyons, Clamecy (72 kll.), 
Ch&tean-Chtaion, Autun, &c.; by rail to 
Orl^an^ Parta^ Nantes, &c. (four times a day) ; 
by steamer daily to Dedae and Digohi (up the

The Canal Lateral de la Loire, a dde 
cot bj the rlTor, penwe here on to Dedse, 
where the Niremait canal Joina, and ^dddi haa 
a good trade. ItatandionarockyUandfJohied 
to the main by two bridgee (one raq^ended), and 
haa an old castle of the Nereia dnksa.

St. FiBBSx.LB.MoimsR (11 kil), near a lake^ 
we& stocked with iUi. The ooiiAire or head 
dress of the women in this part is curloos. 

At 80 kil. ftuther is 

MOQlins. JETotelf— De FEorope^ InRnede 
Gwceaux; da Dauphin, in Place d'AUier; de la 
Poete; del' Ecu. Population 16,000. Ci^^ttalof 
department Allier (in the old provtooe of Bour- 
boonais), and seat of a diocese^ Is on the flat 
banks of the Allier; and is pretty well built of 
brick (liz-saged in the facades), having good 
streets and prcnnenadea, with a well-planted 
Course and a thirteoa-arched bridge made solid 
to resist the river when it floods, against wbich 
also high levees or embankments are raised. 
The bridge was built 1753-63 by Begemortes, 
after others had been washed away, and is 1,084 
feet long, and 46 wide. 

Moultais, so called from the mills here, began 
In a castle of the tenth century, which became 
a seat of the dues de Bourbon; a great square 
tower is the most striking part of i^ which 
Sttrrived the fire of 1753. Here Antoine de 
Bourbon, King of Navarre, married Jeanne 
d*AIbrot; and Catherine deMedids and Charles^ 
In ifto, met the Cardinal of Lorraine, Coligny, 
&c., before the League i^raui formed. 

''"Notre Dame Cathedral, buUt 1386-1468, has 

only a large dieir finished, with a carved figure 

of a d|pid man (near one of the doors), stained 

window^ paintings of the virgin and child. 

Below fre the ashes of Charles VII.'s daugh- 

ter, Jeanne. At the church of the visitation, 

founded by the wife of the gallant Montmorency, 

god-son to Henry IV., and beheaded 1632^ is a 

good monument of him, including his effigy, with 

figures of Valour, Liberality, Fiely, and Justice. 

A dock'tower in one of the Places has a sort of 

minaret Mteeple, and figures (called the Ja^ue- 

mardiSuaay, bj the people) to strike Xf^ bouts, 



&e. TUfcre are also a public Ubraiy of 20,006 
vfdnmes, a museum, a district nursery or per 
pini^ large barradu (over the bridge), a <x\ 
lege, seminary for priests, salle de qiectade 
hospitals, &c. 

At 2 kil. to the east is the romanesque (diurdi 
of Ia8hre, with its cnxious carvings, b^nn inthe 
ninth ooitury; and, near it, the little country 
house of Beauvoir, where the constable BoiMwn 
qpent his honeymoon. 

Marshals Berwick and VOlars were natives'. 
the former bom in Rue de la dgogne. Cut- 
lery, hats, and ftimiture prints are made ; and 
there is a trade also in wine^ grain, timber, oil 
and cattle.

pardoned here by his ikther after the rebel- 
lion of the Pragnerie. An abbey was founded 
here in 882, by a bishop of Mevera. , Popu- 
lation 5^400.

RoDBz or Rhodei. IToteZf — Dee VoyBgean 
(Travellers); des Princes; de la ViUe de Paris. 
Population, 10,000. The chief town of depart- 
ment Aveyron (formerly of the province of 
Bouergue), seat of a bishop, tribunal, &c., finely 
seated in a healthy qK>t, on the crest of a hill, 
160 feet above the Aveyron, whidi winds round 
the bottom, and 9;170 fleet above the sea. It 
waa the ancient Ltgodunvmf a o^ital of the 
RaOeni (from whom comee the modem name), 
so called from their goddess Ruth or Venus. 
Rhodanois money was coined here by its eariy 
counts, in the Rue de Saounario ({. e. sous fac 
tory), where the mint stood till 1824. Their 
chslteau is gone, except the Martelidre tower, 
built 1264, now a prison; it was taken by the 
English in the fourteenth century. The town is 
badly built, with small dirty steep streets of wooden 
houses, but the neighbourhood is pleasant. 

The dahedo'alj of reddish sandstone Is the 
best building, and stands on the site of one 
founded in the fifth century, which fell 1275, 
when the new one was commenced, but not 
finished till the 16th oentury. It is cross- 
shaped, 320 feet long by 118 feet wide, and 109 
to the vault. Contrary to custom, it has no west 
enti^ce, the doors being at tlie sides. Over one 
of .these stands an excellent carved tower, built 
1601, 266 feet higk(and seen 18 leagues ofr),square 
at the bottom, but eight-sided towards the top, 
wliich Is crowned by pinnacles (with the four 
evangelists on them), a dome, and a statue of the 



friends of art thought of dedicating it to Bfant I 
n^ch device was the means of saving it. 

Another churdi is marked by a tall tower. 
The Corddiers house is of the fourteenth cen- 
tury; a government stud is established attiM 
Chartreuse convent. At the college, first btdlt 
by the Jesutts^ is a library of 16,000 vols., and 
a cabinet of natural history, &c.

The streets are narrow and the build- 
ings of little note. Parts of its old walls 
remain. It has a library of 4^600 toIs., with a 
hmadc aqrhun and a pqdnldre (nursery) for the 
department. A group of stones in the neighs 
bourhood is oaUed La P^jraa. Trade in woo^ 
oatUe, butter, fto. 

Aldebert, the first count (about 998) of tliia 
proTiaoe of Marche, of whi<di Guerel was the 
capital, havtaig giyen himself the titls^ and cap- 
tared Tours in spite of the threats of the Ung^ 
Hugh Ci^et, was asked by him * Who made yon 
a oountr to which the bold vassal answered, 
'Who made you Ungf— a diScult que^ton for 
the usurper, whom Daate baa plaoed in his pur- 
gatory. His desoendanl» Aldebert, sold it to 
Henry IL of Bngland, who sold it again to Hugh 
ofLuslgnao. After some Avtherciiangea, it was 
united to the Frsndi crown l^ Francis I. The 
vine is not onltivated, but otiierflniits are plenti- 
ftil;diesniitsar»aoommoaarti<deofft>od. The 
people of tfaadeyartmant speak a kind of li- 
moudn patds.

It 
has good bath rooms, and some traces of 
roman occupation.

Several fidls, 
ruined castles, and points of view are about. 
One fiall is that of the Auzef 108 feet down, a 
Kttle out of the Aurillao road ; it is worth seeing, 
and is not far from the fine chftteau of MaseroUes. 

DnujxAC (8 kil.), in a fine valley, has an old 
ch&teau and a church, sheltered by twmawy^ 
poplars. 

At 27 kil. farther is 

Aurillao. JEToteZs— des Voyageurs (Trave- 
lers); des Trois Frdres.— Population, 10,600. A 
small town, the capital of department Cantal* 
in Auvergne, in a pretty valley by the Jor- 
danne, on tatva deposits which in past timea 
have run from the extinct volcanoes of the (^antal 
range, which are in sight. Houses built of date ; 
the streets are broad, and refreshed by runnfaig 
brooks frt>m a reservoir in the upper part of the 
town. A promenade^ called Le Gravier, Ilea 
along the river from the Cours Montyon, so 
called after a benefkctor whose column is hen; 
and the country outside is beantiftd. Inftmbourg 
St. Etienne is a tower of St. Stephen's castls 
which belonged to the Comtes d' Auvergne. 
Some remains of a Benedictine abbey or con- 
vent and two nunneries are left in the fknbourg 
de Buis (or des Frdres, i.e. Brothers). The 
churches of St. Gerard and Notre Dame have 
pictures, and the latter a good vault. There are 
also a college, hdtel de la pr€fSBcture, Hdtel da 
Ville, with a public library of 7,000 vols, and a 
cabinet of minerals, corn-hall, bridge^ theatre^ 
stables for hunters, of arab, EngUsh, nonnaa, 
and other breeds, and the hippodrome (1 UL off)^ 
or race-course, where races, attended 1^ great 
numbers from all quarters, take place the flrsl 
fortnight in June. Pope Sylvester n., MiMrfiai 
NoaiUes, and General Destaing were nattvei.

'Lee Mazimes,' was bom 1613. Several caves are 
found along the banks of the river.

Chalvs (24 kO.), on the Tardoire^ is remark- 
able for the ruined castle, before which Riduurd 
CoBur de Lion was mortally wounded, 1199. Not 
far off, above Montbrun, are the large remains 
of another castle. 
[About 24 kn. to the south-east is St, TrMm 
a sous-prgfecture, on the Loue, with a dmroh 
of the twelfth century, and manufiwturei of 
porcelain, &c. Mudi kaolin, of which poroe- 
lain is made, Is got here, beddes antimaagf 
and serpentine. Population 7JS0O. 
About 80 UL to the south-west is a smell som- 
prSfecture (department Dordogne), called 
Ncntrony on] a fine part of the Bandiat, In 
the neighbourhood of several grottoes and 
dmid stones. Cutlery is made^ and iron and 
manganese are worked.] 
THIVIBB8 (28 kil.). Is not fur from the fine 
castle of Hautefort, which indudes an hoaiitoe^ 
founded 1669, by that ftmlly. 
[About 20 Ul. to the south-west is BrantOme^ 
a pretty place on the Dronne, having seme 
remains of a rildi Benedictine abb^ out of 
which it grew, and a good trade in the beet 
Pftrigord trnfltes. BrantOme, the histottan, 
was titular abbot of this foundation. Popa-

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and ham left the half-rained round T<mt dt 
Vesonm4 as a memorial of their occupation, — 
About 64 feet high, 6 to 6 thick, and 207 round, 
made of square stones cemented together, with 
two cermoes near the tapy hut no signs of doors 
or windows. 

There are also parts of the front of a 
temple of liars, besides traces of an amphi- 
theatre (290 feet by 230), of fire roman wajrs 
(to Bordeaux, Agen, Saintes, &c), and two 
aqueducts, of a camp on a hill across the 
rirer, fragments of baths^ &c. In the oldest 
quarter of the town, called the Cit6, the 
streets are narrow and lined with high solid stone 
houses, many carred and gothic-looldng ; but 
the other half, Puy 8t. Front, Is more modem. 
"Wide bouleyards replace the (dd walls ; the Cours 
da Toumy is a well planted walk on the highest 
part of the dty^ overlooking the river, ice. 

8t. Front Cathedral is said to be one of the 
oldest christian churches in esdstence^ buHt, 
■omasaj, as fkr bade as the fifth and sixth oentn- 
ries; it makes a greek cross (</«. four equal 
anna), with a later buUt tower of three stories, 
197 feet high; and looks well as a whole, though 
the details are heavy. It contains a highly car- 
ved 'Annunciation* on wood. St. Etienne church 
is partly of the tenth century, and that of the 
hospital is nearly as old. 

The other buHdtaigs are, Hdtd de Ville 
(once the blidiop's palace), newly built pre- 
fecture, the palais de Justice (oppodte the 
bronxe statue of Montaigne), a coUese and 
prtesti^ seminary; a library of 13,000 volumes, 
museum of minerals and antiquities^ collected 
by M. TaOlefer, salle de spectacle^ the ca- 
sernes or barracks^ and a botanic garden and 
district nursery. On the amphitheatre site is 
the museum Chambon, so called after a citizen 
who gave it to the town, and was buried here 
mder a pillar. A monument to Ftoelon was set 
iipl840. 

This place had the privilege of coining from 

the French kings; for a time it was held 

by the English as part of AquitaJne, and was one 

of the eight cities of reAige allowed to thepro- 

testants at the peace of 1676. When the states 

cfFSiigord used to meet here, the four barons, 

cfBourdaan (21 Jdl. north-west of this), BVxon,

Villkhbuyx d'Aoxr or l^enenre-sur-Lot 
(19 kil.) is a sous-prifecture of 10,000 souls, 
on both sides of the Lot, Joined by an ancient 
oncarch bridge, lU feet wide, 68 high, and 
only 4^ thick. The north part is the largest 
and best built ; arcades go round the public 
nace. There are remains of the old walls; 
also a college, protestant church, theatre, a mi- 
litary stud, sereral mills, hospice of St. Cyr, 
lanse convent of St. Croiz, bathi^ and a house 
once inhabited by Uargaret de Valois. At 6 
kil. nortli is a large house of correction, in 
the old abbey of Eysses (the roman £«eiMtim), 
to which St. Louies brother gave the new town 
( ViUo Neuve) after restoring if, 1263^ on the site 
of one called Gazao. 

In the wars of the League it was besieged 
by Margaret de Valois^ who took the fkther 
of Oieutat Qta defender) prisoner, and brought 
him under the walls threatening to kill 
him if tiie place was not given up.

A large and very old town, the diief place of 
department Lot-et-Oaronne, seated on the right 
side of the Garonne, in a wide and fertile plain, 
under a hill 420 feet high; and having a com- 
munal college, a royal court, normal sdio<d, 
bishop's see, &c. It was the roman Affinnum, 
of which there are still some traces. It is HI 
built, the best quarters being in the Faubdorg 
(outddrt) on the Bourdeanx road, near the 
bridge, and the Gravier promenade, which is said 
to be one of the most beamtiftd in the middle of 
France. 

Among the buildings are St. Caprai^ CathedMli, 
which is a curious monastic pile ; the church of 
the Jacobins; the prefect's hotel, once the epis- 
copal palace, standhig in a park, with a trinm- 
phalarch hi firont; the old Hdtel de ViHe; the 
large priests^ seminary; a public library ot 
16,000 vols.; a fine hall on the dte of St. Etienne^s 
(Stephen's) old churdi, which was destroyed in 
1793, except the firont. Near the eleven-areVd 
bridge^ is an ancient structure called Le Laa^ 
now used for a house of industry. There Is m 
theatre also, and public baths, one being a part 
of the old bridge. The hermitage on Mont 
Pomp^ian, commands a vast and magnifloeBt 
view of the country around, the course of tfM 
Garonne, and the Pyrenees hi the distanoe. 
It is the native town of the two learned Soall- 
gers^ Lac6pdde the naturalist, Bory de St. Ybkm 
oent, and ether eminent men. Rev< M. Carlnoa 
is protestant pastor here.

and other necessaries are sold. Here son see 
the Bearnais, with bis white blouse^ blue berret 
or cap, and curiy bau>, the women with their 
rod capulets, the Spanish muleteer, and other 
picturesque costumes. 

The town is regular and well built; streams 
of water run through the streets, which are 
lined with houses built of brick and pebbles, 
or of native marble, roofed with slate, and each 
with its garden. It iucludetf ilvo suburbs or 
faubourgs, and a good six-arch stone bridge 
crosses the river, near Plaoe Mercadien, where 
the markets are held; Hoco Maubourguet \s at 
the centre, and there is a well-planted walk on 
the Prado.

Orchards, rineyards, bright green meadows 
(a rare thing in France), fields of buckwheat,

air is pure and delightful; the people are tall and 
well made; their houses are built of limestone, 
whOe cool streams run aU day long firom the

LeCoustou. or tilie Far^ a shady place in the 
centre of the town, is the chief rendearous, 
where are the caCgs, theatre (over the chapel 
of 8t Jean, belonging to the Knights of Malta), 
and the large parish church of St. Vincent, wliich 
has a steeple, and some earrings on wood.

The old castle on a high rock, 
which the Black Prince held when the Due 
d'AT\Jou tried to get it 1373, has been for ftges a 
state prison ; it consists of a great square tower, 
a chapel, and small barrack. Population 3,818; 
who weave coloured kerchieft and work 'the 
slates here. Grottoes are seen in the rocks, and 
a lake near is 4 kil. round. Roman coins have 
been found.

sea. The season for invalids is from June 
to September ; lodgings, ^oard, and the bath 
may cost 10 to 12 fr. a-day. It has fourteen 
springs, dispersed in different directions 
above the town, by the names ot Bnuaud, 
Pause, Espanols (the hottest, 117*), Cessr^ 
Railldre (the largest, 23 baths) under a 
granite rock, Petit St. Sauveur (only 86*), 
du Pr6, Maoubourat (near that fUl), and 
dn Bois. They are useful In most ehronte 
complaints^ the early stage of oonsimq>tloD» 
rtteiimalism, asthma, indigestion, diseases of 
the skin and neirves^ &0.

Higher up the pass is Pont dEspagnt (7 Ul.), 
a wooden bridge, where the Gaves de Gaube 
and Marcadaou Join at a &11 over the granite 
rock ; thence up the latter torrent by the Val 
de Jaoret, brings you to the frontier pass 
(about lOkil.), where thereis a descent to Pan- 
tlcosa in Spain. Following the Gaube from 
the Pont d'EqMgne, you come to the 
Lac de Gaube^ one of the highest in tlie 
Pyrenees (5,870 feet), and upwards of 4 kil. 
round, in whioh an unfortunate English 
couple were drowned. Above it, the pass 
ends in the Cirque de Vignemale, under 
that great frontier mountain, 10,900 Itet 
high.]

1404. The Pies de Vboos and d'Ardlden rise 
over it. Silk and woollen fabrics, to which 
Bartt^en gires its name, are made here. 
[From Loi up the di£Bcult and rocky pass of 

Bastan, yon go by Viella to 
B<Mr^ge$ (7 klL), a desolate spot in the heart of 
the Pyrenees, but noted for its valuable 
sulphur springs, brought into notice by 
Madame de Maintenon, 1678, and made ao- 
oesrible by the road from Pierfltte, 1744. It 
stands nearly 4,200 feet above the sea, and 
oorsists of a street of about eighty houses, 
^hich are mostly deserted in the long and 
rigorous winter, when it is hid under 16 or 
20 feet of snow. 
The waters are taken between May and Sep- 
tember ; there are eight springs, called Grand- 
Douche (the hottest, 131"), l*Entree,le Fond, 
Polard Dassien, Buvette (129*), Petite- 
Douche, Bains-Neuf, and la Chapelle (the 
mildest, 102°), which feed twenty-one baig- 
noires. They are aperient, diuretic^ and es- 
sentially stimulant, and though greai^ and 
disgusting to the sight, they work surprising 
cures in cases of rheumatism, stiffened 
tendons, old ulcers, gun-shot wounds. 
A government hoepitsl for 600 invalids is 
established here. Lodghig costs 1 to 8 Ar. a 
day ; the bath, 1 fir.; board, 8 fir.; altogether, 
living, &c., may be 9 to 10 fir. In the season 
as many as 1,200 strangers collect here. The 
few objects of notice around are the Pics 
d*Ayr6 and de Lisse (above 9,000 feet). 
Liens mountain, the lac d'Escoublons, the 
Pic dtt Midi de Blgorre, which is reached by 
the Tourmalet pass over to Grip (about 15 
kil.), as fai Route 60.] 
From Luz, passing a petrifying spring and 
Pont de Villelongue, you come to 

St. Sadvkur (2 kil.), another, but picturesque 
watering-place, in a Swiss-like spot, near woods 
and falls, and 2,600 feet above the sea. The 
houses stand on a ledge of the raviae, 300 feet 
fV-om the river, and include hotels, a grand 
cercle or assembly rooms, a round church, and 
a pillar to the Duchesse d'Angoul^me. There 
Jire thirteen baths in five groups at thn bathVng 
Jrotue, as la Chapelle (only 86*), Terraase. 
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are the hottest, 95*); snakes sometimes get tat» 
them, but they are harmless. As tliese watett 
are milder than those of Bardges, and the silna* 
tion infinitely more agreeable, ibttj are modk 
used by ladies for spasmodie, nemnm, aad ether 
complaints. From the Pio de Bergona above it 
6,120 feet high, there is a n(A>le proepeet, firom 
the Val de Lavedan to Mont Perdu, above Ga- 
vamie, to which an excursion aciay be nuide firom 
St. Sauveur on horseback, or by rhaiewr ^ por- 
tenr, or on foot. 

The path leads along tihe face of » ^ed^ee 
in this romantic defile (with the river at the bot> 
tom) to Pragni^res and Gddre (10 kil.), which 
stands in a ba^ 3,460 fset above the sea, where 
you see a pretty fall, a grotto, and aplain ehnrch, 
with a single door and window in it. 
[To the south-east is the narrow and rugged 
pass to llias dtap^L (5 kil.) to willed a pil- 
grimage is made between 15th August and 
18th September, (Jour de la Notre Dame). 
It is 4,690 feet above the sea. About 8 kfl. 
above, it ends at Mont Troumouae, in tiie 
circus or QuU de Sias (oule or olla, » deep 
plate), 2,300 feet high up its sidei^ and 6 to 
7 kil. round, an amphitheatre in which ten 
millions of spectators might find plaoes ss 
spectators of another three millions at the 
bottom.]

From the side where the river breaks 
out you enter a vast area, 3^ kU., or 2 mUes 
in circumference, strewed with tnroken rodks 
and bounded by enormous walls of darkish 
limestone, 1,600 feet high in some parts, and 
perfectly bare, except of che snow which collects 
on the ledges, and which, with the glaciers on the 
peaks above, feeds about a dozen cascades, sup* 
PVjVq.^ \2ckQ c^x«bsxiYm\q>'H( . Oqa of them, 
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(though it seems to be not more than 300 feet) 
and is lost in spray. It exceeds by 300 feet the 
fill! of Lautcrhriiunen in Switzerland, and by 
500 feet that of Hungry HiU in Ireland. On the 
side oppositei a steep and difficult path, for which 
a guide must be taken, leads up to the top, and

All lake (2;000 yards above the tea), in a deep 
basin, out of whieh the water slideii down 800 
Ibet t then above it, in a wilder spo^ the lakes 
ot EpingO) Souansat, and another, covered with 
Ice, beyond which is the dangerous pass over the 
Pyrenees of the Col d'Oo (9,760 feet above tfa* 
sea), leading down to Venasque; 4th, the Val 4e 
Lys, past the ruin of Oastel VieO (old oastle) and 
several falls, to the snowy peak cf Oabrloal^ 
(10,460 feet high) ; and 6th, the Forte de Vcnaa- 
que and the Maladetta. Tou reach this (aboat 
20 kfl.) up a very rough and di£Eicult path, at 
the end of which yon come att a sudden turn to 
the Col,:or Porte de Venasque (7,840 feet high), 
a mere granite doorway, cut in the ridge of the 
mountains^ and from which the Maladetta (i. «.

BsAuaBRCT (4} miles), which stands above the 
embankment of the Loire (here crossed by a 
brid(fe of thirty-nine arches), and has^ besides 
part of its old fortified walls, the keep of a very 
ancient castle, 122 feet high, and about 70 square. 
U suffered in almost every contest, firom the in- 
vasion of Ihe Huns (461) downwards. Roman 
coins have been found. The Hdtel de Ville is 
in the renaissance style. Excellent wine, brandy, 
&0., are produced. Population, 4,700. HaUlt-' 
De la For^t; dn Grand Cerf (Stag). Near the

[At 8 kiL to the south-east, is the chateau de 
Chtmikor^ on the Oasson, in the middle of 
of agree* forest, where the deer and wild 
boar are found. Frands I. began to build 
it (on the site of a hunting seat of the ootmts 
of Blois), after the dealgne of Primatiodo; 
and, as oompleted by his snooessors, it makee 
a quadrangle, in the renaissance stjle^ with 
great high-peaked towers at the oomers (60 
feet diameter), a oentral tower and dome, 106

The front contains a gi«at many windows» 
divided by pilasters and small columns, with 
a picturesque heap of turrets and chimneys 
above. Some parts are richly carved, and the 
F. and salamander (for Frands I.*), the H. 
and D. (for Henry II. and Diana of Poitiers) 
are noticed. At one time it bdonged to Sta- 
nislaus of Poland; then to Marshal Saxe, 
the victor at Fontenoy, who amused himadf 
by playing at soldiers and training horses^ 
and died here ; afterwards it came to the 
PoUgnacs, and the Prince of Wagram (Mar- 
shal Berthier), of whose widow it was bought, 
1820, for the Duke of Bordeaux (now Count 
de Chambord, or Henry V. as he is called), 
by his friends. At present it is deserted. 
The "Bourgeois Gentilhomme "was first 
acted here, 1670, before Louis XIV.]

BloU. JSTotelf— IVAngleterre, Is one of 
the dieapest and best; de Blois. Popnlattoot 
16,176. A fine old town, the chief place of d»> 
partment Loir-et-Cher, in the old province of 
OrlSanais, on the river Loire, beautiftdly seiited 
on a hill-dope, and Johied to Vicune by a 
stone bridge of eleven arches, whieh bends much 
in the middle, where stands a pyramid 60 fiset 
high. A fine qui^ of great length fironts the 
river. It was the head of a county which came 
to our King Stephen, through his mother, Adeta» 
the Conqueror's daughter, and now bdonging to 
the Orleans family. 

The streets are narrow, steep, and winding. At 
the top of the hill, above the old town, standi Um 
royal castle (now used as a barradc), where Henrj 
m. treadiereusly killed the Duke of Ou&n (in 
the queen's chamber) and his brother, 1688. Tbo 
north ftt>nt was built by Frands I.; east front* bj 
Louis XII. (who was bom here), 1498; weat 
fh>nt, by Gaston, Duke of Orieani^ after Mmi* 
sard's dedgns. Catherine deMedid'sobservatofy 
is on the south dde, with uronics $aervm on Ik 
An old gothio tower remains. Another towtt 
is called Cliftteau Begnanlt, because that piMO 
(IS mUes off) is seen ft^m it. The SaOe dee 
Etats, where thtcountrydeputieausedto meet, 
is of the thirteenth century. 
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Nmt Ihe eMito Muidf th9 eithedn], which wu 
oneputoftihejemilU*eolleg8. Other bnildfaigfl 
worth noticw are, the prtfectort, hi the Gnni 
Place ; the old prefecture orbiibop's palace, built 
by OabrieltWith fine gardens, commanding a tiew 
of great extent along the rirer, &c. ; palait de Jus- 
Uce; H'^tel de VOIe, with a library of 17,000 vola.; 
college, or aeminary, at Bonrg Moyen old abbey ; 
hoqrftal, at 8t. Lanman's old abbey, the dinrdi 
of which is a curious one of the elerenth and 
twelfth centuries; botanic gardens; theatre; 
abattoir, or slaughter . house ; hinatio asylum 
(Fhosplce dos ali<>n<>s); and many public foun- 
tains, supplied by a reservoir outside the walls, 
to which a so-called * romsn ' aqueduct (styled 
Punt de Cesar), half a mile long, brings the 
water. 

The Alices promenade is of great length, 
leading by a Utrge forest. Each gate has an 
image of tiie Virgin, in remonbrance (tf a de- 
lirerance firom tiie pestilence. In 1631. Go to 
the bridge^ from which you hare a noble view 
up and down the Loire ; the ler^ or embank- 
ments begfai here.

Population 27,500. An ancient town, the o^ti- 
tal of department ladre-et-Loire, seaiof amiUtary 
division, of an archbishop, college, &o , in a flat 
but pleasant part ef the LdrC) on a tongue of 
land between it and the Cher. Several English 
Atmilies live here for cheapness of living, and Hs 
o}:reeable<dimate. It was the Bonuui CSossoro- 
dimtim, and the head ef the Turones ; afterwards 
of Neustria, &04 and of the oountj of Tourain«y 
which was held by the Flantagenets till FhEippe 
Augusts took it flrom John, 1202. The states- 
Kcnend were summoned here in the flftemth 
century when the Leaguers commanded Paris. It 
had a mint for eohiing * Uvres Toumois ' or fk«no 
pieces, and still has one, ranUng fifth Oetter E). 
Louis XI. established the sUk manfaetnre here, 
snd bum his fiunous chfttean, P le uit - lu ^Tomrt 
(in which he died 1488), dcee by; parts of it 
are left (2 klL off), includfaig his and Cardtaud 
Ralue's duunbers, and a brUdc donjon. 

Twelve gates surround the town, the old walls 
of which are replaced by planted boulevards; 
beyond are the four faubougs of la Priche, 8t. 
Eloi, &0. A fifth, St. Symphorien, across the 
river, is Jobied to the main part by mi ezoeUoit 
levd stone bridge of IS ardies, each 80 fset span, 
Duilt 1762-77; H is 1,782 fiset long (174 less than 
the one at Bordeans), 48 wide, and 89 above the 
water. A little above it are remains of the old 
bridge^ built by the Gonnts cf Touraine. Two 
others of 17 and 8 ardies, cross the Cher hi the 
neighbourhood* 

From the end cf the great bridge, where the 
Hdtel de Ville and muste stand, the principal 
street, Rue Royale^ runs through for half a mile 
to the Poitiers road; straight, wide, and bor- 
dered with jHieeNMiUi, and good three-story 
houses, of white stone^ with slated rooft. Most 
ot the hotels and os/iSf are here. The old Hreeta 
out of It are narrow and dirty, bat oontain aoioA 



ancient buildingi. One of the fountains (dt 
Baune), in the market place, is a gothic obdisk, 
with msny landings on it. Prone enades are lidd 
out on the quays; and in the neighbourhood, 
flruit gardens, vineyards, and cornfields are seen. 

St. Gatien gothic (kOkedral, begun tai the 
twelfth century, was finished 1660; it has a wide 
west front, with a triple porch, a rose window, 
and two domed towers, 260 feet high, ornamented 
with statues and bas-relieft (some grotesque), 
and built thqr say by Henry V. of England; in 
the interior, which is 262 feet long and 88 high, 
are some beautiftd stained windows, a fine didr, 
and the tomb of Charles VlUth's children. 
The famous abbey church, founded 347 by St. 
Uarthi de Tours being burnt 661, was restored 
by St. Gregory de Tours, and survived till the 
revolution, when it was pulled down except two 
towers, one called Tour de Charlemagne^ the 
other used as a belflr. Alcufai was one of iti 
Abbots. Remains of St JiiUen's abbey diurch 
(now an auberge), and St Clement's (the com 
market) are also left. At the barrack, in Q;nai 
Royal, is part of the old ohfiteau, built by 
Henry IL of England, from which the Duke ef 
Guise, when a prisoner, esc^;>ed 1691. 

The archbishop's palace, the prtfeeture^ the 
palais de Justice, are large and handsome stme- 
tnres. 

In the pr€feoture is the bibliothdqne cf 48,090 
vols., beddes valuable MSS. and illnminstkwa; 
open 12 to 4, Tuesday to Friday; and at the 
museum is a collection of 200 pktnres, and 
natural history specimens. There are also a 
college^ aUurge general hospital, Hdtel de VlOib 
botanic garden, bublic baths, and a theatre^ near 
the post office (in Rue de la Scdlerle). M. 
Gouin, formerly minister of commerce^ lives hi 
Louis Xlth's old gothic (dumcellurie, in Rue de 
Commerce, which he has restored. They 1 
in the town a block of stone (a remnant of 1 
Roman building), said to be the tomb of * Tumoa' 
its reputed founder. At the Radegonde (8 kil.X 
are some traces of the Marmoutiers abbey, 
founded in the fourth century.

Poietiers, or Poitikbs. HcteU—jye France 
(noted for its truffle pies); de V Europe; des 
Trois Fillers (Three Pillars); d'Evreux; de la 
Tate Noire (Black Head). Population 24^000. 

A very old city, capital of department 
Vienne, seat of a oour impteiale, university, col- 
lege, bishopric, &c., on a rocky height, above 
the .Clain, where the Boivre Joins, and with the 
other almost surrounds it. As you look at the 
town it has a most picturesque appearance, with 
its gardens and meadows, but the streets are 
crooked, dirty, and steep; and the houses mean, 
though interesting from their antiquity. Some 
remains of the gothic walls are left, pierced by 
six gates, four of which lead out to the Clain. 
That on the south takes yon .to the Fare de 
Blossao walk, on the rise of the opposite hill, 
whence there is a fine prospect; beyond, at the 
hermitage, are four arches of a roman aqueduct, 
which supplied the vast Ardnes, or amphitheatre, 
the ruins of which are in the court-yard of hdtel 
d' Kvreux. Csasar called this place Limonumf 
it was then the capital of the Pictavi, who gave 
name to it and the province (Poitou). 

The Vandals, Visigoths, Saracens, and Nor- 
mans, took it in succession, but the most memo- 
rable event b the batOe of 1356 (fought to the 
south-west) in which Edward III., his son, the 
Black Prince, and Chandoe, with 8)000 men 
(4,000 of whom were archers), defeated 50,000 
French, taking prisoners king John and his son, 
with an archbishop, and seventy nobles, besides 
men-at-arms, the English loss being 2,400 killed. 
By the treaty of Bretlgny, four years after, it 
was given, with the province^ to the English, 
but reeovered by FVanoe, 1372. The Huguenots 
held it for a time ; and they shew in the Clain*s 
banks, the grotto of Calvin, where he used to 
meet his disciples. 

The Pakiis de JtuUoej in Rne des Cordeliers, 
on the hill, faicludes part of the seat of the 
counts of Poitou, such as Manbergeon tower, 
and the Salle des Gardes, a timber-roofed hall, 
in a half-norman style. At the comer of Rues 
de St. Paul and dn Coy is a house in whioh 
Diana de Poitiers lived. The maison de la pH 



de I'Arceau; and in Rue du liarch£ stands one 
in the renaissance style. The ancient juridicti<Mi 
consulaire, in Rue de la Mairie, was built by a 
native, Oirpuard, who is the author of the portal 
of the Augustine church, in Place d'Armes. . 
Poitiers is remarkable for many old churches. 

St. Pierre's Cathedral, in a ruined romanesque 
and gothic style, was begun about 1042, carried 
on by Henry II. of Enghuad, in 1152, and finished 
in 1379, except part of the front, whioh is as lata 
as the fifteenth century, and has two towers and 
a rose whidow. Length 323 feet by 100 wide* 
and 97 feet high to the vaoH of the nave, which 
stands on sixteen pillars, and is strengthened by 
buttraescs. It contains painted windows, a fine 
orgtu by Cliquot, a good choir, and the east 
walls are immouely thick. 

Close to it is the church of Ste. Radigonde 
(Clotaire's wife), a romanesque building of the 
twelfth century, with a carved portal of the 
fifteuith century, a good nave, unsupported by 
pillars, an ancient sacristy, and a crypt, where 
they shew the tombs of the saint as well of St. 
Agnes, first abbess oi St. Croix. A little further 
b the very ancient baptistry of St. Jean, built ia 
the fourth or fifth century (some say the third, 
as a roman temple), now used as a mutU of 
antlquitiea. Another old church is that of 
Montlem«nt, built 1076-90, as part of a Benedie* 
tine abbey, founded by Ouy-Geoffry, Count of 
Poitiers; it is a mixture, like the rest, of the 
round and pointed stylos, except the choir, which 
was rebuilt in the fourteenth century, and 
contains a modem tomb to the founder. 

In Place du Marchd is the romanesque 
church of Notre Damo, which some fix in the 
ninth century, and some in the tenth ; it has a 
rich and highly curious front, carved with 
statues and seulptures, of Adam and Eve, the 
Annunciation, Christ in the matiger, &c.; and 
inside, a bas-relief of the Resurrection, a brass 
reading-desk and a pulpit, are worth notice. 
St. Poohaire has a tower of the eleventh century, 
and a carved firont, with the tomb of the saint. 
Near Grande Porte is part of St. Hilalre'if built 
1049, on the site of one by Clovis, in honour of 
Pope Hilary (and burnt 863 by the Normaxi&V 
and containing a.

B6ruges (8 kfl. west), 
with its roman vaults, Fleury aqueduct, and 
Ouienne tower. Pin dstercian abb^ (12 UL 
west), now a thread fkctory, near the castle of 
Montreuil-Romien, which belonged to the dukes 
of Aquitaine, the Lusignans, &e., and was the 
residence of Cosur-de-Lion, Duguesdin, the 
Montmorendes, &c 
[At VouiUi, or Vong6, or Voulon, on the 
Auzance, bdow Latille, 16 kil. to the west of 
Poitiers, Cloris, in 607, defeated Alario IL

An ancient town or city, on the Charente, 
capital of that department, (formerly of the 
province of Angoumoia) seat of a bishopric &o., 
called JculUma by the Romans. It stands at a 
good height on the rooks above the river, in a 
pure but sharp air, looking, at a distance, some- 
thing like Chester, and commanding, from the 
old ramparts, a wide proqiect over the rich and 
beautiftil wine country round the basins of the 
Charente and Ansruienne, &o. The old town ia^ 
ai usual, a nest of ill-built narrow streets. In the 
Place d'Artois, is a fine sloping promenade 
running from the Hotel de Ville, with a pillar 
60 feet high, raised to the memory of her hua- 
band by tbelateJDucfaesBe d'AngouIeme. 
The CaOedral, moatfy rebuilt 1816, has a good 



pordi of the twelfth century and a steeple. At th« 
Oastle, the sister of Francis I., Marguerite dee 
Marguerites (Pearl of Pearls) was bom. A public 
library of 15,000 vols, is at the palais de Justice* 
Other buildings are, the old college de la marine 
(naval school) near the Quay, in faubourg de 
1' Houmeau; the Bridge on the rivei^ the museunU 
theatre, &o. Our John Lackland's wife, Isabelle 
de TaiUefer, was a native, as were Ravaillac ^o 
assassinated Heniy IV., and Poltrot the assassin 
of Duke^of Guise.

It stands on the west 
bailk of the Garonne, d (ord-dM-eoiMR, 70 
miler from the sea, where the river is 000 to 
8M) yards broad (the Thames at London Bridge 
is 350 yards); and it is ttoai the water that yon 
see to advantage its noUe range of quays and 
buddings, stretehing like a cresocnt three mUes 
long from the sbip-yards at the south end to 
the fine streets and houses at the nmrth extremitjt 
towards the Chartrons and CSiapean Rouge quar- 
ters, where the merchants live. A fine stone 
BHdfft of 17 arches, 531 yards long, 60 feet broad, 
was buflt 1811-21, by Desehamps, flrom the Porte 
de Btfurgogne to the village <tf La BasUde oppo- 
site.

Dominique is the BtbUo^kHque or publio Uteani^ 
of 110,000 volumes and 800 MSS., indndliw 
Montaigne's copy of his Esudi; also the m«k 
seams of antiquity and natural history, and the 
observatory.

Eotat—Cbi&rtl Blano, comfbrt- 
able and dean house; de Londres, bad 
Population, 41,000.— The capital of department 
Bfaine-et-Loire, and once of the province of 
Angers, widch belonged to our Henry II., 
as Duke of Anjou, is the seat of a cour im- 
pfriale, tribunal, university, college, bishopric, 
&C., and was, in roman times, the chief town of 
the Andecavl, whence the name is derived, like 
many others in France. It stands in a fine am- 
pldtheatre made by a bend of the Ifayenne 
<Mr liaine, below where the Sarthe Joins, and 
near its own Junction with the Loire. The 
oldest part is a collection of dark, narrow, steep 



well planted; and there is a suspensfon' and 
another bridge. Old walls of brown stone, da- 
fended by turrets^ go round the town. One of 
the promenades caUed Bout du Monde (World's 
End) overlooks it and the country. 

At the top of a hUl stands St. Maurice's CaM«- 
4rdli seen for many leagues round. It is a crosi^ 
298 feet long, with one of the largest naves in 
France. The front has three towen^ one being 
domed, and is ornamented with statues. In tha 
interior are some excellent carvings; stained, 
rose, and other windows; old tapestry; the high 
altar, of different coloured marbles; a flunous 
organ, by Danville (from which you may take the 
round of the walls by a gallery near the roof;) 
and a benitier (holy water basin), given by lebon 
roi Ren6, whose tomb^ in which his daughtor 
Margaret (wife of our Henry VI.) was buried, 
was destroyed at the revolution. 

His moated castle, on a steep rock over tha 
river, now used as a prison, was begun as early as 
the time of Philippe Auguste ; tbe walls are high ■ 
and thi(^ and strengthened by eighteen towers 
of slaty stone ; the torrace has a good vi^w of 
the river. 

St, Serfftfs curious old gothic churdi, ia in part . 
of the eleventh century, with a nave of the fif- 
teenth. The great hall of the hdtel dieu, oir St. 
John's hospital, was built by our Henry II.; iu 
fiiuDourg St. Jacques, is the large front of tbe ab- 
bey of St. Nicholas; at the comer of Rue (street) 
du Figuier, is a fine gotliic house called HAtel 
d'Ai^ou. Notice, also, the riding academy; the 
public library, of 26,000 vols., and many rara 
MS8.; the picture gallery, a good collection c^old 
and new French masters; the botanic gardens^ 
with many exotics; the cabinet of natural Idstory^ 
deaf and dumb school, baths, theatre, racecourse; 
and the slate quarries, employing 8,000 men. 
King Rend, Bemier the traveller, Manage, David 
the sculptor, were natives. The Duke of Wei-' 
lington spent two years of his early life here.

Population, 89,910. Capital of dapartmeac 
Loire-Inf(6rienre, head quarters of a noffltaiy 
division, seat of a diooesi^ and fourth port hi 
France, on the north side of the Loire (where 
the Erdre Joins), 35 miles firom the Bay 
of Biscay. Idteny English live here, in great 
comfort and even luxury, on iBlOO a year. It 
was the roman Nammetu\ was ravaRed by tiie 
Normans in the ninth and tenth centnries ; was 
a principal seat of the dukes of Brittany, ttl 
Antfe of Brittany married Charlea VIII. ; fa ca- 
lebaated for the 'Edict <tf Nantes,' Iseaed heM 
by Henry IV., in favour of the protestailt^ 
whidi Louis XIV. revoked 1085; was wtt>i»lrfHt 
by the Vendeans 1793; about which t<w»^ the 
atrocious Carrier and his terrorist agents hdd 
it, and 26^000 posons, young and old, aaqpecfeed 
of loyalty, were drowned in barges (the noycNiet) 
or shot, or left to die in prison. 

The old town is on the comer made by tiie 
river ; in Faubourg Le Marchys is the new town, 
begtm by Qraslin the financier, 1784 ; other su- 
burbs lie on the islands in the Loire, such as Fey- 
deau, Gioriette, Biesse, &c. ; and a chain of dx 
bridges, flrom island to island, carries a road of 3 
kU. length, across the river to Bere, on the south 
bank, where the Sevre falls in. There are nine 
or ten other bridges. La Fosse quay is Ifaied 
with trees and well-built houses, it is part of a 
succession of quays extending from the castle 
for half a league or more. The Erdre is alse 
bordered with quays, and the; are carried round 
He Feydeau. The tide flows up to the town, 
rising only a fkthom ; enough to bring up smal 
vesMis under 200 tons. The entrance to ibe 
Loire is rather foggy and dangeroua. Larger 
ships stop at Paimbosuf, 25 miles lovrer. 

From 2,000 to 3,000 vessels visit Nantes in a year, 
with fish from Newfoundland, sugar and other 
produce from the French colonies ; sardines er 
pilchards are caught in the season. Small oor. 
vettes and brigs are built here. Coarse wooUcbs 
and cottons are made; besides ttean>-eogineit 
bottles, pottery, rope^ canvas, vinegar, refined 
sugar, provi&ions for the navy, &o. 

The streets are pretty good; the honees of 
stone and slate, the latter material being used to 
fisce those in the old town (as in LaPolason*

Pierre (between the Loire and 
Brdre), on the site of part of the ramparts, and 
hathig between them Place Louis XVI , with a 
statue of tbatldng; at the end are statues of 
iUme of Brittany and Arthur IIL (near the 
castle), and OliTor de Clisson and Dn Oaesdln, 
two famous soldiers. There are about twenty 
open places, of which, Place Boyale andPlaoe 
GrasUn are the best; a theatre, rebuilt 1810, with 
a Corinthian portico, stands in Place OraaUn. 

Rt. Peter's Cathedral was built 1434-1600^ on 
the site of one founded 566^ by Felix. It has a 
masshre noiman chofar (the oldest existing part, 
except the crypt) and a lofty flamboyant naye 
121 feet high. Thewostfiront, with itsthree well- 
aonlptured portals^ carries two low unflnisbed 
towers, with a watch-turret at the top <tf one. 
Its finest monument is the tomb^ in black, whiter 
aud red marble^ ot Francis n. (last Duke of 
Bretagne) and his wife Margaret. The ehdteau 
of the duke, on the rirer, is a large irregular pUe 
of the fourteenth century (first founded 938), 
flanked with round towers, &o. Here Anne of 
Brittany was bom; and the late Duchesse de 
Berri (Ifadame, as she was called), was oonflned 
after her capture in the town by General Der- 
monoourt. In 1832. Her adrentures are related 
by the general in his entertaining * La Vendue et 
Madame.' A many-sided tower of the Chiteau de 
Bouflky, as old as the tenth century, serres for 
a belflry. 

The pr€fet's hdtel, one of the best bnfld- 
tngs in the town, was the old Chambre des 
Compts, and has two of its fronts In the ionic 
style. A colonnade in the same style before the 
bourse or exchange (built 1812) on the quays, is 
omaroentod with emblematical statues by Ber. 
trand and Debay ; another fkfade (towards the 
Port-au-Vin) of the doric order, has busts of 
french seamen, Duquesne, Gassart, Jean Bart, 
DuguayTrouin. 

Oyer the maroh£ - anx - grains or oom 
market, is the public library of 30,000 toIs., 
besides MSS.; the museum ci paintings has a 
a collection of 700 or 800 works, among which 
are two MurQIos. A natural history museum 
In Rue dn Port Communean, contains many 
good mineral q>eoimens, &o. 

Other buildings are^ the ohnrchei of 8t.l

seren churches besides a ooOege and priests* se- 
minaries; fiye hospitals, fafiduding the hdtel dlei^ 
built 1655; the general hospital of St. Je«^ 
&c. ; the law courts, once the hdtel des mon- 
naios; a halle aux toiles, or Unen haU; a hy;go 
abattoir or public slaughter house; there Is also 
a w^ stocked botanic garden. 

Near the hdtel de commerce is a handsome 
corered way, built 1848, called Passage Pommor 
raye, and ornamented with Debay's statues. In 
the old town are some ancient houses, as, tha 
hdtels Briord, Rosmadep, d'Aux, Deurbrono^ 
Bourvardidre, &c., and the bishop's palace. 

Besides Anne of Brittany, Gassart a flunooi 
sailor, Fouchd the police minister, Gaillaud the 
trayeller, Laenneo the physician, General Cam- 
brone, &c., were bom here. Marshal GlUes de 
Bets, the French Bluebeard, was burnt here 
1440, for his craelUes. Palais or Pallet, tai this 
neighbourhood, was the natiye place (1079) of 
Abelard.

St. Pierre CbtAe- 
droi, rebuilt in the fifteenth cent u ry, has a new 
spire (since 1824), a high vanlt, two good 
figures of saints in wood, and the tombs of St.

Capital 
of department Charente Inf.^rieure, (part of 
Poitou), seat of a bishop, and military division, 
&c., and port of the third class, on a small 
inlet of the Bay of Biscay, opposite Hes de RS 
and d*01§ron, enclosing the Roads^ which are 
entered by the strait called Pertuis d'Anti- 
oche. It belonged to Henry 11. of England, 
through his wife Eleanor; was taken from the 
English by Duguesclin 1372; and became the 
head quarters of the Huguenots from 1657 till 
1629, when Richelieu (Louis XIII. befaig present) 
took it after a memorable tiege of thirteen 
months, (which brought down the population 
ttotn 27,000 to 6^000), by running a great dyke 
across the harbour, which kept out the English 
fleet under Buckingham. It is stUl seen at low 
water, between Point Coreille and Fort Louis, 
nearly a mile long, with a passage in the middle 
for shipping. 

Vessels of 600 tons may get into the har- 
bour, which consists of two docks surrounded 
by quays and houses, ^enee the Bfaubee canal 
crossed by three bridges runs up the town. 
The fortifications were planned by Vauban; of 



streets are well built, and most of the houses 
have covered porticoes. Place du Cbftteau, where 
the old castle of Vaudair stood, has a flna 
prospect of the sea; and so has the molt outside 
the walls. 

At the Hdtel de Ville, a building hi the re- 
naissance style, they show Henry IVth's cham- 
ber, and the chair and portrait of the mayor 
Guiton, who led the people in the siege.

It was 
strongly fortified, and suffered in the English 
and religious, as well as in the Vendian wars of the 
9rst and later reTohitioo(chiefl7 in 1793 and 1832). 
Farts of an old castle of the twelfth century, 
flanked with five or six towers, are seen ; also 
St. John's cburch, of the ninth century, and the 
otodk-tower, 74 feet high, once part of the prison. 
Coarse woollens are made. MoiO—Du Cheval 
Hlano (White Horse). 
[At AkrauU (18 kil. north.north.east), are an 
old castle, and the gothio church (with a 
qpire on four pillars) of a convent, destroyed 
f n the religious wars. — Secondigny (li kU. 
west-south-west) up the Thouet, has remains 
of its old walls and castle.] 
Brxssuirb (31 IdL), on a hill oyer the Argen> 
ton, is a small sous-pr£fecture of 1,900 persons, 
and had good manufactures of cloth till the 
Vend^an war at the revolution, which left but 
one house and the old granite church, with its 
tower of 360 feet. It is again reriTing, and 
makes handkerchieft and wooltois. 
lArgentan-le'Chdteau (18 klL n<Hrth), was also 
destroyed in the Venddan war. Trade in 
white and red wines, and woollens^— At 20 
kil. east of it is 
T^ouors, in a fine pirt of the Thouet, 
above which rise the old turreted walls, 
begun by Pepin and finished by the English, 
from whom Duguesclin took it, 1312. The 
Vendeans captured it, 1793. On a granite 
rock, l'>8 feet high, stands the old high- 
walled chiteau, built, 1636, by Marie de la 
Tremouille, forming a centre and wings^ 
S9S feet long, which, with its gaideta and 
temusetf U now the mshrie.

— At ChoUt 
(8 kil. north-east of Mortagne), on the rotd 
to Angers, is a castle destroyed in the Ven- 
d^an wars.] 
ToBFOn (161dl.)hasacolumn(aluq;»edIikes 
fiftctory chimney) commemorating a vuttury 
gained by the Vendeans in the sanoe wars. 
[About 7 kil. esst, are the piotoresque mini 
of Tiffauges CcuOe, with its machicolated 
walls and towers, spreading oveae a rocky 
height above the Sevre, where the Creonns 
Joins. It was built by the counts of Thouan^ 
1119, came to the famous Barbe-BIne (Mar> 
shal Oilles de Reti, or *Blue Beard'), and 
was dismantled by Richelieu. It oommaodf 
a ihxe prospect. A colony of Tfaeiphalian 
Goths settled here, 476, and gave naice to 
the towh.] 
CussoH (14 kil.) stands above the plc^nresqus 
valley of the Sdvre, where the Maine joins it, 
with the old battered ruins of CUason castle^ 
which belonged to the Constable de GUeeoB, a sol- 
dier of the fourteenth century. Farts ef the 
walls, ditches, keep, great ball, &c., rematai; the 
well, into which 400 Vendeans were thrown by 
the republican general, Kleber, 1793, is filled up. 
At the country seat of La Garenne^ Ifaey shew

Caxrrrs (15 kH.;, where the road from Mont- 
de-Marsan falls in. 
IGrenade (11 kH west-north-west), a little 
place on this road, down the Adour, where 
Marshal Perrlgnon was born. About 6 kil. 
down the rirer is 
St. Sever, a sous-pr€fecture of 6,000 people^ 
in a pleasant hollow, having an old church 
which was part of a Benedictine abbey, 
founded 993 ; also remains of the ch&teau 
of the Oascony dukes. It was taken from the 
English 1 426. There is a colmnn to General 
Lanarg^e, a native. At Peulvan (near the 
town), and Peyrelongue (8 kU. off), dudd 
stones are seen. Hotel — Des Vo^a^^eurs. — 
About 14 kil. south of St. Sever, on the Loute, 
at Hagetman, is an old castle of the kings 
of Navarre.] 
AiRB (7 kil.), near the head of the Adour, 
where the roads to Tarbes (67 kil.) and Agen 
turn off, is an old decayed place of 4,300 popula- 
tion, and seat of a bishopric, having on Mas- 
d'Aire hill, remains of the seat of the Visigoth 
king, Alaric II., who promulgated the Theodo- 
sian code here. It suffered ft^m the ravages of 
the Normans and English, and the religious wars 
which followed. The cathedral ia rather old 
than beautiful ; an ancient convent is now the 
priests' seminary. 

Garlin (17 kil.), in department Basses-Pyre- 
n§e8. Auriao (12 kil.), is the next place. 

At 21 kil. further is Pau, where the road be- 
tween Bayonne and Tarbes crosses.

Population 14.500. Chief town of department 
Basses-Pyrenees, seat of a cour imperial^ nni^ 
versity, &c., and a favourite resort of Kn^^Sbh sad 
others on account of its soft and beautiftil cUmsti^ 
and Its delightful situation within view of the Py- 
renees, which are about 50 klL or SO mfles off. 

It stands in a rich plain, above the Gav«^ 
<. e. torrent, de Pau, (which rises at ths 
celebrated fall of Gavamie), <m a heigfat 
crowned by its old castie, memorable for the 
birth of Henry IV. or Henri Quofrv^ the dar- 
ling hero of the Frencdi people. The town 
began in a chiteau of the tenth eeaaUaj, built by 
its vicomtes, who marked the bounds by stakes 
or paout (in B^amais), whence the nameh 
derived. About 1364 Gaston de F<rfx mafeit 
the capital of Biam, and rebuilt the casUe; and 
a parliunent and university were aft erwa r ds 
granted. 

The littie brooks of Heas, Onsse^ fte^ 
traverse the town, which is out in two by « 
ravine, crossed by a bridge from tiie Flaoe de la 
Comddie, the largest square, where the theaue^ 
&c. stand. From J^osse Vil'eor low tow a 
seven<arch bridge spans the river, towards ths 
hills of Jurangon, which are noted for whits 
wine. The main street, about one-mile long, is 
crossed by several short ones; the houses are of 
pebbles and cement. 

Place Grammont is surrounded with por> 
ticoes ; Place Nationale, near the castie and St 
Louis* church, is planted with trees, and has 
Raggi's marble statue of Henry IV., whidt 
replaces one of Louis XIV., overturned at tils 
revolution. When the people, during that king's 
time, asked leave to erect a monument to their 
favourite, all they could get was permisrion to 
build one to the reigning sovereign. As a oon- 
solation they cut this inscription upon it in the 
Beamais tongue, *A douqu'e^'rcarrahildenousit 
grand Enruf (^To him who is the grandson of our 
\ g;teaX."^%viTV). 



Route 86] 
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archives, wi€h letten of Henry IV., many of 
which have been published by M. Berger de 
Xivrey . At the college, founded as a convent by 
Henry, is a collection of minerals from the Py- 
renees, &c. There is a public library of 15,000 vols., 
a normal school, and school of design, and circu- 
lating library ; a public fountain stands near the 
musee and market halle ; also a theatre, govern- 
ment stud, baths, and the house (Rue de Trau) 
*in which Bemadoite, king of Sweden was bora 
,1764, the son of a lawyer. The hdtel de Caisson 
commemorates another soldier, Marshal Caisson, 
who fought under Gustavus Adolphus and at 
Rocroi. He never despaired : * I have that in 
my bead, and at my side,' said he, 'which makes 
me sure of victory.* One more native^ the 
Vicomte d'Orthe, deserves to be remembered. 
When governor of Bayonnc, in the days of the 
St. Bartholomew massacre, he wrote to Charles 
'IX.: 'I have communicated your majesty's let- 
ter to the garrisvn and townspeople. They 
are brave soldiers and loyal subjects, but I can- 
not find a single executioner.* 

A drawbridge leads to tiie gothic eh&teao, 
piled on the rode, and to the Basse-Piante walk 
in its gardens, on to a beautiftil shady terrace 
high over the river, called the ParCj where stood 
Castel-Bedat town, and whence there is a noble 
prospect of the fine Val d'Ossau, the Re du Midi, 
Mont Perdu, Mont d*Aspey, ice., in the snowy 
range of the Pyrenees. ** ThisParcbas been com- 
pared to the Eng atBerae. I think it decidedly 
superior. It Is true that there are no mountabi 
masses equal to those of the Oberland. But the 
extent of the chain open to your view is fur wider ; 
the prindpal olijects are nearer the eye; and, 
above all, the for^round and middle distance 
are fur superior at Pau. It is the most splendid 
and enjoyable town teoOr that I know ; and others, 
of a yet wider experience than mtne^ have pro- 
nounced it unequalled In Europe."--(Trollope's 
Jn^presfioM). 

The old ehdteem indndes four towers, with low 
pyramid tops, and a square bride doi^on, 116 
feet high, in which Abd-d-Kader was a prisoner 
(1848), till removed to Ambolse ; a broad stair- 
case carved with arabesques; an degant diapel, 
restored by Louis Philippe (who beautified the 
whole structure with chefs d'ceuvre of tapestry 
and cAm 
spMrtmeiit§ 



guerite the Pearl, sister of Frands I., and HenrTs 
grandmother; and those of Henri's mother, 
Jeanne d* Albret (who was born here), with his 
own bed chamber, and the room in which htt 
was born, IK3, containing bis tortoise-shell 
era^ and the carved bedstead of La Bell« 
Gabridle. The last fine room was occupied by 
the Emir's harem, who used to roast their 
mutton in the ndddle of its oak floor. 

When his mother^s time drew near, Henri's 
grandflsther told her to ting,* that she might 
not give Urth to a puling and crabbed in- 
fimt. As soon as he was bora, the old Ung 
shewed hbn to the people, crying out *Ma hn* 
bis a eiifanti un lionF — then rubbed his month 
with garlic, and made him drink a few drops of 
Juran^on wine^ to ensure a hardy and robust 
constitution. That Henri possessed an excellent 
one is well known; but the wonder Is that hs 
survived such vigorous treatment. He was after- 
wards nursed by a peasant at Bilhero (to thfS 
north-west). 

Cahnness according to Sir J. Clarke and other 
authorities, is a striking character of the climate. 
Westerly winds are most prevalent; northerly 
are feeble and infrequent. "A sense of ftUness 
is the first effeet produced upon healthy stran- 
gers; and to congestive patients, therefore, tht 
climate Is h^urlous" (Dr. Taylor) ; but it b bo. 
neflcial in cases of chronic Indigestion, weak 
throats, and asthma.

Rambouillst (5} miles), a sous-pr€fecture of 
3,100 souls, in a valley, having a royal ch&tean in 
the midst of a park of 3,000 acres (Udd out by 
LenAtre), and a hunting forest of 30,000 aeraa. 
The chdteau, a large plain brick pile, flanked bf 
turrets and a great tower, indudes a grand saloon 
with a marble floor, the room in which Frands 
I. died, in 1547, stables for 600 horses, &c. Hera 
Marie Louise and her son met the Allied love- 
reigns, and Charles X. abdicated here 1830; in 
favour of the Duo de Bordeaux, and set off for 
Cherbourg and Poole. Some of the earUesC 
merinos In France were bred b«Kftk. "^ks^*. '«»^ 
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[IIoudait(28kU. north.wcrt), on th« Vesgre, 
where tta« Opton Joins, has a fine gothic 
church, built by Robert le Pieux, and an old 
tower, with some renuUns of its ancient 
forliflcationi.— Auneau (22 kU. south of 
Rambouillct), in department Eure-et-Loir, 
has a tower left of the old castle of iu seig- 
neurs, one of whom wm Henry de Joyense, 
marshal of Franco in the sixteenth century.] 
Et»KK5o:i (Smiles), in a pretty well-watered 
spot, on the Gueslc, in department Eure-et-Loir, 
haji mnaiiis of the old cbilteau of its dukos, the 
first of whom was the favourite of Henry IU., No- 
f aret do la Valotte, whose pride was so ridiculous 
that he was stylod king of Epcmon. Formerly it 
was called Spanionum, and strongly fortified. 
Poputation,l,700. Coaches to Gas and Gollardon. 
MAirrKXON (5 miles), in the fertile valley of 
the Euro (here crossed by a fine viaduct on 32 
arches), where tho Voise Joins, gave title of 
marchioness to the vridow of cjcarron, whom 
Louis XIV. privately married at Versailles. A 
square and several round high-peaked towers 
are seen in the moated chateau, now belonging 
to the Due de Broglic, but in part as old as 
Piiilppe Augusto's time; they shew Madame's 
portrait (by Mignard), and her bed-room. The 
chapel has stained glass of the fifteenth century. 
At the end of the park are dnild stones, called 
the Berceau (cradle), the Flerres de Gargantua, 
&c. The remains of an aqueduct, begun from 
Pont-Gouin, about GO kll. west-south.west, up 
the Eure, 1684-8, by Louis XIV., to fupply 
Versailles with water, are also seen; supported 
by 47 or 48 arches or piles, above 80 feet high, 
«nd to make which 60,000 troops were sometimes 
employed. Colin d'Harleville, the comic virriter, 
was born here. Population, 2,100. Coaches to 
Mogent- le-Roi and Dreux {see Route 91).

dos Barrioadca, See, Basse VlUe, or Tjowcr Tom, 
is Aill of narrow streets and ^thic-loeUng hooM 
of wood, with their fables to the fWmt, and ii 
Joined by Tery steep ascents to Upper Ton, 
where the best buildings are. AT^ong thcM m 
tbeTastand Imposing 

Cathedral, built 1140-1260, la the dupe of 
a cross, 422 feet long, 208 bro«d throng tlw 
transept, and 113 to the roof. The fron^ IM 
feet broad, consists of a noble portaJ b et w e e n t— 
towers of equal breadth with it ; one tewer hsss 
q»ire 364 feet high; the other 402 fcot high, ii 
later buUt (1614) and in a more florid style. Tbrci 
entrances, covered with earrings of prophetssnd 
i^KMtles, are in the portal, which is 40 fset bj 
30 and recessed 18 feet, ha\inf ttetwes in the 
Jamba^ with a fine rose window sU>ove. T«s 
other ornamented porches and roee windovi 
are iu the north and south aides. The navt 
is 239 feet long, but the interior is darli m 
account of the painted windows, of wfeddi tlien 
are 130. A beautifully carved screen of tbi 
fifteenth or sixteenth century, leads to tin 
choir, which has 45 niches in it, and a moHitnds 
of sculpture, besides bas-reliefii of the Descent 
from the Cross and the Presentation, hj Bridaa; 
anoiher over the altar by the same artist, of 
the Assumption of the Virgin, was saved at 
the revolution by patting a cap of lilMrty 
on her head. The crypt and **h»p^ of tiM 
older foundations are below. 

St. Andre's large old church, in BaiM ^PSk, 
of the twelfth century, is a store house; 8t 
Pierre's, now a barrack, belongfed to the b«DS> 
dictinos, and has some stained windows. 

The prefecture stands in a good garden. At 
the HMel de VUle, which was the orsnBM 
convent, the museum is kept, where thei|r shew

Conveyances: by rail, to Paris; coaches to 
Orleans (80 kil.), Chiteauneuf-en-Themerais 
(24 kiU north-west), Illiers (2> kil. south-west), 
Brou(13kil. further), Bonneval, Ch&teaudun, 
and Courtalain. 

[At Morances (5 kil.) is a very old church, 
having no side chapel, but a lombard porch 
and buttresses in flront. It is supposed to 
be at least of the tenth century. 
Bonnevdi (31 kii. pouth-south-west), a pret^ 
place of 2,800 population, on the Loir, having 
a church with a good spire, and a mill 
which was once a benedictine oollcge. Cou- 
dreaux, which belonged to Ney, is near, 
and there are several dnud stones (menhhrs, 
dolmen, &c.) in the neighbourhood. One 
dolmen near Baudouin mill on the river, 
towards St. Germain, is 13 feet long ; another 
of 13 feet is on the Houssay road, besides 
peulvans, or ring stones. 
Chdteaudun (U kil. farther), the ancient 
Castellodunumf and a sous-prefecture of 
6,500 population, in the valley of the Loir, 
was rebuilt after the fire of 1723 on a re- 
gnlar plan. It has a square where yon 
eonmand a view of the whole ; also remains 
of a oonvent (now the sous-prdiect's house), 
and the old tower of the castle of Thibaut- 
le-Tricheur (the cheater or tricker), Count 
of Dunois, built In the tenth century. It 
It 96 feet high and 188 round. J. TouhUn, 
tha inventor ot painting on enamel, was 
bom here.

La Loupe (6| miles) is the present termJnoi 
of the rail, which will pass on to Le Mans, Lava^

Betrou, La Ferte, Bernard, Regni Malard, and 
its old chateaux; Bellesme and its springy 
Mamers (see Route 91); AIen9on (Route 91); 
Longuy, Toutouvre, Mortagne (Route 91); 
S6ez (Route 92); Carouges, La Fert6-Meni^ 
Laiglc, and Vemeuil (Route 91). 
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Distance (to Brest) 477 kil. or 296 mllet. 

From La Loupe 

St. Victor (7 kil., to the east of whidi 
(3 kil.) is Montlandon and its old castle. 

NooEirr-LE-RoTaou (16 kil.) asous-pr^feotore^ 
in department £ure-et>Lofr, of 7,000 populatioi^ 
on the Huisne (which has a fall at the entrance 
of the town), under a hill, crowned by remains 
of the castle of the famous Due de Sully, whose 
tomb, with that of liis wife, is at the Hdtel Dien, 
founded by Coimt Rotrou, 1698. Excellent 
trout and cray fish are caught. 

[Bellesme (about 20 kil. west-north.west), in 
a forest, has the Herse mineral waters (2 kil.) 
near it, discovered 1607, riring outof afouiu 
tain marked by a roman inscription (?)] 

La Ferte-Bbrkabd (22 kil.), on the Huisne^ 
and so called from the fertility of the soil, was 
one of the keys of France when the English held 
Normandy, &o. It is a miniature town, liaving 
a moat round its ancient l>attlemented walls, a 
castle-like gate, with two solid towers, now 
used for prisons, an Hdtel do ViUe, and a Ane 
gothic church of the sixteenth century, looking 
like a cathedral. It Is 190 feet by 70, and 80 high 
to the vault, or about 160 to the low spire over 
the west front, which is supported by buttresses. 
The English, under Salisbury, took the town 
1424, and it was given up to tbi^ "^^teas^ ^^ 
Conti, 15W. '8^»v«^»J2«*«^'^^*^* >^ 
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having the old eutle of Its leiffnenn, nr- 
mounted by aiz towers, and omamented 
tndde with wood carvings and portraits.] 

CoirvERB (19 kU.), is near PoRon, to oalled 
after a dolmen or cromlech of one stone, 20 feet 
long, reel Ing on eight others. 

[Before you reach this, yoa leave on the 
right, at Croix-de-Fer, another dolmen 
called the Pierre-de-Voavraj.l 

At 25 kil. Author is 
- La Mans. //o(e/s— Dlot, de France, and 
Bolen-Tardiff. Population 24,200. The 
dilef town of department <»»rthe. seat of a 
b ishopric, &c., on a hlD side by the Sarthe, near 
to the Junction of the Huisne, or Hutne, was the 
Roinaa iSuuiimum, or coital of the CmnoiiMiitnt 
(wBence the modem name), afterwards of the 
province of Maine, which was held by Geoffrey 
Plantagenet, whose son, Henry II, was bom 
here 1133. It was many times besieged in old 
French history, and In 1793, was occupied by 
60,000 Vendeans, who were driven out with 
'^reat slaughter by Marceau. The Chouans also 
took it in their rising, 1799. 

Three bridges cross the Sarthe. Pont Tsoir 
'oins Gourdane quarter to that of the Pr6; Pont 
Perrin leads to St Jean, and Pont Napoleon is 
opposite Place des Halles, the largest square in 
the city. Another sqiiare called Place des Jac- 
obins, and planted with poplars, was the site 
3t a convent, and of a roman amphitheatre; 
Place du Greffier is a «alk by the Sarthe. 
near the quais, with prospects of the fertile 
country beyond. The best part of the town is 
up the hill, that on the river, being a collection 
•it narrow, steep, and dirty streets. The houses 
4re of stone and blate; many old ones are in 
%irande Rue, Place du Chiteau, Rue des Cha- 
boine^ &c. An ancient seat of the knights 
templars 3fet remidns, and tbeve ace four or 
five modem fountains. 

St. Julien's Cathedral, 446 feet long, is on the 
site of a roman temple, of wWch traces are said 
to be visible in the oldest part, the norman nave, 
whidi is of the tenth and eleventh centuries, and 
has a good south door; the fine lofty !;hoir and 
the transepts are of the thirteenth to fifteenth 
centuries, the former being 106 feet high; a 
•quafe tower, ornamented with niches, &c., 
Mtunds over one transept, 217 feet fro;n the 
grottad, or 331 from thu river. Tb« rote axvd 



other windows ar« bemtiftinij steiaad; la tkd 
thirteen side diapda are monnments of BIdiird 
the First's queen Berengaria, of ChariM IV. «f 
Aqjou, L. Ihibellay, &c. At No. 1, in. Boo St. 
Michel, dose by, lived Scarron, the comic writsr, 
who held a canonry here, till he manried bis 
wife, who afterwards, at Madame de MfthBtfinfffs 
became mistreas or wife to Louia XIY, 

La Couture ehordi is partly norman and 
partly gothic^ of the eleventh and thirteenth 
centuries; it has a good west portal (with carv- 
ings of the Judgment), and an ancient crypt 
The abbey buildings near it are used for a pr6« 
fecture, which contains a library of 42,000 vob.* 
with 7,000 MSS., also a gallery of pahitings 
(including a portrait on copper of Greoffrey 
Plantagenet), and a museum of natural history, 
armour, roman stones, &c., besides an Egyptian 
mwnmy. 

Notre Dame du Pr6 church of the eleventh 
century, is cruciform, and has a carved door> 
way. At St. Benoif s is a good painting of 
a Dead Christ. St. Vincent's abbey churdi, 
with an excellent front, iBused for the priests' 
seminary. St. Pierre's old church is altered into 
a school ; the residence of the monks of the 
Oratory is used for the college, and that of the 
Visitation for the palais de justice, prison, &c. 
An old seat of the counts of Maine is now the 
H6tel de Ville, and they still shew remains of an 
earlier building, which it replaced. Parts of the 
ancient town walls yet remain ; the circular hall 
on the Grande Place, was rebuflt 1822, on the 
site of a wooden one as old as 1568. There are 
a good theatre and public baths. 

Ledrs Rollin, one of the republican leaders in 
the Revolution of 1848, and author of the Deca- 
dence de r Angleterre, was bora here. 

Manufactures of cotton, woollen, wax candles, 
black soap, leather, paper, and beer; and a trade 
in these, and In cattie, fruit, fat poultry, grain 
clover-seed, wine, eaux-de-vie, aiid honey. 
Conveyances: to Tours, Blols, and Angers, 
on the Nantes rail; and to Alengon, Chartre^ 
Caen, Rotten, Laval, Rennes, &c. 
{^BeaummUmr-Saiihet or Le Vicomte, (27 
kil. north-north-west) iA an amphitheatre 
over the Sarthe, which is crossed by two 
bridges, is a small bustling place of 2,400 
people, who trade in cattle, &c., and make 
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serveB for a prison* and a well-preserved I linen hall (hallc aux toiled): a public library of

beyond is AlebQon (tee Route 91). 

From Le Mans, on the way to Laval, you pass 

Bt Dkios-d*Orqdes (40 ki\.), which has re- 

mains of a ( hartreuse convent, and some rocks 

in the neighbourhood. 

St. JsAir-Bnit-ERv e (lo kil.) is on the £rve 
(in department Mayenne), so called after the 
ancient Arvii, whose capital was about 8 kil. 
south, further down the river, near the grottoes 
of Saul ^e, or Caves de Margot, which are in the 
limestone diffs on Its banks; one Is about 64 
feet in diameter. 
[St. Su»anne, about 10 kil. up the Erve, from 
St. Jean, stands on a rock, commanding a 
wide prospect, near a lake ; it has an old 
chateau, and the ramparts are rather re- 
markable as behig vitrified, like some of the 
Fictish forts in Scotland. Six or seven 
menhirs, or druid stones, are near this.] 
At 27 kU. further is 

Laval. Hotels — De I'Ouest, and Grand 
Hotel de Paris. Popula.ion 18,000. A manu* 
fdcturing town, and capital of deparhnent 
B^hyenae (formerly tQe province of Lower 
M aine), on a cultivated slope in the valley of the 
Mayenne. Much linen and cotton oloih, and 
thread is made. The plain aroutj d wds formerly 
called tie Forest of Concise; the town grew 
out of a cas 1 J built by Guyon, son < f the counts 
of Maine, in 84C. It was aken and retaken in 
the wars between the English and Freuch 
I46r>. 
An old tower (near the bridge), with Its peaked 

top, is all that remains of the castle, which came 
ro the Dukes of Laval and the Trdmouilles, and 
is used as a prison. 

It is a picturesque old place, having many cu- 
rious gothic timbered houses, and narrow streets, 
some rather steep. The Champ de Foure and es- 
pecially a house called Bel Ah*, command the best 
prospects. Two bridges cross the river, the view 
up which takes in the pretty spire of AvniSres 
chiirch. Parts of the ancient walls are left. 
Among the buildings to be noticed are the 
churches of la Trinito and St. Venerand — ^the 
fomier being the old cathedral, in the gothic 
style of the twel'th 
/ta/u:^ do Justice (law 



25,000 volumes ; two ho pices ; part of the cor- 
deliers old convent, &c.; but none are of mud* 
note. 

Ambrose Pari, of whom there Is a brons* 
statue, was a native.

ViTRR (16 kil ) a sous-prlfectiure (in depart- 
ment Ille-etVilalne), on theVilalne, having regu- 
lar gothic ramparts, strengthened by machioola- 
ted towers, between two of which is a house 
once inhabited by Madame de Sevlgne. The 
houses are ancient- looking. At the mairie, once 
Jl benedictine convent, there is a good prospect 
of the country. The old castle of the dues d« 
TrdmouIUe, at the west end of the town, is used 
for a prison. A stone pulpit is seen outside tjM 
gothic church of Notre Dame. 

Goat skin dresses are made here for the 
coimtry people to wear in winter time ; hpfddes 
a few Unens, &c. Cantharides flics are also pre- 
pared. Savary, the antiquary, was a native. 
Population 8,650. JIotel—lA Poste. 

A road to Fougdres, St. Malo, Avranches, &c. 
turns off here (see Routes 94, 95).

■treeli, and eight handrcdand filtj lioaaeo in the 
buailof thetowa. Theae liaTO been relrailt of 
darUrfi granite and aand-elone; and the aobnrfae 
bcTond the old walla are regnlariy laid oat; bat 
there are many amall, low, cnriooaly canred tim- 
ber ho oa ei^ eapedallj near the river, fan Baaw 
ViBe. 

One old gate, the Porte MordehdM, hj 
which the dnkea entered on their acccarion, haa 
aome tracca of a roman intcripUon to the Empe- 
ror Gordian. Two out of eleren Flacea are 
tolerably large; the Place d'Armea, pbmted with 
treea, and Place da Palais, where a bronxe of 
Loois XIV. atood. It takes name flrom the large 
PafaU de Justieej on the north side, bnilt 1670, 
with a tuscan porUco, and facade 152 feet long : 
the prorincial states used to meet in it; it haa 
some gallery paintings by JouTenet. Tliere are 
pleasant walks along the qnay, nearly a mQe 
long ; and on the Tliabor, U Motte, le MaSQe, and 
oUier promenades. That of le Thabor, where 
stands a statae of DngoescUn, Is the garden of 
tlie old l>enedictine house of 8t Melafaie, and 
eomnundsa fine prospect oftherirer &c.; la 
Motte faces the prefecture. 

The H6tel de ViUe, built shicethe lire of 1720, 
by Oabrid, near Placedela Comedie,isagrecian 
pile, about 213 feet by 82, Including a docfc-tower, 
rooms for the tribunals, schools of design, gal- 
lery of paintings, and a public lilnrary of 30,000

La Barbttb (14 kil.)f 

Brooks (16 kil.), in department Cdtes-du- 
Nord, and Basse-Bretagne, is a place of 2,000 po- 
pulation, a little beyond which is the site of 
Lateotte Bmon9, the seat of the famous soldier 
Duguett^n^ who died here 1311, and to whom a 
pillar is set up. The country people here begin 
to speak the fias- Briton or Brezounecq lan- 
guage, a dialect of the Celtic. 
Laroouedrb (12 kil.), on the Arguenon. 
Lamballb (16 kil.), on the Gouessan, was 
tiie old scat of the counts and dukes of Pen- 
thievre (a title now in the Orleans family), 
whose old castle, built near a monastery founded 
1084 by Geoffrey I., was pulled down by Richelieu 
1626, except Notre Dame chapel, and its minaret- 
Uke tower. The site is a pretty walk, with good 
views. Population, 4,300; trade in woollens, 
poney, wax, com, leather, cattle, horses. Hotel 
— 4u Croissant 
[About 30 kil. north-east is Cape Frehel and 
its revolving U.<ht, standing 246 feet high, and 
shining for 2| minutes to a distance of 16 or 
18 miles. — At 15 kil. south-west is Monoon- 
tour, then I lougenast (14 kil.)- then 
Ztoudiac (11 kil.), a sous-prefecture of 6,740 
populatioc, in a forest, of no consequence 
except for its toiles de Bretagne or linens. 
The church has a tall spire, and there is a 
linen hall, college, chamber of commerce, &o. 
Hotel— de la Croix Blanche ^ White Cross. — 
Pontivy is ti kil. farther (tee Route 74).] 
At 20 kil. further is St. Brieue. 
St. Bribug or St. Brieux. HoteU—de la Croix 
Rouge (Red Cross); de la Croix Blanche (White 
Cross); du Chapeau Rouge (Red Hat). Popu- 
lation, 13,300. A port on a bay in the Channel, 
chief to\i'n of department Cdtes-du-Nord (in 
Lower Brittany), and seat of a diocess, is amrng 
hiBs (which shut out the sea- view), on tlie Gouot, 
the mouth of whch makes the harbour at I.egue, 
for vessels of 400 tons. Two bridges cross VX, 
one being of gmnite. A promenade made V1^ 
|p auTicd rouud the site of the old waUi, and Yiaa 



a fine prospect at the terrace. InPlaoeDo- 
guesclin, is a statue of that warrior. 

The Cccthedral, with its low plain towers, is of 
the thirteenth century, on the site of a drui<l 
temple, which St. Brieuo, an Irishman, tamed 
into a monastery in the fifth century. It has ac 
altar by Corlay, and two pieces of Gobelias ta- 
pestry. St. Michel is an ugly structure^ with 
nothing noticeable about it. 

Hdtel de Ville is an old buHding. The pablie 
library is large, containing 24,000 wdtamm. 
There are a museum, college, navigation sehool^ 
theatre, several fountains, and anbo^ta^ 
besides a race-course or hippodrome, near the 
old tower of Cesson (which has a double ditch 
round it/, and the large public gardens wbidi 
belonged to the Cordeliers convent. Trade in 
grahi, dder, butter, honey, cattle^ PH>er, thread, 
fi^h. 
From St. Brieue on the road to Brest, yon paw 
Chatblaudrbn (17 kil.), which commands a 
fine view firom the ruins of its old castle. 

GuiNOAMP (14 kil.), on the plain of the 

Trieux, is a sous-prefecture (7,000 population) 

in department Cdtes-du-Nord, and in the oU 

duchy of Penthidvre, with some remains of its 

old walls, a college, and a good nuurket halleneer 

the fountain in the Place. Its church is large^ and 

ornamented with a tall spire at one end, and a 

sort of domed tower at the other, ffotett-^^m 

Voyageurs (Travellers); de Bretagne. 

[Pontrieux (16 kil. north), down the river, 

here crossed by a bridge to which the tide 

comes. Pierre de Rohan sacked the old castle 

of Ch&teaulin, which stands near, in the flf. 

teenth century. The church is one of the 

ugliest in the department. 

Paimpol (13 kO. north-west of this) is aboaflfav 

little port in the Channel, with a ship-yard, 

&c. Population, 2,108. To the south and 

south-east of it are the old round chimA ef 

Lanleff and Beauport abb^. 

Treguier (12 kiL north-north-west of Fen. 

trieux), a pleasant place, where the Owindty

6,400 population), in department CAtes-du- 
Nord, and a smuggling port, with a quay, 
about 7 kn. from the sea. The spire church is 
of the twelfth century ; and there are a college 
and two hospitals, - one on the quay, near a 
mineral water, which is useful in cases of 
■tone. Traces of the site of the roman Lexo- 
nhm hare been found on the river ; and on 
the Flsmeur road is a menhir stone 26 feet 
ty 10. HotH— des Marehands. ] 
MoRLAix (33 kil.), a port and sous-prefecture 
tn department Finisterre, where the Jarleau and 
Kerleut fall into the Channel, under some pic- 
turesque hills, and lined by quays which offer 
good prospects. Population I l,6i 0. fome cu- 
rious old houses are seen at Lances and on the 
Triglenz side of the creek, which runs up to 
the principal place. Others are seen in Rues 
des Nobles and du Pave. Of the four charches, 
St. Mathien's is in the pointed style, St. Martin's 
stands on a hill. The mafrie and markets are 
in the Place, on the site of a large hdiel de viUe, 
pulled down 1836. It has a sallo de spectacle, 
and large tobacco fkctory, navigation school, 
&c. and walks near the fontaine des Anglais. 
General Moreau was a native. The English 
held it in the fourteenth century. 

Conveyances, daily, to Paris, Brest, St. Malo, 
Rennes, St. Pol, Lannion, &c.; and by steam 
to Havre, on Wednesdays, in 20 hours.

and at Touquedoc (to the east), are fine remains 
of a castle of the thirteenth century. 
1st. Pol-de-Leon, (20 kU. north-west) to the 
right of the road to Brest, on the coast, 
is a decayed cathedral town, with several old 
gothic houses; and takes its name from the 
roman legion stationed in this part. Popu- 
lation 6.6U0. The beautiful granite spire of 
Kreisker churchy 394 feet high, was bullt^ in 
the fourteenth century, by an Encll b arcY\V 
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towen, roM windoiw, 
&C., and tombs of Gonaa Miridee^ Bishop 
Visdelon, and the palzcm saint, deeenra 
notice.] 
LA5DiviaiA J (20 kiL), has a g^ood drareh. 
Laudkrioud (16 kiLX on the Elom, whidi 
fall into the east aid of Brest harbomr, b a 
place of 6,000 population, to which vessels of 
300 tons come, having large barracks for sailors, 
long quays, a church of the sixteenth century, and 
the Plaudiry fountain in the shape of an obelisk. 
[On the road to Lesneven (to the nest) in a 
wild heath, are the beantifhl ruins ot Notre 
Dame du Folgoat, a dkorch built 1428 b; 
the dukes of Brittany ; it abounds with deli- 
cate earring and tracexy. 3 
At 20 kiL Amber is 

Brest. HoteU. De Provioce, dear ; Grand 
Monarque, both pretty good. C^i^/^^—Pariaien; 
Prosper; LapLnche. Population ^},860. 

A naval dock yard and arsenal, chief place of a 
maritime prefecture^ first class military station, 
&c., on the fine harbour or Road of Brest; ha^l 
a castle of the dukes of Brittany, which Robert 
KnoUes held for Richard II. of England again>t 
Duguesclin in 1373, and which was given up 
to the French, 1395. Louis XIV. made it a 
naval station, 1631, by the adrice of Richelieu, 
and built the arsenal after Vauban's plan round 
the old tower of the castle, which is 100 feet 
high, standing at the mouth of a creek of the 
Penfeld (on the north side of the harbour), 
along which the town and dock yard lie. 

The town is dirided into upper and lower, so 
steep as to be Joined by steps in several places* 
some of the newest houses are in the suburb 
of Reoouvnnce on the west. The Cours 
d'AJot has a good riew of the harbour ; and 
there are promenades at Ghamp de Bataille, 
Place de la Liberte, &o. 

A narrow passage, called Le Goulet (the 
gullet), about one mile wide, leads in from the 
Bay of Biscay on the west, to the noble land- 
locked £ar&owr, which is about nine league 
in circuit, would hold about 660 ships of the 
line, and towards the east divides off into two 
channels to Landemeau and ChateauUn. It is 
«lTQiU%Vj d«£«iv(\ft<l l^s b^vterleb on every point. 
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th« Ooulet, about 10 miles off, is Ouessant or 
Ushant light, at the mouth of the channel, 
where Keppel had an action with the French, 
1778. 

The Dock Yard includes 10 building slips, 
large dry docks, rope works (corderies), of great 
length, shears (machine i mater), sail lofts 
(voilerie), camion-foundry, and general maga- 
eine, forges, &c.,the Cayenne, or sailors' barracks 
for 4,000, victualling oflSce (pare aux vivres), 
museum of models (salle des modeles), the 
Clermont. Tonnerre hospital (a large building 
with 1,340 beds hi it), marine library of 15,000 
volumes, and observatory, &c. 

At the Bagnet an immense building about 
850 feet long, on a hill, about 3,000 formats or 
convicts are kept. In the town are a naval 
school, called the college Jolnville, Hdtel de 
Ville, St. Louis' church, salle de spectacle (thea- 
tre) with a good front, bibliothlque of 8000 
volumes, museum, botanic garden, medical school 
with a library of 8,000 volumes, &c. Ilotoe 
fought the battle of the 1st June, 1794, off 
Brest. One of the boats of the unfortunate 
Amazon escaped in here, 1852. High water at 
moon's fall and chango 3h. 40m. The cUmate 
is moist and cloudy. 
English Consul, Sir A. Perrler. 
Rev. M. Lefourdrey, is protestant pastor here. 
Trade in wine, cauz-de-vlo, sail-cloth, rope,&o. 
Conveyances, by coach, to Paris, Nantes, Ren- 
nes, St. Malo, Lorient, &c.; by steam to Chi- 
teanlin, up the Aulne. Across the harbour and 
thence to Camaret, brings you to a dndd circle 
of about 60 stones called FouU.Inguet, 44 feet 
apart, and some 18 feet high ; two rows of 12 
each lead to the cfa-cle. Near it is a view of 
the Beo de la Chdrre and Beo du Raz, at the 
mouth of Douamenes Bay, (tee Route 74.) 

(a)From Brest, along the coast towards the 
west, you pass Conquet (20 kll.), at the mouth 
of the Roads, near St. Mathieu's old abbey, 
and the Ught on St. Matthew's Pofait, and over- 
looking the Bay where the French were so 
careftilly watched by the English fleet in the 
war; also the Passage du Four which lies inside 
the Ushant, and the other wild rocky islands in 
the Atlantic. Further on (to the north) you 
oometo the Menhir of Piouarzel, adruidrock 
SO feet high (called Maen hir In ComwaU, i. e. 
kuv gtoBo), aeu Bt, Benan. Then com© tkxo

Drbitx (18 kil.), in a fertile part of the BlaiMb 
near the Eure, is a well-built sou8-pr6feotim 
of 6,800 population, who make doth, hats, lineup 
&o., and stands under a hUl corered by the n- 
nudns of its old castle. It was the capital of tii« 
Durocatses in Caesar's time; Louis le Oros gar* 
it to hia son Robert-; it was burnt by the EngUsh 
(being on the border of Normandy) 1188^ and 
taken by Henry IV. 1693, after repeated aif«^ntt"f 

The church is early and later goUiic ; thesqnaM 
Hdtcl de Ville, a mixture of gothio and renaia* 
aance, has a curious chimney and a carved dock* 
tower; there are also a college, good hospft^ 
theatre, and several timbered houses. 

Of the old chftteau, which Catherine de MedSdi 
gave to her son the Due d' Alen9on,1569, you see an 
enormous brick donJon(now used as a telegraph), 
a ruined chapel with sculptures as old as 1149; 
and a highly finished modern chisel in the greek 
style, built by Louis Philippe, in which his fSuni^ 
are buried, induding liis mother (who began tiM 
chapel),hisaunt the Duchesse de Conde-BonrboQ 
(the poor Duo d'Bnghien's mother), hia flbter, 
Madame Adelaide (died 1847), his son the Dot 
d'Orleans (killed 1842), his daughter Maria of 
Wurtemburg, &c. A high tower doaa to It 
leads by a subterranean way to the chapel. 

On the plain dose 1)7, in 1562, the Calilnlsis 
under the Prince of CondA and Ooligoywer* dt* 
feated by the royalists under Montmoren^, attm 
a severe action, Cond6 being taken prisoner.

VssHxniL (10 kil.)» in the fertile part of the 
Avre, was fortified by Henry I., of Eng and, and 
rq[)eatedly taken and retaken till given up to the 
French, 1U».

■ntiquK^ are the cathedral church and ito spire

This old seat of the dues d'Alengon is a 
pleasant, well built town, the capital of depart- 
ment Ome, in a wide fertile plain, covered with 
forests, where the Sarthe and Briante join. It 
belonged to the county of Perche, which was 
once part of Normandy. 

The Hdte de Ville (town hall), ou the site 
of the old Castle (of which two or three nmad 
towers are left at the prison opposite it), haa a 
fine promenade something like the grand avennt 
at the Luxembourg at Paris. 

Notre Dame Cathedral was built h^ween 1358 
and 1617. It is a small latin cross, 107 feet by 
32. The porch and nave have some good car- 
vings; and the altar is decorated with tte 
Assumption in black marble, and a copper 
canopy ; a spire, 156 feet high, waa struck down 
by lightning 1744. Montsort diifttA is <^ tfat 
eighth century.

[To the east (6 kfl.) Is the old moated chiteaa 
d'O or Mortrde, built, they say, by IsabeUi 
de Bavicre, but now restored.] 

Aroentan (23 kil.), a sous-pr^feoture of 6,147 
inhabitants, on a hill by the Ome, in a fertite 
I)lain, near the forest of Qouffem. The ditch of 
the old castle of the Comtes d'Argentanroakeea 
beautiful promenade; and the portico of St. Ger- 
main's church is worth notice. 

Manufactures of gloves and linens; and a 
trade in grain, leather, fruit, cattle, poultry, 
and good cheese. Hotel*— Dirary\ de Troll 
Maures (Three Moors); du Pont de Paris. A 
roman camp and some druid stones are near.

Falaisk (22 Idl), a sous-pr6fecture in depart- 
ment Calvados, in Normandy, is a ciurious old 
town, founded by the Normans, and noted as 
the birthplace of WUlicm the ConquercTt whost 
statue on horseback was set up October, 1861, 
in the presence of Guizot and others. 

Perched on the highest rocks is the ones 
impregnable norman e<Mle where the Conqueror 
drew breath, including the walls sixteen to forty- 
two feet high, the keep and the tower (100 feet) 
built by the great Talbot, who took the castle fan 
the time of Henry V. It was re-taken by Henri 
Quatre, 1589 ; and is now partly used as fho 
communal college. 

The old town adjoining is hemmed in hf 
remains of fortifications. East of it Is tfM 
faubourg of Guibray where a celebrat«d>W^, sf 
very ancient date, for horses, &c., is held lOtti 
to 25th August; and at the bottom stand fho 
picturesque quarters of Val d'Ante and St. Lan- 
rent, watered by the small river Ante.

The esta- 
blishment is well managed, lodgings are good, 
and the season for taking the waters is be- 
tween Bfay and September. They are tonic 
wul purgative; and are usefUl in cutaneous 
complaints, chronic rheumatism, gout, uicers, 
and diseases of the Joints. Temperature, 22° 
Heaumur, or 81** Fahrenheit. Several objects 
of notice are near, as the chiteauz of Bermon- 
di^re and Couteme, St. Orler chapd, Bonvou- 
loir watch tower, in Andienne forest, the iron 
works of Varennet and Cossi. 

Don rROXT (19 kil. from Couteme), on a rock 
•ter the Varennes, is a small sous-prefecture, in 
department (J me (population, 2,700), but was 
once an important walled town, defended by a 
strong castle, built by Guillaume de Bellesme, 
now a picturesque ruin. It is near Mont Halouze, 
one of the highest points in this quarter of 
France.

Pierre de Plerguen (20 kil.) and Chitcauneuf 
(13 kil), and that to Dol unite here; but we 
leave them to follow that to tho south-west, 
about 20 kil. by BScherel, to 

Dinuiiasous-prdfecture^n deiartment CAtes- 
du-Nord, and a fine old town, mo^t picturesquely 
seated on a steep granite rock, 200 feet above the 
Ranee, up which river small craft from St. Mblo 
(30 kil.) come, taking advanUge of the tide, which 
rises 30 to 40 feet with great suddenness. It was 
a roman station in the county of the Curioeo- 
Utes. Duguesdin took it from the English, 1373, 
and de CUsson agam a few years later. The 
Leaguers of this part made it their head quarters^ 
but gave it up to Marshal Brissac, 1598. 
Its old walls remain, so thick that you mightdriv* 
a carriage on them ; the moat outside is planted. 
In one part, near.Perte St. Louis, is the tall ma« 
chicolated dox^on, built 1300, by Duchess Anne, 
now serving for a prison. Like all old towns; it 
has many narrow dark streets, of old-ftshioned 
wooden houses ; but the more modem ones aro 
built of granite. Phioe Dugaesclin is the site ot

The granite hoiioge or dodc-tower ends 
to a ipire, near the lidul de Ville; the 
latter was formerly a hospice, and holds the 
public library of 3,( 00 rolumes, besides portraits 
of Dudostbe historian, the excellent La Garaye, 
and the soldiers Duguesclin and Beaumanoir. 
Two pillars, of a single block of granite each, 
front the tribunal. There are also a hospital, 
college, salle-de-concert, and a chapel for the 
ICngltrii residents here. 

A pretty road leads out to the Coninaic mi- 
neral q;>rings (1 kil.), in a deep TsUey : useful 
fa oases of indigestion, &c 

The neighbourhood is exceedingly pleasant, 
abounding in many charming walks and points 
of Tiew. Within a distance of 6 or 8 kil. are the 
following :— At Lihon or L6on, only 1 kil. off, 
on a round hill, are the maasire waUs and eight 
round towers of a casUet built, they say, on the 
site of a roman fort, and rebuilt about 1400. 
Close by is the gothic chapel of St. Magliore's 
priory (founded 850, by Nomino^^ ^bci^ ^® 
Beaumanoir family were buried. Near St. Esprit 
and the large lunatic asylum (1 kil. west), under 
the care of the brothers of St. Jean de Dieu, is a 
gothic cross of granite, worth notice. 

La Garaye ch&teau (2 kil. north-west), to the 
renidssance style, is the ruined seat of its be- 
nerolent owner, who to the last century re- 
tired here with his wife, and turned it toto a 
dispensary, &c., for the benefit of the poor. — 
Chesnan, to the forest of Coetquen, was the 
■eat of Abb^ F. DelamennaJs. 

GoRSEUL, (4 kil. north-west) was the capital 
of the CuriosoliteSt a gaulic people, where re- 
mains of a temple of Mars (30 feet high), roman 
epitaphs, altarb, *>iece8 of columns, coins, bronzes, 
&c. have been fom^d. Many of the tilesi to its 
walls (which were 3 toches square) were used to 
repair those of St. Malo. An inscription is seen 
on the church ; and a roman way may be traced.

From Dinan to St. Malo, you pass 
Chatbaxjnbuv (14 kil.), down the Ranee^ It 
department nie-et-Yilaine, a snuH old p]ae% 
defended by a fort on Vauban's qrstem, eon* 
structed 1777. Abore is a seat «nd park indnd> 
ing remains of the old castle. 

St. Sertan (12 kil.), a port and bathing plaet^ 
with 10,000 population (many of them EnglishX 
separated from St. Malo only by a mnoii bay 
which dries at low water, when you nuiy croai 
the sands to a cart to tea mtoutes; but at U^ 
water it is 50 feet deep. 

A vast stone causeway 87 feet wide, begun te 
St. Malo, will make a harbour (326 acres), of

A sous-prefecture of 9,000 population, third 
daas fortress, &c., is the best haven in this part 
of France, lying in the throat of a difficult bay 
at the Ranee's mouth, five miles across from 
Fointe de la Verde to Pointe du Decoll^, and 
covered with rocks above and btlow water. 

The town stands on the He d'Aron, joined 
by a solid causeway (called le SQlon), 200 
yards wide to the main, which often demands 
repair on account of injuries occasioned by the 
sea. To the east of the mole (carrying a fixed 
Bght) is the port, which ia left dry at low water, 
but ia perfectly safe. 

The anchorage in the Rade or Roads on the 
west is protected by seven forts; one of which, 
on De Oanchee (3 miles out) was built by 
Voobm ; another is on Cezembre ; and a third 
on Beys rock, near the bar and the Rocher auz 
Anglais. Beacons are placed here and there 
to mark the channels between the rocks, some 
of which are 20 to SO feet high, and bear such 
names as Crolai^te, Durand, Benetin, Grandee 
et Petitcs Pointus, Grand Concha, Pierre auz 
Normands, Ronfleresse, Bnharats, &c. The 
light on Cape Frehel, 13 miles off, is withhi 
view. Near this light is St. Cast chilteau, 
celebrated,' say the French, 'for the victory of 
tbait name over the English in 1758'? 

St. Male replaces the ancient Aletunij the me- 
mory of which is preserved by GiUch Alet point 
near this. It looks well, and has good hotels 
and streets of tall houses, but is rather a dull 
place. There are pleasant walks with prospects 
of the sea, &c., on the large high walls round 
the edge of the rock and strengthened by old 
lowers and Vauban's bastions. 

Two of Its four portes or gates, St. Vincent 



and St. Thomas, are close to the old ehAUtm, 
built by the Duchess Anne of Brittany, ao4 
maldng part of the fortifications. This is 6 
square pQe with corner towers, one of whicti iff 
called * Qui qu'en grogne,* from an inscription put 
upon it by that strong-minded lady — * Qui gu'en 
grogne^ ainsi serai c'esi mon plaisir* (Let them 
growl as they like; it is my will to have it bo) 

The old cathedral church, the seat of a bishop 
before the revolution, is in the gothic style; 
there are two other churches, with a bourse 
or f»xchange, two hospitals (one for foundlings), 
a high school, school of navigation, theatre, a 
government tobacco factory, &c. Under Fort 
de la Cite is a suspension bridge built 1847, 
and leading to the telegraph. A casino and 
ball rooms are attached to the baths, which 
are much frequented in the season. 

Opposite the ca*ii^4ral is the statue of Duguay- 
Trouin a brave sconmn, and a native; Cha- 
teaubriand was bora in Rue dee Juifs, and is 
buried on an island near Solidor fort. Cartier, 
who discovered Canada, 1534; Maupertuis, tho 
astronomer; Labourdonnaye, who took Madras 
and AbbS Lamemiais, ore also natives. 

It is a great place for privateers in war- 
time, and, as might be expected, was noted for 
smuggling, but this has fkllen off. Some of 
the best sailors in France are found here. Ships 
are fitted out for the whale and cod fisheriec 
and the coasting trade (petit cabotage). 

Cordage, lineo^ fish-hooks, sails, soap, &o. ar^ 
made; and thero is a brisk trade in grain, fruit, 
wine, spirits, salt provisions, toilcs de Brotagno 
(linens), cider, honey, butter, wax, oysters, fish, 
&o., the prodiooe of the department or of tho 
colonies. 

From St. Malo along the Dol road you come to 
Param6, where yon leave it for St. Columb and

town on the diift^ overlooking a sandy bay, whidi 
stretches round by Mont Dol and Mont Su 
Michel to Granville. With the little part of La 
Houle, it contiiins a populatton of 5,100, fishor- 
men and oyster catchers. The oysters are sent 
to Paris, or to replenish tile beds of natives In 
the Thames.
